This  book,  written  by  Jerry 
Cook  (with  Stanley  C.  Baldwin)  is 
printed  by  Word  Publishing.  The 
book  was  given  to  me  at  Christmas 
by  my  dear  friend  and  fellow  minis- 
ter. Assistant  Conference 
Superintendent  Jimmy  C.  Whitfield. 
Dear  Evangel  reader,  you  need  this 
book.  It  is  powerful.  I  cannot  say 
more  about  the  contents  here  with- 


out permission  of  the  publisher,  but 
I  do  hope  you  will  read  this  volume. 
It  will  help  you  even  if  you  think  you 
don't  need  any  help! 

The  following  material  was  shared 
by  Pastor  Dan  Beller  with  a  group  of 
our  ministers  in  a  special  meeting  at 
Emmanuel  College  in  the  fall  of 
1993.  I  have  his  permission  to  share 
with  our  readers. 

These  items  have  reinforced  so 
much  of  my  own  philosophy  of  min- 
istry. I  am  sincerely  grateful  to  Dr. 
Beller.  He  says  it  so  beautifully  I 
haven't  changed  it  at  all. 

Things  I  Have  Learnted 

1.  Do  not  be  overly  involved  in  peo- 
ple's personal  lives  because  you 
cannot  live  their  lives  for  them. 

2.  Learn  to  say  no,  diplomatically, 
to  people's  demands  or  feelings 
of  guilt,  fear,  and  to  stress  and 
pressure. 

3.  Say  yes  to  the  things  you  are 
gifted  in.  Do  what  you  do  best. 

4.  Refuse  to  get  on  someone  else's 
soapbox.  Usually  there  are  peo- 
ple who  always  want  you  to 
champion  their  particular  cause. 

5.  Avoid  religious  fads  because 
they  will  soon  pass  and  leave 


you  empty.  Stay  balanced  and 
solid,  and  you  will  have  longevi- 
ty. 

6.  Be  a  peacemaker. 

7.  Be  a  stroker  instead  of  a  striker. 

8.  Be  friendly!  At  least  speak  to 
people  and  touch  them. 

9.  Be  flexible.  Everything  is  in  con- 
stant change. 

10.  Be  patient.  Things  have  a  way 
of  working  themselves  out. 

11.  In  working  with  people,  try  to 
see  the  good  gifts  in  each  one. 

12.  Keep  your  personal  identity,  and 
do  not  be  absorbed  by  your  title. 

13.  Keep  your  personal  lives  person- 
al, and  do  not  share  everything 
because  people  may  use  it 
against  you. 

14.  Guard  your  privacy  in  your  fam- 
ily and  marriage  or  otherwise 
you  will  be  totally  absorbed. 

15.  Keep  your  mouth  shut.  What 
you  don't  say  is  important. 

16.  Do  not  publicize  your  personal 
business. 

I  believe  this  valuable  reminder  is 
more  than  a  good  idea.  It  is  worthy 
of  the  attention  of  clergy  and  laity.

sible.  In  1941,  they  founded  the  Peniel  Church 
and  served  as  its  pastor. 


Mrs.  Russell  joined  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  in  1950  and  assisted  her  husband 
in  pastoring  six  additional  churches:  Mount 
Olive,  Red  Springs,  New  Bern,  Williamston, 
Rocky  Mount,  and  finally  the  Tabernacle 
Church  in  Goldsboro.  It  was  here  at  the 
Tabernacle  that  her  husband  passed  away  in 
1969,  but  she  assumed  full  responsibility  as 
pastor  for  more  than  a  year  to  complete  the 
assignment. 

In  1970,  she  was  assigned  to  pastor  the 
Pikes  Cross  Roads  Church  and  served  for 
eight  years.  During  this  time  God  blessed  her 
efforts,  the  membership  grew,  and  a  beautiful 
sanctuary  and  a  new  educational  building 
which  were  paid  for  on  completion.  Also,  a 
parsonage  was  begun  and  almost  completed 
before  her  term  expired. 

In  addition  to  her  pastoral  duties,  Mrs. 
Russell  was  always  very  active  at  every  level 
in  the  Women's  Auxiliary  (now  Women's 
Ministries)  of  her  denominational  fellowship. 
Besides  leading  her  group  of  ladies  at  her  local 
church,  she  served  in  many  official  capacities 
in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Women's 
Auxiliary  Department  including  serving  as  its 
Secretary-Treasurer  for  several  years.  She  was 
affiliated  with  the  Women's  Auxiliary  on  the 
General  level  in  some  capacity  from  1957  - 
1977.  She  served  on  the  General  WA  Board 
from  1969  -  1977,  either  as  Vice  President, 
Board  Member,  and/or  Regional  Director. 

Her  duties  have  included  serving  as 
Director  of  the  Eastern  Educational  Zone  from 
1957  -  1969,  during  which  time  she  presided 
over  many  conventions,  conducted  many 
workshops,  and  was  a  speaker  in  much 
demand.  She  promoted  the  Ministers'  Wives 
Fellowship,  the  Sharing  Sister  Program,  and 
the  Feast  of  Ingathering,  introducing  bus 
trips  to  church  schools  to  promote  the  work. 
She  wrote  WA  programs  for  eight  years,  and 
the  first  study  courses  on  "Church  Discipline" 
and  "Stewardship"  which  were  all  published 
in  The  Helping  Hand,  the  official  publica- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Ministries  Department  of 
the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  She  intro- 
duced the  idea  of  appointing  directors  at  the 
general,  conference,  and  local  levels  for 
Missions,  Education,  and  WA  Day.  She 
designed  the  WA  emblem  and  suggested  the 
words  in  their  motto.  As  a  member  of  the 
Falcon  Children's  Home  Board  for  two  years, 
she  promoted  the  Harvest  Train,  initiated  the 
Gold  Bond  Stamp  Drive  that  purchased  a  38- 
passenger  bus  and  a  walk-in  freezer  for  the 
Home.  She  was  not  only  known  in  the  N.  C. 
Conference  for  her  work  in  the  WA,  but  the 
name  of  Margaret  Russell  was  known 
throughout  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 

While  so  involved  in  so  many  things  in  the 
church,  Mrs.  Russell's  chief  involvement  was 
with  her  family.  She  loved  her  husband  and 
her  children  whom  she  regarded  as  gifts  from 
the  Lord.  She  was  the  mother  of  four  beautiful 
daughters,  Peggy,  Becky,  Joyce,  and  Susan. 
Her  only  son,  Joe,  Jr.  followed  in  the  footsteps 
of  his  father  and  mother  in  the  ministry  and 
has  pastored  several  of  our  most  prominent 
churches. 


When  Margaret  Russell  decided  to  retire 
from  active  duty  in  the  ministry  to  which  God 
had  called  her,  she  was  gi'aciously  honored  by 
the  woman  that  she  had  served  so  well 
through  the  years  and  received  accolades  from 
every  level  of  the  church  for  her  labor  of  digni- 
ty, grace,  and  charm.  She  was  indeed  a  mar- 
velous, gracious,  multi-talented  servant  of 
God  and  shall  long  be  remembered  as  one  who 
gave  her  all  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  whom 
she  loved  and  served  so  well.

Mrs.  Margaret  H.  Russell 

August  12, 1911  -  November  2, 1993 

The  funeral  service  of  Reverend  Mrs. 
Margaret  H.  Russell  was  held  at  the  First 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  Goldsboro, 
North  Carolina,  by  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee,  Rev. 
Roland  Harrell,  and  Rev.  Jimmy  Whitfield  on 
November  5,  1993.  The  Pallbearers  were  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Board  members. 

The  private  graveside  service  was  conduct- 
ed by  Reverend  T.  Elwood  Long,  Super- 
intendent of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Burial  was  at 
the  Falcon  Children's  Home  Cemetery  in 
Falcon,  North  Carolina. 

Reverend  Mrs.  Margaret  Russell  was  born 
and  reared  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  It  was 
there  that  she  met  and  married  Joe  L.  Russell. 
Soon  thereafter  they  moved  to  Fayetteville, 
North  Carolina,  where  her  husband  opened  an 
automotive  repair  business.  It  was  in 
Fayetteville  that  they  attended  a  city-wide 
evangelistic  campaign  conducted  by  Reverend 
Wade  House.  They  both  were  converted  and 
joined  the  First  Baptist  Church.  It  was  here 
that  they  met  Carl  and  Lila  Isaac  who  had 
received  the  Pentecostal  experience;  and 
through  the  Isaacs'  prayer  and  guidance,  they 
believed  and  accepted  this  wonderful  blessing. 

Mr.  Russell  felt  the  call  of  the  Lord  to 
preach  His  Gospel.  Feeling  unprepared,  he 
approached  his  pastor  who  was  instrumental 
in  getting  him  enrolled  at  Moody  Bible 
Institute,  Chicago,  Illinois.  During  this  time 
God  dealt  with  Mrs.  Russell,  and  her  call 
became  as  definite  as  that  of  her  husband. 
After  they  completed  their  studies,  they 
returned  to  Fayetteville  and  joined  the  Person 
Street  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  where 
Reverend  W.  Eddie  Morris  was  pastor. 

Faithful  to  their  calling,  they  purchased  a 
large  tent  and  evangelized  for  seven  years.  In 
1940,  Mr.  Russell  joined  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.  They  were  immediately  assigned  the 
Elizabethtown  and  Boardman  churches,  but 
continued  their  evangelistic  efforts  where  pos-

Genesis  Dedication 

On  November  21,  5:00  p.m.  in  the  afternoon,  a  special  celebration 
service  was  held  at  the  Genesis  Church  near  Wendell.  The  service  was 
the  dedication  for  their  first  building  on  "their  place"  of  new  begin- 
nings. The  church  had  been  working  on  their  building  through  the 
spring  and  summer  of  1993. 

This  building  was  built  by  much  sacrifice,  love,  and  hard  work. 
Pastor  Paul  Brafford  is  to  be  commended  for  a  job  well  done.  Much  of 
the  work  was  done  by  volunteer  labor.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
some  sixty  plus  men  from  the  Conference  Men's  Fellowship  (Men  of 
Action)  gathered  on  a  weekend  to  "dry  the  church"  in.  Several  churches 
assisted  with  supplying  workers  and  funds  for  rooms  and  other  special 
projects.  The  church  is  located  on  ten  acres  of  land  (debt  free)  near 
Wendell.  The  debt  on  the  building  is  $91,000.00  with  an  appraised  cost 
of  over  $150,000.00  The  church  has  come  a  long  way  in  a  short  length 
of  time.

Royal  Rangers  Commander  Bill  Linn  awarded  Paul 
Wheeler  from  the  Clinton  First  PH  Church  the 
GOLD  MEDAL  OF  ACHIEVEMENT  AWARD.  Paul 
was  also  presented  a  "God  and  Life  Award"  during 
the  same  ceremony.  He  is  the  son  of  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
David  Wheeler  of  Clinton,  NC. 

The  GOLD  MEDAL  OF  ACHIEVEMENT  AWARD 
is  the  highest  achievement  a  boy  can  earn  in  the 
Royal  Rangers  ministry.  Upon  earning  the  GMA  a 
boy  automatically  becomes  a  Jr.  Commander,  a  posi- 
tion he  holds  until  he  becomes  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age  at  which  time  he  may  take  the  LTC  to  become  a 
Lieutenant  Commander. 

After  earning  the  highest  rating  in  either  the  Sea 
Rangers,  Air  Rangers,  or  Trail  Rangers,  the  following 
requirements  are  necessary  to  earn  the  GMA  Award: 

1.  He  must  read  THE  ROYAL  RANGERS  LEAD- 
ERS MANUAL. 

2.  He  must  obtain  from  his  commander  a  state- 
ment that  he  qualifies  for  the  award  and  enclose  a 
list  of  the  advanced  awards  he  has  earned. 

3.  He  must  write  a  500-word  theme  on  the  subject 
"The  Value  of  Royal  Rangers."  It  should  include  the 
most  important  benefits  he  has  received  by  being  a 
Royal  Ranger  and  what  he  believes  this  program 
would  do  for  other  boys.  (This  theme,  along  with  the 
statement  from  his  commander,  must  be  sent  to  his 
district  commander  for  his  approval.) 

4.  He  must  be  between  the  ages  of  14-17. 

5.  He  must  be  approved  by  the  Conference  and 
Conference  GMA  Review  Board  and  the  National 
Royal  Rangers  Office.

Pentecost 

"Lord,  Do  It  Again,  Please" 

T.  Elwood  Long 

Historically  and  theologically  the  day 
of  Pentecost  will  never  be  repeated.  How- 
ever, believers  must  constantly  remem- 
ber that  the  glorious  Holy  Spirit  who 
came  into  the  120  in  the  upper  room  on 
that  notable  day  is  still  with  us.  He  has 
not  been  withdrawn  nor  summoned  back 
to  Heaven  by  the  Father.  He  is  very  pre- 
sent in  the  Church  today.  Now,  we  do  not 
see  the  cloven  tongues  of  fire,  and  we  do 
not  hear  the  sound  of  the  rushing  mighty 
wind,  but  our  tongues  have  been  set  on 
fire  with  the  message  of  salvation;  and 
the  Holy  Breath  of  His  presence  com- 
forts, strengthens,  instructs,  and  guides 
us  as  we  serve  our  Lord  in  the  spirit- 
filled  life. 

There  have  been  extended  periods  of 
time  in  church  history  when  the  Church 
visible  has  not  made  Him  welcome.  Even 
in  those  benighted  moments  the  Holy 
Spirit  has  lovingly  waited  for  hearts 
cleansed  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb  who 
would  submit  to  His  Awesome  presence. 
He  has  never  excommunicated  the 
Beloved  of  the  Lord.  It  is  always  the 
opposite. 

Sometime  when  I  remember  with 
refreshing  renewal  some  of  the  occasions 
across  the  years  when  the  Holy  Ghost 
has  manifested  Himself  so  vividly,  I  cry 
out  to  the  Lord,  "Lord,  do  it  again, 
please!" 

The  principles  He  instilled  in  those 
first  believers  who  received  His  infilling 
have  not  changed.  Antecedent  ingredi- 
ents prevailed  among  them  that  laid  the 
foundation  for  their  receptivity.  We  dis- 
cover those  ingredients  in  Acts,  chapter 
one. 

First  of  all,  those  believers  were  in 
beautiful  fellowship  with  the  risen  Lord. 

To  whom  also  he  shewed 
himself  alive  after  his  passion 
by  many  infallible  proofs,  being 
seen  of  them  forty  days,  and 
speaking  of  the  things  pertain- 
ing to  the  kingdom  of  God:  Acts 
1:3 

Secondly,  they  embraced  for  them- 
selves the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost 


And  being  assembled 
together  with  them,  command- 
ed them  that  they  should  not 
depart  from  Jerusalem,  but 
wait  for  the  promise  of  the 
Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye 
have  heard  of  me.  For  John 
truly  baptized  with  water;  but 
ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  not  many  days 
hence.  Acts  1:4,  5 

Then  they  were  obedient  to  the  com- 
mand of  Jesus  to  go  to  Jerusalem  to 
await  the  infilling  of  the  Spirit. 

Then  returned  they  unto 
Jerusalem  from  the  mount 
called  Olivet,  which  is  from 
Jerusalem  a  sabbath  day's  jour- 
ney. And  when  they  were  come 
in,  they  went  up  into  an  upper 
room,  where  abode  both  Peter, 
and  James,  and  John,  and 
Andrew,  Phillip,  and  Thomas, 
Bartholomew,  and  Matthew, 
James  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and 
Simon  Zelotes,  and  Judas  the 
brother  of  James.  Acts  1:12,  13 

Another  beautiful  thing  about  these 
people  is  that  they  were  united  in  spirit. 

These  all  continued  with  one 
accord  in  prayer  and  supplica- 
tion, with  the  women,  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  Jesus,  and 
with  his  brethren.  Acts  1 : 14 

The  Word  of  God  is  so  ultimately 
important.  Part  of  the  bedrock  of  expec- 
tation that  existed  among  them  as  they 
waited  for  The  Promise  is  their  alle- 
giance to  and  honor  for  the  scriptures. 

And  in  those  days  Peter 
stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  dis- 
ciples, and  said,  (the  number  of 
names  together  were  about  an 
hundred  and  twenty,)  Men  and 
brethren,  this  Scripture  must 
needs  have  been  fulfilled, 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the 
mouth  of  David  spake  before 
concerning  Judas,  which  was 
guide  to  them  that  took  Jesus. 
For  he  was  numbered  with  us. 


and  had  obtained  part  of  this 
ministry.  Now  this  man  pur- 
chased a  field  with  the  reward 
of  iniquity;  and  falling  head- 
long, he  burst  asunder  in  the 
midst,  and  all  his  bowels 
gushed  out.  And  it  was  known 
unto  all  the  dwellers  at 
Jerusalem;  insomuch  as  that 
field  is  called,  in  their  proper 
tongue,  Aceldama,  that  is  to 
say.  The  field  of  blood.  For  it  is 
written  in  the  book  of  Psalms, 
Let  his  habitation  be  desolate, 
and  let  no  man  dwell  therein: 
and  His  bishopric  let  another 
take.  Acts  1:15-20 

When  they  needed  to  make  a  crucially 
important  decision,  they  brought  their 
dilemma  to  the  Lord  in  prayer. 

Wherefore  of  these  men 
which  have  companied  with  us 
all  the  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
went  in  and  out  among  us, 
Beginning  from  the  baptism  of 
John,  unto  that  same  day  that 
he  was  taken  up  from  us,  must 
one  be  ordained  to  be  a  witness 
with  us  of  his  resurrection.  And 
they  appointed  two,  Joseph 
called  Barsabas,  who  was  sur- 
named  Justus,  and  Matthias. 
And  they  prayed,  and  said. 
Thou,  Lord,  which  knowest  the 
hearts  of  all  men,  shew 
whether  of  these  two  thou  hast 
chosen.  Acts  1:21-24 

The  need  of  this  hour  is  to  have  our 
omniscient,  omnipotent  God  to  "do  it 
again!" 

When  that  occurs,  we  must  be  pre- 
pared in  order  to  receive.  That  requires 
that  we  are  captured  by  a  renewed  reve- 
lation of  the  risen  Christ  in  a  deeper 
experience  of  His  Resurrection  power. 
Unwavering  faith  in  God's  Word,  the 
Bible,  will  be  accompanied  in  us  by  a 
spirit  of  unity  in  the  Church  as  we 
approach  the  Giver  of  all  grace  in  believ- 
ing prayer.

A  Testimonial 
My  Conversation 
and  Call  To  Ministry 

I  was  born  to  pioneer  Pentecostal 
Holiness  parents,  Jacob  B.  Williams 
and  Bessie  M.  Harrington  Williams,  on 
October  12,  1924.  From  my  earliest 
remembrance  I  was  taught  the  Word 
of  God  and  Christian  principles. 

My  first  experience  with  God  came 
when  I  was  about  five  (5)  years  of  age. 
I  was  genuinely  converted  in  the  St. 
Paul  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
Greenville,  North  Carolina.  This  ini- 
tial experience  was  definite  and  very 
real  in  my  life.  It  is  true,  that  later  on 
in  life  I  failed  the  Lord,  but  I  do  not 
recall  a  single  day  when  I  did  not  pray 
to  God  and  ask  Him  for  His  blessings. 

All  my  life  I  have  felt  the  call  to 
preach.  When  my  father  was  on  his 
death-bed,  he  called  me  to  his  bedside 
(I  was  three  years  of  age)  and  laid  his 
hands  upon  me  and  asked  God  to 
transfer  his  mantle  to  me.  I  was  not 
told  about  this  event  until  I  had  com- 
mitted myself  to  the  ministry. 

At  16  years  of  age  in  the  Aulander 
Camp  Meeting  at  Aulander,  North 
Carolina,  I  was  invited  to  the  altar  by 
a  Christian  lady  in  whom  I  had  the 
greatest  confidence.  Out  of  respect  for 
her  I  went  to  the  place  of  prayer. 
While  there,  I  was  reclaimed.  The  last 
barrier  I  had  to  overcome  prior  to  rein- 
statement with  God  was  the  accep- 
tance of  the  call  to  the  ministry. 

I  was  licensed  to  preach  when  I  was 
17  years  of  age  and  ordained  at  19 
years  of  age.  I  pastored  my  first  church 
when  I  was  18.  I  have  been  involved  in 
the  full-time  ministry  since  I  was  19.  I 
have  pastored  some  of  the  smallest 
churches  in  our  denomination  and 
some  of  the  largest.  I  have  served  in 
almost  every  official  capacity  available 
in  the  church.  God's  grace  has  been 
sufficient  and  His  goodness  has  been 
real. 


Bishop  J.  Floyd  Williams 

October  12,  1924  - 
March  27,  1994 

Bishop  J.  Floyd  Williams,  a  native 
of  Pitt  County,  attended  Agnes 
Fullerlove  School  and  Greenville  High 
School.  He  wa  a  1943  graduate  of 
Franklin  Springs  Institutes 
(Emmanuel  College)  Franklin  Springs, 
Georgia.  He  received  Honorary  Doctor- 
ate of  Divinity  Degrees  from  Holmes 
Theological  Seminary,  Greenville, 
South  Carolina;  Oklahoma  City  South- 
western College,  Oklahoma  City;  Okla- 
homa and  Pacific  Coast  Bible  College 
in  California. 

He  became  a  licensed  minister  in 
the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  in 

1942  and  was  ordained  in  1944.  From 

1943  until  1962,  he  pastored  numer- 
ous churches  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  He  served  as  the  Vice 
President  of  the  General  Sunday 
School  Convention.  He  also  served  as 
the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference. 

In  1961  he  was  elected  Assistant 
General  Superintendent  of  The 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  and  served  as  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Education.  In  1965  he 
was  elected  Vice  Chairman  and 
served  as  Director  of  World  Missions. 
In  1969  he  was  ordained  and  titled 
Bishop  serving  as  General  Superin- 
tendent until  1981. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Evangelicals  and 
served  on  the  Board  of  Administra- 
tion and  was  a  past  President.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Pentecostal 
Fellowship  of  North  America  and 
served  as  Chairman  for  three  terms. 
He  was  a  past  Executive  Member  of 
the  Presidium  for  the  World  Pente- 
costal Fellowship.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  World  Relief  Corporation. 

Bishop  Williams  is  survived  by  his 
devoted  wife  Jean  Ashburn 
Williams;  his  loving  sons  J.  Floyd 
Williams,  Jr.,  James  Ashley 
Williams,  and  Jonathan  Benjamin 
Williams;  daughters-in-law  Sarah

Friendship  (Wilson  District)  Church  News 

The  Friendship  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  celebrated 
its  30th  Anniversary  Sunday,  February  27,  1994. 

The  day  started  with  fifty-four  in  Sunday  School.  The 
morning  worship  service  was  attended  by  approximately 
sixty  people.  Seven  of  the  fifteen  charter  members  were  pre- 
sent along  with  several  former  members  and  visitors  in  the 
service.  Nine  deceased  members  were  honorably  mentioned 
during  the  service.  After  a  very  inspiring  message  by  Rev. 
H.  R.  Turpin,  former  pastor,  lunch  was  spread  in  the  church 
fellowship  hall  for  a  delicious  meal  and  fellowship. 

After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Ophelia  Flowers,  pastor  of  the 
Gospel  Holiness  Tabernacle  in  Wilson,  NC,  a  group  of 
eleven  people  came  together  on  February  16,  1964,  and 
formed  a  Pentecostal  Holiness  Mission. 

On  February  26,  1964,  the  church  was  organized  by  the 
late  Rev.  W.  Eddie  Morris,  NC  Conference  Superintendent 
at  the  time  with  fifteen  charter  members.  Within  six  weeks 
the  Sunday  School  had  more  than  doubled  with  sixty-eight 
present  on  Easter  Sunday. 

On  March  14,  1965,  the  Wainwright  Avenue  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  (the  name  at  organization)  was  renamed 
Friendship.  Rev.  Emmett  Turner  pastored  the  church  from 
February  26,  1964,  until  August,  1966  at  which  time  he  was 
assigned  to  the  Black  Creek  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 
The  present  membership  is  66. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Pastor  Samuel  Powell  a  ground- 
breaking was  held  in  July  1972  for  a  new  church  located  at 
the  Junction  of  301  Highway  and  42  East.  The  first  service 
was  held  in  the  new  church  in  December  1973.  On  March 
16,  1975,  the  church  was  dedicated  by  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee, 
then  superintendent  of  the  NC  Conference. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Pastor  Dwight  Jones,  the  fellow- 
ship hall  was  completed  in  1982  and  a  roof  was  placed  on 
the  church. 

The  church  now  has  an  active  Women's  Ministries, 
GEMS  and  Royal  Rangers.  The  church  also  has  a  growing 
Christian  Education  Department.  The  Lord  is  still  blessing, 
and  people  are  being  saved  and  joining  the  church  and 
becoming  involved  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Please  pray  for 
us  at  the  Friendship  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.

A  Plea  For  Balance 

Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  human  beings  are 
given  to  extremes.  This  is  especially  true  in  spiritual 
things.  For  example,  in  seeking  to  free  ourselves  from 
what  we  perceive  to  be  the  legalism  of  the  past,  we 
seem  to  be  leaping  over  the  wonderful  balance  of  liberty 
into  licentiousness. 

Remnant  theology  and  harvest  theology  have  also 
been  brought  into  great  conflict  because  of  extremes.  In 
reality  there  need  be  no  conflict  if  we  seek  a  true  Bible 
balance. 

For  example  there  is  the  view  that  only  a  small  rem- 
nant will  be  saved,  and  all  we  can  do  is  hold  the  fort,  or 
at  least  not  lose  as  many  as  we  have.  I  certainly  reject 
such  an  extreme  view  of  remnant  theology.  The  very 
fact  that  over  half  the  babies  of  the  world  die  either  in 
infancy  or  through  abortion  proves  there  will  be  more 
people  in  heaven  than  hell. 

However,  there  is  a  more  balanced  view  of  remnant 
theology  I  do  accept.  Personally  I  believe  it  will  be  a 
remnant  rather  than  the  entire  church  that  will  be 
caught  away  in  the  initial  rapture.  All  saved  people 
will,  of  course,  be  finally  saved.  I  refer  only  to  the  ini- 
tial translation. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  try  to  prove  the  point  in  this 
article.  I  would  point  out,  however,  that  our  founding 
fathers  were  wise  enough  to  recognize  ample  scriptural 
evidence  for  opposing  views,  and  so,  wrote  the  Articles 
of  Faith  in  such  a  way  as  to  allow  liberty.  Also,  some  of 
the  most  knowledgeable  men  the  church  ever  had  sub- 


scribed to  a  partial  rapture.  In  fact,  there  was  probably 
a  time  when  the  majority  of  Pentecostal  Holiness  peo- 
ple accepted  such  a  view  of  remnant  theology. 

I  refuse  to  be  mean  or  unkind  to  people  who  do  not 
agree  with  this  balanced  view  of  remnant  theology.  But 
I  expect  the  same  courtesy  in  return. 

Then,  there  is  also  an  extreme  view  of  harvest  theol- 
ogy that  I  totally  reject  as  unscriptural.  Some  would 
agree  that  before  the  rapture  occurs  at  all  there  must 
be  a  world-wide  revival.  I  heard  a  T.V.  minister  say 
"Jesus'  coming  is  not  imminent.  He  is  not  coming  until 
we  get  the  church  ready  for  Him."  Such  a  view  is  cer- 
tainly in  violation  of  the  13th  Article  of  Faith  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  More  importantly,  it  is  a 
violation  for  the  Word  of  God  itself. 

However,  there  is  a  more  balanced  view  of  harvest 
theology  I  do  believe.  Jesus  said,  "Say  not  ye.  There  are 
yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh  harvest.  Behold,  I 
say  unto  you,  lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields; 
for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest"  (John  4:35). 
Since  that  day,  there  has  never  been  a  time  that  the 
church  was  to  dream  of  some  future  harvest.  Instead 
we  are  commanded  to  have  consistent  vision  of  the  ever 
present  harvest. 

Jesus  also  said,  "The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but 
the  labourers  are  few"  (Matthew  9:37).  If  we  are  not 
reaping  a  harvest,  it  is  not  because  there  is  a  shortage 
of  a  harvest  but  a  shortage  of  laborers.  There  has  never 
been  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  church  that  God  could 
not  and  would  not  have  sent  a  revival  if  there  had  been 
a  proper  vision  of  the  harvest.  There  is  no  place  so  hard 
today  that  God  cannot  or  will  not  give  a  revival  if  there 
is  a  proper  vision  of  the  harvest. 

A  man  once  asked  D.  L.  Moody,  "Don't  you  think 
things  are  getting  better  in  the  world?"  Moody  replied, 
"I  see  the  world  as  a  sinking  vessel,  and  God  has  given 
me  a  lifeboat  and  said,  'Here,  Moody,  save  all  you  can.'  " 

When  we  see  the  world  as  our  Saviour  sees  it,  we 
will  also  see  a  harvest.  Do  I  believe  in  remnant  theolo- 
gy? Yes!  Do  I  believe  in  harvest  theology?  Yes!  There  is 
no  conflict  between  the  two.  In  fact,  those  who  really 
believe  in  true  remnant  theology  recognize  how  urgent 
the  harvest  really  is.  "Life  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the 
fields;  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest"  (John 
4:35).

One  of  the  First  International  Evangelists 

Last  October,  the  World  Missions  Board  approved 
Deborah  Wilhams  as  one  of  the  first  "international"  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  evangelists  (the  first  two  were 
approved  in  the  same  meeting).  Deborah  continues  to 
serve  as  an  NC  Conference  Evangelist. 

Evangelist  Williams  has  made  her  first  trip  overseas. 
Below  is  an  article  describing  her  miraculous  trip  to  the 
Philippines  in  January.  She  will  be  making  several  trips 
a  year  to  the  mission  field  to  minster.  She  hopes  to  travel 
to  Africa  for  several  weeks  in  July. 

As  an  International  Evangelist,  Sister  Williams  will 
not  receive  any  salary.  She  will  have  to  raise  her  expense 
money  for  the  trips.  For  all  practical  purposes  she  is  an 
itinerating  missionary. 

Churches  and/or  individuals  may  contribute  to  her 
account  through  regular  missions  channels.  Credit  will 
be  given  as  would  be  any  contribution  to  any  missionary. 
Fund  should  be  earmarked  "Deborah  Williams  Account." 

I  praise  the  Lord  for  the  doors  that  are  opening  for 
"our"  evangelist.  Sister  Williams  will  do  an  excellent  job. 


In  1987,  God  gave  me  a  burden  for  the  Philippines,  and 
brought  a  Filipino  missionary.  Norma  Henderson,  across 
my  path.  Although  she  was  an  American  citizen,  she 
returned  to  her  brethren  who  were  in  great  persecution 
and  planted  several  churches  during  the  ensuing  revival. 
My  heart  cried  out  to  God  to  go  with  her,  but  I  felt  "locked 
into  my  job  situation."  This  January,  God  reunited  Norma 
and  me  and  sent  us  back  to  the  Philippines. 

My  plane  left  the  L.A.  Airport  on  January  16,  just 
hours  before  the  earthquake.  I  left  behind  one  shaking 
Nation  to  enter  another.  In  Manila,  we  felt  many 
tremors.  We  also  visited  the  devastation  below  the  slopes 
of  the  still  trembling  Mt.  Pinatubo  that  erupted  in  1992 
and  buried  entire  towns  beneath  20  feet  of  ashes. 

From  there,  we  headed  to  Negros  (pronounced  Nay- 
gross),  one  of  the  largest  Philippine  Islands,  where  we 
ministered  for  3  weeks  among  the  "hidden  people."  Most 
of  them  have  no  running  water  or  electricity.  Few  evan- 
gelists go  there.  In  fact,  we  don't  have  one  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  there,  not  even  a  minister.  To  my 


knowledge,  I  was  the  first. 

While  there,  we  held  two  major  seminars  for  ministers 
only.  Methodists,  Catholics,  Lutherans,  Baptists,  and 
Pentecostals  of  every  variety  met  us  in  the  town  of  Binal- 
bagen.  Mountain  people  traveled  for  2  days.  We  planned 
for  150.  We  got  250.  For  3  days  we  housed  them  and  fed 
them  3  meals  a  day  of  rice  and  beans  (better  than  their 
usual  fair  at  home).  We  ministered  on  "The  Person, 
Gifts,  and  Ministries  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

That  last  evening,  we  laid  hands  on  all  250  and  they 
fell  under  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  At  least  35 
received  salvation.  Another  75  were  baptized  in  the  Holy 
Ghost  (with  the  evidence!),  and  we  saw  God  perform 
many  miracles.  A  tumor  instantly  disappeared.  Several 
deaf  people  heard.  A  blind  woman  received  her  sight, 
and  at  least  2  lame  men  walked  again.  All  praise  and 
glory  to  Jesus! 

Everywhere  we  preached,  I  heard  the  same  question 
asked  in  a  hundred  different  ways.  When  is  the  Lord 
coming?  (Remember,  it  was  in  the  Philippines  where  the 
last  "date"  for  Christ's  return  was  announced  and  many 
thousands  of  believers  were  deceived.)  In  all  my  Christ- 
ian life,  I  was  never  made  more  keenly  aware  of  the 
signs  of  the  coming  of  the  one  great  cataclysmic  event  - 
the  visible  return  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Truly,  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  moving  over  the  entire  globe. 

It  is  the  time  of  fulfillment  for  every  vision.  If  God  has 
given  you  one,  hang  onto  it.  Don't  allow  the  devil  to  steal 
it.  Water  it  with  prayer,  don't  doubt  it  and  God  will  bring 
it  to  pass,  for  He  never  forgets.  God's  faithfulness  is  over- 
whelming.

The  planting  of 
our  new  churches  must  be  a  priority  of  our 
labor.  I  realize  that  our  geographical  loca- 
tion does  not  provide  us  with  a  large  metro- 
politan population  from  which  to  draw.  How- 
ever, these  are  areas  where  new  church  con- 
gregations are  dwindling  because  of  popula- 
tion shifts  and  other  factors.  In  some  places 
two  or  more  very  small  congregations  could 
prayerfully  consider  a  merger  in  order  to 
strengthen  the  Body  and  mobilize  the  work- 
ers for  His  Harvest.  Some  of  our  larger  con- 
gregations need  to  "mother"  a  new  church. 
This  could  be  done  locally  or  we  might  ven- 
ture into  an  unreached  area  of  another  state 
where  we  have  little  or  no  presence.  Groups 


of  Conference  churches  or  a  district  could  get 
involved  in  church  planting  within  or  with- 
out the  geographical  boundaries  of  the  Con- 
ference. Ethnic  ministry  opportunities  must 
be  discovered  and  developed  too. 

A  major  key  to  reaching  our  potential  is 
continuing  revival  that  will  revitalize  exist- 
ing churches.  This  is  imperative!  While  our 
message  must  not  be  diluted  with  contempo- 
rary philosophy  that  tends  to  compromise 
Biblical  truth,  we  must  be  people  of  vision 
who  are  willing  to  adopt  methods  that  will 
enhance  our  work  for  the  Master. 

Commitment  to  training  and  develop- 
ment of  better  equipped  ministers,  lay  and 
clergy,  is  a  great  need  of  the  hour.  We  must 
elect  leadership  and  adopt  legislation  that 
will  help  facilitate  this  urgent  matter. 

The  continued  prayerful  and  financial 
support  of  all  the  people  and  local  churches 
the  Lord  has  given  us  is  necessary  for  our 
expansion  into  vistas  of  the  end  time  harvest 
into  which  we  are  now  thrust. 

We  move  forward  while  our  gaze  is 
upward  in  the  strong  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Our  heritage  is  grand.  We  build  upon 
the  mighty  past  and  present  our  Fathers 
and  Mothers  in  the  Faith  have  given  us  in 
the  will  of  God,  our  Eternal  Father.

Conference  Wide  Day  Of 
Prayer  and  Fasting 

On  Thursday,  May  5,  1994,  evangelical  Christians  throughout 
the  country  gathered  to  pray  and  fast  for  the  country,  revival, 
evangelism,  etc.  Our  Conference  was  no  exception.  The  Evange- 
lism Department  Personnel,  in  cooperation  with  the  WIN  Direc- 
tor Rev.  W.  M.  Wooten,  had  designated  prayer  centers  within 
each  of  the  twelve  districts.  Each  of  the  District  Evangelism 
Directors  led  the  Solemn  Assemblies  of  Prayer  and  Fasting. 

In  addition  to  the  designated  district  prayer  cents  several 
other  churches  hosted  their  own  prayer  emphasis.

Last  year  a  day  of  Solemn  Assembly  for  prayer  and  fasting 
was  held  in  Falcon.  Some  ninety  plus  attended.  This  year  proved 
to  be  a  marked  increase.

He  will  be  working 
very  closely  with  the  Evangel  Church,  Fuquay  Varina,  and  Pastor 
William  O'Neal  to  reach  the  Hispanic  population  in  Wake  County. 
May  the  Lord  grant  that  many  souls  be  won  into  the  kingdom.

Smyrna  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 

Superintendent  Long  and  I  traveled  to  Smyrna,  NC,  on 
Wednesday  night,  June  1,  to  meet  with  a  group  of  people  who 
desired  to  organize  a  new  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Smyrna 
is  a  community  located  between  Beaufort  and  Cedar  Island. 
Some  eighty-seven  individuals  were  present. 

After  a  time  of  singing  and  devotion.  Superintendent  Long  read 
the  Articles  of  Faith,  Covenant  of  Commitment,  and  Council  of  Guid- 
ance. Fifty-eight  individuals  then  stood  and  gave  their  names  as  a 
charter  members.

Recently  Pastor  Ray  J.  Ward,  Evangelistic  Temple,  assisted 
Missionary  John  Parker  in  a  ministry  trip  to  Trinidad.  Here 
is  his  report. 

Trinidad  World  Missions  Trip 

Fl5dng  over  the  island  of  Trinidad  at  night  was  worth  the 
six  hours  of  flying.  It  looked  like  a  Christmas  Tree  plastered 
on  the  darkness  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Little  did  I  realize  the 
hour  and  a  half  drive  from  Port  O  Spain  to  Brother  and  Sister 
Van  Allen's  home  would  be  worse  than  the  flight.  The  road 
systems  are  so  poor. 

Brother  and  Sister  Andrew  Van  Allen's  home  is  a  lovely 
two  story  home  but  has  become  the  center  of  the  entire  min- 
istry of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  Trinidad.  It  is 
here  they  house  guests  from  General  Headquarters  to  local 
pastors  who  come  for  training  retreats  and  conferences.  The 
Van  Aliens  are  a  lovely  couple  who  have  a  heart,  not  only  for 
the  Lord,  but  also  for  the  work  in  Trinidad.  They  work  so  well 
with  the  people,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  people  love  and 
respect  them  as  leadership  from  the  Lord. 

We  bean  early  the  next  morning  (Saturday)  and  drove  30 
minutes  to  the  only  Church  Building  they  have  for  the  Con- 
ference of  Pastors.  The  other  churches  (they  call  them  House 
Churches)  meet  under  tin  shelters  attached  to  homes 
throughout  the  area.  My  agenda  was  to  teach  "Pastoral  Min- 
istry." And  for  two  sessions  I  shared  with  them  the  same 
training  we  use  at  Evangelistic  Temple  for  our  Leadership 
except  in  condensed  form.  Brother  John  Parker  shared  with 
them  concerning  the  doctrine  of  "Sanctification."  The  people 
were  like  spiritual  sponges;  they  seem  to  hang  onto  and 
digest  every  word  you  say. 

On  Sunday  morning  we  were  all  sent  in  difference  direc- 
tions and  preached  at  different  churches.  I  preached  at  Saint 
Margaret's,  a  House  Church  located  right  on  the  beach.  What 
an  experience!  The  temperature  was  almost  as  high  as  the 
humidity,  and  little  baby  chicks  walked  among  my  feet  while 
I  preached.  But  thank  God  for  five  people  who  responded  and 
began  a  relationship  with  Jesus  Christ;  one  of  which  was  the 
Pastor's  teenage  son  who  had  had  many  problems. 

On  Sunday  night  everyone  gathered  at  the  Church  Build- 
ing again  for  a  Giant  Celebration  Service.  Excitement  was 
running  high  as  soon  as  the  people  started  gathering.  It  was 
as  if  they  expected  something  great  from  God  -  and  they  did 
not  leave  disappointed.  They  would  not  allow  us  to  sit  in  the 
pews;  we  had  to  sit  on  the  platform,  the  place  of  honor.  It  was 
such  a  thrill  for  me  to  have  the  opportunity  to  preach  to  these 
people  on  this  occasion.  They  are  so  open  and  receptive  to 
what  God  is  saying  to  the  Church.  I  shared  with  them  that 
this  is  a  "Time  of  Divine  Appointment"  for  Trinidad  and  the 
importance  of  not  missing  that  appointment. 

Brother  John  Parker  and  I  flew  out  the  next  morning.  The 
results  only  heaven  will  be  able  to  reveal;  but  I  left  with  a 
deep  sense  that  I  had  experienced  a  "Divine  Appointment" 
myself

Dear  Brother  Long: 

I  was  having  a  physical  problem  early  this  year  and  because  of  the  problem  I  had 
to  curtail  my  speaking  engagements.  I  made  an  appointment  with  my  family  doc- 
tor. He  made  tests  and  x-rays.  Their  diagnosis  caused  them  to  send  me  to  a  spe- 
ciaHst  in  pulmonary  problems.  The  specialist  sent  me  to  the  hospital  for  more  x- 
rays.  Fluid  was  found  in  the  pleura  which  is  a  membrane  that  covers  the  lungs. 
The  fluid  was  removed  and  sent  to  a  pathologist.  The  report  came  back  negative. 
No  sign  of  any  malignancy.  No  viral  or  bacterial  infection. 
My  family  doctor  requested  that  I  see  him  after  being  treated  by  the  specialist.  I  went  back  to  him  and  his 
nurse  said  to  me,  "Mr.  Hood,  we  are  so  happy  to  hear  about  the  negative  report;  I  believe  that  you  had  a 
Divine  Intervention."  She  stated  that  the  office  staff  were  very  concerned  about  my  problem  and  the  rea- 
son being  my  doctor  had  treated  my  brother  with  the  same  problem  and  they  found  a  cancer  m  the  left 
lung  and  he  passed  away  a  few  months  later. 

I  have  been  back  to  the  specialist  for  two  follow-up  visits  and  the  pleura  and  the  lung  are  clear,  no  sign  of 
any  problem.  I  am  preaching  again  without  any  chest  discomfort. 

Before  going  to  the  specialist  my  pastor  and  congregation  anointed  me  and  others  were  praying  for  me  and 
God  answered  prayer.  It  is  good  to  feel  good  again.  I  can  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul,  I  am  ready  to  preach 
the  gospel.

Cuba  Para  Cristo!

On  April  19,  1994,  I  was  joined  in  Miami,  Florida  by 
four  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  brethren  to  enter  the 
forbidden  land  of  Cuba.  Joe  McGraw  of  Hutchinson, 
Alabama;  Quintin  Moore  and  Mario  Gutierrez  (our 
interpreter)  of  Wichita,  Kansas;  Bob  Cave  of  Port  Au 
Prince,  Haiti;  and  I  were  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
undertake  this  short  missionary  adventure  for  the 
cause  of  Christ.  This  land  which  had  been  closed  to  us 
for  thirty-five  years  was  now  permitting  us  to  come  and 
preach  and  teach  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

In  Havana  we  found  a  city  of  two  million  desperate 
people  impoverished  by  years  of  isolation  and  separa- 
tion. We  found  not  only  hunger  for  physical  food,  but  a 
hunger  for  spiritual  food  as  well.  Our  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  in  Havana  was  in  the  process  of  reloca- 
tion. In  a  land  where  virtually  all  construction  has 
stopped  because  of  a  lack  of  supplies,  this  challenge 
seemed  impossible.  However,  the  construction  was  well 
under  way  when  we  visited  the  site,  and  we  witnessed 
first-hand  the  miraculous  supply  of  God.  In  fact,  the 
people  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  church  was 
relocated  were  coming  to  the  services  because  they 
knew  only  God  could  have  provided  the  needed  materi- 
als. Our  group  was  apprised  of  the  need  for  $1,600.00 
to  complete  the  project.  As  we  prayed,  we  sensed  the 
move  of  God  and  pledged  to  carry  this  need  back  to  the 
people  of  our  church  in  America.  I  know  that  God  will 
supply!

However, 
we  do  have  until  next  June  before  all  the  money  must 
be  in.

Cuba  Para  Cristo! 

by  Rev.  Charles  Gentry 

On  April  19,  1994,  I  was  joined  in  Miami,  Florida  by 
four  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  brethren  to  enter  the 
forbidden  land  of  Cuba.  Joe  McGraw  of  Hutchinson, 
Alabama;  Quintin  Moore  and  Mario  Gutierrez  (our 
interpreter)  of  Wichita,  Kansas;  Bob  Cave  of  Port  Au 
Prince,  Haiti;  and  I  were  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
undertake  this  short  missionary  adventure  for  the 
cause  of  Christ.  This  land  which  had  been  closed  to  us 
for  thirty-five  years  was  now  permitting  us  to  come  and 
preach  and  teach  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

In  Havana  we  found  a  city  of  two  million  desperate 
people  impoverished  by  years  of  isolation  and  separa- 
tion. We  found  not  only  hunger  for  physical  food,  but  a 
hunger  for  spiritual  food  as  well.  Our  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  in  Havana  was  in  the  process  of  reloca- 
tion. In  a  land  where  virtually  all  construction  has 
stopped  because  of  a  lack  of  supplies,  this  challenge 
seemed  impossible.  However,  the  construction  was  well 
under  way  when  we  visited  the  site,  and  we  witnessed 
first-hand  the  miraculous  supply  of  God.  In  fact,  the 
people  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  church  was 
relocated  were  coming  to  the  services  because  they 
knew  only  God  could  have  provided  the  needed  materi- 
als. Our  group  was  apprised  of  the  need  for  $1,600.00 
to  complete  the  project.  As  we  prayed,  we  sensed  the 
move  of  God  and  pledged  to  carry  this  need  back  to  the 
people  of  our  church  in  America.  I  know  that  God  will 
supply! 

The  bulk  of  our  visit  was  in  the  city  of  Bayamo,  800 
miles  south  of  Havava.  There,  we  taught  in  a  youth 
convention  in  which  the  theme  was  Cuba  Para  Cristo. 
Translated  to  English  this  means,  Cuba  for  Christ.

What  we  witnessed  in  those  five  days  can  only  be 
described  as  another  Azusa  Street  revival,  only  this  time 
in  Cuba.  The  revival  was  led  by  the  youth.  Teenagers 
were  actively  involved  in  powerful  and  anointed  min- 
istry. Prophecy,  tongues,  interpretations,  words  of  wis- 
dom and  words  of  knowledge  were  the  normal  experi- 
ences at  each  of  the  three  services  held  each  day.  A 
church  capable  of  holding  75  or  100  people  was  jammed 
with  over  300  in  each  service.  Folks,  revival  has  come  to 
Cuba! 

Currently,  the  Cuban  government  does  not  recognize 
house  churches.  If  this  law  were  changed,  2,000  new 
churches  would  open  immediately!  The  Bayamo  church 
in  which  we  were  meeting  had  23  people  on  Christmas 
Day,  1985.  A  revival  erupted  and  3  young  people  were 
saved.  By  May  of  1986  (just  five  months),  the  church  at 
Bayamo  grew  from  23  to  141  people!  Now  this  church 
has  outgrown  its  facilities  and  desperately  needs  to  be 
expanded.  To  do  this  they  will  need  to  purchase  the 
apartments  on  either  side  of  the  church  building,  knock 
out  the  wall  and  remodel.  The  total  cost  of  the  project  is 
$12,000.  With  the  renovation,  many  people  can  be 
reached  by  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Today,  there  are  2,000  Pentecostal  Holiness  believers 
meeting  in  20  churches  and  40  house  churches  across 
Cuba.  Of  the  ten  million  Cuban  citizens,  1.5  million  are 
reported  to  be  evangelical  Christians.  Folks,  the  revival 
in  Cuba  is  on.  Workers  are  needed  to  reap  this  harvest. 
Won't  you  be  involved?  Funds  may  be  sent  through  regu- 
lar channels  and  earmarked  Cuba.  They  will  be  dis- 
pensed by  Rev.  Elvio  Canavesio  and  the  World  Missions 
Department. 

I  plan  to  return  to  Cuba  again  in  the  near  future.  It  is 
my  desire  to  return  with  the  report  that  their  American 
Pentecostal  Holiness  brethren  are  supporting  Cuba's 
revival  with  prayer  and  finances.  The  average  monthly 
salary  of  a  Cuban  family  is  $1.20  in  American  money. 
Yet,  these  spirited  and  gifted  people  are  on  fire  for  Jesus 
Christ.  I  challenge  you  to  respond  with  your  heart,  your 
head,  and  your  pocket  book!  If  you  would  like  to  know 
more  about  the  Cuban  project,  please  call  me  at  919-242- 
5066  or  919-736-7988.  I  would  be  more  than  happy  to 
share  with  your  church  or  group  about  Cuba.

1994  STRENGTHENS  COMMITMENT

Two  profoundly  motivating 
events  have  captured  my  spirit 
this  past  fall.  One  was  the  pow- 
erful move  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
the  Reconciliation  Dialogue  of 
PFNA  in  Memphis,  Tennessee, 
in  October.  Resulting  from  that 
momentous  occasion  was  the 
birth  of  a  new  organization  that 
lengthens  our  cords  and 
strengthens  our  stakes  of  com- 
mitment to  the  mission  our  Lord 
has  given  to  His  Church.  The 
new  fellowship  is  entitled 
Pentecostal/Charismatic 
Churches  of  North  America, 
PCCNA.  This  group  encompass- 
es a  larger  body  of  multiracial 
churches  in  the  common  goal  of 
impacting  our  world  as 
Pentecostal  Partners.  It  is  not 
uniformity,  but  it  is  a  positive 
step  toward  unity.  Barriers  must 
fall  if  we  are  to  reach  the  masses 
of  humanity  who  do  not  know 
Christ  as  Savior  and  Lord.  We 
may  not  endorse  or  practice  all 
the  culturally  or  theologically 
minute  differences  of  some  of  the 
fellowship,  but  our  goal  must  be 
one.  That  goal  is  to  "reach, 


teach,  win  and  train" 
(Remember  that  from  Karl 
Bunkley)  converts  who  will 
become  disciples  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  second  event  that  has 
impacted  me  was  the  annual 
General  Board  of  Administration 
meeting  preceded  by  the 
Conference  Superintendents 
Orientation  meeting.  The  1994 
Quadrennial  Conferences  result- 
ed in  the  selection  of  nine  new 
superintendents  due  to  a  large 
extent  by  the  statute  of  limita- 
tion governing  that  office.

1993  General  Conference  of  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  affirms:  All  licensed  and 
ordained  ministers  must  participate 
annually  in  a  continuing  education 
program  provided  and  approved  by 
the  General  Conference  or 
Quadrennial  Conference.  Any  minis- 
ter failing  to  meet  this  requirement 
will  forfeit  his  credentials.  This 
excludes  retired  ministers  not  in 
active  ministry.  (2  Timothy  2:15). 

2.  Although  established  in  eternal 
truths.  Christian  ministers  face  a 
rapidly  changing  world.  However, 
God  has  given  us  opportunity  to 
keep  abreast  of  change  and  knowl- 
edge to  effectively  minister  in  our 
rapidly  changing  environment.  Peter 
Drucker  has  observed  that  effective- 
ness is  doing  the  right  thing;  effi- 
ciency is  doing  the  thing  right.  The 
Holy  Spirit  calls  all  ministers  of  the 
Gospel  to  holy  effectiveness  and 
anointed  efficiency. 

3.  In  order  to  meet  this  opportuni- 
ty. Church  Education  Ministries  has 
developed  a  Continuing  Education 
Program  (CEP)  for  the  International 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  This 
program  is  designed  for  all  creden- 
tialed  ministers  in  the  IPHC,  includ- 
ing Ministers  of  Music,  Ministers  of 
Christian  Education,  and  Mission- 


aries. IPHC  ministers  will  gain 
knowledge,  competency,  and  the  con- 
fidence of  our  constituency,  especial- 
ly those  professionals  who  are 
already  involved  in  mandatory  con- 
tinuing education,  as  we  participate 
in  a  professional  development  pro- 
gram. 

4.  CEP  is  an  in-service  training 
track  designed  for  ongoing  profes- 
sional development.  It  is  not 
designed  for  college/graduate  school 
academic  credit. 

5.  Any  licensed  minister  actively 
pursuing  ordination  as  a  full-time 
student  in  Bible  College,  or  through 
the  Conference  Ministerial  Program 
will  satisfy  the  Continuing 
Education  Unit  requirements  for  the 
period  of  time  involved  in  said  stud- 
ies. 

CONTINUING  EDUCATION  UNIT 
(CEU) 

1.  A  Continuing  Education  Unit 
(CEU)  is  one  (1)  continuing  educa- 
tion hour  of  participation  in  an  orga- 
nized continuing  education  experi- 
ence —  under  responsible  sponsor- 
ship, capable  direction,  and  qualified 
instructors. 

2.  Over  a  two-year  period  (bienni- 
al), a  total  of  48  continuing  educa- 
tion hours  shall  be  completed  by  all 
IPHC  credentialed  ministers. 

3.  The  General  Executive  Board 
will  issue  the  list  of  suggested  read- 
ings. 

4.  Church  Education  Ministries  will 
develop  criteria  for  establishing 
CEU's  for  all  programs.  This  will 
provide  a  standardized  format  across 
the  denomination. 

ISSUANCE  OF  CEUS 

1.  The  sponsoring  church  agency 
will  grant  the  designated  CEU  cred- 
its per  event.  These  agencies  include 
IPHC  Ministries  Resource  Devel- 
opment Center  sponsored  events, 
conference  sponsored  events,  and 
IPHC  college  sponsored  events. 

2.  The  sponsoring  agency  will  pro- 
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vide  the  CEU  forms  for  that  event. 

3.  The  individual  minister  attend- 
ing the  event  is  responsible  for 
securing,  having  validated  by  the 
sponsoring  agency,  and  forwarding 
to  the  conference  office  the  CEU 
form  along  with  his/her  monthly 
ministerial  report  form. 

4.  The  conference  office  will  main- 
tain accurate  records  of  CEU's  for 
each  minister.  Ministers  having 
more  than  48  CEU's  may  not  carry 
them  over  to  the  next  two-year  cycle. 
The  continuing  education  year  is  the 
calendar  year  of  two  years  beginning 
in  January.  For  newly  licensed  min- 
isters or  ministers  transferred  into 
or  reinstated  into  a  conference,  the 
CEU  requirement  starts  at  the 
beginning  of  the  calendar  year  after 
becoming  a  member  of  the  confer- 
ence. 

CONTINUING  EDUCATION 
OUTSIDE  IPHC 

1.  Seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of 
annual  CEU's  must  be  completed  at 
IPHC  sponsored  events/readings. 

2.  Any  CEU  outside  IPHC  agencies 
must  have  approval  of  the  confer- 
ence superintendent  or  his/her 
appointee  and  a  statement  (or  form) 
of  completion  must  be  presented  to 
the  conference  office  to  be  included 
in  the  minister's  file. 

COSTS 

There  is  no  charge  for  participating 
in  the  IPHC  CEU  program.  Church 
agencies  may  charge  a  registration 
fee  for  their  sponsored  events. 

INTEGRITY  OF  THE  PROGRAM 

1.  The  ministerial  application  form 
will  include  a  statement  of  commit- 
ment to  participate  in  the  IPHC 
CEU  program. 

2.  A  goal  of  the  CEU  program  is 
movement  toward  quadrennial  min- 
isterial re-certification  of  credentials.

=  Thanksgiving! 

EXCITEMENT  filled  the  air  as  cars 
pulled  into  Franklin  Springs  for  the 
FEAST  OF  INGATHERING  1994.  For 
this  newly  elected  Women's  Ministries 
Conference  Board  Member,  this  trip  was 
bringing  back  a  lot  of  memories. 

I  thought  of  the  day  I  enrolled  at 
Holmes  College  of  the  Bible,  at  that 
time  known  as  Holmes  Theological 
Seminary.  It  was  in  October  of  1956. 

Then  I  remembered  accompanying 
my  husband  in  1981  and  again  in  1983 
as  we  enrolled  both  our  sons  as  students 
at  Emmanuel  College.  I  remembered 
the  tears  I  shed  when  we  drove  out  of 
the  campus  at  Franklin  Springs  leaving 
our  first  born  Tim  behind,  trusting  the 
administrators  and  teachers  to  continue 
to  instill  in  him  the  character  and  godly 


qualities  we  had  tried  so  hard  to  con- 
vince him  were  of  utmost  importance. 
We  had  him  for  18  years,  but  now  the 
primary  responsibility  would  be  in 
someone  else's  hands. 

Then  I  recalled  the  same  scenario 
again  two  years  later,  not  knowing  that 
we  would  return  in  only  5  months  to 
close  the  door  on  the  life  of  our  younger 
son  Ken.  God  called  him  home  from  his 
dorm  room  at  Emmanuel  on  February  2, 
1984.  My  heart  still  rejoices  in  the 
excitement  in  his  voice  in  January  of 
that  year  when  he  called  to  tell  us  that 
he  had  received  the  Pentecostal 
Baptism  with  the  Holy  Spirit  in  a 
prayer  meeting  at  the  school.  From 
what  other  college  could  we  have  heard 
such  a  joyful  report?  Not  likely  from  a 
liberal  university  with  no  concern  for 
the  spiritual  life  of  its  students.  How 
fortunate  we  are  to  have  access  to  high- 
er education  with  a  bent  toward 
Godliness. 

Yes,  I  do  experience  EXCITEMENT 
over  the  FEAST  OF  INGATHERING, 
because  I  believe  in  Christian 
Education.  I  am  thankful  for  the  many 
young  people  who  have  had  their  lives 
redirected  by  caring,  praying  instruc- 
tors. 

Many  of  our  sons  and  daughters 
could  not  attend  such  a  school  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  support  of  such  pro- 
grams as  the  FEAST  OF  INGATHER- 
ING. 

There  was  still  more  excitement  as 
we  sat  in  the  gym  and  listened  as  so 
many  promising  young  people  presented 
a  program  of  music  and  drama.  Smiles 
were  on  their  faces,  and  smiles  on  the 
faces  of  the  college  administrators. 

When  it  was  time  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  gifts,  Emmanuel  received 
$115,249.68  and  Holmes  received 
$40,876.73. 

Both  Dr.  Hopkins  and  Dr.  Benson 
acknowledged  the  miracle  of  the  FEAST 
OF  INGATHERING  and  appreciated 
the  role  the  Women  of  this  Church  have 
played  over  the  years  in  financial  sup- 
port of  the  schools. 

Our  WM  Board  went  prepared  to 
entertain  all  our  students  at  both 
Emmanuel  and  Holmes.  At  Emmanuel 
we  treated  the  students  to  a  Pizza  meal. 
At  Holmes  we  shared  some  meaningful 
and  practical  tokens  of  our  appreciation 
to  each  North  Carolina  student. 

At  Holmes  I  remembered  meeting  my 
husband  of  35  years.  I  recalled  even  the 
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first  "smile"  he  gave  me.  I  could  not  help 
but  thank  God  for  all  those  in  our  church- 
es and  in  the  ministry  who  date  their 
introduction  to  religious  education  to  the 
Holmes  experience.  I  thank  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
N.  J.  Holmes  for  their  prophetic  foresight 
and  personal  commitment  to  provide  a 
place  where  finances  would  not  be  the  fac- 
tor controlling  a  person's  eligibility  for 
enrollment.  The  same  FAITH  concept  still 
abides  at  Holmes  today. 

Having  met  our  North  Carolina  stu- 
dents at  both  schools,  I  am  confident  that 
God  is  raising  up  capable  hands  to  receive 
the  mantle  of  ministry  we  will  soon  be 
leaving  behind.

Try  this  recipe  and  serve  this  cake  for  one 
of  your  winter  WM  meetings.  It's  great 
with  a  cup  of  coffee. 


1/2  cup  Judges  5:25 
1/2  cup  Jeremiah  6:20 
2  Jeremiah  17:11 
2  cups  I  Kings  4:22 

1/2  tsp.  Amos  4:5 
1/4  cup  Exodus  16:31 
3/4  cup  Judges  4:19 
1/2  cup  Nahum3:12 

1/2  cup  I  Samuel  30:12 

1/2  cup  Numbers  17:8 

1  tsp.  II  Chron.  9:9 


(softened  butter) 
(light  brown  sugar) 
(eggs) 

(unsifted  all-pur- 
pose flour) 
(baking  soda) 
(honey) 
(milk) 

(coarsely  chopped 
figs) 

(dark  seedless 
raisins) 
(sliced  natural 
almonds) 
(spices:  3/4  tsp. 
ground  cinnamon 
and  1/4  tsp. 
ground  cloves) 


Heat  oven  to  350  degrees  F.  Grease  and 
flour  9-inch  square  pan.  In  medium  bowl, 
beat  together  butter,  brown  sugar,  and 
eggs  until  light.  Add  flour,  soda,  honey, 
and  milk  all  at  once.  Beat  just  until 
smooth. 

In  medium  bowl,  toss  together  figs, 
raisins,  almonds,  and  spices.  Fold  into 
cake  batter  and  turn  into  prepared  pan. 

Bake  until  center  springs  back  when  gen- 
tly touched,  about  45  to  50  minutes. 

This  recipe  is  from  "GREAT  CAKES 
FROM  GRANDMA."  Homemakers  had  to 
know  the  Bible  well  to  figure  out  what 
ingredients  to  use.  They  also  needed  a  solid 
foundation  in  cake  baking  since  some  Bible 
passages  contain  more  than  one  ingredient. 
For  example.  Judges  5:25  mentions  water, 
milk  and  butter.  One  reason  the  cake  has 
many  versions  is  that  the  foods  mentioned 
can  be  interpreted  in  different  ways. 
Jeremiah  6:20  contains  "sweet  cane."  This 
was  sometimes  interpreted  as  molasses 
and  at  other  times  as  sugar.

I  hope  you  enjoy 
the  article  and  praise  the  Lord  with 
me  for  the  souls  being  won. 

Evangelism  Explosion  Makes  Its 
Mark  on  the  Williamston 
District!! 

For  years  I  have  watched  as 
many  have  glided  right  over  our 
Lord's  command  as  recorded  by 
Luke  in  Acts  1:8  in  order  to  hasten 
up  the  steps  to  the  upper  room 
experience  of  Acts  2.  I  have  been 
baffled  as  we  have  heard  many  ser- 
mons, and  good  ones  at  that,  yet 
concerning  only  the  evidences  of 
an  "upper  room  experience."  While 
these  sermons  have  been  needed  in 
establishing  our  church  as  one  that 
is  not  ashamed  of  the  Pentecostal 
Distinctives  which  marked  the  early 
church,  it  has  appeared  to  me  that 
when  it  comes  to  the  practical  con- 
sequences of  this  blessed  experi- 
ence, we  have  been  content  to  stop 
short  of  the  command  to  share  the 
Gospel  with  the  lost. 

Some  years  ago,  I  was  introduced 
to   some   new   material  called 


"Growing  In  Love."  This  material 
was  used  of  God  to  shake  things  up 
in  my  priority  system  when  it  comes 
to  outreach.  I  was  pleased  to  see  it 
do  the  same  thing  in  the 
Robersonville  congregation  as  well. 
It  was  after  sharing  this  material 
that  the  church  was  then  ready  for 
some  new  material  that  dealt  with 
Lifestyle  Evangelism.  This  mater- 
ial, which  was  composed  by  our 
Evangelism  Director,  is  appropriate- 
ly titled  Friendship  Evangelism. 
This  particular  program  has  begun 
to  be  used  across  the  denomination. 

It  was  this  order  that  prepared 
the  way  for  Evangelism 
Explosion  to  come  our  way.  There 
was  now  a  consciousness  of  each 
individual  believer's  responsibility 
to  share  the  Gospel,  but  what  was 
still  needed  was  the  confidence  to 
present  the  Gospel  to  a  total 
stranger.  It  was  a  special  highlight 
of  my  ministry  to  be  able  to  attend 
the  Evangelism  Explosion  Clinic  at 
Northwood  Temple  back  in  April.  I 
was  familiar  with  the  program,  for  I 
had  been  out  with  their  EE  teams 
on  several  occasions,  but  I  returned 
to  Robersonville  with  a  greater 
determination  to  reach  the  lost  than 
ever  before. 

We  began  the  EE  program  by 
offering  it  in  the  Sunday  School 
hour  to  a  group  of  people  committed 
to  winning  the  lost.  The  On-The-Job 
training  was  conducted  each 
Monday  night.  That  was  two  semes- 
ters ago,  and  we  are  now  almost 
through  with  the  second  semester, 
giving  us  a  total  of  18  trained  in  EE. 
This  vision  has  spread  throughout 
the  district  as  well  as  with  six 
churches  represented  by  25+  pupils 
here  last  Monday  night.  While  they 
were  in  the  classroom  setting,  the 


teams  from  Robersonville  were  out 
making  contacts.  The  District 
Evangelism  Unit  set  a  goal  for  60  to 
be  trained  within  the  first  year,  but 
momentum  is  so  high  that  the 
vision  is  quickly  expanding  to  100. 

What  are  the  results,  you  ask? 
One  of  the  key  things  happening  is 
that  the  district  is  being  brought 
together  under  the  flag  of  evange- 
lism and  is  experiencing  tremen- 
dous unity.  But  the  most  obvious 
result  is  seen  not  merely  in  the 
unity  of  the  churches  or  the  vision 
of  the  participants,  but  rather  in  the 
faces  of  the  10  who  were  saved  this 
week  directly  as  a  result  of  this  pro- 
gram. To  see  the  altars  filled  with 
sinners  coming  to  know  Christ 
remains  the  greatest  of  all  results, 
and  we've  just  gotten  started!!

1995  YEAR  OF  BREAKTHROUGH 


T.  Elwood  Long 

The  General  Church  adopted 
emphasis  for  this  calendar  year  is 
certainly  well  chose.  This  is  a 
year  of  break  through!  We  must 
experience  a  spiritual  break- 
through if  we  are  to  accomplish 
the  mission  the  Lord  has  given  us 
as  a  corporate  Body  of  believers. 
It  is  imperative  that  we  open  our 
hearts  and  minds  to  receive  a 
break-in  of  Holy  Spirit  fresh- 
ness. If  we  are  to  have  that  kind 
of  relationship  with  Him,  we  will 
have  to  require  a  break-down  of 
all  barriers  that  possibly  could 
hinder  the  breakthrough. 
Barriers  of  doubt,  fear,  prejudice, 
and  competition  among  many 
others  must  be  destroyed  if  we 
are  to  have  the  breakthrough 
that  will  result  in  a  breaking- 
forth  of  victory  and  praise.  I 
remember  from  long  ago  the  sug- 
gestion that  one  of  the  definitions 
of  "sanctify"  is  to  "break  forth 
shiningly."  The  sanctifying  pres- 
ence of  His  Word  will  still  do  the 
work  He  wants  among  us. 

Paul,  the  apostle,  writes  a  pow- 
erful letter  to  correct  some  errors 


in  the  Corinthian  Church.  One  of 
those  injunctions  is  recorded  in  I 
Corinthians,  chapter  3.  The  writer 
addresses  the  question  of  who  is 
greatest  in  the  church.  Some  were 
suggesting  that  Paul,  the  church 
planter,  is  supreme.  Others  were 
vehemently  declaring  that 
Appollos,  the  waterer,  is  greatest. 
Paul  declares  that  neither  is  the 
case.  He  emphatically  announces 
that  it  is  God  who  gives  the 
increase.  All  of  us  are  simply  tools 
in  His  hands.  If  anything  worth- 
while is  accomplished,  it  is 
because  God  gives  the  increase. 

On  the  heels  of  this  powerful 
truth  He  gives  some  valuable 
instructions  in  verses  9-11  of  this 
chapter:  I  Corinthians  3:  9-11 
"For  we  are  labourers  togeth- 
er with  God:  ye  are  God's  hus- 
bandry, ye  are  God's  building. 
According  to  the  grace  of  God 
which  is  given  unto  me,  as  a 
wise  masterbuilder,  I  have 
laid  the  foundation,  and 
another  buildeth  thereon.  But 
let  every  man  take  heed  how 
he  buildeth  there-upon." 


These  verses  point  out  to  us 
some  very  important  "Break- 
through" principles.  We  will  do 
well  to  heed  those  instructions 
as  we  seek  participation  in  a 
Holy  Spirit  produced  break- 
through. 

First,  we  must  without  equivo- 
cation give  God  the  glory.  In  fact 
His  glory  must  be  our  motivation. 
Later  in  the  same  book,  Chapter 
10,  verse  31  we  are  admonished, 
"Whether  you  eat  or  drink  or 
whatever  you  do,  do  all  to  the 
glory  of  God."  Regardless  of  our 
station  we  must  submit  to  the 
approach  to  ministry.  Ac- 
companying this  undying  impera- 
tive is  our  recognition  that  this 
ministry  is  His,  and  He  is  in  con- 
trol. His  directive  becomes  our 
direction.  His  perfect  will 
becomes  our  desire  and  delight. 

It  is  good  to  keep  in  mind  that 
God  is  sovereign,  and  He  "works 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of  His 
will"  (Ephesians  1:11:) 

The  grumbling  creators  and 
philosophies  of  man  are  but  dust 
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in  the  wind  of  time,  but  He  builds 
His  Church  on  the  Foundation: 
"For  other  foundation  can  no  man 
lay. ..which  is  Jesus  Christ"  (v. 
11).  It  is  good  to  remember  it  is 
the  Lord's  Church.  This  helps  to 
free  us  from  unnecessary  pres- 
sure. Jesus  said  to  His  followers 
at  Ceasarea  Philippi,  "I  will  build 
my  Church."  Praise  God!  This 
truth  should  free  us  from  the 


needless  fretfulness  that  comes 
from  the  assumption  that  we 
somehow  "build"  His  Church.  We 
must  not  lazily  amble  our  way 
from  the  Cross  to  Heaven,  but 
the  bottom  line  is  Jesus  Christ  is 
building  His  Church.  We  are 
instruments  in  His  hand,  anoint- 
ed by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  carry  on 
His  mandate  to  witness  and  dis- 
ciple. He  will  do  the  converting! 


Let  us  join  forces  as  we  seize 
the  hour  to  combat  the  enemy 
forces  and  contrivances  of  Satan's 
devising.  We  will  have  the  break- 
through as  we  assail  the  gates  of 
hell  through  genuine  prayer  and 
the  forward  march  of  an  army  of 
saints  dedicated  to  lifestyle  evan- 
gelism. Is  break  through  possi- 
ble? Yes,  and  it  is  yours  and  mine 
in  His  strong  Name!

'JOY  THROUGH  MINISTRY" 


Lines  From  Linda 

February  is  a  special  month  nestled 
in  mid  winter.  We  have  settled  into  the 
new  year,  and  because  of  cooler  weath- 
er, warm  clothing.  We're  looking  for 
something  to  celebrate.  Then  comes 
Valentine's  Day!  A  special  day  set 
aside  to  express  love  and  affection. 
February  —  the  month  of  candlelight 
dinners,  roses,  cards,  and  gifts. 

The  true  origin  of  Valentine's  Day  is 
uncertain;  however,  there  is  recorded 
in  history  one  account  I'll  share.  It  is 
said  that  there  were  two  saints  named 
Valentine  in  the  early  Christian 
church.  The  story  says  because  the 
emperor  thought  single  men  made  bet- 
ter soldiers,  he  forbade  young  men  to 
marry.  A  priest,  whose  name  was 
Valentine,  secretly  married  young  cou- 
ples in  clear  disobedience  to  the  emper- 
or's orders.  It  is  thought  that  he  was 
executed  on  February  14  about  A.D. 
270. 

The  other  St.  Valentine  was  an 
early  Christian  who  befriended  chil- 
dren. Because  of  his  refusal  to  worship 
Roman  gods,  he  was  put  into  prison. 
The  children  missed  him  and  wrote 
messages  to  him  and  threw  them  into 
his  cell  window. 

Whether  these  are  truth  or  myth, 
history  does  record  a  Saint  Valentine, 
and  Pope  Gelasius  named  February 
14th  as  Saint  Valentine's  Day  in  A.D. 
496.  Since  that  time,  Valentine's  Day 
has  been  designated  as  a  day  of  love. 

English  records  note  that  birds 
chose  their  mates  on  that  date.  (Before 
1582,  a  different  calendar  was  used 
and  February  14  came  later  in  the 
spring.)  Chaucer,  a  great  English  poet, 
wrote  of  this  in  his  "The  Parliament  of 
Fowls." 

Customs  of  Valentine's  Day  have 
come  and  gone.  Still  today  we  cele- 
brate. Hallmark  and  other  greeting 
card  companies  around  the  world  sell 
millions  of  cards  expressing  strong  sen- 
timents in  celebration  of  this  day. 
Roses  are  sold  by  the  dozens!!  Candle- 


light dinners  enhance  the  romantic 
evenings  of  many  couples.  Gifts  of  love 
are  exchanged. 

Perhaps  the  rose  is  most  symbolic  of 
love  to  many.  The  rose  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  of  all  flowers  and  is  a 
symbol  of  fragrance  and  loveliness.  The 
rose  comes  in  many  varieties:  old  roses 
which  bloom  once  a  year;  perpetual 
roses  which  bloom  in  summer  and  in 
fall;  everblooming  roses  which  flower 
constantly  during  the  growing  season. 
They  come  in  many  colors  and  scents. 
There  are  climbing  roses,  rambling 
roses,  shrub  roses.  There  are  miniature 
roses,  cabbage  roses,  wild  roses.  Some 
have  large  single  blooms  while  others 
have  double  blooms  and  even  small 
cluster  blooms.  Roses  grow  in  many 
parts  of  the  world  in  various  types  of 
soils  and  climates.

I  had  the  wonderful  privilege  of  enter- 
taining our  Alpha  GEMS  in  my  home 
recently.  After  a  delicious  and  enjoyable 
meal  of  spaghetti,  we  decided  to  visit 
some  of  our  elderly  shut-in  members  of 
our  church  and  friends  in  our  communi- 
ty. We  visited  and  sang  for  several  wid- 
owed ladies.  During  the  visits,  I  felt  so 
impressed  to  take  the  girls  to  visit  an 
older  man  in  the  neighborhood  who  is  an 
alcoholic  and  is  in  very  poor  health.  His 
wife  died  about  a  year  ago  with  cancer, 
and  he  lives  alone  in  a  very  small  mobile 
home.  I  mentioned  this  to  the  other 
chaperone  who  immediately  felt  it  was  a 
good  idea. 

We  drove  to  the  small  home  and  found 
only  a  very  dim  light  coming  from  the 
front  window.  Thinking  that  he  perhaps 
had  already  gone  to  bed,  we  decided  we 
shouldn't  disturb  him.  We  started  to 
leave  when  we  noticed  a  car  coming  in 
our  direction.  The  driver  pulled  the  car 
into  the  same  driveway  where  we  were 
parked.  Our  excited  GEMS  exited  from 
both  cars  with  only  the  enthusiasm  that 
ten  and  eleven-year  olds  can  have.  They 
were  very  eager  to  visit  and  sing  for  this 
man,  whom  they  had  never  met,  and 
cheer  him  up.  The  driver  of  the  car  was  a 
close  friend  of  the  man  and  had  come  to 
check  on  him.  When  she  learned  of  our 
reason  for  being  there,  she  insisted  that 
we  go  in.  We  asked  her  to  check  with 
him  first  to  see  if  he  wanted  us  to  visit. 

We  were  invited  in  and  found  the 
many  fully  dressed  and  lying  on  his  bed. 
He  appeared  to  very  happy  to  have  com- 
pany. We  explained  to  him  that  we  were 
visiting  and  singing  and  wanted  to  share 
some  time  with  him.  When  the  girls 
began  to  sing,  the  mighty  presence  of  the 
Lord  filled  the  room,  and  His  wonderful 
love  shone  on  their  faces.  Almost  imme- 
diately, he  began  crying  and  pointing  to 
the  girls  as  if  each  one  was  a  miracle. 

I  was  overcome  by  the  spiritual  need 
in  this  man's  life.  After  singing  several 
songs, we  decided  to  close  with  "Jesus 
Loves  Me."  My  precious  GEMS  sang  that 
song  with  all  their  hearts.  An  over- 
whelming desire  to  pray  with  the  man 
came  over  me.  I  asked  him  if  we  could 
have  prayer  with  him,  and,  with  tears 
streaming  down  his  cheeks,  he  nodded 
his  head  for  us  to  pray. 

After  a  good  prayer  together,  I  was 
beginning  to  gather  the  girls  to  leave 
when  I  heard  on  of  my  GEMS  say,  "Sir, 
you  need  a  Bible  to  read,  and  we  will 
bring  you  one."  Tears  still  falling  down 
his  face,  he  pointed  to  a  Bible  lying  on 
his  dresser.  Some  of  us  were  moving 
toward  the  door,  but  this  little  GEMS 
called  to  me.  "Mrs.  Myrt,  we  can't  leave! 
He  has  a  Bible!  He  has  all  he  needs!  May 


I  please  show  him  what  he  needs  to 
read?" 

We  stopped  in  amazement  and 
watched  as  she  opened  his  Bible  and 
read  to  him,  "For  God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  life."

STRAWBERRY  PARFAIT  PIE 
(A  great  way  to  say  "I  Love  You") 

10  ounce  package  of  frozen 
strawberries 

3  ounce  package  of  strawberry-flavored 
gelatin 

1  pint  vanilla  ice  cream 

1/2  pint  ( 1  cup)  heavy  cream,  whipped 

1/2  teaspoon  vanilla 

1  teaspoon  powdered  sugar 

Thaw  and  drain  strawberries  in  a 
sieve  over  a  bowl.  Measure  juice  and  add 
enough  water  to  make  1  1/2  cups  of  liq- 
uid. Heat  1  cup  of  this  liquid  to  boiling 
point.  Stir  in  gelatin  until  completely 
dissolved.  Add  remaining  1/2  cup  liquid. 
Mix  in  ice  cream  until  melted.  Chill  in 
refrigerator  until  thickened,  about  30 
minutes.  Fold  in  drained  strawberries. 

Pour  into  cooled,  baked  pie  crust. 
Chill  until  firm.  Top  with  whipped  cream 
which  is  flavored  with  vanilla  and  sweet- 
ened with  powdered  sugar.

COMMITMENT  OF  COMMISSION 

TO  THE  COMMUNITY 

T.  Elwood  Long 

The  words  reverberate  through 
my  mind  as  never  before,  "How 
shall  we  escape  if  we  neglect 
so  great  salvation."  (Hebrews 
2:3)  It  is  true  that  no  other  way 
leads  to  the  eternal  presence  of 
the  father  except  the  way  of  the 
cross;  the  way  of  the  "Great 
Salvation."  However,  I  sincerely 
believe  the  emphasis  of  this  text  is 
for  the  believer.  The  responsibility 
is  ours.  We  must  get  the  message 
of  the  "Great  Salvation"  into  all 
the  world.  We  cannot  "escape"  the 
awesome  task  of  being  faithful 
witnesses  to  our  Lord  and  Savior, 
Jesus  Christ. 

Surely  we  must  not  neglect  to 
believe  the  Gospel.  Mark  16:15, 
"And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

In  addition  we  must  be  faithful 
to  defend  the  gospel.  Philippians 
1:7,  "Even  as  it  is  meet  for  me 
to  think  this  of  you  all, 
because  I  have  you  in  my 
heart;  inasmuch  as  both  in  my 
bonds,  and  in  the  defense  and 


confirmation  of  the  gospel,  ye 
all  are  partakers  of  my  grace." 
"Beloved,  when  I  gave  all  dili- 
gence to  write  unto  you  of  the 
common  salvation,  it  was 
needful  for  me  to  write  unto 
you,  and  exhort  you  that  ye 
should  earnestly  contend  for 
the  faith  which  was  once 
delivered  unto  the  saints." 
Jude  3 

Our  responsibility  does  not  end 
with  believing  and  defending  the 
Gospel.  We  must  spread  the 
Gospel.  Note  the  activity  of  Acts 
8:4,  "Therefore  they  that  were 
scattered  abroad  went  every 
where  preaching  the  word." 

We  cannot  escape  our  Lord's 
displeasure  if  we  neglect  any  of 
these  aspects  of  our  relationship 
to  the  Gospel. 

We  cannot  escape  because  God's 
Word  commands  us  to  evangelize 
the  world.  Psalm  2:8  promises, 
"Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give 
thee  the  heathen  for  thine 
inheritance,  and  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  pos- 


session. 

The  burning  heat  of  the  intensi- 
ty of  the  responsibility  is  empha- 
sized in  the  experience  of  the 
Emmanus  Road  disciples.  We  find 
it  in  Luke  24:  45-48,  "Then  open 
he  their  understanding,  that 
they  might  understand  the 
scriptures.  And  said  unto 
them.  Thus  it  is  written,  and 
thus  it  behoved  Christ  to  suf- 
fer, and  to  rise  from  the  dead 
the  third  day:  And  that  repen- 
tance and  remission  of  sins 
should  be  preached  in  his 
name  among  all  nations, 
beginning  at  Jerusalem.  And 
ye  are  witnesses  of  these 
things." 

When  Jesus  Christ  became  the 
Risen  Lord,  He  summarized  the 
imperative  of  The  Great 
Commission:  "Ye  shall  be  wit- 
nesses...unto  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth." 

My  point  is  this.  The  "uttermost 
part"  of  the  earth  begins  right 
where  we  are  right  now.  You  know, 
"bloom  where  you're  planted." 
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There  is  no  way  we  will  influence 
our  world  for  Jesus  unless  we  start 
with  our  immediate  surroundings. 
We  cannot  wait  for  that  "dream 
church"  or  "golden  opportunity."  If 
we  will  not  be  faithful,  effective 
witnesses  for  our  Lord  and  His  glo- 
rious Gospel  with  the  location, 
resources  and  opportunities  that 
belong  to  us  now,  it  is  extremely 
doubtful  we  will  be  any  more  effec- 
tive under  any  other  circum- 
stances. The  Lord  has  placed  us 
right  where  we  are  on  purpose. 
The  community  we  live  in,  wor- 
ship in,  and  work  in  needs  The 


Gospel. 

We  must  not  neglect  to  give  the 
"good  news"  to  people  we 
encounter  in  our  daily  life. 

We  cannot  escape  because  our 
own  indebtedness  to  the  Gospel  on 
one  hand  and  our  indebtedness  to 
our  hurting,  unsaved  community 
on  the  other  hand  obligates  us. 
When  the  Apostle  Paul  was  con- 
verted, the  first  question  he  asked 
was,  "Who  art  thou.  Lord?"  After 
the  Lord  answered,  Paul's  next 
question  was  "Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do?"  Jesus  tells  us 


in  Acts  1:8,  "Ye  shall  receive 
power,  after  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and 
ye  shall  be  witnesses...  .  "  Not 

ye  may  witness,  or  you  could  wit- 
ness, but  ye  shall  witness. 

We  cannot  escape  if  we  neglect 
to  spread  the  Gospel  because  the 
harvest  field  is  so  ripe,  not  only 
around  the  world  but  right  around 
us  in  the  community  where  we 
now  live.

Lines  From  Linda 

"Spring  is  bursting  out  all  over..." 
Something  about  the  thought  of  spring- 
time puts  a  song  in  my  heart  and  on  my 
lips.  The  browns  of  winter  begin  to 
change  to  the  tender  greens  as  the 
lawn  comes  to  life  again.  The  yellow 
daffodils  gently  lift  their  bright  faces  to 
welcome  the  new  season.  Growing  up 
on  a  farm,  one  of  my  fondest  memories 
of  childhood  is  getting  off  the  school  bus 
to  find  my  mother  cutting  eyes  from 
seed  potatoes  to  begin  the  garden. 
That,  to  me,  was  a  sign  of  spring. 

There  is  still  a  lot  of  that  farm  girl  in 
me  today.  When  the  days  begin  to 
warm,  the  earth  calls  me.  I  enjoy  "play- 
ing" garden.  I  don't  have  the  emerald 
thumb  my  grandmother  or  my  mother 
seemed  to  have,  but  there  is  something 
about  spreading  the  dry,  lifeless 
appearing  seed  in  the  soil  that  invigo- 
rates me. 

I  knew  when  we  planted  those  seed 
potato  eyes,  they  soon  would  sprout.  I 
know  when  I  plant  the  seed  in  the  soil 
that  soon  what  seems  lifeless  will  make 
its  way  up  to  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine 
to  produce  a  useful  product. 

The  same  is  true  in  our  planting  of 
spiritual  seed.  It  is  exciting  to  plant 
gospel  seed.  Though  the  soil  may  seem 
unfit  or  the  seed  seem  lifeless,  as  we 
continue  to  plant  and  water,  God  will 
give  the  increase.  God  will  bring  forth 
something  or  someone  for  His  use  and 
glory. 

Those  early  memories  of  spring 
make  me  very  sentimental.  I  often 
recall  those  days  when  our  family 
worked  together  planting.  Now  the  bod- 
ies of  both  my  mother  and  father  have 
been  "planted"  in  the  cemetery  at  Holly 
Hill.  I  will  always  miss  them  in  this 
life.  But  just  as  surely  as  the  tulip  and 
daffodil  will  rise  up  from  its  bed  in  the 
earth,  so  shall  they  "...in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump:  for  the 
trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead 
shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we 
shall  be  changed." 

No  longer  will  our  loved  ones  be  the 
lifeless,  seemingly  useless  lump  of  clay 
that  we  placed  in  the  grave.  They  will 
be,  like  the  beauty  of  the  flower,  glori- 
fied ...  a  witness  of  God's  power.

So,  this  springtime,  as  we  observe 
the  beauty  of  the  butterfly,  the  bursting 
forth  of  tender  green  sprouts  on  the 
trees,  and  the  warming  of  the  earth,  let 
us  remember  to  plant  seeds  of  love  and 
kindness  that  they  may  multiply  and 
replenish  the  earth  with  the  goodness 
and  glory  of  God. 


For  Ministers'  Wives... 

SPREADING  SONSHINE 
THROUGH  WOMEN'S  MINISTRIES 
was  the  theme  of  the  1995  NCWM 
Leadership  Seminar  which  was  held  in 
January.  Those  WM  council  members 
who  participated  in  those  workshops 
enjoyed  a  day  sprinkled  with  the 
SONshine  of  God's  love  and  were 
trained  in  ways  of  spreading  the  light 
of  Jesus  through  their  ministries  ...  in 
the  home,  in  the  church,  and  in  the 
community. 

One  special  feature  of  the  day  of 
training  was  a  workshop  for  Ministers' 
Wives  facilitated  by  Mrs.  Phyllis 
Harrell.  As  many  ministers'  wives  were 
not  present  and  many  do  read  this  pub- 
lication, I  want  to  share  some  excerpts 
from  her  presentation: 

"SONSHINE  is  the  answer  to  the 
darkness  which  pervades  so  many 
lives.  SONSHINE  will  iUuminate  and 
warm  the  hearts  of  all  people.  No  one 
in  all  the  world  is  exposed  to  more 
darkness  and  personal  pain  than  the 
minister  of  the  gospel.  And  no  one 
knows  more  about  the  needs  and  bur- 
dens he  works  to  alleviate  than  his 
wife.  As  ministers'  wives,  we  have  the 
unique  opportunity  to  respond  quickly 
and  early  in  the  presence  of  hurt  and 
need  because  of  our  informational  edge. 
We  are  often  the  first  persons  on  the 
scene  of  sickness,  loss,  crisis,  and 
death.  We  are  therefore  positioned  to 
be  able  to  SPREAD  SONSHINE  imme- 
diately in  difficult  and  painful  circum- 
stances. 

SPREADING  DOMESTIC  SON- 
SHINE -  The  hurts  that  hide  behind 
the  doors  of  homes  of  our  church  fami- 
lies are  almost  unlimited.  As  a  minis- 
ters' wife,  there  is  special  confidence 
placed  in  us  that  allows  someone  to 
open  up  to  us  when  she  wouldn't  trust 
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anyone  else.  We  can  offer  a  shoulder  to 
cry  on  or  a  smile  to  encourage.  We  can 
SPREAD  SONSHINE  into  homes 
where  shades  are  closed  tightly  to 
every  other  avenue  of  assistance. 

SPREADING  SONSHINE  AS  AN 
ENCOURAGER  -  A  person  on  the 
wagon  of  discouragement  can  be  pulled 
anywhere.  Multitudes  of  people  are 
unable  to  rationalize  a  plan  of  recovery, 
blinded  to  any  positive  possibility.  They 
only  think  disappointing  and  discour- 
aging thoughts.  But  the  Bible  says,  "No 
temptation  has  taken  you  but  such  as 
is  common  to  man,  but  God  is  faithful, 
who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted 
above  that  you  are  able,  but  will  with 
the  temptation  also  make  a  way  of 
escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it." 
We  can  be  encouragers  with  the  confi- 
dence that  all  who  trust  this  promise 
find  it  true  and  dependable.  As  minis- 
ters' wives,  we  can  offer  the  Word  of 
God  as  encouragement. 

SPREADING  SONSHINE  TO  THE 
NEGLECTED  AND  UNLOVABLE  - 
Take  their  hands  regardless  of  who 
they  are  or  how  they  look  or  act,  and 
love  them  unconditionally.  They  will  in 
turn  feel  your  love  and  respond.  Place 
yourself  in  their  position,  and  give 
them  what  you  would  desire.  Love  as 
God  has  loved  you.  Love  is  the  most 
useful  tool  one  can  use  in  spreading 
SONSHINE  to  the  imperfect  of  society. 

SPREADING  SONSHINE  AS 
GOOD  LISTENERS  -  Talking  is  thera- 
py within  itself.  When  a  person  needs 
desperately  to  share  a  burden,  he/she 
must  have  a  sympathetic  listener.  By 
being  a  good  listener,  you  help  others 
build  self  esteem.  You  help  them  to 
become  persons  of  value  and  meaning. 
Allowing  someone  to  talk  to  you  who 
knows  she  can  put  utmost  confidence  in 
your  confidentiality  is  a  marvelous 
ministry. 

SPREADING  PUBLIC  SONSHINE 
-  The  sun  is  indiscriminate  in  its  shin- 
ing. It  is  no  respecter  of  persons.  God's 
love  is  as  universal  as  the  sunshine. 
The  ministers'  wife  could  serve  the 
community  at  large  through  estab- 
lished organizations  and  service 
groups.  We  can  develop  our  own  pro- 
gram of  community  services,  such  as 
visiting  shut-ins,  nursing  homes,  etc. 


There  is  little  or  no  excuse  for  darkness 
to  prevail  in  a  land  so  filled  with 
Christian  churches  and  such  readily 
available  gospel  truth. 

SPREADING  INSTITUTIONAL  SON- 
SHINE  -  Jesus  said,  "I  was  sick  and  ye 
visited  me.  I  was  in  prison  and  ye  came 
unto  me.  Insomuch  as  ye  have  done  it 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  God 
considers  SPREADING  OF  SONSHINE 
a  ministry  to  Himself.  Hospitals,  correc- 
tional facilities,  rest  homes,  rehab  cen- 
ters, etc.,  are  fertile  soil  for  us  to  plant 
the  love  of  God.  Where  some  institutions 
limit  visitation  privileges,  ministers' 
wives  can  often  gain  entrance  through 
their  husbands'  work.  Whether  we  gain 
entrance  or  not,  we  can  reach  into  any 
institution  by  cards,  letters,  notes,  etc. 

SPREADING  SONSHINE  IN  THE 
CHURCH  SOCIETY  -  Of  all  places  in 
this  world  where  friendship,  fellowship 
and  support  should  abound,  it  should  be 
the  church.  The  minister's  wife  should 
pray  for  the  Lord  to  give  her  not  only  a 
burden  for  hidden  hurts  within  the 
church,  but  also  a  divine  sense  of  aware- 
ness of  the  presence  of  such  needs.  The 
minister's  wife  should  be  regularly 
involved  as  participants  in  the  total 
church  program.  Seek  out  places  in  your 
congregation  to  spread  SONSHINE. 

SPREADING  SONSHINE  TO  OTHER 
MINISTERS'  WIVES  -  Many  times  the 
minister's  wife  struggles  with  loneliness. 
This  occurs  because  so  much  is  given  out 
and  not  enough  taken  back  in.  The  fre- 
quent use  of  our  virtue  will  leave  us 
empty  if  we  are  not  replenished.  It  is 
important  to  seek  out  each  other  as  min- 
isters' wives  and  offer  SONSHINE  in  the 
form  of  a  coffee  break,  lunch,  shopping 
trip,  or  simply  a  phone  call.  Ask  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  lead  you  to  someone  who  needs 
SONSHINE.  In  so  doing,  you  will  also 
receive  SONSHINE. 

PRAYER  -  Lord  Jesus,  I  thank  you 
today  for  the  gift  of  emotions.  Sometimes 
I  misuse  them,  but  with  them  I  experi- 
ence joy,  peace,  and  love.  Thank  you  for 
my  mouth  with  which  I  can  sing  and  tell 
of  SONSHINE.  Thank  you  for  my  eyes 
with  which  I  can  see  Your  marvelous 
SONSHINE.  Thank  you  for  my  mind 
with  which  I  can  claim  Your  promises  of 
SONSHINE.  Accept  me  today  as  a  shin- 
ing light  for  You  and  may  You  be  the 
SONSHINE  of  my  life.  Amen."

These  goals  reflect  the  three  areas  that  are  monitored 
by  the  General  Church  for  growth  and  analysis  purpos- 
es— Church  Membership  Average  A.M. Worship,  and 
Average  Sunday  School  Attendance.  These  areas  are 
reported  monthly  on  the  church's  regular  report  forms. 
(The  Sunday  School  number  is  either  the  actual  Sunday 
School  number  or  number  of  different  people  reached 


each  week  with  Systematic  Bible  Study.  For  example  -  a 
church  may  have  80  in  Sunday  School  and  reach  anoth- 
er 20  people  in  their  Wednesday  night  attendance.  Their 
total  for  the  week  would  be  100. ) 

These  are  realistic  goals  but  based  on  faith.  May  the 
Lord  bless  His  people  to  reach  these  goals  and  more  as 
His  kingdom  is  built. 

1995  TRAINING 

The  1994  Quadrennial  Conference  directed  the 
Evangelism  Department  to  furnish  training  for  churches 
and  districts.  Several  opportunities  are  available  for 
1995.  Forty-six  individuals  from  the  Conference  attend- 
ed the  School  of  Evangelism  in  Charlotte  in  January.  Dr. 
Owen  Weston  did  an  outstanding  job  with  his  topic 
"Revitalizing  Churches."  His  tapes  may  be  ordered  from 
USA  Evangelism,  Oklahoma  City,  and  the  notes  from 
Falcon  at  a  cost  of  $10.00. 

In  March  the  General  Church  is  hosting  a  National 
Pastors'  School  at  New  Heritage,  Charlotte.  This  is 
billed  to  be  an  excellent  training  events  for  pastors  and 
pastors'  wives.  The  dates  are  March  20-23.  Hopefully  a 
good  number  will  attend  from  the  N.C.  Conference.

The  North  Carolina  Conference  has  so  much  to  be 
thankful  for.  The  Conference  has  a  rich  heritage  and  is 
composed  of  faithful  men  and  women.  1994  was  the  great- 
est year  ever  in  World  Missions  Giving.  Churches  and  indi- 
viduals within  the  Conference  gave  a  grand  total  of 
$778,794.27.  PRAISE  THE  LORD.  This  is  a  28%  increase 
in  two  years  over  1992's  total  ($520,053.84).  These  are  phe- 
nomenal increases.  The  Lord  is  to  be  praised  for  His  bless- 
ings, and  our  pastors  and  members  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  faithfulness. 

In  comparison  with  the  other  Conferences,  North 
Carolina  is  #1  in  total  missions  and  USA  Evangelism  giv- 
ing for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  Other  Conference  totals 
were:

Appalachian  361,001.58 
Sonshine  264,811.27 

In  last  month's  Evangel  the  pastors  were  listed  who  won 
trips  to  Israel.  Pastor  King  White  is  to  be  added  to  this  list. 
He  was  inadvertently  left  off.  Congratulations,  Pastor 
White. 

51  pastors  won  appreciation  gifts  (bonds  or  Bibles)  for 
their  church's  total  missions  and  USA  evangelism  increas- 
ing by  $500.00.  Twenty-one  pastors  won  appreciation  gifts 
for  their  "GO"  Offering  increasing  by  $500.00  This  is  a  fan- 
tastic number.

EVANGELISTIC  TEMPLE  RELOCATES 

The  last  Sunday  in  April  1978,  a  small  group  of  Pentecostal 
Holiness  People,  filled  with  vision  and  a  willingness  to  build 
the  Kingdom,  began  meeting  in  the  band  room  at  East  Gary 
Junior  High  School  in  Gary,  North  Garolina.  From  the  begin- 
ning the  work  was  destined  for  success.  It  was  not  long  before 
property  was  purchased  and  a  building  program  began  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Evangelism  Department  of  the  North 
Garolina  Conference.  The  first  worship  service  in  the  new 
building  was  August  24,  1980. 

Evangelistic  Temple  has  been  a  progressive  church  and  rele- 
vant to  its  surroundings  from  the  beginning.  Due  to  tremen- 
dous growth  in  the  Gary  area,  as  well  as  the  church  itself,  the 
initial  Ghurch  property  was  sold  in  May  of  1994  in  order  for 
the  Church  to  pursue  its  ministry  and  vision  for  the  Gary  area. 

On  March  12,  1995,  Conference  Superintendent  Long, 
Pastor  Ray  Ward,  and  Evangelistic  Temple  Church  gathered 
on  their  newly  purchased  14  acres  four  miles  south  of  their

present  location  for  their  Ground  Breaking  Celebration.  The 
weather  was  perfect;  God's  Spirit  was  real;  and  the  Church 
was  filled  with  excitement  and  joy  as  they  looked  forward  to 
the  future. 

The  Celebration  began  with  greetings  and  welcome  from 
Pastor  Ray.  The  Church  joined  in  worship  and  praise  to  the 
Lord  for  His  blessings  and  bringing  us  to  this  hour.  Don  Lee 
shared  the  History  of  E.T.  Brother  Long  encouraged  our  hearts 
with  a  special  Word  and  then  led  us  in  our  Ground  Breaking. 
Everyone  present  was  aware  that  the  Spirit  of  God  was  con- 
firming the  direction,  and  wonderful  things  were  ahead  for  this 
Body.  As  Don  Lee  stated  in  the  history  of  Evangelistic  Temple: 
"The  Church  was  not  started  from  a  division  but  a  need." 
Evangelistic  Temple  continues  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the 
Gary  Area. 

Construction  on  the  first  phase  of  construction  will  begin 
the  first  of  May  with  a  $1,000,000  Family  Life  Center  and 
recreational  area.  Future  plans  consist  of  a  Sanctuary  and 
additional  Education  Buildings.

"He  Lives!  He  Lives!  Christ  Jesus 
lives  today."  Easter  -  the  day  of  res- 
urrection -  the  day  of  celebration  of 
our  LIVING  LORD. 

Aren't  you  glad  that  we  know  a 
living  Savior?  I  often  think  of  the 
pitiful  plight  of  so  many  around  the 
world  today  who  are  depending  on 
the  gods  of  this  world,  only  to  find 
their  lives  void  of  meaning  and  their 
needs  unmet. 

In  this  season,  I  am  reminded  of 
the  great  sorrow  that  must  have 
encompassed  the  followers  of  Christ 
as  they  saw  Him  nailed  to  Calvarj^s 
cross  and  watched  Him  die  there. 
After  having  been  so  closely  associat- 
ed with  Him  for  three  years,  walking 
in  His  shadow,  sleeping  in  His  pres- 
ence, absorbing  His  words  -  how 
terribly  hurt  they  must  have  been  to 
see  Christ  wrapped  in  grave  clothes 
and  the  stone  rolled  to  seal  the 
grave. 

The  loneliness  and  void  that  cov- 
ered their  existence  during  those 
hours  must  have  been  devastating. 
They  must  have  wondered  if  all  were 
gone  from  them  ...  if  all  their  work 
had  been  in  vain.  Yet,  through  it  all, 
they  banded  themselves  together, 
perhaps  for  the  purpose  of  consola- 
tion. 

But  on  the  third  day,  Jesus  arose 
fi-om  the  bier  upon  which  His  lifeless 
body  had  been  placed.  He  arose  in 
NEW  LIFE.  The  stone  was  rolled 
away  and  out  of  the  grave  He 
walked.  Soon  afterward  He  present- 
ed Himself  to  His  followers,  and  they 
rejoiced  to  see  Him  alive!  Some 
didn't  recognize  Him;  some  doubted 
Him;  but  not  for  long,  for  He  proved 


Himself  to  them  before  He  ascended 
to  Heaven. 

Have  there  been  times  in  your 
Christian  experience  when  you  felt 
that  Christ  was  dead?  Have  you  had 
days  when  you  felt  the  gloom  of  the 
grave  in  your  spirit?  If  we  are  com- 
pletely truthful,  I  expect  most  of  us 
would  have  to  admit  that  we  have. 
We  tend  to  seal  Him  in  the  tomb  still 
today.  Yet,  the  fact  is  Christ  is  alive 
and  available  to  us. 

So  often  we,  just  as  the  disciples, 
fail  to  recognize  Him  and  even  doubt 
Him.  He  comes  to  us  in  many  ways 
-  through  His  Word,  through  our 
friends,  through  the  daily  blessings 
of  life  -  and  yet  we  fail  to  see  Him. 

Just  as  the  disciples  mourned 
while  Christ  was  in  the  grave,  we 
find  ourselves  feeling  deserted,  won- 
dering if  all  is  in  vain,  sometimes  to 
the  point  of  near  depression.  But, 
Child  of  God,  take  hope.  JOY 
COMES  IN  THE  MORNING!  As 
soon  as  we  again  recognize  Christ  for 
who  He  really  is,  hope  and  strength 
are  restored.  Our  spirits  are  rejuve- 
nated as  He  proves  Himself  to  us 
time  and  time  again. 

When  Christ  left  the  disciples.  He 
promised  them  a  Comforter.  Just  as 
was  promised,  the  Comforter  came 
with  power  to  the  believers.

April   is  the 
month  of  much 
GEMS  activity. 
GEMS  week  is 
observed  this 
year    April  2 
through  April  9. 
GEMS  Sunday  is  on  April  9. 
GEMS  Retreat  &  Convention  is 
April  28  &  29. 

The  GEMS  program  is  alive  and 
well  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  Under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Karan  Barnhill  and  the  previ- 
ous GEMS  Board,  this  program 
was  birthed  among  the  churches 
here.  At  the  present  time,  Mrs. 
Sandra  McCandless  and  her  board 
members  are  doing  a  wonderful  job 
nurturing  the  GEMS  groups  which 
were  already  organized  and  very 
busy  organizing  new  groups 
throughout  the  Conference. 

What  is  GEMS?  GEMS  (Girls 
Entering  the  Master's  Service)  is  a 
special  ministry  provided  for  girls 
through  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.  This  ministry  is  the 
responsibility,  the  opportunity,  and 
the  privilege  of  the  Women's 
Ministries  of  the  local  church.  It  is 
a  means  of  investing  in  the  lives  of 
the  girls  and  instilling  in  them 
Christian  principles  through 
Biblical  teaching.  The  ultimate 
purpose  of  the  program  is  to  lead 
girls  to  Christ  and  His  service. 
Methods  of  meeting  this  purpose 
are  provided  through  curriculum, 
achievement,  counseling,  and 
group  activities. 
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The  GEMS  curriculum  is  divided 
into  six  age  groups:  Treasurers, 
Young  Creations,  G'ettes,  Alphas, 
Betas,  and  PARS.  Literature  which 
provides  weekly  material  is  available 
for  each  age  group  from  Falcon 
Gospel  Book  Store. 

If  your  church  does  not  have  a 
GEMS  program,  you  are  missing  a 
golden  opportunity  for  training  girls 
for  Christian  service.  Not  only  will 
this  program  minister  to  your  cur- 
rent enrollment  of  girls,  but  it  will  be 
an  outreach  for  your  church  as  your 
girls  begin  to  bring  friends,  and  their 
families  learn  of  your  church  pro- 
gram. 

The  program  can  be  adapted  to 
small  or  large  groups.  There  are 
great  possibilities  for  ministry  as 
dedicated  women  take  on  the  role  of 
sponsors  for  the  groups.

Day  of  Prayer

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Lines  From  Linda  . . . 

I  recently  received  in  my  mail  a 
newsletter  regarding  National  Day  of 
Prayer  which  is  observed  in  May.  This 
year  that  day  will  be  observed  on  May 
4th.  I  was  impressed  with  materials 
included  in  the  newsletter  and  whole- 
heartedly agree  with  the  concept  of 
prayer  for  our  nation. 

One  of  the  articles  which  was  includ- 
ed really  caught  my  attention.  It  was 
entitled,  "How  To  Intercede  For 
Influential  Men."*  The  writer  empha- 
sized that  people  of  importance  make 
key  decisions  and  shape  the  course  of 
history.  Sixteen  specific  position  people 
were  cited  as  key  leaders  who  need  our 
daily  prayer:  President  of  United 
States;  two  U.S.  Senators  from  our 
state;  U.S.  Congressman  from  your  dis- 
trict; Governor  of  our  state;  State 
Senator  from  your  district;  State 
Representative  from  your  district;  and 
nine  Supreme  Court  Justices. 

The  writer  went  on  to  offer  a  list  of 
suggestions  made  by  Rev.  Charles 
Stanley  as  to  how  to  pray  for  these  indi- 
viduals. 

Being  from  a  very  politically  active 
background  myself  -  my  husband  is  a 
former  State  Senator  and  I  currently 
serve  as  an  elected  member  of  my  coun- 
ty Board  of  Education  -  I  was  most 
interested  in  Rev.  Stanley's  positive 
approach.  All  of  his  suggestions  were 
scripturally  based  and  respectful 
toward  the  authority  and  position  of 
such  key  leaders. 

As  I  continued  to  read  through  this 
newsletter,  it  came  clearly  to  me  how 
far  offtrack  many  Christians  are  in 
their  approach  to  leaders  with  whom 
they  do  not  agree.  I  turned  to  God's 
Word  in  I  Timothy  2:1  &  2  and  read,  "I 
exhort,  therefore,  that  first  of  all,  sup- 
plications, prayers,  intercessions,  and 
giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for  all  men, 
for  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  author- 
ity, that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peace- 
able life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty." 

I  reflected  back  on  so  many  occasions 
in  recent  months  when  I  have  been  in 
the  presence  of  churched  people  who 
were  in  conversation  about  one  or  the 
other  of  these  key  position  people. 


I  have  been  very  saddened  to  hear 
these  people  resort  to  degrading  tactics, 
quoting  politically  biased  talk-show 
hosts,  and  using  heresay  in  presenting 
their  opinions  about  such  people. 
Political  rhetoric  is  rampant  in  the 
church  world.  It  is  very  alarming  to  me. 

I  will  readily  admit  that  I  am  proba- 
bly more  sensitive  to  this  kind  of  con- 
versation that  the  ordinary  lay  person 
would  be  -  because  I  have  been  there! 
But  I  truly  wonder  how  Christ  must 
feel  about  His  Body  when  we  promote 
this  type  of  activity  in  the  church. 

I  believe  it  is  time  for  us,  as 
Christians,  to  take  inventory.  Have  we 
tried  to  take  things  into  our  own  hands 
-  in  our  own  way  instead  of  following 
God's  prescription? 

We  are  living  in  perilous  times,  as 
God's  Word  says  we  will.  But  change 
will  not  come  through  propaganda  or 
political  parties.  Does  the  scripture  not 
teach  us  our  weapons  of  warfare?  Hard 
things  come  by  fasting  and  prayer.  We 
can't  fight  the  enemy  with  his  own 
weaponry.  Just  as  the  King's  armor 
was  not  suitable  for  David  in  his  battle 
against  Goliath,  neither  is  political 
slandering  the  proper  weaponry  for  the 
Christian. 

The  answer  to  our  dilemma  today 
will  not  be  found  in  activist  groups  or 
block  voting.  Our  weapon  against  the 
evil  that  abounds  is  in  being  obedient  to 
God's  way. 

Be  reminded  that  "we  wrestle  not 
against  flesh  and  blood,  but  against 
principalities,  against  powers,  against 
the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this  world, 
against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high 
places."  This  is  a  source  that  the  gov- 
ernments of  this  world  cannot  conquer. 
This  is  the  hard  place  that  can  only  be 
conquered  through  fasting  and  prayer. 

When  we  are  tempted  to  speak  nega- 
tive and  divisive  statements  regarding 
those  in  authority  over  us,  would  it  not 
be  better  to  use  that  energy  to  whisper 
a  prayer  in  their  behalf? 

Wonder  what  change  would  be 
wrought  if  all  the  time  that  is  spent  in 
derogatory  commentary  were  spent  in 
prayer? 

Let's  do  our  part  to  move  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  the 
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direction  that  God  has  prescribed  for 
the  church.

During  the  past  seven 
years,  God  has  prepared  Ed 
and  Judy  for  ministry  in  Kenya.  They  began  with  two  years  of 
Bible  College  training,  pioneering  a  church  for  three  years,  and 
now  evangelism  for  two-and  one-half  years. 

During  this  time  of  ministry,  they  have  had  extensive  expe- 
rience in  prison,  hospital,  church,  and  retirement  home  min- 
istries. Their  areas  of  expertise  include  evangelistic  tent  cru- 
sades (domestic  and  foreign),  building  projects,  music  ministry, 
and  a  host  of  other  ministerial  functions. 

During  a  four-month  mission  outreach  to  Kenya,  Africa,  in 
1993,  Ed  and  Judy  felt  God  confirm  this  direction  for  their 
lives.

EVANGELISTS  -  GIFTS  FROM  GOD 

Paul  told  the  church  at  Ephesus  that  evangelists  were  gifted 
individuals  placed  in  the  body  of  Christ  to  help  equip  the 
church  for  ministry  -  Ephesians  4:11  and  following.  The 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  has  always  recognized  the  role 
and  importance  of  the  evangelist.  In  recent  months  efforts  have 
been  made  on  the  General  level  and  within  the  NC  Conference 
to  properly  designate  the  "true"  itinerant  evangelist.  In  times 
past  any  minister  who  was  not  pastoring  was  said  to  be  an 
evangelist.  That  certainly  should  be  the  case;  however  it  did 
seem  to  cloud  the  role  of  the  true  evangelist. 

Recently  the  first  directory  of  the  National  Association  of 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Evangelists  (NAPHE)  was  published.  An 
effort  has  been  made  to  put  this  directory  into  the  hands  of  all 
our  pastors.  The  directory  also  lists  those  laymen  who  are 
doing  the  work  of  itinerant  evangelists.  It  is  hoped  by  lifting 
the  role  of  the  evangelist  that  they  may  be  better  used  to  build 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

The  N.C.  Conference  has  seven  individuals  listed  in  this 
first  historical  directory.  They  are  as  follows:

May 
the  Lord  grant  them  many  souls  for  their  labors.  Below  is  an 
article  that  was  included  in  the  NAPHE  Directory.  It  is 
reprinted  in  order  to  be  a  blessing  to  the  evangelists. 

WHAT  AND  HOW  TO  PAY  YOUR  EVANGELIST 

What  does  the  church  owe  the  evangelist? 

1.  The  giftings  of  the  evangelist  and  the  needs  of  the  congre- 
gation should  be  considered  when  selecting  an  evangelist. 

2.  The  pastor  should  give  the  evangelist  time  to  adjust 
schedules  to  the  needs  and  desires  of  the  local  church.  Pray 
until  the  church  and  evangelist  know  God's  moment  for 
revival. 

3.  The  pastor  should  prepare  the  congregation  and  commu- 
nity for  revival. 

4.  Decisions  on  housing  and  meals  for  the  evangelist  should 
be  made  jointly  between  the  evangelist  and  the  pastor.  A  place 
of  solitude  for  private  prayer  and  study  is  vital.  Meals  for  the 
evangelist  are  the  responsibility  of  the  church. 

5.  The  local  church  has  a  scriptural  responsibility  to  ade- 
quately care  for  the  financial  needs  of  the  evangelist.  Those 
who  minister  the  gospel  are  ordained  by  God  to  be  supported 
by  those  who  believe. 

Compensation  for  the  evangelist  should  be  discussed  openly 
by  the  evangelist,  pastor,  and  local  church  when  the  revival  is 
being  finalized.  Compensation  should  be  separated  into  two 
parts: 

Travel  expenses  include  actual  airfare  at  lowest  fare 
available,  or  gas,  motel,  and  meals  while  in  transit  to  and  from 
the  revival.  If  the  evangelist  has  several  revivals  on  one  tour, 
he/she  should  calculate  actual  expenses  and  divide  by  the  num- 
ber of  churches  served.  Travel  expenses  should  never  be  a  part 
of  the  evangelist's  offering  or  honorarium 

Whether  to  give  offerings  or  an  honorarium  is  a  decision 
that  should  be  made  by  the  local  church.  If  offerings  are  cho- 
sen, inform  the  congregation  nightly  that  the  entire  offering 
goes  to  the  evangelist.  It  would  be  appropriate  to  tell  the  evan- 
gelist what  the  offerings  usually  produce  in  total  income.  If  an 
honorarium  is  chosen,  the  church  should  consider  an  amount 
equal  to  the  weekly  compensation  package  for  its  pastor. 
Example: 

Base  salary  $300  week   =$15,600  year 

Housing  $600  month  =  $  7,200  year 

Social  Security/Health  $  3,200  year 


Total 

Divide  by  52  weeks 


$26,000  year

Pastor's  weekly  compensation  $  500.00 

The  pastor  receives  this  amount  52  weeks  a  year.  An  evan- 
gelist cannot  minister  every  week  of  the  year.  The  pastor's 
weekly  compensation  should  be  multiplied  by  a  factor  of  1.5  or 
2.  In  this  example,  the  evangelist  should  receive  $750  to 
$1,000  for  a  one-week  revival. 

SPECIAL  NOTE:  The  1994  Conference  Finance  Committee 
Report  expressed  these  words  concerning  financial  support  for 
evangelists.  "Churches  employing  full-time  evangelists  (those 
deriving  their  major  support  from  revivals)  should  pay  them  no 
less  than  the  minimum  salaries  of  ministers  per  week  plus 
travel.  "

From  the  Superintendent 


T.  Elwood  Long 

Pastor  David  C.  Wheeler  of  Clinton  First  has 
now  made  two  trips  to  Ukraine  in  the  last  sever- 
al months.  These  trips  were  made  in  cooperation 
with  the  World  Missions  Ministries  of  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  as 
we  have  planted  churches  in  the  former  Soviet 
Union. 

Brother  Wheeler,  a  member  of  the  Official 
Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  shared 
a  devotion  with  us  at  one  of  our  Conference 
Board  Meetings.  I  want  him  to  now  share  with 
you.

Pushing  Back  the  Darkness 

In  the  western  part  of  Ukraine,  there  is  a 
main  highway  that  runs  from  Lutsk  to  Rivne 
along  which  we  traveled  each  morning  to  con- 
duct seminars.  On  the  morning  of  the  last  meet- 
ing I  noticed  a  partially  completed  building  sil- 
houetted against  the  overcast  sky.  It  had  risen 
to  probably  five  floors  before  construction 
stopped.  A  huge  crane  was  rusted  and  tarnished, 
high  weeds  had  overgrown  piles  of  rubble  at  its 
base,  and  the  icy  slush  of  the  building  site  was 
unmarked  by  ruts  indicating  the  passage  of  a 
vehicle.  Clearly,  this  project  had  been  aban- 
doned some  time  ago. 

That  unfinished  building  is  a  symbol  of  the 
impressions  I  formed  in  my  two  visits  to 
Ukraine.  Ukrainians  are  a  proud  and  stubborn 
people  who  just  three  years  ago  declared  their 
independence  from  Soviet  oppression.  Their 
hearts  burned  with  the  desire  for  self-determi- 
nation, for  the  right  to  speak  their  own  lan- 
guage, and  the  freedom  to  teach  and  develop 
their  unique  culture  that  is  well  over  one  thou- 
sand years  old. 

But  their  drive  for  nationalism  has  stalled 
like  construction  on  that  building.  Factories 
have  closed  because  parts  can  no  longer  be 
obtained  from  other  republics.  Their  main 
means  of  transportation  in  the  cities  breaks 


down  and  cannot  be  repaired.  Medical  supplies 
are  either  unavailable  or  extremely  expensive. 
The  value  of  their  currency  declines  daily,  while 
the  price  of  necessities  increases.  Work  is  hard 
to  find,  and  when  found,  pays  little.  The  moral 
decay  produced  by  seven  decades  of  communism 
is  a  cancer  eating  away  at  the  vitals  of  this  love- 
ly country,  one  called  the  breadbasket  of  an 
empire.  Tens  of  thousands  of  acres  of  otherwise 
fertileland  are  unusable  due  to  fallout  from  the 
Chernobyl  disaster.  The  government  is  para- 
lyzed by  internal  strife,  and  the  country  is  in  the 
throes  of  a  depression  that  the  leadership  has 
neither  the  expertise,  resources,  nor  corporate 
will  to  take  measures  to  alleviate.  Although  the 
gospel  can  now  be  freely  preached,  it  is  often 
met  with  distrust  and  suspicion.  And  every- 
where there  is  darkness. 

In  that  darkness  there  is  fear.  In  that  dark- 
ness there  is  hatred.  In  that  darkness  there  is 
want.  In  that  darkness  there  is  hopeless  despair 
that  bows  the  backs  of  men  and  makes  the 
women  old  before  their  time.  In  that  darkness 
there  is  loss  of  innocence  so  that  the  eyes  of  a 
child  often  hold  only  the  dullness  produced  by 
poverty,  hunger,  despair,  and  deprivation.  And 
in  that  darkness  there  is  death:  not  just  death  of 
the  body  from  malnutrition  and  disease,  but  also 
the  death  of  the  spirit,  the  death  of  the  soul. 

Yet,  when  you  ask  a  Ukrainian  Christian, 
"What  can  we  in  America  do  to  help  your  peo- 
ple?" they  do  not  ask  for  clothing  or  food  or  any 
of  the  things  our  money  could  provide.  The  most 
touching  answer  to  this  question  came  from  my 
interpreter,  a  teacher  in  her  mid-thirties,  who 
said,  "You  must  pray  for  us.  If  God  does  not  help 
us,  our  children  will  die."  They  realize  that  the 
Lord  is  their  only  hope! 

And  there  are  signs  of  hope.  In  Ukraine  are 
evangelists  going  every  week  into  areas  of  dark- 
ness and  spreading  their  light.  I  visited  two 
churches  in  the  Pentecostal  Union  that  are  over 
1,000  members  strong.  In  our  thirteen 
Pentecostal  Holiness  churches,  many  believers 
are  preparing  for  water  baptism  when  the 
weather  is  warm  enough. 

In  that  country,  where  in  many  places  dark- 
ness still  reigns,  there  are  glimmerings  of  light. 
It  may  be  in  the  midst  of  a  city  or  the  isolation  of 
a  remote  village;  in  a  rented  "house  of  culture" 
or  the  cramped  front  room  of  someone's  home;  in 
a  remodeled  house  or  a  specially  constructed 
church  building;  the  light  is  beginning  to  shine! 


As  John  the  Baptist  wrote  of  Jesus,  "The  true 
Light  that  gives  light  to  every  man  is  coming 
into  the  world"  (John  1:9,  NIV).  The  true  Light 
is  beginning  to  shine  in  that  land  of  darkness 

As  we  returned  from  Rivne  that  day,  in 
evening  shadows  as  deep  as  those  of  the  morn- 
ing, we  again  passed  by  that  abandoned  con- 
struction site.  By  the  dying  light  of  day  I  saw  a 
strange  thing:  on  the  very  uppermost  level,  in  a 
mist  of  rain  that  was  nearly  snow,  there  was  a 
glimmer  of  light.  Nothing  else  had  changed  -  the 
rusty  crane  was  silent  and  still,  the  weeds  were 
undisturbed,  the  ground  unmarked  except  for  a 
single  set  of  footprints  -  but  against  the  fading 
light  of  the  evening  sky  was  the  flicker  of  a  blow- 
torch. I  will  never  know  who  he  was  or  what  he 
was  doing,  whether  it  was  someone  trying  to 
resume  construction  on  that  building  or  someone 
"borrowing"  materials  for  his  own  use.  But  the 
fact  remains:  surrounded  by  defeat  was  a  glim- 
mer of  hope;  in  the  midst  of  growing  darkness 
there  was  a  flicker  of  light! 

And  I  was  reminded  -  "in  Him  is  life  and  the 
life  is  the  light  of  men."  In  more  and  more  places 
in  that  dark  land  the  light  is  beginning  to  shine. 
The  government  is  still  a  half-completed  struc- 
ture, the  rust  remains  on  the  machinery  of  their 
economy,  the  weeds  of  decay  are  still  rampant  in 
their  culture  -  but  the  light  is  beginning  to 
shine!  And  where  the  light  shines,  however  fee- 
bly, it  will  banish  the  darkness!  And  in  hun- 
dreds of  cities,  towns,  and  villages  on  dozens  of 
mission  fields,  wherever  solitary  missionary 
footprints  lead,  the  darkness  is  being  conquered 
as  that  light  shines. 

The  heart-cry  of  my  Ukrainian  friend  is 
echoed  in  ghetto  in  Manila,  in  the  grass  hut  in 
Africa,  in  one  of  thousands  of  flats  in  Moscow,  in 
an  adobe  in  Mexico,  in  a  marketplace  in  Central 
America,  in  a  slum  in  Bombay,  in  the  dirty  door- 
yards,  back  alleys,  and  mean  streets  of  a  hun- 
dred world-class  cities.  In  America,  this  most 
favored  land,  we  must  hear  them  as  they  say:  "If 
God  does  not  help  us,  our  children  will  die."  Just 
as  much  as  they  need  our  missionaries  and  our 
money,  they  need  our  compassion  and  our  con- 
cern. It  is  up  to  us  to  take  personally  the  last 
command  of  Christ:  "...be  witnesses  unto  me  ... 
unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  When  He 
said  those  words.  He  was  talking  to  each  of  us.

GEMS  TO  Jewels  - 

(Following  is  the  devotion  which  I  shared 
with  the  HAPPY  HEARTS  during  their  April 
meeting.  Some  of  the  ladies  asked  for  copies, 
so  I  share  it  with  you  all.  Perhaps  you  can 
use  it  for  a  program  in  your  church  at  some 
time.) 

Psalm  144:12b  -  That  our  daughters  may 
be  as  corner  stones,  polished  after  the  simili- 
tude of  a  palace. 

The  word  GEM  comes  from  gemma,  which 
means  bud.  The  story  of  precious  stones  is 
much  like  blooming  of  flowers.  The  gem  starts 
out  as  a  dull  lump  of  mineral  matter.  It  is  cut 
and  polished  into  brilliantly  flashing  and 
beautifully  glowing  jewels. 

There  are  many  qualities  of  gems  materi- 
als. The  SHAPE  differs  with  each  gem  miner- 
al. The  COLOR  tells  much  about  the  gem. 
"Essential  color"  is  true  color.  "Non-essential 
color"  is  the  result  of  impurity  in  the  mineral. 
The  INDEX  OF  REFRACTION  is  the  mea- 
surement of  the  speed  of  rays  of  light  passing 
through  a  mineral.  Minerals  with  a  low  index 
of  refraction  usually  display  a  lower  luster. 
The  extent  of  refraction  varies  with  color  of 
light  that  passes  through.  White  light  passing 
through  gems  causes  brilliant  various-colored 
rays.  HARDNESS  is  an  important  quality. 
This  is  rated  1  to  10.  To  wear  well  as  jewels,  a 
gem  must  rate  at  least  7.  A  gem  can  only  be 
cut  by  something  harder  than  it  is.  SPECIFIC 
GRAVITY  is  the  comparison  of  the  mineral 
weight  with  the  weight  of  an  equal  amount  of 
water.  SOURCES  OF  GEMS  are  found  all 
over  the  world  -  United  States,  Brazil, 
Germany,  Russia,  Africa,  Thailand,  Australia, 
and  on  and  on.  The  underlying  rock  deter- 
mines the  kind  of  gem  mineral.  The  VALUE  is 
determined  by  hardness,  color,  brilliance,  rari- 
ty and  demand.  CUTTING  AND  POLISHING 
of  the  gem  is  the  grinding  away  of  material 
until  the  desired  shape  is  reached  and  it  is 
brilliantly  shining.  The  harder  the  gem,  the 
harder  it  is  to  cut.  (The  diamond,  cut  and  pol- 
ished, is  the  most  beautiful  and  most  expen- 
sive.) 

It  is  important  to  note  that  there  are  IMI- 
TATIONS. Because  gems  are  beautiful,  there 
is  real  demand  for  true  gems.  Sometimes  imi- 
tations are  offered  in  their  stead.  Imitations 
may  fool  the  natural  eye  and  even  sell  for  a 
great  price.  They  may  look  very  good  but  can 
easily  be  detected  by  the  master  jeweler. 

Girls  and  women  can  be  likened  to  gems 
and  jewels.  Girls  in  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  start  out  as  GEMS.  They  are  raw 
minerals,  uncut  and  unpolished.  We  have 
GEMS  all  over  the  world.  They  come  in  all 
shapes,  colors  and  sizes.  They  range  from  the 
Treasures  to  the  PARS  -  very  young  girl  to 
teenagers. 

That  GEMS  girl  develops  from  young  child 


to  teenager  to  young  adult  to  womanhood  and 
to  full  maturity.  During  the  process  of  time 
and  experience,  the  grinding  and  cutting  of 
daily  living,  the  trials  of  life,  the  testing  of 
faith,  the  shaping  is  being  done. 

Some  of  them  are  very  hard  -  and  it  takes 
hard  places  to  cut  them  and  shape  them. 
Remember,  they  can  only  be  shaped  by  some- 
thing stronger  than  self.  What  a  wonderful 
opportunity  that  provides  for  Women's 
Ministries  to  mold  and  shape  those  young 
lives  as  GEMS  sponsors. 

The  index  of  refraction  in  the  life  of  the 
girl  is  measured  as  the  pure  light  of  Jesus 
shines  through  her.  Remember,  His  light  is 
pure  and  white  and  reflects  beautifully  for  all 
the  world  to  see.  Note,  too,  that  any  impuri- 
ties cause  a  low  luster. 

The  specific  gravity  is  a  factor  as  well. 
Every  GEMS  girl  needs  to  find  balance  in  her 
life.  She  is  to  find  the  center  of  the  Christian 
way  -  not  too  far  in  any  direction  that  she  will 
be  out  of  balance  and  impractical  in  the  way 
she  represents  Christ. 

Among  the  genuine,  you  will  likely  find 
some  imitations.  You  can't  always  look  at  the 
outside  with  the  natural  eye  and  know  that 
it's  not  the  real  thing.  You  know  the  saying, 
"You  can't  judge  the  book  by  its  cover."  BUT, 
under  the  Master  Jeweler's  (God's)  eye,  imita- 
tions are  easily  detected.  God  knows  the  real 
GEM  when  He  sees  it.  You  will  note,  too,  that 
the  imitations  will  not  hold  up  long.  They  may 
look  good  for  a  while,  but  soon  the  luster  will 
vanish  and  the  cracks  will  begin  to  appear. 
Imitations  are  not  enduring. 

We  see  involved  in  our  program  of 
Women's  Ministries  all  ages  of  women  -  from 
the  young  girls  to  the  elderly  women.  We  now 
have  the  HAPPY  HEARTS  ministry  for  our 
older  ladies.  They,  too,  come  in  all  shapes, 
sizes,  and  colors.  There  is  one  big  distinction, 
though.  They  have  been  through  many  experi- 
ences, many  hard  places.  They  have  stood  the 
test  of  time.  The  hardships  of  life  have  cut 
them  and  polished  them.  Unlike  the  imita- 
tions, they  have  stood  the  sands  of  time. 

Our  older  women  have  proven  that  they 
rate  in  the  jewel  category.  Jewels  are  valu- 
able. The  older  they  are,  the  more  valuable 
they  become.  Jewels  have  been  historically 
used  as  gifts.  Abraham's  servant  gave  jewels 
to  Rebekah  and  her  family  when  his  son 
wanted  her  as  his  wife.  Jewels  were  used  for 
oblation  unto  the  Lord  in  the  Exodus  account. 
Suitors  have  offered  them  as  tokens  of  love. 
Kings  robes  and  fingers  have  been  bedecked 
with  them.  The  Bible  tells  us  that  Heaven  will 
be  gleaming  with  jewels.  They  are  precious 
indeed. 

Through  the  trials  and  testing  of  life,  our 
HAPPY  HEARTS  have  been  cut,  polished  and 
refined.  Because  they  are  genuine,  they  still 
gleam  brightly  and  become  more  and  more 
valuable  with  years.  How  precious  they  are  in 
the  sight  of  God  -  and  in  the  sight  of  those  of 
us  who  see  them  reflecting  the  brilliant  rays 
of  God's  love  to  us.  These  lovely  Christian 
women  are  truly  JEWELS  for  the  Master's 
crown.

The  First  Church,  Goldsboro,  Builds  the  First 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  Pakistan 


Baddomalhi  Church  Building 

In  1994  overseas  ministry  coordinator  Ray  Brewster  sent 
out  a  challenge  for  churches  to  build  churches  in  the  newly 
opened  country  of  Pakistan.  Pastor  Jimmy  Whitfield  and  mem- 
ber of  The  First  Church  in  Goldsboro  rose  to  the  occasion. 
What  follows  is  a  short  article  of  this  special  project: 

"Someone  has  said  one  of  God's  greatest  hindrances  to  work- 
ing through  us  in  the  present  can  be  what  He  did  through  us  in 
the  past.  We  tend  to  try  to  duplicate  or  recreate  His  workings 
of  the  past  and  limit  His  present  action  to  methods  He  used 
yesterday. 

"We  at  The  First  Church  are  discovering  the  thrill  of  allow- 
ing God  to  do  some  things  through  us  for  the  first  time.  For  the 
first  time,  we  placed  a  church  planting  tent  in  Kenya;  for  the 
first  time  we  built  a  missions  church  in  Nairobi,  and  for  the 
first  time  we  have  built  a  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
Baddomalhi,  Pakistan. 

"The  congregation  in  Baddomalhi  now  worships  in  a  reno- 
vated building  on  land  owned  by  the  church.  Pastor  Gehaq 
Masih  is  using  three  rooms  for  his  living  quarters.  The 
Baddomalhi  church  building  is  a  central  place  for  ten  villages. 
The  Pakistanian  believers  have  expressed  great  gratitude  for 
having  a  place  of  worship  in  Baddomalhi. 

"We,  here  at  The  First  Church,  are  now  contemplating 
building  our  first  church  in  Viet  Nam.  Thank  God  for  the  far 
reaching  vision  of  our  people  to  move  into  the  harvest  field.  We 
are  making  friends  for  heaven.  Many  of  them  we  will  not  meet 
until  we  all  father  from  the  north,  south,  east  and  west  and  sit 
together  in  our  Lord's  presence.  It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  be 
allowed  to  participate  in  God's  will  being  done  on  planet 
earth."

Home  Missions  Sunday 

June  4,  1995,  has  been  designated  the  N.C.  Conference 
Evangelism  Board  as  Home  Missions  Sunday.  This  is  also 
Pentecost  Sunday  in  the  annual  church  calendar. 

The  purpose  of  this  official  designation  is  to  lift  before  the 
eyes  of  the  people  the  need  for  local  outreach  in  the  communities 
of  eastern  North  Carolina.  This  is  primarily  a  prayer  emphasis. 

The  outreach  should  be  in  several  forms.  First  of  all, 
Pentecostal  Holiness  people  ought  to  pray  for  their  lost  neigh- 
bors, build  bridges  to  them,  and  witness  of  the  saving  gospel  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.  Second,  many  of  our  churches 
need  to  be  revived  and  to  catch  hold  of  a  new  vision  of  God.  The 
purpose  needs  to  be  reestablished.  Churches  must  revisit  the 
basics  of  Christianity  -  salvation,  sanctification,  baptism  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  prayer,  Bible  reading,  etc.  Then  too,  we  must  con- 


tinue to  plant  churches  within  the  N.C.  Conference.  There  are 
places  within  the  Conference  that  are  growing  at  a  phenomenal 
rate  -  top  20  within  the  nation.  Places  like  Apex,  Jacksonville, 
Greenville,  and  coastal  communities  are  exploding  with  growth. 
Ethnics  are  pouring  into  our  state,  especially  Hispanics.  Our 
population  will  soon  be  6  percent  Hispanic.  There  are  over  6,000 
Hispanics  (year  around)  in  Wake  County  alone.  We  must  reach 
out  to  these  Hispanics  with  new  church  services  (in  their  own 
culture  and  language). 

On  June  4  every  church  is  asked  to  have  a  special  prayer  for 
evangelism  and  outreach  in  Eastern  North  Carolina.  If  we  are 
going  to  successfully  win  the  lost,  revitalize  churches,  and  plant 
new  churches,  it  will  be  done  as  WE  PRAY!

From  that  time  until  now 
Melanie  and  I  have  continued  to  pray  for  God's  leading  as  for  the 
appropriate  time  to  step  down  from  pastoring.  As  of  this  time,  we 
believe  that  our  work  here  at  Shelmerdine  has  been  completed.  We  now 
wait  with  anticipation  for  God  to  open  the  doors  in  the  field  of 
Evangelism!

ARE  YOU  READY? 

Most  of  us  engaged  in  the  childish  game  of 
hide  and  seek.  We  would  count  while  the  others 
are  hiding.  "Ready  or  not,  here  I  come!"  would  be 
our  shout  of  intent. 

Preparation  is  always  necessary.  It  is  impor- 
tant as  we  embark  on  a  journey  to  prepare.  A 
new  job  venture  requires  the  same  kind  of  atten- 
tion if  we  are  to  be  properly  prepared.  Entering 
into  a  marriage  requires  intensive  readiness. 
Enrolling  in  a  new  school  has  its  own  require- 
ments too. 

The  people  of  Israel  were  on  the  edge  of 
entering  The  Promised  Land.  Joshua  announced 
to  them,  "Sanctify  yourselves;  for  tomorrow 
Jehovah  will  do  wonders  among  you"  (3:5). 
They  must  be  ready!  A  new  opportunity  was 
theirs.  Standing  on  the  threshold  of  this  antici- 
pated adventure  their  leader  called  for  special 
preparation. 

Joshua,  Moses'  successor,  had  been  appoint- 
ed by  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  to  lead  the  people 
into  this  new  arena  of  activity  -  a  land  flowing 
with  milk  and  honey. 

The  new  leader,  Joshua,  had  instructed  the 
people  to  prepare  to  pass  over  the  Jordan.  The 
people  had  responded  positively.  Joshua  sent  out 
spies  to  check  out  Jericho  and  the  surrounding 
area.  After  they  returned  with  a  report  that 
looked  promising,  Joshua  had  the  army  to  camp 
on  the  banks  of  the  river.  They  were  sitting  on 
ready  to  possess  their  God-given  inheritance. 
Final  readiness  was  being  formulated;  excite- 
ment and  anticipation  prevailed  as  they  heard, 
"Sanctify  yourselves;  for  tomorrow 
Jehovah  will  do  wonders  among  you." 
There  are  some  things  in  this  mandate  that  cap- 
ture my  attention.  I  see  some  parallel  truths  for 
the  church  today. 

God  wants  to  do  wonders  among  His 
people.  He  is  willing  and  ready.  He  is  well  able 
to  do  miracles  among  His  people.  This  is  not  only 
true  of  yesterday  and  some  elusive  tomorrow;  it 
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is  vitally  true  today.  The  people  of  God  could 
glance  into  the  past  and  remember  the  great 
wonders  of  deliverance  as  He  fed  and  protected 
them  and  steered  them  to  the  safety  of  Jordan's 
banks. 

When  Messiah  appeared,  He  gave  renewed 
emphasis  to  the  promises  of  God. 

Again  I  say  unto  you,  That  if  two  of  you 
shall  agree  on  earth  as  touching  any  thing 
that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done  for 
them  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  For 
where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together 
in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them 
Matthew  18:19,  20. 

Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you.  He  that 
believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall 
he  do  also;  and  greater  works  than  these 
shall  he  do;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father 
John  14:12. 

Then  the  eleven  disciples  went  away  into 
Galilee,  into  a  mountain  where  Jesus  had 
appointed  them.  And  when  they  saw  him, 
they  worshipped  him:  but  some  doubted. 
And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them,  say- 
ing, All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo, 
I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world.  Amen  Matthew  28:16-20. 

Trials,  problems,  and  other  seeming  barriers 
were  to  never  impede  God's  work  among  His 
people.  Better  yet,  those  obstacles  became  oppor- 
tunities to  show  His  mighty  power.  A  den  of 
lions?  What  is  that  to  the  God  of  Daniel? 

A  burning  fiery  furnace  in  Nebuchadnezzar's 
regime?  What  hindrance  is  that  to  the  God  who 
is  a  consuming  fire? 

Five  thousand  hungry  men  and  their  families 
are  fed  by  the  Master's  touch  on  five  loaves  and 
two  fish.  A  lonely  disciple  exiled  on  an  island 
called  Patmos;  that  is  no  problem  to  an  omnipo- 
tent, omnipresent  God. 

He  is  a  wonder-working  God! 

The  people  must  prepare  for  the  ensuing  trek 
of  promise  because  that  is  the  kind  of  people  our 
God  works  through.  The  Lord  will  act  on  our 
behalf  when  we  are  ready.  We  must  "set  the 
stage"  for  the  display  of  His  mighty  power.  Note 
this  truth  in  11  Chronicles  7:14,  "If  my  people, 
which  are  called  by  my  name,  shall  humble 
themselves  and  pray,  and  seek  my  face,  and 
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turn  from  their  wicked  ways;  then  will  I 
hear  from  heaven,  and  will  forgive  their 
sin,  and  will  heal  their  land."  That  is  God's 
proposal.  He  has  a  plan  for  prepared  people. 

Joshua  gives  the  faithful  followers  their 
directions  on  how  to  prepare.  He  tells  them  they 
must  "sanctify"  themselves.  This  basically 
meant  two  things.  They  were  to  separate  from 
all  evil,  and  they  were  to  be  dedicated  to  God's 
will  and  purpose  for  their  lives. 

It  is  not  enough  that  the  military  personnel, 
the  spiritual  elders,  and  the  priesthood  be  sanc- 
tified. The  call  is  for  all  the  people  to  be  sancti- 
fied in  preparation  for  the  wonder-working  God 
to  show  Himself  mighty  to  deliver  and  set  free. 

The  promising  prospect  is  that  bigger  things 
await  us;  a  greater  day  looms  on  near  horizons 
of  our  vision.  Joshua  could  see  it.  Leadership 
must  always  see  it  first  in  order  to  successfully 
lead.  Followers  have  a  right  to  expect  that  of 
leaders. 

The  wonders  our  God  did  among  us  yester- 
day, prophecies  of  what  He  will  do  today,  and 
today's  wonders  are  guarantees  of  tomorrow's 
provision. 

He  is  ready  to  bare  His  great  arm  in  victory. 
This  is  the  same  God  who  provided  the  pillar  of 
cloud  by  day  and  pillar  of  fire  by  night.  The 
promised  land  is  just  beyond  this  Jordan.  It  is 
only  a  small  non-existent  trickel  in  His  hand. 
This  will  disappear  like  the  walls  of  Jericho 
sinking  themselves  into  the  earth  at  His  com- 
mand. 

If  we,  the  people  of  God,  will  prepare  our- 
selves in  His  sanctifying  Presence,  He  will  do 
wonders  now! 

Our  preparation:  we  will  walk  in  faith,  not  in 
fear.  You  may  even  be  at  a  "Red  Sea"  barrier. 
Don't  listen  to  the  noise  and  hoofbeats  and  char- 
iot wheels.  Look  at  our  Commander  In  Chief 
who  has  opened  the  murky  waters  and  given  us 
a  promise  of  dry  passage. 

We  must  drop  every  murmuring  and  com- 
plaining spirit  that  hinders  and  believe  the  God 
of  miracles  who  opens  the  way  before  us. 

He  is  the  way! 

If  we  refuse  to  obey  the  Lord  in  preparation 
for  the  wonders  of  His  grace  and  province  to  pre- 
vail, we  will  not  only  cripple  ourselves.  We  will 
hinder  our  posterity  and  rob  God  of  the  glory 
and  ourselves  of  the  victory.

SONG  OF  THE  SOUL 

Rev.  Carrie  Bullard  is  no  stranger  to  suffering  and 
pain.  Several  months  ago  she  learned  that  she  had  can- 
cer, and  since  that  time  she  has  had  surgery  and  treat- 
ments for  the  disease.  Her  family^  her  church,  and  her 
friends  have  surrounded  her  with  their  love,  prayers, 
and  devotion.  Her  husband  James,  and  her  children 
have  been  there  for  her  to  help  her,  but  the  main  strug- 
gle has  been  hers. 

During  the  last  several  months  there  is  one  thing 
that  has  been  revealed  to  all  of  us  who  know  and  love 
Carrie  Bullard.  Her  faith  in  the  Lord  has  come  shining 
through  the  darkness  of  the  struggle.  Never  once  have  I 
heard  her  complain.  Never  once  have  I  heard  her  ques- 
tion the  Lord.  Never  once  have  I  heard  her  ask,  "Why 
me.  Lord?"  even  though  it  would  have  been  perfectly 
normal  to  ask  such  a  question.  She  has  prayed  for  heal- 
ing but  has  accepted  whatever  lot  God  has  for  her. 

I  have  known  many  ministers  in  my  life,  many  men 
and  a  few  women.  However,  I  have  never  known  one  as 
dedicated  to  the  Lord,  the  Church,  and  His  kingdom  as 
Carrie  Bullard.  She  has  been  an  excellent  pastor, 
preacher,  and  minister.  She  really  deserves  the  title 
bestowed  upon  her  by  the  Church  and  the  title  which 
signifies  her  high  calling.  Carrie  Bullard  truly  deserves 
to  be  called  Reverend,  because  she  has  exemplified  the 
character  of  her  Master. 

With  my  own  eyes  I  have  beheld  one  of  the  greatest 
sermons  which  has  been  heard  or  seen.  That  sermon 
has  come  not  from  the  pulpit  but  from  the  heart. 

In  England  there  is  a  little  bird,  the  sedge  warbler, 
who  hides  in  the  hedges  at  night.  It  sings  a  singular 
medley  of  notes,  chirps,  and  thrills  called  warbles.

He  was  a  chosen  vessel  dedicated  to  the  service  of 
the  Lord  and  His  Church.  He  was  born  on  October  11, 
1929,  and  died  on  March  23,  1995.  On  November  24, 
1947,  he  married  Ms.  Lillian  Spain.  Brother  Walter 
gave  his  heart  to  Christ  in  1956  while  attending  the 
Rocky  Mount  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  He  was 
licensed  to  preach  on  August  10,  1962,  and  ordained  on 
August  7,  1964.  He  pastored  churches  in  Warrenton, 
Windsor,  Calypso,  Abbottsburg,  and  Wakelon.  He 
served  as  an  evangelist  for  seventeen  years.

He  was  born  again  in  1920  under  an  old  gospel 
tent  at  an  evangelistic  service.  He  was  licensed  to 
preach  in  1935  and  ordained  in  1937.  He  pastored 
Calypso,  Mount  Olive,  Jones  Grove,  Wallace,  Warsaw, 
Elizabethtown,  Saint  Matthew,  Goshen,  Williamston, 
Windsor,  Roper,  Antioch,  Whitley,  Peniel,  Shiloh 
(Fayetteville)  District. 

At  the  time  of  his  homegoing  Brother  Pope  was  the 
eldest  clergy  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
He  was  94.  Clinton  First  was  the  honored  place  of  his 
funeral.  Pastor  David  Wheeler,  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee,  and 
Conference  Superintendent  T.  Elwood  Long  officiated.

Honor  Veteran 
Missionaries... 

Having  been  a  missionary  myself  for 
twenty-five  years,  I  have  picked  up  a  whole 
bag  of  "precious  memory  nuggets"  along  the 
way.  Allow  me  to  drop  one  of  them  into 
your  storehouse  of  "things-to-remember." 

The  "precious  memory  nugget"  I  wish  to 
share  now  is  a  scene  from  the  missionary 
career  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  K.  E.  M.  Spooner. 
In  the  early  years  of  our  missionary  work, 
Jettie  and  I  spearheaded  the  work  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
Rustenburg  District  of  South  Africa.  In 
those  days,  Brother  Spooner  had  already 
passed  on  to  Glory;  and  Sister  Spooner, 
eager  to  follow  him,  was  well-advanced  in 
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years.  Her  many  years  of  physically  active 
service  were  over,  and  she  was  bedridden 
and  almost  blind.  I  was  blessed  to  be  able 
to  spend  time  with  her  and  assist  in  any 
way  I  could.  Sometimes  I  would  do  her  cor- 
respondence, writing  as  she  dictated;  but 
much  of  the  time,  I  would  sit  in  her  tiny 
bedroom  just  listening  while  she,  mind  still 
clear  and  alert,  unfolded  memory  after 
memory. 

As  a  young  black  couple  who  had  come 
to  the  United  States  from  Barbados, 
Kenneth  and  Geraldine  Spooner  had  dedi- 
cated their  lives  to  God.  He,  in  turn,  had 
called  them  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  mis- 
sionary work  in  Africa.  God  had  wonderful- 
ly provided  the  money  for  their  ship  tickets 
from  New  York  to  Cape  Town,  South 
Africa.  All,  that  is,  EXCEPT  $50.  The  last 
$50  just  didn't  come,  but  the  Spirit  of  God 
moved  them  to  go  on  to  New  York  anyway. 
They  obeyed,  trusting  that  God  knew  best. 
They  packed  their  personal  belongings, 
traveled  to  New  York,  went  to  the  hotel 
and  waited.  Kenneth  and  Geraldine  contin- 
ued praying  for  the  $50,  knowing  that  God 
was  aware  that  the  ship  was  scheduled  to 
leave  the  next  day. 

Come  morning,  they  dressed  for  travel 
and  went  down  to  the  hotel  dining  room  for 
breakfast.  They  seated  themselves  at  a 
table  for  three.  They  bowed  their  heads  and 
thanked  God  for  the  day  and  the  food, 
reminding  Him  once  more  of  the  $50. 
Before  they  finished  their  meal,  a  middle 
aged,  white  man  asked  if  he  could  share 
their  table.  They  welcomed  him,  and  the 
three  enjoyed  a  time  of  conversation.  Just 
before  they  rose  to  go  their  separate  ways, 
the  stranger  nudged  Mr.  Spooner  and 
slipped  something  to  him  under  the  table. 
They  said  their  goodbyes  and  the  stranger 
was  gone. 

Back  in  their  bedroom,  Mr.  Spooner 
pulled  the  gift  from  his  pocket.  The  two 
young  missionaries  began  to  praise  God  as 
they  saw  that  the  gift  from  the  stranger 
was  exactly  $50.  The  tickets  were  bought, 
and  the  Spooners  were  on  their  way.  This 
was  the  first  of  many  miracles  God  did  in 
the  lives  of  this  dedicated  couple  who  went 
on  to  spend  over  fifty  years  in  missionary 
work  on  the  field  of  God's  calling.  Veteran 
missionaries  of  our  church  have  paved  the 
way,  often  under  adverse  circumstances, 
for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  in  our  world 
today.  How  we  thank  God  for  their  dedicat- 
ed lives!

This  year  the  NC  Conference  had  nine  churches  who  qualify 
for  this  prestigious  award. 

The  Silver  Award  is  given  to  those  churches  whose  Annual  Growth 
Rate  is  10%  or  more.  The  NC  Conference  had  thirty-eight  churches 
who  qualified  for  this  award. 

Congratulations  and  a  hearty  WELL  DONE  is  in  order  for  both 
these  groups  of  churches.

MIDNIGHT  SINGERS 

The  scriptural  account  in  Acts  16  is  one  of 
my  favorites.  Verse  nine  records  the 
Macedonian  vision  of  the  Apostle  Paul.  The 
vision  portrayed  a  man  beckoning  for  Paul  to 
"come  over  into  Macedonia  and  help  us."  This 
vision  so  impacted  Paul  and  Company  that 
they  immediately  made  preparation  to  go  to 
Macedonia.  No  further  convincing  was  neces- 
sary for  Paul  to  ready  himself  and  his  crew  for 
the  task  that  lay  ahead.  No  meandering  was 
tolerated.  Luke  records  "we  came  with  a 
straight  course  to  Samothracia,  and  the  next 
day  to  Neapolis;  and  from  thence  to  Philippi, 
which  is  the  chief  city  of  that  part  of 
Macedonia." 

Prayer  meeting  was  established  on  the 
Sabbath  by  a  riverside  in  Philippi.  Apparently 
the  women  who  came  there  often  were  prayer- 
fully hungry  for  the  work  of  God  among  them. 
It  may  be  they  are  the  ones  or  at  least  among 
those  who  touched  the  heart  of  God  in  prayer 
Who  gave  Paul  the  vision.  The  Lord  opened 
Lydia's  heart  to  receive  and  act  upon  Paul's 
message.  She  is  described  as  one  "who  wor- 
shiped God."  That  is  why  she  was  open  to 
receive.  She  witnessed  to  her  new  found  rela- 
tionship with  the  Lord  in  water  baptism.  Her 
household  followed  her  example.  Paul  and  his 
companions  found  a  hospitable  environment 
in  her  home. 

Another  young  woman,  possessed  by  a  for- 
tune telling  spirit,  who  was  very  valuable  to 
those  who  owned  her,  accosted  Paul  and  com- 
pany. The  evil  spirit  within  her  recognized 
them  as  men  who  were  "servants  of  the  most 
high  God,  which  show  unto  us  the  way  of  sal- 


vation." She  followed  them  for  many  days  cry- 
ing out  this  recognition,  until  Paul,  "being 
grieved,"  commanded  the  spirit  to  come  out  of 
her.  Her  masters  were  infuriated  that  Paul 
had  cast  the  evil  spirit  out  of  her  because 
their  profiting  was  over.  They  had  the  apos- 
tles arrested,  beaten  and  thrown  into  an  inner 
prison  with  their  feet  enshackled. 

Verse  25  details  the  heart  of  what  I  want 
to  say  to  us  in  the  article.  "And  at  midnight 
Paul  and  Silas  prayed,  and  sang  praises  unto 
God:  and  the  prisoners  heard  them." 

Please  notice  the  two  leading  subjects  of 
this  arrest.  Paul,  of  the  Jewish  tribe  of 
Benjamin  and  a  zealous  member  of  the  sect 
called  Pharisees.  Some  students  believe  he 
was  educated  at  the  University  of  Tarsus  and 
was  probably  taught  by  Gamaliel.  His  relent- 
less persecution  of  the  Christians  climaxed  on 
the  road  to  Damascus  with  his  dramatic 
encounter  with  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The 
result  -  Paul  was  born  of  the  Spirit. 

According  to  Acts  15:22  Silas  was  a  leading 
member  of  the  Church  at  Jerusalem  and  Acts 
15:32  portrays  himself  a  prophet-preacher.  He 
was  chosen  to  accompany  Paul  after  the 
departure  of  Barnabas. 

These  were  men  with  a  rich  personal  expe- 
rience with  the  Lord,  a  powerful  message  and 
who  had  been  commissioned  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  These  men  are  in  dire  straits.  They 
have  been  flogged,  cast  into  a  dungeon  with 
their  wounds  unwashed  and  untreated.  Their 
witness  did  not  stop.  They  were  heard  praying 
and  hymn  praising!  It  was  midnight,  not  only 
on  the  clock,  but  it  was  midnight  in  their  cir- 
cumstances. They  continued  to  sing  His  prais- 
es. 

They  knew  that  all  things  work  together 
for  good  to  those  who  love  God;  those  called 
according  to  His  purpose.  They  had  learned 


that  suffering  does  not  have  to  destroy  our  joy 
in  the  Lord.  That  is  why  they  could  sing  at 
Midnight! 

These  men  had  learned  that  being  "in 
prison"  does  not  "imprison"  the  spirit  of 
believers.  I  quote  from  somewhere,  "fellowship 
with  God  is  the  franchise  of  eternity." 

Their  song  at  midnight  announced  that 
they  were  citizens  of  another  land,  a  land  of 
eternal  day  where  the  Lamb  of  God  is  the 
light. 

Paul  cannot  walk  the  streets  of  Philippi 
and  preach  the  message  of  Jesus  Christ  as  he 
had  done,  but  he  preaches  in  the  midst  of  his 
physical  bondage  that  those  who  hear  him 
and  heed  may  experience  spiritual  freedom. 
You  see,  men  and  women  who  sing  the  song  of 
Jesus  at  midnight  are  those  whose  work  can- 
not be  stopped  by  the  midnight  experiences  of 
life. 

Then  came  the  earthquake!  You  know  the 
results.  All  the  prisoners  are  set  free.  The  jail- 
er and  his  household  become  believers.  But 
what  about  the  times  when  the  earthquake 
doesn't  come.  Listen  and  in  your  heart  you'll 
hear  Paul  singing  at  Nero's  chopping  block, 
"For  I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered,  and  the 
time  of  my  departure  is  at  hand.  I  have  fought 
a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  the  faith:  henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for 
me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord, 
the  righteous  judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day: 
and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also 
that  love  his  appearing." 

Recently,  one  of  our  beloved  pastors  who  is 
known  for  his  unusual  ability  to  quote  scrip- 
ture was  in  a  most  deplorable  physical  condi- 
tion. Soon  after  open  heart  surgery  his  lips 
were  moving.  The  obseirer  bent  low  to  receive 
the  words.  Brother  B.  C.  Horrell  was  quoting 
scripture  at  midnight!

Lines  From  Linda 

Summertime,  for  most  of  us,  usually  means  a  change  of  pace. 
We  take  time  to  pause  from  the  daily  routine  in  which  we  are  so 
engrossed  during  the  rest  of  the  year.  In  the  North  Carolina 
Conference,  summertime  has  brought  us  Conventions,  Camp 
Meeting,  Youth  Camps,  and  varied  other  special  activities.  But  in 
the  midst  of  it  all,  I  hope  you  have  taken  (or  will  take)  a  few  days 
away  from  the  busyness  of  life  for  rest  and  retreat.  It  is  wonderful 
the  things  you  will  notice  when  you  draw  away  from  the  ordinary. 

For  instance,  I  want  to  share  with  you  an  experience  I  enjoyed 
this  summer.  Our  family  owns  a  little  house  on  Bay  River  in 
Pamlico  County.  As  our  schedules  permit,  we  spend  some  time 
there  every  summer.  We  enjoy  boating  and  water  sports  -  as  well 
as  just  watching  the  sunset  across  the  river  every  evening. 
Sometimes,  when  the  crabs  will  bite,  we  sit  out  on  the  pier  until 
late  hours  at  night  throwing  out  our  lines  baited  with  chicken 
necks.  When  my  brother,  Jimmie,  and  his  wife,  Janice,  are  there, 
they  usually  put  out  fishing  nets.  Then  the  next  morning,  we  have 
fish  to  clean...  and  for  lunch,  a  feast  of  fresh  seafood. 

One  of  the  family  favorites  at  Bay  River  is  breakfast.  Given  our 
busy  lifestyles,  we  seldom  eat  more  than  a  bowl  of  cereal  and  some 
fruit  for  breakfast  during  our  workweek.  But  at  Bay  River,  it  is  a 
big  country  breakfast  -  complete  with  Sop  Chocolate  &  Cheese 
Biscuits.  (For  those  of  you  who  have  never  enjoyed  the  taste  of  Sop 
Chocolate,  the  recipe  follows  this  article.) 

At  Bay  River,  we  sleep  late.  The  phone  seldom  rings.  We  catch  up 
on  our  reading.  We  sit  in  the  swing,  or  better  still,  stretch  out  in  the 
hammock.  For  us,  it  is  basically  a  place  to  get  away  from  the  routine. 

But  during  a  recent  stay  at  Bay  River,  I  noticed  that,  for  some, 
it  is  business  as  usual.  In  the  corner  of  the  ledge  around  the  front 
porch,  Joe  and  I  saw  that  a  bird  had  begun  trying  to  build  a  nest. 
This  bird  had  a  foundation  of  mud  started.  However,  the  ledge  was 
too  narrow  to  hold  the  mud  in  place,  and  it  kept  falling  to  the  floor. 
But  the  little  bird  kept  bringing  mud.  Jimmie  decided  to  help  the 
little  bird.  He  fashioned  a  bird  house  from  a  can  and  placed  it  just 
under  the  ledge  where  the  bird  was  so  diligently  working. 

On  our  next  trip,  which  was  several  weeks  later,  we  arrived  to 
find  pine  straw  piled  up  on  the  floor  under  the  can.  Inside  the  can, 
a  good  foundation  of  mud  had  been  prepared.  Now  the  bird  was  try- 
ing to  use  the  straw  to  continue  formation  of  the  nest.  But  the 
straw  was  too  long  and  kept  slipping  from  the  can.  We  watched  as 
the  bird  continued  to  bring  the  straw  -  a  beak  full  at  a  time.  Each 
time  a  little  of  the  straw  stayed  in  place,  while  much  of  it  fell  to  the 
floor.  But  the  little  bird  did  not  give  up.  Again,  Jimmie  went  to  the 
rescue.  He  bent  the  lid  of  the  can  up  a  little  to  keep  the  straw  from 
sliding  out  and  made  a  nice  safe  perch  on  which  the  bird  could 
land. 

You  see,  this  bird  knows  it  is  no  time  to  give  up.  If  any  eggs  are 
to  be  laid,  that  nest  has  to  be  completed.  Without  the  eggs,  no  new 
birds. 

As  I  watched  that  little  bird  work  so  busily  and  determinately,  a 
spiritual  lesson  came  to  me.  I  thought  of  us,  as  Women's  Ministries 
members,  and  how  important  it  is  that  we  not  give  up.  Sometimes 
our  task  may  seem  impossible.  Sometimes  it  may  seem  that  all  we 
do  is  in  vain  and  things  just  won't  stay  in  place.  It  may  seem  that 


the  nest  we  are  preparing  for  our  young  is  impossible  to  complete. 
But  it  is  no  time  to  give  up.  If  we  are  going  to  leave  a  heritage  to 
our  girls,  we  must  build  the  nest.  If  we  are  going  to  have  a  place  to 
nourish  young  Christians,  we  must  build  the  nest. 

It's  true  that  our  task  isn't  an  easy  one.  Just  as  this  bird  had  to 
make  many  trips  in  and  out  to  bring  in  the  resources  to  prepare  for 
this  nest,  we,  too,  must  reach  out  and  expend  effort  to  find  the  nec- 
essary resources  for  our  task  at  hand.  And  -  just  as  my  brother, 
Jimmie,  made  himself  available  to  assist  that  bird  in  building  the 
nest,  God  will  make  available  to  us  those  who  will  assist  us  in 
doing  the  work  that  is  to  be  done. 

Ladies,  don't  give  up  on  the  nest!  Start  with  the  foundation  of 
the  Word  of  God.  Then  add  a  layer  of  prayer.  Then  find  the 
resources  that  will  merge  together  strongly  in  formulating  a  safe 
and  inviting  place  to  nourish  our  young  girls  and  women.  After  all, 
they  really  do  need  a  good  nest  until  they  learn  to  fly. 

Now,  I  can't  wait  to  get  back  to  Bay  River!  I'm  expecting  to  find 
the  eggs  in  the  nest  next  time  I'm  there. 

It  really  is  amazing  the  things  you  notice  -  and  the  lessons  God 
can  teach  us  -  even  while  we  are  on  vacation! 

SOP  Chocolate  Recipe... 

Whisk  together  1/3  cup  cocoa,  1  cup  sugar,  1  tablespoon  self- 
rising  flour  and  a  pinch  of  salt. 

Bring  1/2  cup  water  and  1/2  cup  evaporated  milk  to  a  boil  and 
add  dry  ingredients. 

Add  3  tablespoons  butter  or  margarine  (optional). 

Continue  cooking  over  medium  heat  until  thickened,  stirring  con- 
stantly. 

Remove  from  burner,  and  add  1/2  teaspoon  vanilla  flavoring. 

Serve  as  a  dip  to  sop  with  hot  cheese  biscuits  or  plain  biscuits. 
Can  also  be  used  as  a  topping  for  desserts  or  ice  cream. 
Delicious  hot  or  cold.

WOMEN  OF  POWER  -  The  power  that  comes  from  the  infilhng 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  necessary  for  the  effective  minister's  wife. 
Ephesians  6: 10... "Be  strong  in  the  Lord  and  in  His  mighty  power." 

WOMEN  OF  PROCLAMATION  -  We  need  to  speak  out  in  our 
cities  and  in  our  schools.  We  need  to  stand  up  for  right  when  our 
children  are  being  influenced  for  wrong.  We  need  to  get  our  priori- 
ties in  the  right  place:  relationship  with  God  first,  families  and 
children,  etc.,  following.  It's  never  too  late  to  begin. 

WOMEN  OF  PRAISE  -  The  joy  of  the  Lord  is  our  strength. 
Since  we  will  never  please  everyone,  let  us  please  God  by  praising 
Him  and  others.  Praise  will  bring  us  peace. 

WOMEN  OF  PERSEVERANCE  -  To  persevere  is  to  HANG  IN 
THERE.  It  is  possible  to  "grow  weary  in  well  doing."  After  all,  min- 
isters' wives  are  human,  but  God  doesn't  change  His  attitude  of 
love  toward  us,  even  if  we  fail.  Persevere  as  we  may,  we  cannot 
change  everything  we  wish  to.  We  have  to  commit  some  things  to 
God's  payday.  God  is  an  expert  at  taking  things  we  cannot  handle 
and  putting  them  together  properly. 

Rose  reminded  us  that  the  most  rewarding  of  all  occupations  is 
the  Ministry.  She  reminded  us  further  that  our  greatest  dream 
must  be  waiting  for  the  Heavenly  Bridegroom,  our  Lord  Jesus,  to 
appear.  Our  reward  for  efforts  given,  tears  shed,  and  disappoint- 
ment experienced  will  be  when  we  see  the  souls  we  have  helped  to 
win  to  Christ  through  our  part  in  our  husband's  ministry. 

Isaiah  62:11  (NIV)  was  our  challenge.  "The  Lord  has  made 
proclamation  to  the  ends  of  the  earth:  say  to  the  DAUGHTERS  OF 
ZION,  see,  your  Savior  comes.  See,  His  reward  is  with  Him,  and 
His  recompense  accompanies  Him."  Jesus  is  coming,  and  we  must 
be  ready  for  His  return  by  being  busy  proclaiming  His  gospel.

On  Sunday  night,  June  18,  at  the  Annual  Camp 
Meeting  World  Evangelism  Service,  Director  Chris 
Thompson  was  presented  the  World  Missions  Roy  W. 
Wood  Award  by  the  Executive  Director  of  World  Missions, 
Dr.  Jesse  Simmons.  The  award  is  given  annually  to  an 
individual  with  "outstanding  leadership  and  promotion  of 
world  evangelization;  for  personal  commitment;  and  sacri- 
ficial giving  to  missions."

1995  "GO"  Offering  Report 
June  29, 1995 

The  total  amount  received  is  $138,543.24.  Another 
$9,683.00  has  been  pledged.  This  brings  the  grand  total  to 
$148,226.24.  In  addition  there  are  11  churches  who  gave 
last  year  that  we  have  not  yet  heard  from,  and  another  10 
churches  that  did  not  give  last  year  and  have  not  yet  given 
this  year. 

Superintendent  Long  and  I  are  still  praying  for  at  least 
$150,000.00  and  for  total  participation  from  all  church- 
es. In  order  to  be  counted  for  1995,  "'GO"  Offerings  must 
be  in  Falcon  by  November  or  in  Oklahoma  City  by 
December. 

It  was  a  great  year.  Due  to  the  faithfulness  and  sacrifi- 
cial giving  of  our  people,  the  goal  of  $140,000.00  was 
reached.  Presently  the  Benson  Church,  Pastor  L.  B. 
Collins,  had  the  largest  offering  ($12,600.00),  and  the 
Vanceboro  Church,  Pastor  Aubrey  Spear,  had  the  highest 
percentage  increase  (2,197%  -  from  $50.00  in  1994  to 
$1,148.54  in  1995).  The  Lumberton  Church,  Pastor  H.  Ray 
Ward,  increased  from  $1,050.00  in  1994  to  $8,500.00  in 
1995  (710%  increase).  Other  fantastic  increases  were: 

Wallace,  Pastor  Tommy  McLaurin  from  $103.00  to 
$940.00  (813%) 

Maranatha,  Pastor  Marty  Warren  from  $25.00  to 
$250.00  (900%) 

Westview,  Pastor  Samuel  Weaver  from  $209.83  to 
$3,000.00(1,330%) 

Of  present  funds  actually  received,  some  86  churches 
increased  their  giving.  Another  10  maintained  their  1994 
giving. 

Words  of  commendation  are  in  order  to  the  pastors, 
local  missions  directors,  and  district  directors  for  their 
hard  work  and  diligence  in  accomplishing  this  major  mile- 
stone. God  is  at  work  in  our  midst. 

Of  funds  received,  six  districts  have  already  reached 
their  goals.  Eight  of  the  districts  have  had  increases  over 
1994.  The  Lumberton  District,  District  Director  Tim 
Creel,  has  had  a  phenomenal  increase.  They  have  gone 
from  $7,082.88  in  1994  to  $15,667.19  in  1995.  That  is  a 
121%  increase  in  one  year.  Congratulations,  Brother  Creel 
and  the  churches  of  the  Lumberton  District.

The  Church  Revitalization  Forum  will 
meet  once  a  month  on  a  Thursday  night.  Those  who 
join  will  commit  to  being  a  part  for  at  least  one  year. 
There  will  be  eight  meetings  over  the  period  of  one 
year. 

Each  meeting  will  run  from  7:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m. 
An  exception  will  be  when  the  group  meets  earlier 
for  supper.  Each  meeting  will  include  devotion,  pre- 
sentations, discussion  groups,  open  forums,  and  spe- 
cial prayer  time. 

The  purpose  of  the  meetings  will  be  to  enhance  the 
ministry  of  established  churches  and  to  build  the 
kingdom  of  God.  These  meetings  will  be  intensive 
training  and  are  not  for  the  casual  observer.  They 
will  be  for  those  pastors  and  laymen  (leadership) 
who  desire  to  do  something  in  God's  Kingdom  and 
make  a  difference  in  the  community  by  winning  the 
lost. 

Director  Thompson  will  be  leading  the  forums. 
Special  pastors  will  be  brought  in  for  special  presen- 
tations. 

For  those  pastors  who  attend,  two  hours  of 
Continuing  Education  will  be  given  for  each  meeting. 

Some  of  the  topics  to  be  covered  eventually  include 
the  following:  vision,  worship,  assimilation,  out- 
reach, missions,  leadership,  programs,  nursery, 
youth  and  children,  finances,  visibility,  accessibility, 
church  planting,  discipling,  mobilizing,  unifying, 
leading  a  cell  group,  working  cell  group  leaders, 
starting  and  multiplying  cell  groups,  focusing,  plan- 
ning, listening,  praying,  evangelizing,  etc.  This  is  not 
an  exhaustive  list  nor  is  it  a  list  of  priority,  etc.

Wallace  Celebrates 
Note-Burning  Service

On  Sunday  morning,  June  11,  1995,  the  Wallace  PH  Church 
celebrated  being  debt  free  as  Rev.  D.  Chris  Thompson,  Asst. 
Conference  Superintendent  led  the  church  in  a  note-burning  ser- 
vice to  commemorate  paying  off  the  bond  program  initiated  in 
1983  for  the  construction  of  the  church  fellowship  annex.

In  February  a  real  spirit  of  revival 
began  breaking  out,  primarily  in  the  youth  of  the  church.  God 
began  to  move  and  people  started  getting  saved,  sanctified  and 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  During  this  time.  Rev.  Paul  Jackson 
came  for  a  revival  that  extended  into  a  second  week.  Many  expe- 
riences were  counted  around  the  altar.  Attendance  soared  night- 
ly. Many  came  from  surrounding  churches,  hearing  of  the  revival. 
But  even  when  the  evangelist  moved  on,  the  revival  continued 
and  still  continues.

Lines  From  Linda 

"School  Days!  School  Days!  Dear  Old  Golden  Rule  Days! 
Readin'  and  Writin'  and  Rithmetic,  Taught  to  the  tune  of 
the  hickory  stick."  This  is  a  tune  I  remember  singing  as  a 
child  during  my  own  school  days.  Every  fall  when  it  is 
time  for  the  children  to  return  to  school,  that  refrain  again 
comes  to  mind. 

I  was  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  1960.  Joe 
and  I  enjoyed  hosting  my  35th  year  class  reunion  at  our 
home  in  July.  You  can  be  sure  there  was  much  reminisc- 
ing about  the  "good  old  days"  during  that  gathering. 
Besides  the  weight  gains,  the  gray  hair,  the  bald  heads, 
and  other  physical  changes  we  have  personally  experi- 
enced, there  have  been  many  other  changes 
over  the  years.  We  are  products  of  the 
small  community  school  where  all 
the  teachers  knew  our  families  per- 
sonally. We  were  being  educated  at 
a  time  in  history  when  society  was 
much  different  from  the  way  it  is 
today.  We  felt  very  safe  and  secure, 
and  our  teachers  were  ideal  role 
models  for  us  to  emulate. 

Schools  today  are  bearing  the 
burden  of  society's  degradation. 
Schools  are  expected  to  bear  the 
weight  of  all  society's  problems.  All  the 
problems  children  bring  to  the  schools  are  expected  to  be 
solved  in  the  place  which  was  originally  designed  for  acad- 
emic training.  Schools  are  expected  to  meet  every  need  — 
from  nurturing  the  child  who  is  abused  by  drug-addicted 
parents  at  home  to  being  sure  they  have  at  least  one  good, 
hot  meal  each  day.  This  is  not  to  mention  the  many  disci- 
plinary problems  children  experience  daily. 

This  is  why,  as  Christians,  we  should  feel  a  strong  com- 
mitment to  pray  for  those  who  have  dedicated  their  lives 
to  the  teaching  and  training  of  our  children.  It  is  no  easy 
task  today  to  be  educators.  There  are  many  demands  and 
expectations  placed  on  them  which  people  who  have  not 
worked  in  the  schools  can  never  imagine. 

It  is  easy  to  stand  back  and  be  critical.  It  is  easy  to  say 
how  it  ought  to  be.  It  is  easy  to  think  that  things  could  be 
like  they  were  when  I  was  in  school.  But  the  simple  fact  is, 
they  aren't!  Many  children  today  are  coming  to  school 
from  homes  and  situations  far  remote  from  what  we  who 
are  blessed  with  Christian  homes  can  even  imagine. 

How  we  need  to  encourage  and  support  those  Christian 
educators  who  are  ministering  to  our  children  in  the  class- 
rooms! How  we  need  to  become  involved  in  our  children's 
educational  process!  YOU  have  an  opportunity  for  service 


in  the  schools  —  whether  as  a  school  volunteer  or  as  a 
prayer  warrior. 

GET  INVOLVED!!!  We  are  our  brother's  keeper.  We 
owe  it  to  the  children  —  for  God  has  placed  them  in  our 
keeping.  We  owe  it  to  our  educators  —  for  they  are  bridg- 
ing the  gap.  Let's  be  sure  that  we  are  a  part  of  the  solu- 
tion. Let's  do  all  we  can  to  help  make  the  memories  of  our 
children's  school  days  as  precious  as  our  own  memories 
are! 

A  Teacher's  Prayer... 

It  is  the  first  day  of  another  new  school  year!  The  school 
buses  are  arriving!  Students  are  anxiously  waiting  to  meet 
their  new  teachers.  The  teachers  are  hurriedly  double 
checking  to  be  sure  everything  is  ready  for  their  new  stu- 
dents. I  wait  patiently  in  room  306  at  Bridgeton 
Elementary  School  trying  to  control  the  butterflies  in  my 
stomach.  The  anticipation  of  new  challenges,  new  students 
and  new  programs  excite  me!  As  I  begin  to  view  the  awe- 
some responsibility  of  molding  and  shaping  lives  that  have 
been  placed  in  my  care,  I  begin  to  whisper  a  prayer  . . . 

Dear  Lord, 

I  want  to  thank  You  for  calling  me  into  a  ministry 
of  teaching.  About  twenty-eight  years  ago  in  the 
prayer  room  of  the  girl's  dorm  at  Emmanuel  College, 
I  accepted  that  call.  From  that  day  until  now,  there 
has  been  no  doubt  that  I  am  in  Your  will  and  in  the 
place  where  I  should  be.  I  know  that  I  do  not  know 
what  this  year  holds,  but  I  know  that  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strengthens  me" 
(Philippians  4:13). 

I  ask  for  Your  wisdom  and  knowledge  to  handle 
the  problems  that  may  arise.

I  need  Your  strength  to  make  this  the  best  school  year 
ever  for  my  students.  My  prayer  is  that,  when  my  stu- 
dents leave  my  class,  they  can  say,  "Mrs.  Bowers,  I 
love  you!  You  are  the  best  teacher  I've  ever  had!"

Trenton  Church  Marches  Forward! 


As  the  result  of  a  tent  revival  held  in  July  1963,  a  group 
of  men  and  women  who  loved  the  Lord  and  Bible  truth, 
organized  into  a  mission  church  under  the  direction  of  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  I.  C.  Wyatt,  Jr.  Services  were  held  in  the  home  of 
Mr.  A.  L.  Andrews.  The  home  soon  proved  inadequate  for 
the  growing  congregation,  making  it  necessary  to  find  a 
larger  place  to  hold  services. 

The  Lord  led  the  people  to  purchase  the  old  Christian 
Church  in  Trenton.  On  December  15,  1963,  barely  five 
months  after  the  tent  meeting,  the  Trenton  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  was  officially  organized  with  thirteen 
charter  members.  Rev.  S.  J.  Williams  was  presiding  in 
behalf  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Morris,  Conference  Superintendent.  In 
the  service  two  weeks  later,  the  Sunday  School  was  orga- 
nized with  eighteen  members,  and  subsequently  a 
Lifeliners  and  Woman's  Auxiliary  were  organized. 

The  church  building  was  constructed  in  the  1890's  and 
had  not  been  maintained  for  some  ten  years  previous  to  its 
purchase.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  in  a  rather  rundown  con- 
dition. The  people  rallied  to  the  cause  and  began  a  major 
remodeling  program  that  went  from  ground  to  roof.  Before 
the  program  subsided,  it  had  developed  into  a  real  building 
program  with  almost  unbelievable  final  results.  Additions 
and  improvements  included  seven  Sunday  School  rooms,  an 
adequate  water  system,  restrooms,  an  enlarged  vestibule, 
and  a  heating/air-conditioning  system. 

The  Lord  led  the  people  in  an  almost  miraculous  way 
throughout  the  '60s  and  '70s.  Early  in  the  '80s  the  Lord  led 
the  pastor  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  five  acres  on 
Highway  41  and  Henderson  Road  at  a  cost  of  $16,000.  The 
people  rallied  to  the  cause  and  paid  for  the  property  in  nine 
months.  A  renovation  program  began  on  the  property.  Trees 
were  cleared,  and  the  site  was  prepared  for  church  use. 

Early  in  the  '90s  the  attendance  had  outgrown  the 
church  building,  so  a  building  program  was  started.  It  was 
established  in  three  phases.  First,  the  Fellowship  Hall, 
restrooms,  kitchen,  nursery,  and  the  office  were  completed. 
The  sanctuary  was  shelled  in.  The  second  phase  was  to 


complete  the  sanctuary.  The  third  phase  was  to  build  the 
education  wings.

Pastor  Larry  and  Linda  Queen  have  been  pastoring 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Churches  for  the  past  26  years  and 
16  1/2  years  at  the  Living  Waters  Church  in  Durham, 
from  which  they  resigned  in  December  to  become 
International  Evangelists  with  our  World  Missions

Current  International  Evangelist 
Job  Description 

The  World  Missions  Department  recognizes  that  some 
of  our  evangelists  in  the  United  States  will  answer  the  call 
of  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  to  give  part  of  their  time  minis- 
tering overseas.  The  position  of  International  Evangelist 
has  been  established  for  this  purpose. 

The  International  Evangelist  will  have  a  proven  evan- 
gelistic ministry  in  the  United  States.  He  or  she  will  con- 
tinue to  give  primary  time  to  ministering  in  the  United 
States  and  will  continue  to  support  himself  in  this  way.  In 
addition  to  ministry  in  the  United  States,  overseas  trips 
will  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  evangelistic 
crusades. 

Working  together,  the  World  Missions  Department  staff. 
Overseas  Ministry  Coordinators  and  evangelist,  will  deter- 
mine through  prayer  and  consultation  where  crusades  are 
needed  and  plan  an  itinerary  for  one-two  years  in  advance. 
Normally  each  trip  overseas  will  be  for  a  period  of  one  to 
three  months. 

The  International  Evangelist  will  be  considered  a  mis- 
sionary on  special  assignment  and  will  be  responsible  to 
raise  the  necessary  support  for  the  overseas  ministry. 
Each  overseas  ministry  trip  will  have  a  budget  established 
by  the  field  personnel  and  Overseas  Ministry  Coordinator 
which  will  be  the  amount  the  evangelist  will  be  responsi- 
ble for  raising  prior  to  the  trip.  The  budget  will  include 
travel  expenses,  living  expenses  for  the  evangelist,  and 
crusade  expenses.  This  money  will  normally  be  raised  dur- 
ing the  regular  evangelistic  ministry  in  the  United  States 
and  sent  to  the  World  Missions  Department  through  regu- 
lar channels. 

When  the  itinerary  has  been  approved  by  the  Overseas 
Ministry  Coordinator  and  the  Executive  Director,  and  the 
necessary  budget  raised,  the  evangelist  will  be  cleared  by 
the  Assistant  Director  to  proceed  to  the  field.

Lines  From  Linda 

Time  —  what  a  precious  commodity!  It  seems,  though, 
the  older  I  get,  the  faster  the  clock  ticks.  I  recall  an  inci- 
dent which  took  place  when  I  was  in  my  early  teens.  My 
great  uncle,  Web  Morris,  was  an  elderly  man  at  that 
time.  I  greatly  admired  him  and  recognized  him  as  a 
grandfatherly  figure.  While  he  was  in  conversation 
with  someone  else,  I  overheard  him  say,  "Time  is 
just  not  as  long  as  it  used  to  be."  Needless  to  say, 
in  those  early  teen  years, when  I 
thought  time  was  creeping  and  that 
I  would  never  get  sixteen,  I  could 
not  understand  Uncle  Web's  obser- 
vation. When  I  questioned  him  about  it,  he  assured  me 
that  he  was  right,  and  one  day  I  would  understand. 

Well,  folks,  guess  what?  Time  is  just  not  as  long  as  it 
used  to  be!  Could  it  be  that  my  energy  has  waned  a  little 
since  I  was  a  teenager,  and  I  just  can't  accomplish  as 
much  in  the  time  allotted?  Could  it  be  that  our  lifestyles 
today  cause  us  to  try  to  pack  too  much  into  too  little  time? 
Oh  yes,  it  has  been  said,  too,  that  time  flies  when  you're 
having  fun.  Well,  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  probably 
all  these  factors  figure  in  for  most  of  us. 

Sometimes  the  demands  on  our  time  cause  us  to  won- 
der in  which  direction  to  turn.  Yet,  recently  as  I  was  read- 
ing Solomon's  writing  in  Ecclesiastes  3,  I  was  reminded 
that  there  is  a  right  time  for  everything.  A  time  to  be  born 
and  a  time  to  die;  A  time  to  plant  and  a  time  to  harvest;  A 
time  to  kill  and  a  time  to  heal;  A  time  to  destroy  and  a 
time  to  rebuild;  A  time  to  cry  and  a  time  to  laugh;  A  time 
to  grieve  and  a  time  to  dance;  A  time  for  scattering  stones 
and  a  time  for  gathering  stones;  A  time  to  hug  and  a  time 
not  to  hug;  A  time  to  find  and  a  time  to  lose:  A  time  for 
keeping  and  a  time  for  throwing  away;  A  time  to  tear  up 
and  a  time  to  repair;  A  time  to  keep  quiet  and  a  time  to 
speak  up;  A  time  for  loving  and  a  time  for  hating;  A  time 
for  war  and  a  time  for  peace.  It  seems  he  left  nothing  out. 

Our  surroundings  prove  that  Solomon's  words  are  true. 
We  witness  the  springtime  planting  and  the  reaping  of  the 
harvest  in  the  fall.  We  see  the  need  to  love  what  is  good 
and  hate  evil.  Recently,  among  my  circle  of  friends,  I  have 
shared  in  the  joy  of  birth  and  the  sorrow  of  death.  In  some 
cases,  the  timing  might  not  seem  right  to  us.  The  sudden 
death  of  one  of  our  church  members,  a  former  deacon,  who 
was  67  years  old,  seems  untimely  to  us.  But  in  God's  tim- 
ing, it  is  perfectly  right.  For  Solomon  goes  on  to  say  that 
everything  is  appropriate  in  its  own  time. 

So  how  do  we  accomplish  all  that  is  in  our  charge  when 
our  time  seems  so  limited?  I  have  found  that  I  must  priori- 
tize. One  of  my  favorite  stories  is  the  one  of  the  little  girl 
who  told  her  mother  that  she  wished  she  could  have  a  mil- 


lion kittens.  Her  mother  questioned  her  as  to  how  she 
could  ever  possibly  take  care  of  a  million  kittens.  The  little 
girl's  answer  was  simply,  "I  would  love  them  one  at  a 
time."  That  is  the  way  we  must  face  our  Christian  duties. 
Whether  it  is  commitments  to  home  and  family  or  to 
church  and  community,  we  must  take  them  one  at  a 
time  and  measure  them  in  light  of  their  eternal 
value. 

One  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  time  man- 
agement is  to  leave  some  time  for  self  One  can- 
not constantly  give  unless  he  or  she 
also  takes  time  to  receive.  I  fear 
that  one  of  our  greatest  failures  as 
Christians  today  is  that  we  do  not 
take  the  time  we  need  to  stand  still  before  God  and  feed  on 
Him.  In  the  rush  of  our  day,  we  take  a  few  minutes  to  read 
the  Bible  and  whisper  a  prayer  on  the  run  —  but  never 
really  slow  ourselves  down  to  a  standstill  before  His  face. 
We  need  "a  time  to  be  quiet"  before  the  Lord.  If  we  are 
going  to  be  able  to  face  all  the  grueling  demands  of  life  in 
a  manner  that  will  glorify  the  Lord,  we  must  be  refueled 
with  the  oil  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  anointing. 

The  scripture  also  tells  us  to  redeem  the  time.  I  have 
often  read  that  and  thought  it  meant  to  cram  every  single 
thing  I  could  into  each  minute.  But  upon  reflecting  again 
on  the  value  of  time,  perhaps,  just  perhaps,  some  time 
could  best  be  redeemed  by  leaving  it  open  to  spend  quality 
moments  in  the  presence  of  the  King. 

God  has  planned  a  right  time  for  everything.  Have  you?

Praise  God  for  the  opportunity  and 
facilities  to  think,  remember  and  to 
speak.  Life's  so  full  of  the  cup  of 
blessing.  Its  benefits  are  so  numberless, 
yet  so  pronounced. 

Have  you  paused  to  thank  the  Lord  for 
the  opportunity  and  privilege  to  labor 
and  work?  Mind,  muscle,  bones  and 
blood  are  only  a  few  of  the  components 


with  which  the  Lord  has  gifted  us  to 
enable  us  to  enjoy  this  blessings.

Spotlight  on  Kinston  First... 

(Circle  #3  of  the  Kinston  First  Church 
Women's  Ministries  tops  the  list  as  the  largest 
contributor  to  Emmanuel  College  for  Feast  of 
Ingathering.  Their  group  gave  $10,000.00  to  Emmanuel 
and  $1,000.00  to  Holmes  College  of  the  Bible.  Sonda  Boles, 
Vice  President  of  Kinston  First  WM  and  Circle  Leader 
for  Circle  #3,  shares  with  us  her  experiences  in  fundraising 
for  Feast  of  Ingathering.) 

About  10  years  ago  our  WM  decided  to  form  circles  ^ 
with  each  circle  having  a  chosen  ministry  and  the 
women  being  able  to  join  the  ministry  group  of  their  choice.  We  have  six 


circles,  of  which  Christian  Schools  is  Circle  #3.  Being  a  "preacher's  kid," 
I  had  been  involved  with  WM  most  of  my  life  and  was  asked  to  lead  this 
group.  My  first  thought  was  "NO"  . . .  "I'm  too  bus/' . . .  but  I  insented  to 
prayerfully  consider  this  position  for  a  few  days.  After  much  thought 
and  prayer,  the  Lord  gave  me  a  burden  for  this  ministry,  and  I  asked 
Him  to  place  this  burden  on  the  hearts  of  women  who  would  willingly 
work  with  me.  We  founded  this  group  with  spiritual  meetings,  sharing 
from  the  heart,  carrying  our  needs  to  the  Lord,  and  receiving  answers  to 
our  prayers.  I  could  not  begin  to  tell  you  how  many  prayers  God  has 
answered  from  the  scribbled  little  notes  stuffed  into  our  prayer  box  over 
the  years.  Every  month  someone  has  a  praise  report  about  a  request 
placed  in  the  box  ...  sometimes  months,  even  years  before.  Often 
prayers  are  answered  before  we  leave  the  meeting.  We  have  learned  to 
put  Him  first,  and  He  adds  the  bounty  to  our  efforts.  We  have  increased 
in  number  from  12  to  48  members  and  have  more  than  quintupled  our 
giving. 

We  have  one  fund-raiser  each  year.  For  the  past  six  years,  we  have 
made  1/2  lb.  chocolate  covered  peanut  butter  Easter  Eggs.  Each  circle 
member  takes  order  at  work,  church  or  anywhere  she  can  sell  an  egg. 
We  personalize  each  egg  and  package  them  in  pretty  Easter  boxes.  This 
year  we  added  coconut  eggs,  and  they  were  a  huge  success.  This  process 
takes  us  four  days  (and  nights!!).  We  make  this  week  not  just  work,  but 
fellowship  and  fun.  We  involved  our  husbands  too.  Those  guys  can 
really  make  eggs!  It  is  the  perfect  way  to  get  new  members  involved,  get 
to  know  them  and  their  husbands,  and  let  them  meet  all  of  us.  Some  of 
our  ladies  make  us  chicken  and  pastry,  homemade  soup,  chicken  salad, 
etc.,  so  we  can  stay  at  it  for  twelve  to  fifteen  hours  straight.  This  year 
we  made  2400  EGGS!  That  translates  to  600  pounds  of  powered  sugar! 
This  generates  over  $8,000  with  $6,000  profit,  we  S-T-R-E-T-C-H  our 
moneys  with  Matching  Funds.  This  is  a  program  where  companies  will 
match  money  given  to  schools  for  education.  Our  offering  this  year  was 
$11,000.  Over  the  past  ten  years  our  circle  has  given  $57,600.00  to 
Feast  of  Ingathering  Offerings.  In  addition,  we  give  a  scholarship  every 
year  to  each  young  person  from  our  church  who  attends  our  church 
schools.  To  God  be  the  glory! 

My  husband  and  I  both  graduated  from  Emmanuel  College,  so  it  is 
with  pleasure  that  I  lead  a  group  of  women  who  can  make  a  substantial 
financial  contribution  to  our  church  schools.  We  are  already  looking 
ahead  to  '96  and  have  plans  in  the  making  to  top  our  '95  offering.  With 
God's  help,  anything  is  possible.  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ

The  question  is  often  asked  in  what 
areas  of  the  world  missions  should  a 
church  participate.  There  are  so  many 
needs  and  so  many  open  doors.  The  N.C. 
Conference  World  Missions  Staff  and 
Committee  have  developed  what  they  feel 
is  a  "balanced"  approach  to  World 
Missions.  It  is  called  the  "Seven  Star 
World  Mission  Recognition  System." 

As  a  church  participates  in  these 
seven  areas,  a  star  is  awarded  for 
recognition.  This  is  on  an  annual  basis. 
In  1994  (under  the  old  5-Star  System) 
some  seventy-five  N.C.  Conference 
churches  earned  the  top  number  of  stars. 
This  is  a  phenomenal  achievement. 

The  year  is  quickly  coming  to  an  end. 
Churches  still  have  an  opportunity  to 
increase  their  earned  stars  for  1995. 
However,  time  is  swiftly  passing  by. 
Below  is  a  brief  description  of  each  star. 

STAR  #1  -  Monthly  Missions  Ofiferings 

A  church  would  receive  a  monthly 
world  missions  offering.  People  will 
give  if  they  are  given  the  opportunity 
to  give.  Many  churches  have  a 
designated  Sunday  to  receive  the 
offering.  The  Local  Missions  Director 
or  Pastor  will  give  a  short  report 
followed  by  the  reception  of  the 
offering.  People  give  more  when  they 
are  properly  informed  and  when  they 
give  consistently  over  a  period  of  time. 

STAR  #2  -  Support  a  Missionary

This  is  such  a 
critical  offering  to  World  Missions  and 
Evangelism  USA.  Seventy-five  percent 
is  used  for  World  Missions  and 
twenty-five  percent  for  Evangelism 
USA.  The  offering  is  used  to  plant  new 
churches,  underwrite  existing 
missionaries,  promotional  costs,  and 
other  "special"  missions  projects.  It  is 
the  only  available  discretionary  funds 
for  World  Missions  to  go  into  new 
fields.  Remember,  designated  World 
Missions  Funds  are  used  for  the 
purpose  that  they  are  given. 

STAR  #4  -  Support  People  to 
People 

Children  around  the  world  are  in 
crisis!  There  are  more  children  in  the 
world  today  than  ever  before.  It  is  a 
known  fact  that  more  people  are  saved 
as  children  than  adults. 

Churches  earn  a  star  by  just 
contributing  to  this  special  fund. 
People  to  People  feeds  and  clothes 
children,  feeds  the  hungry,  and  is  used 
in  World  disaster  relief  (not  U.S.A.). 
Churches  and/or  individuals  may 
support  an  individual  child  by  giving 
$18.00  per  month.  This  amount  gives 
a  child  at  least  one  hot  meal  a  day, 
clothes,  and  some  medical  attention 
where  available. 

STAR  #5  -  Have  a  Local  World 
Missions  Director  and/or  Attend 
District  and  Conference  Missions 
Training  Events 

Presently  ninety-seven  churches  in 
the  Conference  have  a  local  missions 
director.  Those  men  and  women  are 
invaluable  in  supporting  and 
developing  the  cause  of  world 
missions  on  the  local  level.  They  are 
placed  on  a  mailing  list  where  they 
receive  periodic  information  from  the 
Conference  Missions  Office.  In  many 
cases  they  have  a  local  missions  task 
force  that  serves  with  them. 

A  church  earns  this  star  of 
achievement  by  having  a  local 
director  and  turning  in  the  name  to 
the  Conference  Office.  Another  way  to 
qualify  for  this  star  is  for  the  pastor  or 
church  representative  to  attend  a 
district  or  Conference  Missions 


Training  function.  The  Department  is 
regularly  offering  district  rallies, 
F.E.S.T.s,  or  other  training  events  to 
enhance  the  cause  of  World  Missions. 

STAR  #6  -  Support  a  Church 
Planting  Project  (or  Planter)  in 
the  U.S.A.  or  Mission  Field 

Church  planting  is  crucial  to  the 
expansion  of  the  Gospel.  Churches 
may  earn  this  star  by  making 
financial  commitments  (one  time  or 
regularly)  to  any  church  planting 
project  in  the  Conference,  U.S.A.,  or 
mission  field.  By  joining  the 
Conference  Church  Planter's 
Fellowship,  one  would  qualify. 

A  present  very  critical  project  is 
the  Red  Hook  Building  Project  in  New 
York  Cit}'.  Randy  and  Ruth  Johnson 
have  worked  faithfully  to  plant  a 
church  in  New  York.  The  church  is 
now  organized  and  buying  their  first 
building  -  an  old  Episcopal  Church. 
Some  $150,000.00  has  been  given 
and/or  pledged.  Another  $50,000.00  is 
needed.  Any  size  offering  to  this 
project  would  earn  a  star. 

STAR  #7  -  Support  a  "Special" 
World  Missions  Project 

On  every  mission  field  there  are 
needs  for  special  funds  such  as 
national  worker  training,  church 
buildings,  literature,  medical,  etc.  The 
support  of  any  of  these  approved 
projects  would  qualify  for  a  star.  One 
should  contact  the  Conference  Office 
to  see  if  a  project  is  approved. 

Presently  the  Conference  is  raising 
funds  to  replace  the  roof  at  the 
Conference  Missions  Apartment  in 
Falcon,  $7,500.00  is  still  needed. 
Support  of  this  project  would  qualify. 

The  African  Advance  training 
program  needs  funds.

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CHURCH  REVITALIZATION  FORUM 

The  Lord  has  blessed  the  churches  of  the  N.C. 
Conference.  Nineteen  ninety-four  was  a  great  year  of 
ministry  in  so  many  ways.  New  churches  were  started. 
Many  were  won  to  the  Lord  and  discipled.  Finances 
increased.  New  ministry  centers  were  built.  World 
Missions  giving  exceeded  the  $700,000  mark  for  the  first 
time.  In  1994  the  Conference  had  a  net  gain  of  five 
hundred  eighty-four  new  members.  Fourteen  of  the 
churches  doubled  their  membership.  Another  twelve 
grew  more  than  50%  in  their  membership.  Fourteen 
churches  grew  more  than  25%,  but  less  than  50%.  Thirty 
one  churches  had  a  net  increase  of  membership,  but  less 
than  25%.  Praise  the  Lord  for  these  increases. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  done.  Many  souls  are  yet 
unevangelized.  Sinners  surround  the  churches.  New 
ethnic  groups  are  moving  in  and  are  unreached.  Ninety- 
two  of  the  Conference  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
churches  had  no  net  increases  in  membership  in  1994. 
Revival  is  needed!  Churches  must  recapture  their 
purpose.  A  sense  of  vision  and  mission  must  be  regained. 

The  N.C.  Evangelism  Department  has  as  its  focus  the 
revitalization  of  existing  churches  and  to  plant  new 
churches.  Several  strategies  and  methods  are  employed 
toward  this  goal.

The  Church  Revitalization  Forum  is  a  monthly 
meeting  of  pastors  and  key  church  leaders  for  the 
purpose  of  revitalizing  existing  churches  and  building  the 
kingdom  of  God.  During  each  of  the  meetings,  there  is  an 
intensive  time  of  prayer,  discussion,  presentation, 
sharing,  etc.  A  theme  is  set  for  each  meeting.

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THE  THREE  UNKNOWN 
STRANGERS 

Suppose,  for  the  next  few  minutes,  that 
you  are  a  member  of  an  Arab  caravan, 
camped  tonight  beside  one  of  the  trails  that 
crosses  the  desert.  The  sun  has  long  since 
set,  the  stars  [which  have  always  been  such 
guides  to  the  Arabs]  are  bright,  and  the 
nighttime  cold  is  setting  in.  You  pull  your 
robe  closer  and  are  about  to  fall  asleep  when 
you  hear  the  soft  plodding  of  feet.  You  crawl 
to  the  tent  flap  and  look  up  just  in  time  to  see 
a  silent  procession  cross  a  dim,  starlit  dune. 

But  something  puzzles  you:  this  caravan 
isn't  following  the  regular  trails  at  all.  It  is 
cutting  straight  cross-country,  through  deep 
unbroken  sand.  That  makes  for  hard  going, 
and  you  see  that  the  camels  and  men  are 
tired. 

In  the  dark  they  pass  your  tent:  three 
camels,  each  bearing  a  rider  swathed  against 
cold.  Obviously  these  men  are  above 
average  importance.  After  them  come 
several  more  camels  and  men.  The  MM. 
caravan  is  moving  due  west. 

And  then  you  notice  something  else:  ^^ra 
high  over  the  men  rides  a  bright  star. 
Although  you've  watched  the  ^^^i 
stars  on  many  nights,  you  have  ,A^lTVtf 
never  seen  this  one  before.  / t^^^m 

Shivering  a  little,  you  crawl  M^^^^m 
back  and  fall  asleep.  In  the  m^W^^M 
morning  you  think  it  was  a  m^W'^^, 
dream:  yet  there  are  the  tracks  in  ^''[^^^  9 
the  sand. 

Something  of  the  sort  did 
happen  approximately  1959  years  ago  this 
month:  and  scholars  have  been  trying  to  find 
out  about  it  ever  since.  The  names  of  three 
travelers  are  reported  to  have  been  Casper 
[or  Kaspier  or  Gaspard],  Melchoir  and 
Balthasar.  Where  they  are  going  is  now  well- 


known:  Bethlehem.  But  where  they  came 
from  still  is  hidden  in  the  mists  of  time. 

The  Bible  makes  only  fleeting  references 
to  the  Magi,  or  Wise  Men.  The  Gospels  do 
not  speak  of  the  three  Wise  Men  at  all.  St. 
Matthew  says:  "Now  when  Jesus  was  born  in 
Bethlehem  of  Judea  in  the  days  of  Herod  the 
king,  behold,  there  came  wise  men  from  the 
east  of  Jerusalem,  saying.  Where  is  he  that 
is  born  King  of  the  Jews?  For  we  have  seen 
his  star  in  the  east,  and  are  come  to  worship 
him?" 

Thus  Matthew  does  not  say  how  many 
Wise  Men  there  were.  The  tradition  that 
there  were  three  has  generally  come  to  be 
accepted;  and  yet  in  some  forms  the  tradition 
says  there  were  as  many  as  twelve.  Since  the 
Bible  is  so  universally  read  and  studied, 
people  over  the  intervening  centuries  have 
filled  in  other  gaps  in  the  Biblical 
information,  and  the  result  is  today  we  feel 
we  have  a  fairly  clear  picture  of  what  the 
wise  Men  looked  like  —  and  even  how  they 
dressed.  After  all,  men  have  had  2,000  years 
in  which  to  conjecture  about  them! 

This  much  scholars  know: 

More  than  2,000  years  ago,  historians 
say,  the  "senior  citizens"  among  the  Jewish 
people  seem  definitely  to  have  been 
expecting  the  coming  of  the  Messiah.  Other 
nations  must  have  learned  of  this  great  hope. 
[The  foretelling  is  found  in  many  Roman 
writings.] 

When  Jesus  was  born  near  Jerusalem, 
word  was  passed  among  the  Jews  and 
reached  the  Magi,  in  whatever  country  they 
may  have  been.  [Some  think  they  were  in 
Persia].  They  set  forth  [or  were  sent]  to  pay 
homage.  Why  they  did  this  is  interesting. 
Scholars  long  have  thought  that  magi  were 
I-  astrologers  or  magicians.  But  lately, 
I  Assyrian  scholars  have  learned  that  the 
I  name  connoted  a  sacred  station;  the  men  to 
-TA  whom  it  applied  were  "august"  or 
^^J^h-^^  "revered."  [The  Bible  speaks  of 
m^^^^^  them  as  kings].  They  were  held  in 
^M^^^V  highest  reverence.  No  major  step 
r-^H  ^£  taken  without  their  advice. 
^'^M  They  were  servants  of  God;  as 
such,  it  was  their  duty  to  visit  the 
^^^M^^  new  Messiah. 

So  much  for  the  Wise  Men.  Now: 
what,  if  anything,  is  known  about  the  Star? 
The  Three  Wise  Men  followed  a  bright  star 
that  rose  in  the  east  and  evidently  set  in  the 
west.  Here  is  what  St.  Matthew  says:  "And, 
lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw  in  the  east,  went 
before  them,  till  it  came  and  stood  over 


where  the  young  child  was." 

Learned  men  for  generations  have  tried  to 
find  out  more  about  this  star  -  a  heavenly 
body  which  was  so  unusual  that  it  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  sages.  Was  it  a  great  star 
far  out  in  space  that  flared  up  suddenly?  Was 
it  a  comet?  Some  scholars  think  the  planets 
Jupiter  and  Saturn  swung  into  such  a 
position  that  they  appeared  [from  the  earth] 
to  be  "in  conjxmction"  as  one  great  star. 

If  the  two  planets  have  moved  together 
this  way,  however,  Arab  tribesman  as  well 
as  sailors  of  various  nations,  who  have 
always  watched  the  nightly  movement  of 
stars,  would  certainly  have  seen  the  two 
planets  moving  closer  together  night  after 
night.  And  it  is  reasonable  to  think  that 
early  history  might  have  chronicled  not  only 
this  spectacular  sight  but  the  reason  for  it. 
And  so  some  students  discount  the  Jupiter- 
Saturn  theory. 

But  far  back  in  old  Chinese  records  occurs 
an  exciting  hint:  along  about  4  B.C.,  the 
Chinese  reported,  a  glowing  evanescence 
appeared  in  the  sky.  What  it  was  is  not 
reported;  the  Chinese  noted  only  the 
appearance  of  an  "evanescent  star."  Thus  fi"om 
thousand  of  miles  away  comes  another  ancient 
report  of  a  strange  occiarrence  in  the  sky. 

But  this  was  in  4  B.C.  Here  might  appear 
to  be  a  serious  stumbling  block  -  until  you 
realize  that  according  to  some  computations 
Jesus  actually  may  have  been  born  between 
4  and  6  B.C.  According  to  some  scholars  the 
Christian  calendar  thus  may  be  from  four  to 
six  years  "slow." 

Many  people  are  accustomed  to  think 
that  the  Wise  Men  were  present  immediately 
after  the  birth  of  Jesus.  [It's  possible  that 
some  Christmas  pageants,  which  necessarily 
"telescope"  the  beautiful  events  surrounding 
the  Nativity,  lend  popular  support  to  this 
idea.  After  all,  the  Wise  Men  are  seen 
arriving  at  the  manger  bringing  their  gifts  to 
the  newborn  Babe].  But  scholars  think  many 
weeks  -  even  months  -  may  have  elapsed. 

On  the  way  to  see  the  Child,  St.  Matthew 
says,  the  Wise  Men  stopped  off  in  Jerusalem 
to  ask  directions  and  were  asked  by  King 
Herod  "what  time  the  star  appeared."  He 
told  them  to  report  to  him  just  where  they 
found  the  Child  so  "that  I  may  come  and 
worship  him  also." 

Arriving  at  the  place  where  Jesus  was, 
the  Wise  Men  saw  Him  and  His  Mother,  St. 
Matthew  says,  "and  fell  down,  and 
worshiped  Him:  and  when  they  had  opened

their  treasures,  they  presented  unto  Him 
gifts:  gold,  and  frankincense,  and  myrrh." 

Then,  suspicious  that  Herod  wanted  to 
kill  the  Child,  and  warned  in  a  dream,  the 
Wise  Men  chose  another  route  home, 
skipping  Herod  altogether  [and  infuriating 
him]. 

Herod,  now  in  frustration,  and  being 
unsure  of  Jesus'  age,  ordered  all  babies 
under  the  age  of  two  in  and  near  Bethlehem 
destroyed.  Here  again  is  an  indication  that 
the  Wise  Men's  visit  may  have  come  even  a 
year  or  more  after  the  Nativity.  This  lapse  of 
time  is  represented,  too,  in  the  calendars  of 
some  churches.  Epiphany,  the  feast  which 
celebrates  the  coming  of  the  Magi,  is 
celebrated  in  many  churches  on  January  6, 
twelve  days  after  Christmas.  Some 
churchmen  think  each  day  may  represent  a 
longer  period  of  time,  possibly  a  week  or  even 
a  month. 

Myrrh  is  a  gum  resin  from  a  tree  that 
grows  in  Arabia.  It  forms  brittle,  oily 
yellowish  drops  used  in  incense  and  perfume. 
Frankincense  is  also  a  gum  resin  used  in 
pharmacy  and  incense.  It  comes  from  a  tree 
that  resembles  sumac  and  grows  in  India 
and  Saudi  Arabia. 

Little  by  little,  men  continue  to  pry  into 
the  story  of  the  three  Magi,  seeking  clues  to 
help  fill  in  the  full  history  of  their  trip.  Now 
it  is  believed  that  a  great  frankincense 
market  existed  in  the  ancient  port  city  of 
Sumhuram,  in  Dhofar  on  the  Arabian  Sea. 
Some  students  believe  this  is  where  the 
frankincense  the  Wise  Men  gave  Jesus 
actually  was  purchased.  If  this  is  so,  this 
most  famous  of  all  Christmas  gifts  was 
transported  nearly  2,000  miles  —  or  as  far  as 
from  the  Rocky  Mountain  to  New  York. 


What  happened  to  the  three  strangers? 
No  one  really  knows.  But  the  legend  is  this: 
four  hundred  years  after  their  deaths,  their 
bodies  were  discovered  somewhere  "in  the 
East"  and  moved  to  Constantinople.  Next 
they  were  taken  to  Milan.  In  1163  Milan  was 
destroyed,  but  not  before  the  bodies  had  been 
saved  and  again  removed  —  this  time  to 
Cologne. 

And  there  in  the  Cologne  Cathedral,  it  is 
claimed  to  this  day,  lie  the  bodies  of  the 
Three  Wise  Men.

(near  Greenville)  is  the  second  home  in  the 
Network.  Administrator  Rev.  Ben  Wham  and 
his  board  are  doing  an  excellent  job  in  the  long 
and  tedious  process  of  readying  the  home  which 
is  on  the  verge  of  opening  its  doors  for  clients. 

Martin  Pregnancy  Center,  in 
Williamston,  NC,  is  the  third  ministry  of  the 
Network.  Rev.  Phillip  Blaind,  pastor  of  Bethany 
PH  Church  in  Willieimston,  is  chairperson.  The 
board  voted  September  14,  1995,  to  become  a 
part  of  ATAM  Net.  The  center  is  in  the  process 
of  being  incorporated  and  plans  to  open  in 
Spring,  1996.  We  welcome  them  aboard. 

An  Aftercare  Home  is  in  the  making.  We 
have  had  several  meetings  with  a  couple  who  is 
willing  to  use  their  home  for  an  aftercare  home. 
This  home  can  house  up  to  three  clients  and 
their  children.  This  is  a  very  important  ministry 
which  will  allow  clients  who  are  making 
progress  spiritually,  educationally,  and  in  job 
skills  to  have  time  to  prepaire  to  reenter  society 
with  new  friends,  a  church  family,  and  much- 
needed  job  skills.  Please  pray  that  the  Lord  will 
make  this  possible. 

Prayer  Retreat  and  Sanctity  of  Human 
Life  Sunday  (SOHLS).  Below  is  a  poster 
announcing  ATAM  Net's  annual  prayer  retreat 
on  January  19-20,  1996,  and  SOHLS  on 
January  21,  1996.  Please  post  the  flyer  on  a 
bulletin  board  and/or  make  copies  to  put  in 
Simday  School  classrooms.  These  two  events  are 
very  important  to  this  ministry.  Many  times 
prayer  has  provided  the  motivation,  challenge, 
and  funds  to  enable  this  ministry  to  continue. 

ATAM  Net  has  observed  SOHLS  for  the  past 
four  years.  (Other  denominations  have  observed 
this  day  for  10  or  more  years.)  ATAM  Net,  as  a 
department  of  Falcon  Children's  Home,  will

Lines  From  Linda 

In  late  October,  upon  my  return  home  from  GEMS  LTC  in 
Falcon,  I  found  a  decorative  and  neatly  penned  note  on  the 
refrigerator  door  which  had  been  placed  there  by  our  daughter, 
Emma.  On  the  outer  edges  of  the  paper  were  little  Christmas 
trees  and  musical  notes.  On  the  bottom  was  written  "It's 
Beginning  to  Look  a  Lot  Like  Christmas."  Written  boldly  in  the 
center  of  the  paper  were  the  words  Emma's  Christmas  List 
under  which  she  had  her  wish  list. 

Around  the  Thomas  household,  it  is  always  interesting  to  see 
which  child  will  put  up  the  first  Christmas  list.  When  they  were 
younger,  I  encouraged  them  to  provide  a  list  for  us  to  make 
choices  from  when  we  began  our  Christmas  shopping.  This 
tradition  has  stuck  —  even  now  that  they  are  all  young  adults. 
The  refrigerator  door  is  the  traditional  spot  for  posting  them. 
They  are  always  strategically  placed  just  at  eye  level  for  Joe 
and  me. 

Needless  to  say,  I  was  interested  in  her  list  and  chuckled  as  I 
began  to  read  it,  thinking  to  myself  that  Emma  meant  to  be 
first  this  year.  I  studied  her  list  and  found  that  she  had  a  very 
modest  list  (except  for  one  request  at  the  bottom  which  I 
considered  questionable).  You  see,  Emma  is  generally  very 
conservative  and  almost  always  asks  for  things  she  needs 
rather  than  frivolous  items. 

As  I  stood  there  and  reflected  on  her  list,  I  thought  about  the 
joy  that  she,  along  with  Scott,  Allen,  and  Brynn  have  brought  to 
our  home.  I  was  reminded  that  I  actually  look  forward  to  their 
putting  up  their  Christmas  lists  each  year.  I  remembered  those 
years  when  they  were  all  at  home  and  how  we  looked  forward  to 
Christmas  holidays  away  from  school,  the  excitement  of  putting 
up  the  tree  and  opening  family  gifts  on  Christmas  Eve  night. 

I  found  myself  in  nostalgic  mood,  thinking  about  the 
Christmas  programs  at  church  —  Scott's  first  Christmas  as  the 
Christ  Child;  Allen  always  liked  to  be  one  of  the  three  kings  (he 
liked  to  dress  up  in  the  shiny  garb);  Brynn  was  either  a 
shepherd  or  Joseph;  and  Emma,  the  angel  or  Mary.

Whatever  is 
done  for  missions  giving  in  1995  must  be  done 
immediately.  Most  everyone  is  aware  that  there  is  a 
delay  system  in  place  for  world  missions  contributions 
reporting.  Whatever  is  received  at  the  Conference 
Office  in  December  is  mailed  to  Oklahoma  in  one  check 
in  January.  This  means  that  funds  sent  to  Falcon  in 
December  will  show  up  in  1996  in  Oklahoma 
Reports.  They  will,  however,  show  up  in  1995  in  N.C. 
Conference  Reports.  This  is  the  reason  that  the  N.C. 
Conference  Missions  Report  in  the  Conference  Minutes 
differs  slightly  from  published  Oklahoma  Reports. 

Should  individuals  or  churches  have  "special" 
missions  funds  in  December  that  they  desire  to  be 
credited  to  1995  Oklahoma  Reports,  they  should  send 
them  directly  to  Oklahoma  City  (not  Falcon).  This  is  for 
"special"  funds  only,  not  regular  giving.  They  should  be 
mailed  to  World  Missions,  P.O.  Box  12609,  Oklahoma 
City,  Oklahoma  73157.  They  should  be  mailed  in  plenty 
of  time  to  reach  the  office  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Great 
care  should  be  taken  to  list  the  name  of  the  home 
church,  church  ID  number,  and  N.C.  Conference. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  N.C.  Conference  Missions 
Department  to  print  and  /  or  publicize  yearly 
contributions  figures  as  Oklahoma  figures.  This  causes 
less  confusion.  However,  in  the  Conference  Minutes, 
the  figures  must  be  listed  as  they  are  received  in  the 
Conference  Office. 

1996  World  Missions  Meals 

Each  year  the  Conference  hosts  a  round  of  special 
meals  for  pastors,  local  missions  directors,  ministers,  and 
their  spouses.  The  purpose  of  the  meals  is  to  celebrate  the 
previous  year's  accomplishments  in  missions  and  to  kick 
off  the  new  year's  Global  Outreach  Offering. 

The  meals  in  1996  will  be  held  in  January  15-19. 
Harold  Dalton,  Assistant  to  the  Executive  Director  of 
World  Missions  from  Oklahoma  City,  will  be  speaking. 
Materials  for  1996  World  Missions  promotions  will  be 
available  at  the  meals.  Places  and  times  for  each  meeting 
will  be  announced  later. 

1995  "Global  Outreach  Offering" 

The  1995  Global  Outreach  Offering  was  a 
miraculous  success.  The  Conference  has  received  (by 


November  1)  $151,600.00.  This  is  8%  over  the  goal  of 
$140,000.00  and  a  20%  increase  over  last  year's 
offering  ($126,543.99).  Praise  the  Lord!

It  looks 
like  by  year's  end  that  the  total  funds  received  will  be 
over  $920,000.00  —  A  DEFINITE  MIRACLE! 

Presently  churches  and  districts  are  setting  their 
goals  for  1996.  The  U.S.A.  goal  is  $1,000,000,.00  —  One 
MilHon.  The  N.C.  Conference  Goal  is  $166,000.00  in 
'96.  With  the  Lord's  help  and  faithful  people  —  we  will 
reach  this  goal. 

Missionary  "Love  Gifts" 

The  N.C.  Conference  is  the  #1  Conference  in  monthly 
support  in  missionaries.  Each  year  thousands  of  dollars 
are  given  directly  to  the  missionaries  as  love  gifts.  Praise 
the  Lord  for  the  generosity  of  our  people. 

However,  if  these  funds  are  not  given  through  Falcon 
or  Oklahoma  City,  the  local  church  cannot  get  proper 
credit.  IRS  rules  and  state  laws  require  that  credit  for 
funds  can  be  given  only  when  funds  are  actually  received 
and  dispensed.  Copies  of  checks  do  not  suffice.  The  funds 
must  flow  through  the  system  for  credit  to  be  given. 

When  Oklahoma  receives  funds  earmarked  "love 
gifts,"  it  is  sent  to  the  missionary  the  next  month  in  their 
check  as  extra  funds.  In  most  cases  the  missionary  gets 
the  funds  in  a  matter  of  days.  Such  love  gifts  may  be 
sent  directly  to  Oklahoma  (properly  designated)  not  to 
Falcon.  By  bypassing  Falcon  the  time  is  shortened  to  get 
it  to  the  missionary.  If  the  funds  are  properly 
designated,  the  church  will  get  the  credit. 

Remember  in  some  cases  the  missionary  needs  the 
funds  immediately.  In  those  times  the  Lord  will  take 
care  of  the  credit!

BEGINNING  ANEW 

January  is  a  time  of  beginning  anew. 
A  retrospective  look  is  necessary  for  a 
true  genesis;  a  time  of  new  beginnings. 
In  looking  back  we  must  remember  the 
past  to  properly  leave  behind 
unnecessary  baggage,  and  just  as 
importantly,  determine  the  cargo  we  will 
need  on  our  journey  into  the  new  year. 

Moses  instructed  the  people  of  God, 
"and  thou  shalt  remember  all  the  way 
which  Jehovah  thy  God  hath  led  thee" 
[Deuteronomy  8:22].  Moses  understood 
the  powerful  influence  of  memory.  Dr.  G. 
Campbell  Morgan  points  out  "the  words 
here  translated  'remember'  mean  quite 
literally  to  mark.  "Thou  shalt  mark  all  the 
way  which  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  led 
thee."  The  pictorial  suggestiveness  of  it  is 
that  of  the  chart,  the  map,  or  the  way  on 
which  certain  facts  were  to  be  marked, 
and  thus  fixed  upon  the  memory.  The 
true  backward  look  is  that  which  sets  the 
past  in  relation  to  God;  that  which  lays  to 
heart  the  lessons  God  has  intended  to 
teach  by  the  experiences  of  the  past;  and 
that  which  always  has  the  future  in  mind. 
Mr.  Morgan  goes  on  to  say  that  they  were 
to  remember  "God's  deliverance,  that  He 
brought  them  out  of  Egypt;  God's  leading, 
that  He  led  them  through  the  great  and 
terrible  wilderness;  God's  resources, 
which  were  placed  at  their  disposal."  'We 
would  do  well  to  heed  the  directions  of 
this  wise  man. 

The  close  of  one  calendar  year  and  the 
opening  of  the  next  provides  a  golden 
opportunity  for  spiritual  inventory. 


January  was  so  named  in  honor  of  the 
Roman  god  Janus  who  was  the  god  of 
entrances  or  beginnings;  literally  the  god 
of  doorways.  This  god  had  two  faces,  one 
which  looked  ahead  and  one  which 
looked  behind. 

We  have  all  known  about  and  perhaps 
even  made  New  Year's  resolutions.  This 
is  great  if  it  truly  means  a  time  of 
introspection,  repentance  and 
commitment  to  the  will  and  purposes  of 
God.  If  this  is  not  the  spirit  of  our 
resolutions,  they  will  not  last. 

There  is  certainly  a  sense  in  which 
the  New  Year  is  "cloaked  in  mystery." 
"Before  mountain  climber  John  Hunt 
began  his  difficult  ascent  of  Mount 
Everest,  a  friend  asked  him  what  the 
summit  was  like.  'That  is  difficult  to  say,' 
He  replied.  'It  is  usually  obscured  by 
clouds  and  squalls  and  the  road  ahead  is 
cloaked  in  mystery  and  uncertainty. 
Axton  Clark  appropriately  characterized 
the  days  of  the  New  Year  by  the 
expression,  'the  unopened  tomorrows.' 

"Jonathan  Edwards,  who  was  a  great 
and  useful  man,  made  five  resolutions 
for  himself  in  his  youth,  and  lived  by 
them  faithfully.  They  are  worth 
studying.  Any  one  who  will  adopt  and 
follow  them  will  greatly  increase  his 
usefulness.  The  resolutions  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Resolved:  To  live  with  all  my  might 
while  I  do  live. 

2.  Resolved:  Never  to  lose  one  moment 
of  time,  but  to  improve  it  in  the 
most  profitable  way  I  possibly  can. 

3.  Resolved:  Never  to  do  anything 
which  I  should  despise  to  think 
meanly  of  in  another. 

4.  Resolved:  Never  to  do  anything  out 
of  revenge. 

5.  Resolved:  Never  to  do  anything 
which  I  should  be  afraid  to  do  if  it 
were  the  last  hour  of  my  life."  — 
Ohio  Sunday  School  Worker 


Mr.  Edwards'  resolves  are  worthy  of 
our  consideration. 

Our  eternal  Lord,  Jesus  Christ  gave 
the  body  of  Christ  our  marching  orders 
at  the  conclusion  of  His  discourse 
relative  to  the  promise  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  St.  John,  Chapter  145.  The  last  words 
of  the  concluding  verse  [31]  reads  in  KJV 
like  this,  "Arise,  let  us  go  hence."  In  the 
powerful  mandate  He  gives  us  His 
"watchword"  "our  motto."''  In  these  words 
He  expressed  His  desire  to  obey  the 
Father  regardless  of  the  personal 
suffering  or  cost;  "As  the  father  gave  me 
commandment,  even  so  do  I.  Arise,  let  us 
go  hence."  He  also  indicated  His 
readiness  to  meet  the  arch-enemy,  "the 
prince  of  the  world  cometh."  He  prefers 
action  so  He  leaves  the  supper  table  of 
the  upper  room  with  these  words  of  His 
lips,  "arise,  let  us  go  hence." 

We  must  copy  our  Master's  example! 
"Arise,  let  us  go  hence."  Even  onward, 
forward,  upward  we  must  go,  Out  of  the 
"world"  as  called  by  His  grace.  Out  of 
past  and  present  attainments  or  seeming 
failures  we  must  go  forward  leaving  them 
behind.  "Onward  Christian  Soldiers!"

From  the  Superintendent 


T.  Elwood  Long 

SEIZE  THE  FUTURE* 

Yesterday's  future  is  here  today. 
Tomorrow's  future  vividly  looms  on 
the  immediate  horizon.  It  will  soon 
be  today.  We  must  become  more 
acquainted  with  our  times  if  we  are 
to  reach  the  people  the  Lord  wants 
us  to  reach  with  the  gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  can  withdraw 
from  our  responsibility  and  die  as  a 
viable  people  of  God,  or  we  can 
employ  the  attitude  and  outlook  of 
the  spirit  that  seized  hold  of  the  sons 
of  Issachar  who  understood  their 
times.  I  choose  to  do  the  later.  I 
challenge  you  to  do  likewise. 

This  day  of  opportunity  has 
brought  a  tremendous  maze  of 
changes  that  have  invaded  the 
comfort  zones  that  most  of  us  have 
pulled  about  us  for  security  reasons. 
Astronomical  alterations  in  every- 
thing from  business  procedures  to 
how  and  where  we  live,  shop,  receive 
education,  and  recreate  have 
pervaded  our  culture. 

The  harvest  field  has  changed.  In 
my  experience  as  a  preacher  of  the 
gospel  I  can  recall  when  25  to  30%  of 
a  "revival"  night  congregation  would 
not  consider  themselves  "saved"  but 
they  understood  they  needed  to  be 
saved  from  sin,  and  they  knew  well 
what  it  would  take  to  be  saved.  The 
scene  has  changed.  Most  of  the 
"unsaved"  do  not  attend  a  church 


service  and  do  not  understand  the 
language  we  usually  employ  in 
"church  talk"  about  their  sins  and 
need  of  the  Savior. 

We  must  adapt  ourselves  to  a 
more  aggressive  lifestyle  evangelism 
that  assists  us  in  reaching  the  lost 
where  they  are,  accepting  them  as 
they  are,  and  allowing  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  work  in  them  the  life- 
changing  revolutionary  process  we 
know  they  need.  Many  of  them  do 
not  even  know  who  Jesus  Christ  is; 
much  less  do  they  realize  they  need 
Him.  They  do  know  they  have  a  void 
and  emptiness  in  their  lives.  After 
all,  we  have  been  singing  for  a  long 
time,  "Just  As  I  Am"  as  we  come  to 
Jesus  for  salvation.  They  need  to 
know  they  can  actually  be  loved  for 
who  they  are  right  now.  They  may 
not  hear  that  in  our  sermons,  but 
they  will  recognize  the  fact  when 
they  see  it  is  real  in  the  lives  of  the 
Christian  community.  Just  as  the 
television  is  an  extension  of  the  ear, 
the  precious  sinner  needs  to  realize 
the  true  Christian  is  an  extension  of 
the  heart  of  God  and  His  Son,  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  big  growth  in  population  is 
expected  to  be  strongly  fueled  by  a 
strong  annual  birth  rate  by  2015 
A.D.  to  surpass  that  of  1957  when 
baby  boom  reached  its  zenith.  If 
Jesus  tarries  and  projections  are 
anywhere  near  right,  some  326 
million  people  will  inhabit  the 
United  States  25  years  from  now. 
That  is  some  60  million  more  than 
now.  Many,  far  too  many,  [one 
person  is  too  many]  will  be  lost  for 
eternity  if  we  do  not  intensify  our 
witness  and  bond  them  to  the  family 


of  God  through  discipleship 
endeavor. 

Changes  in  our  approach  to  touch 
the  hearts  and  lives  of  those  [for  the 
most  part]  Bible  and  Church 
illiterates  is  a  test  for  us.  While  we 
must  not  compromise  scriptural 
truth  to  win  them,  we  probably  will 
need  to  be  a  bit  more  discriminating 
in  our  requirements  imposed  on  the 
prospective  converts.  We  must  lead 
them  with  compassion  and  not 
criticism  of  them  for  the  differences 
that  exist  between  them  and  us. 

I  quote  from  the  KIPLINGER 
WASHINGTON  LETTER,  volume  72, 
No.  51  [December  22,  1955], 
"Changes  Galore,"  with  the  new 
constantly  replacing  the  old  in  our 
people  mix,  schools,  jobs,  technology 
and  how  we  do  business.  What  is 
really  needed  now  is  greater 
flexibility  of  mind  and  spirit." 
Someone  has  said  that  the  only  thing 
we  know  about  the  future,  is  that  it 
will  be  different.  I  do  know  our  Lord 
knows  the  future  and  I  am  committed 
to  Him.  I  intend,  by  His  grace,  to  be 
true  to  His  Word  and  be  His  servant. 
I  pray  the  Holy  Spirit  will  open  my 
eyes  to  see  the  harvest  like  He  sees  it. 

In  order  for  us  to  successfully 
represent  our  Lord  in  the  dark,  yet 
challenging  hour  of  opportunity,  we 
must  be  authentic  Christians.  That 
is  the  only  sure  way  to  please  the 
Father  and  at  the  same  time,  touch 
the  spiritually  unsaved. 

Let's  seize  the  future  by  "knowing 
what  the  [church]  should  do"  (I 
Chronicles  12:32).

These  three  remain: 
faith,  hope,  and  love. 
But  the  greatest  of 
these  is  love  (i 
Corinthians  13:13  - 
NIV). 

At  the  time  of  this 
writing,  Christmas 
decorations  have  just 
been  disassembled  and 
packed  back  in  attics  all 
across  America.  And  ...  when 
the  Christmas  decorations  are  put 
away,  we  still  see  red  for  a  while  because  in 
the  stores  and  florists  all  around,  the  Valentine  decor 
takes  center  stage.  Jayne  French,  my  good  friend  and 
fellow  member  of  the  Holly  Hill  Church  family,  has  in 
the  show  window  of  her  Farm  Life  Florist  in  downtown 
Vanceboro  a  huge  red  satin  heart  display.  I  passed  the 
florist  the  other  day,  and  noted  that  the  Christmas 
display  had  been  replaced  with  the  heart,  the  symbol  of 
love. 

How  appropriate  that  we  go  right  out  of  the  season 
of  the  greatest  LOVE  GIFT  that  mankind  has  ever 
received  -  the  birth  of  Jesus  -  into  the  season  of  LOVE. 

When  I  saw  that  beautiful  red  heart  in  the  window 
the  other  day,  my  heart  swelled  with  love  for  Jayne. 
You  see,  Jayne  is  very  special  to  me  for  she  was  a 
little  girl  in  the  Primary  Class  at  Sunday  School 
many  years  ago  when  I  was  a  very  young  adult  and 
taught  that  class.  I  have  watched  her  grow  up  into  a 
lovely  lady.  I  have  watched  her  rear  her  son,  Joe.  I 
have  observed  the  many  acts  of  love  and  kindness  she 
has  committed.  So  when  I  saw  that  big  red  heart  in 
her  window  with  my  natural  eyes,  my  spiritual  eyes 
saw  Janye's  big  loving  heart. 

When  we  come  to  this  season  of  the  year,  we  are 
reminded  of  the  many  people  in  our  lives  who  have 
exemplified  to  us  what  the  red  satin  heart  truly  stands 
for.  It  might  be  easy  for  us  to  look  at  the  heart  and 
think  only  of  the  romantic  side  of  love.  Dim  lights,  soft 
music,  gentle  words  ...  yes,  they  are  all  a  part  of  love 
that  most  people  do  cherish.  But  love  is  so  much  more! 

If  there  is  one  word  that  comprehensively  describes 
love,  I  believe  that  word  is  commitment.  You  see,  that 
is  one  of  the  characteristics  that  I  have  seen  in  my 


friend  over  the  years.  Through  the  thick  and  thin,  I 
have  always  been  able  to  depend  on  Jayne. 

The  Bible  gives  us  a  clear  definition  of  what  love  is  - 
peace  ...  kindness  ...  truth  ...  protection  ...  trusting  ... 
hopeful  ...  persevering  ...  unfailing.  What  a  safe  and 
serene  environment!  Just  the  descriptive  words  give  us 
a  feeling  of  well-being.  How  blessed  it  is  to  dwell  in  a 
place  of  love! 

The  Bible  also  tells  us  plainly  what  love  is  not  - 
envious  ...  boastful  ...  proud  ...  rude  ...  self-seeking  ... 
easily  angered  ...  lover  of  evil  ...  unforgiving.  These 
words  create  in  us  a  totally  different  and  insecure 
feeling.  So  many  people  today  are  living  in  this  place. 
Many  homes  today  are  void  of  genuine  love.  So  many 
so-called  friendships  are  superficial.  So  much  of  today's 
mind-set  is  on  the  great  "I"  and  what  pleases  self. 
There  is  a  void  of  Biblical  love. 

Oh,  how  we  need  to  go  back  to  that  Agape  Love  - 
Godly  Love  -  for  that  is  the  root  from  which  any  true 
love  must  grow.  Whether  it  is  the  love  of  mother  and 
father,  the  love  of  a  church  friend  (such  as  Jayne),  the 
love  of  a  child  and  parent,  the  love  of  a  fellow  worker, 
or  the  love  of  husband  and  wife,  true  love  is  founded  in 
the  fountain  of  Love. 

Paul  began  his  discourse  on  love  by  writing,  "I  will 
show  you  the  most  excellent  way."

So  do 
the  beautiful  acts  of  kindness  and  words  of 
encouragement  that  so  many  people  offer  from  time  to 
time.  During  this  month  of  love,  you  may  want  to  make 
some  tangible  contributions  of  love  to  special  people  in 
your  life.  It  could  be  a  pat  on  the  back.  Whatever 
method  you  choose  to  say  "/  love  you"  will  bless  the 
receiver.

Do  YOU  KNOW  WHERE  YOU  ARE  GOING?  Aim  at  nothing 
and  you'll  hit  it  every  time!  Leaders  must  have  a 
strategy.  They  must  know  how  to  get  things  done.  A 
good  strategy  is  composed  of  the  following  five  things: 

OBJECTIVES  —  the  basic  purpose  of  the 
organization. 

GOALS  —  the  specific  ways  in  which  the  purposes  of 

the    organization    will    be    measured  and 

accomplished. 
PRIORITIES  —  the  factors  that  determine  when  and 

why  things  are  done. 
PLANNING  —  the  process  used  to  achieve  the  goals 

(includes  personnel,  resources,  obstacles  and 

evaluation). 

GUIDELINES  —  the  moral  and  ethical  framework  in 
which  the  organization  will  seek  to  accomplish  its 
goals. 

Organizations  should  have  a  philosophy  of  ministry 
which  includes  these  five  things.  Every  leader  within 
that  organization  should  be  reminded  of  these  things 
frequently.  It  is  so  easy  to  get  sidetracked  and  off  the 
main  objectives  and  specific  goals.  It  is  the  leader's 
responsibility  to  keep  things  on  the  right  track.

SEIZE  THE  FUTURE  BY 
CATCHING  A  VISION  OF 
TODAY'S  WORLD 

The  following  article  seized  my 
attention  in  a  most  vivid  way.  I  trust  it 
will  inspire  you  to  thrust  yourself  into 
His  Harvest  in  an  unprecedented  way. 

"Reshaping  Your  World  View" 

All  of  us  view  the  world  and  life 
from  the  perspective  of  our  own 
background  and  environment.  In  our 
pre-missionary  days  many  friends  in 
South  Mississippi  could  not 
understand  why  we  would  go  to 
Indonesia  when  there  were  churches 
without  pastors  and  so  many 
unchurched  people  in  our 
community. 

Most  people's  world  view  is  quite 
small.  It  revolves  around  a  small 
circle  of  family,  neighbors  and 
coworkers,  and  a  fairly  predictable 
daily  schedule.  We  go  to  church  and 
primarily  relate  to  those  with 
similar  values,  occasionally 
venturing  outside  our  comfort  zone 
to  minister  to  the  homeless, 
participate  in  a  mission  trip  or  visit 
a  new  family  from  a  different  region 
of  the  country.  However,  most  of  our 
conversation  focuses  on  the  familiar 
—  grandchildren,  the  weather, 
current  sports  events,  and  the 
economy. 


Television  newscasts  expose  us  to 
strange  people  and  the  names  of 
places  such  as  Bosnia,  Chechnya, 
Vietnam  or  Kabul,  but  they  are 
faraway  and  have  little  impact  on 
our  interests  and  lifestyles.  What  if 
we  dared  to  reshape  or  enlarge  our 
world  view? 

Would  we  understand  what  it 
means  to  live  in  some  of  the  massive 
cities  of  the  world  such  as  Tokyo  or 
Mexico  City  with  20  million  people? 
Or  what  about  Cairo,  Hong  King, 
Istanbul,  Calcutta,  or  Buenos  Aires, 
where  skyscrapers  and  modern 
buildings  are  never  out  of  sight,  but 
you  may  have  only  a  tarpaper 
shanty  for  a  home,  and  your  children 
are  deprived  of  medical  care  and  any 
hope  of  an  education. 

What  would  be  our  world  view  if 
the  United  States  had  the  same 
population  density  as  India,  a  nation 
of  900  million  people  in  an  area  one- 
third  the  size  of  the  United  States? 
The  population  of  the  United  States 
would  be  2  billion.  That  would 
radically  change  our  lifestyle  and 
perspective  on  life. 

Can  you  comprehend  how  you 
would  view  life  if  you  were  one  of 
more  than  a  billion  Muslims  locked 
into  a  fatalistic  view  that  life  is 
determined  by  an  impersonal  God,  or 
a  Buddhist  in  Thailand  or  Myanmar 
who  saw  your  destiny  as  dependent 
on  accumulated  "karma"  or  good 
deeds?  Those  living  in  many  parts  of 
the  Third  world  live  in  fear  and 
superstition,  constantly  seeking  to 
appease  the  spirits  who  control  life 
in  their  animatic  world  view. 

What  is  the  world  view  of  the 
millions  of  refugees,  driven  from  their 


homes  with  nothing  but  the  clothes 
on  their  backs  because  of  war,  ethnic 
violence,  and  natural  disasters?  How 
does  the  world  look  when 
earthquakes,  chronic  drought  or 
floods  destroy  what  you  have  known 
as  home  for  generations?  How  can  we 
identify  with  the  relationships  and 
value  systems  of  those  who  speak 
Mandarin,  Hindi  or  Urdu? 

Can  you  imagine  what  God's 
world  view  must  be  as  He,  who 
created  such  a  diversity  of  people 
and  societies,  views  this  spinning 
planet  with  5.6  billion  people?  His 
would  be  a  very  simple  world  view. 
He  would  see  those  who  are 
fortunate  enough  to  have  been 
drawn  into  a  redemptive 
relationship  through  repentance  and 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  And  then  He 
would  see  the  pain  and  suffering,  the 
hunger  and  hopelessness,  and  the 
dooming  sting  of  the  multitudes  who 
are  still  separated  from  Him."* 

As  you  contemplate  God's 
response  to  a  world  lost  in  sin  when 
He  gave  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
would  you  dare  to  reshape  your 
world  view  to  see  the  world  as  God 
sees  it?  "But  when  he  saw  the 
multitudes,  he  was  moved  with 
compassion  on  them."  Matthew  9:36. 

Traditional  world  views  have  been 
shattered,  and  people  are  searching 
for  new  values  and  meaning  in  life. 
Only  as  we  let  God  reshape  oui* 
world  view,  will  we  see  beyond  our 
own  community  and  culture  and 
respond  with  compassion  to  a  world 
waiting  to  know  of  God's  love.

Lines  From  Linda 

Being  the  mother  of  three  sons  is  a  most  rewarding  experience  and 
offers  many  challenging  opportunities.  I  vividly  recall  that,  during  the 
early  years  of  our  sons'  lives,  we  had  many  skinned  knees,  a  few  broken 
bones,  and  the  usual  brotherly  confrontations.  One  special  memory  is 
that  of  Allen,  when  he  was  about  four  years  old.  The  doorbell  rang,  and 
I  went  to  the  door  to  find  him  standing  there  proudly  holding  by  the  tail 
of  a  B-I-G,  dead  rat,  (That  was  a  Kodak  moment!) 

One  of  the  greatest  and  most  rewarding  experiences  of  mothering 
our  sons  came  through  serving  as  den  mother  for  their  Cub  Scout  dens. 
I  was  recently  purging  files  and  came  across  some  of  the  materials 
which  I  used  for  den  meetings.  One  of  the  things  that  caught  my  eye  — 
and  brought  back  memories  —  was  the  kite-building,  kite-flying  project 
which  we  encountered  each  year  in  March. 
Explicit  instructions  were  given  on  building 
the  kites.  Many  different  styles  and  designs  could 
be  used,  but  one  very  important  feature  was  the 
tail  of  the  kite.  In  order  for  the  kite  to  fly 
properly,  the  tail  must  offer  the  correct 
balance.  I  recall  that  each  boy  had  to 
furnish  his  own  materials.  Sticks  of  all 
kinds  came  in  for  framework.  Everything 
'from  newspaper  to  gift  wrap  paper  showed 
nap  for  the  bodies.  Fabrics  of  all  colors  were 
brought  for  tails.  I  furnished  the  sturdy 
and  durable  string  for  all  the  kites. 
It  was  exciting  to  see  the  construction  begin. 
Each  boy's  individual  creativity  came  forth  in  his 
kite.  There  were  large  ones  and  small  ones,  box  kites  and 
Eddy  bow  kites,  pretty  ones  and  ugly  ones!  Each  boy 
worked  diligently,  with  great  anticipation  of  the  day  when  we  would  fly 
the  kites. 

Once  completed,  the  date  for  flying  the  kites  was  set.  Some  years 
there  was  a  strong  wind;  some  years  just  a  gentle  breeze.  With  the  right 
wind  force,  most  of  the  boys  were  successfial  in  some  measure  in  their 
kite-flying  efforts.  I  recall  one  year,  though,  when  there  was  just  no 
wind  at  all.  Without  the  wind  they  strained  and  struggled  but  could  not 
make  the  kite  fly.  There  was  disappointment  and  confusion,  but  we  did 
not  throw  the  kites  away  and  quit.  Instead,  we  chose  to  try  again  on 
another  day.  Eventually,  we  were  able  to  fly  the  kites. 

I  see  an  analogy  of  our  spiritual  lives  in  their  experiences.  The 
scripture  tells  us  in  Acts  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  coming  like  a  mighty 
rushing  wind.  Before  we  can  experience  the  thrill  of  fl3ang  our  spiritual 
kites,  there  is  preparation  to  be  made.  We  each  bring  to  our  Christian 
experiences  our  own  unique  personalities.  We  do  not  all  build  by  the 
same  pattern  nor  wdth  the  same  materials.  However,  we  must  be  sure 
to  build  our  kites  of  materials  which  will  fly.  Materials  that  are 
weighted  down  with  sin  hinder  us  fi*om  ascending  into  the  presence  of 
the  WIND.  The  tails  that  we  put  on  our  kites  must  be  in  balance  with 
the  Word  of  God.  Grod  has  furnished  the  string  (prayer),  and  it  is  up  to 
us  to  use  that  sturdy  and  strong  means  of  contact  with  the  WIND. 

Many  times  in  our  Christian  experience,  the  WIND  OF  THE  SPIRIT 
blows  strong.  All  we  have  to  do  is  just  make  ourselves  available  and 
hold  onto  the  string  (prayer,  Bible  study,  worship),  and  our  kites  soar 
high.  Then  there  are  those  times  when  the  GENTLE  BREEZE  OF  THE 
SPIRIT  blows.  Our  spirits  are  gently  rocked  in  that  breeze,  and  we  float 
along  with  the  greatest  of  spiritual  ease.  BUT,  there  are  those  times  in 
our  lives  when  the  wind  seems  to  be  dead.  We  pray!  We  read  the  Word! 
We  continue  to  offer  praise  and  worship!  Yet  our  spirits  still  drag  the 
ground!  We  look  around  for  some  visible  sign  of  the  wind.  It  seems  that 
nothing  is  stirring.  But  we  don't  give  up!  We  come  to  God  again  the  next 
day,  knowing  that  somewhere  the  wind  is  blowing,  and  it  will  blow 
again  for  us.  We  keep  our  kites  ready  to  catch  the  wind.  We  hold  onto 


the  string,  and  just  in  time,  we  feel  the  tug  begin.  Before  we  know  it,  we 
are  running  along  and  feeling  the  kite  ascend  into  the  sky. 

Yes,  there  are  times,  too,  when  the  kite  will  crash!  Sometimes,  even 
when  the  wind  is  blowing  just  right,  we  might  be  out  of  time  with  its 
force.  With  our  own  efforts  (not  always  intentionally),  we  might  cause 
the  kite  to  lose  its  place  in  the  wind.  Crashing  may  tear  the  body,  break 
a  stick,  or  cause  the  tail  to  tangle;  but  we  don't  throw  the  kite  away.  We 
ask  God  for  mending  (forgiveness),  and  then  run  (praise  and  worship) 
with  string  (prayer)  in  hand,  and  soon  we  feel  the  tug  of  the  WIND  OF 
THE  SPIRIT  lifting  us  up  again. 

When  the  March  winds  start  blowing,  I  hope  we  can  recall  the  logic 
of  the  kite.  Out  there  somewhere  there  is  a  WIND.  Keep  your  spiritual 
weather  vane  up  and  your  kite  ready  to  fly! 

Intercession  Nugget... 

Have  you  received  your  copy  yet?  I  was  so  excited  to  get  mine!  The 
shiny  royal  blue  cover  with  the  words  Link  To  The  World  written  in 
gold  is  so  stunning.  The  first  paragraph  on  page  5  reminds  us  that,  as 
children  of  the  Lord,  we  are  to  be  intercessors.  An  intercessor  is  one  who 
is  in  such  vital  contact  with  God  and  with  fellowman  that  he  is  like  a 
live  wire  closing  the  gap  between  the  saving  power  of  God  and  the  sinful 
men  who  have  been  cut  off  from  that  power.  Are  we  standing  in  the  gap 
for  those  in  need  of  a  touch  fi"om  Grod?  That  is  our  duty,  our  privilege, 
and  should  be  our  desire. 

The  LINK,  a  31-prayer  guide,  is  a  powerful  prayer  tool  filled  with 
information  regarding  every  dimension  of  ministry  outreach  for  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  If  you  do  not  have  a  Link,  I  encourage  you 
to  contact  the  Missions  Department  to  receive  your  personal  copy  and 
become  a  faithful  link  in  the  chain  of  intercessions  that  strengthen  the 
body  of  Christ  and  expand  His  global  kingdom.

THE  AMEN,  FAITHFUL, 
AND  TRUE  WITNESS 

"And  if  Christ  be  not 
raised,  your  faith  is  in  vain; 
ye  are  yet  in  your  sins. " 

I  Corinthians  15:17 

The  resurrection  is  the  most  vital 
truth  of  Christianity.  The  apostle  Paul 
is  not  suggesting  or  insinuating  the 
possibility  that  Christ  is  not  raised 
from  the  dead.  He  is  simply  relating  a 
foundational  truth.  The  resurrection 
is  so  fundamentally  basic  to  our 
salvation  that  if  the  resurrection  had 
not  occurred,  we  would  all  be 
eternally  lost.  If  Jesus  Christ  had  not 
risen  from  the  dead,  the  consequences 
for  all  humanity  would  be  so 
devastating  that  our  vocabularies  are 
not  sufficient  to  describe  the  chaotic 
condition  that  would  exist.  No  New 
Testaments,  no  Christian  homes,  no 
Christian  schools  or  colleges,  no 
Christian  influenced  agencies  of  relief 
for  the  hungry,  the  naked  or  the  sick; 
no  lullabies  of  Jesus,  hymns  of  faith 
and  no  comfort  of  the  indwelling  Holy 
Spirit.  The  absence  of  these  and  a 
multitude  of  numberless  blessings 
would  be  the  deplorable  plight  of  all 
men. 

The  opening  sentences  of  the  letter 
to  the  Laodiceans  call  our  Lord  Jesus 


Christ,  "...The  Amen,  the  Faithful, 
and  True  Witness"  Revelation  3:14. 
He  is  the  Last  Word!  He,  the  risen 
Savior,  is  the  validation  of  The  Faith. 
He  is  the  absolute  confirmer  of  all 
truth. 

He  is  the  Amen  of  our  Salvation. 

"That  if  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt 
believe  in  thine  heart  that  God  hath 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt 
be  saved.  For  with  the  heart  man 
believeth  unto  righteousness;  and 
with  the  mouth  confession  is  made 
unto  salvation"  (Romans  10:9-10). 

He  is  the  Amen  of  our 
Justification.  "Who  was  delivered 
for  our  offenses,  and  was  raised  again 
for  our  justification"  (Romans  4:25). 

We  live  in  a  world  of  constant 
insecurity  for  the  human  family.  Fear 
and  frustration  consume  the 
unregenerate  and  affect  far  too 
greatly  the  redeemed  of  the  church. 
The  risen  Lord  is  the  Amen  of  our 
Security.  "Wherefore  he  is  able  also 
to  save  them  to  the  uttermost  that 
come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever 
liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them" 
(Hebrews  7:25).  "Who  shall  lay 
anything  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect? 
It  is  God  that  justifieth.  Who  is  he 
that  condemneth?  It  is  Christ  that 
died,  yea  rather,  that  is  risen  again, 
who  is  even  at  the  right  hand  of  God, 
who  also  maketh  intercession  for  us" 
(Romans  8:33-34). 

Let's  be  quick  to  flee  to  the  safety  of 
His  security  in  times  of  stress  and 
calamity.  We  can  rest  in  sweet  repose 
on  His  breast. 

He  is  the  Amen  of  our  Spiritual 
Existence.  This  is  an  existence  of 
identity  and  power.  "I  am  crucified 


with  Christ:  nevertheless  I  live;  yet 
not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me:  and  the 
life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I  live 
by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who 
loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for  me" 
(Galatians  2:20).  "For  if,  when  we 
were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to 
God  by  the  death  of  his  Son,  much 
more,  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be 
saved  by  his  life"  (Romans  5:10). 

The  risen  Lord  guarantees  fairness 
in  judgment  for  the  human  family. 
There  are  those  who  believe  that  they 
are  unfairly  treated  and  rightly  they 
think.  However,  the  "Amen"  will 
remedy  that  too.  Contemplate  the 
glorious  truth  of  Acts  17:31,  "Because 
he  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the  which 
he  will  judge  the  world  in 
righteousness  by  that  man  whom  he 
hath  ordained;  whereof  he  hath  given 
assurance  unto  all  men,  in  that  he 
hath  raised  him  fi"om  the  dead." 

The  risen  Redeemer,  Jesus 
Christ,  is  our  perfect  Prophet, 
Priest,  and  King! 

When  all  of  earth's  fashions,  fads, 
and  fumbles  are  decayed  into  oblivion, 
the  Amen  of  our  faith  still  lives.  He  is 
our  righteousness!  He  is  our 
sanctifier!  The  sacred  garment  of 
His  shed  blood  is  a  mercy-covering  for 
every  penitent  soul.

Every  believer  can  live  in  touch  with  God.  How?  By 
prayer.  What  a  thought!  One  of  the  privileges  granted 
to  us  as  Christians  is  the  resource  of  prayer.  It  is  a 
powerful  weapon  in  the  hands  of  God's  children.

This  access  was 
achieved  because  of  the  work  of  our  Savior  on  Calvary. 
One  of  the  avenues  of  prayer  is  that  of  intercession. 
The  great  thrust  of  W.I.N,  is  intercessory  prayer. 
Though  behind  the  scenes,  often  unseen,  the  greatest 
advancement  of  the  church  is  on  its  knees.  We  hear  of 
great  revivals  taking  place  and  continuing,  of  souls 
being  brought  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  of  doors  being 
opened  on  the  mission  fields;  yet  these  great  triumphs 
do  not  take  place  except  by  prayer.  Great  victories  are 
preceded  by  knee  work  (prayers  and  tears).  Satan 
fights  the  church  on  every  front,  however  I  believe  he 
focuses  on  keeping  Christians  off  their  knees. 
Christians,  if  Satan  can  defeat  us  on  our  knees,  he 
can  defeat  us  in  every  other  area. 

The  society  in  which  we  live  is  complex.  It  seems  as 
if  man  is  increasingly  more  dependent  on  himself  and 
his  abilities  and  less  dependent  upon  God.  Yet  in  this 
society  the  opportunities  for  the  church  to  expand  and 
build  God's  kingdom  are  greater  than  ever.  When 
individuals  and  churches  will  realize  that  and  utilize 
intercessory  prayer,  great  things  will  happen  in  spite 
of  the  enemy's  efforts.  Our  Heavenly  Father  is 
interested  in  intercessors,  and  the  lack  of  them 
concerned  Him  so  greatly  that  to  Ezekiel  He  said, 
"And  I  sought  for  a  man  among  them,  that  should 
make  up  the  hedge,  and  stand  in  the  gap  before  me 
for  the  land,  that  I  should  not  destroy  it,  but  I  found 
none." 

Christians,  lets  equip  ourselves  with  the  weapon  of 
prayer  and  become  "gap  fillers."  Prayer  warriors 
lifting  up  the  hands  of  leaders,  praying  one  for 


another,  interceding  for  the  unsaved.  When  God  views 
the  congregations  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
let  there  be  a  great  host  of  "gap  fillers."  God  stands 
ready  to  give  revival  and  reap  a  harvest  of  souls,  and  I 
believe  we  want  to  be  a  part  of  that.  The  scriptures 
make  it  plain  that  the  highest  type  of  prayer  is  that 
which  is  made  in  behalf  of  others.  Beginning  with 
Abraham  in  Genesis  as  he  prayed  for  Lot  to  be 
spared,  and  reaching  higher  in  John  17  where  Christ 
prayed  His  great  intercessory  prayer  for  His  followers 
and  for  us,  and  culminating  on  the  cross  as  the  Savior 
cried  out,  "it  is  finished,"  the  Bible  proclaims 
intercessory  prayer. 

The  scriptures  teach  us  that  the  effectual  fervent 
prayer  of  a  righteous  person  carries  much  weight. 
Heaven  responds  to  the  intercession  of  the  saints.  The 
priority  of  the  local  W.I.N,  ministry  begins  with  the 
pastoral  ministry  of  that  local  church.  The  pastor  is 
not  only  the  key  to  W.I.N,  ministry  in  the  church, 
he/she  and  his  family  must  be  surrounded  with 
intercessory  prayer.  The  enemy  is  making  a  special 
point  in  these  days  of  all-out  spiritual  conflict  to 
attack  the  spiritual  leader,  the  pastor,  and  their 
families.  W.I.N,  must  engage  itself  in  the  plea  for 
revival,  spiritual  renewal,  a  harvest  of  souls,  and  local 
ministry  arms  (spokes  of  the  wheel).  The  intercessory 
effort  is  expanded  to  include  the  conference  and 
churches,  the  general  church  including  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
worldwide.  The  intercessory  effort  must  include  local, 
state,  and  national  leaders.  There  are  a  host  of 
intercessory  opportunities,  yet  an  infinite  God  with  a 
heavenly  storehouse  of  riches  that  never  ceases  to  be 
filled  awaits  to  hear  from  us. 

Pastors,  give  serious  thought  to  the  appointment  of 
a  W.I.N,  director/captain  if  you  haven't  already.  I 
believe  that  you  and  your  local  church  ministries  will 
begin  to  reap  the  benefits.  The  total  ministry  of  the 
local  church  must  be  lubricated  with  prayer,  effectual, 
fervent  prayer  that  carries  much  weight.

"JOY  THROUGH  MINISTRY"

April  is  a  special  month.  It 

  usually  brings  us  to  the  first

\\^B^<fi»«J®  spring.  This  year  it  gets  off  to  a 

V^HBSffil^r  beautiful  beginning  with  Easter 

Sunday,  a  celebration  of 
resurrection  and  life.  It  ends 
with  our  moving  our  clocks 
forward  to  daylight  savings  time 
-  so  we  can  cram  more  action 
into  each  day. 

It  is  also  the  month  when  people  begin  to  really  enjoy 
the  outside.  Gardening  is  a  favorite  activity  for  most 
country  folks.  Whether  a  small  bed  of  geraniums  or  a  big 
vegetable  garden,  it  is  rewarding  to  put  the  seed  in  the 
soil  and  watch  them  respond  to  the  April  showers  and 
warm  sunshine. 

Recently  I  was  invited  to  speak  for  the  state  convention 
of  Education  Office  Professionals  in  Greensboro.  The 
overall  theme  for  the  past  year  had  been  Sowing  Seeds, 
and  the  theme  for  the  banquet,  at  which  I  gave  the 
devotional,  was  Life  Is  A  Garden.  Let  me  share  with  you 
some  of  the  thoughts  of  that  message. 

Life  is  a  garden!  When  we  think  about  a  garden,  we 
think  of  the  harvest  it  produces.  Whether  that  harvest  is  a 
beautiful  bouquet  for  our  den  or  a  boiintiful  meal  on  our 
dining  room  table,  it  represents  the  fruit  of  our  labors.  But 
long  before  the  harvest,  the  sowing  of  seeds  must  take 
place.  How  amazing  it  is  to  me  that  one  can  take  a 
seemingly  lifeless  little  dry  seed,  tuck  it  away  in  the  bosom 
of  mother  earth,  and  she  warms  and  nurtures  it  to  life. 

It  is  important  to  look  at  the  seed.  Have  you  ever 
planted  seed  from  which  nothing  would  grow?  I  have!  I 
remember  finding  a  package  of  seed  in  my  pantry  once 
that  had  been  there  for  a  long  time.  I  didn't  realize  that 
they  were  outdated.  I  prepared  the  soil  and  planted  the 
seed.  I  kept  a  close  watch  expecting  to  see  tender  plants 
appear,  but  they  never  did.  I  had  waited  too  late  to  plant 
those  seeds  -  they  had  lost  their  ability  to  reproduce. 

I  remember  that  my  mother  used  to  save  seeds  from 
her  garden  . . .  from  the  beans,  okra,  and  especially  those 
cabbage-collard  seeds.  She  like  those  Kentucky  Wonder 
string  beans,  and  by  saving  her  own  seed,  she  was 
assured  to  have  them  when  planting  time  came.  However, 
if  she  had  a  blighted  harvest,  the  seed  were  not  as  healthy 
and  could  not  produce  quality  produce  the  next  year.  She 
would  have  to  purchase  good  seeds  that  would  produce 
the  crop  she  wanted. 

Each  year  Moma  would  put  those  seeds  in  a  dark  and 


cool  place  to  wait  until  the  right  time  of  the  year  to  sow 
them.  Usually  on  Good  Friday,  the  bean  seed  went  into 
the  ground.  For  you  see,  by  that  time  Daddy  had  plowed 
up  the  soil,  fertilized  it,  and  had  it  ready  to  receive  the 
seeds.  Moma  would  examine  the  seeds.  If  she  found  one 
that  had  dried  up,  she  would  toss  it  aside  and  plant  only 
the  healthy  ones. 

After  a  few  weeks,  we  were  all  exited  to  see  the  earth 
begin  to  crack  open  and  a  little  tender  sprouts  push  its 
way  up  toward  the  sun.  I  remember  how  some  of  those 
sprouts  had  such  an  unusual  appearance  that  I  could  not 
understand  how  they  would  grow  leaves,  much  less 
produce  a  vegetable.  But  daily  they  grew  and  took  on  the 
appearance  of  a  plant.  My  mother  nurtured  and  petted 
them.  She  kept  the  weeds  out,  softened  the  soil  around 
them  and  pulled  it  up  to  the  plant  for  support.  She  added 
a  little  fertilizer.  When  the  string  beans  got  a  few  inches 
tall.  Daddy  went  out  into  the  woods  behind  our  house  and 
cut  bean  poles  and  carefully  placed  them  between  the 
small  plants.  Soon,  as  the  days  became  warmer  and 
warmer,  conditions  were  suitable  for  growth,  the  runners 
began  to  grow.  They  were  tenderly  placed  in  position  to 
wind  their  way  up  that  pole  and  soon  produced  blossoms. 
The  blossoms  seemed  to  magically  turn  into  little  beans. 
Before  long  our  family  was  enjo3dng  fresh  string  beans, 
complete  with  boiled  potatoes  and  baked  com  bread  -  not 
to  mention  that  delicious  fried  chicken  Moma  cooked. 

We  had  a  big  family  -  six  children.  It  took  a  big  garden 
to  feed  us  all  plus  all  the  other  farm  workers  and  visiting 
relatives  my  mother  cooked  for  every  summer.  But  most 
of  the  time,  we  had  vegetables  to  spare.  If  anyone  came  to 
our  house  who  did  not  have  a  garden,  before  she  left 
Moma  took  her  to  the  garden  to  gather  something  to  take 
home  with  her. 

All  this  came  as  a  result  of  sowing  seeds!  And  so  it  is  in 
our  lives!  Life  can't  be  a  garden  if  we  do  not  sow  the  seed. 
God  has  embedded  within  each  of  us  potential  for  fruit. 
Although  we  may  feel  that  we  are  withered  and  dried  up, 
as  we  expose  ourselves  to  the  warmth  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  the  SONshine  of  Christ's  love,  we  can  bring  forth  a 
bountiful  harvest.  Our  fruit  can  add  beauty  and 
nourishment  to  those  in  our  circle  of  influence. 

It  is  important  to  look  at  our  spiritual  seed.  If  our  seed 
is  to  bring  forth  good  products,  we  must  be  careful  how  we 
nurture  our  own  lives.  We  must  guard  against  evil 
thoughts  and  harmful  attitudes.  We  must  treat  our  own 
bodies  as  the  temples  of  God  that  they  are  designed  to  be. 
We  must  fill  our  minds  and  hearts  with  choice  seed  in 
order  to  reproduce  a  bountiful  harvest. 

Those  seed  must  be  stored  carefully  and  ready  for  use 
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when  the  opportunity  for  planting  comes.  They  may  seem 
to  stay  in  that  dark,  dry  place  for  a  long  period  of  time, 
but  sooner  or  later  that  seed  will  sprout  forth  and  begin  to 
grow  in  your  own  life.  As  your  life  begins  to  bear  fruit  to 
glorify  God,  you  will  influence  others  whose  hearts  have 
been  prepared  to  receive  the  seed  of  your  harvest. 

Like  my  mother  did  her  tender  plants,  we  must  also 
tend  our  spiritual  ones.  Nurture  the  thoughts  and  ideas 
that  God  plants  within  you  bosom.  Fertilize  them  with  the 
Word  of  God.  Support  them  by  entwining  the  runners 
from  them  with  daily  prayer  and  communion  with  the 
Lord.  When  the  tender  blossoms  appear,  hide  them  from 
the  storms  of  life  and  keep  them  from  being  washed  away 
by  finding  shelter  in  the  arms  of  God. 

We  must  guard  against  the  bad  seed  -  for  some  will  be 
mixed  among  the  good  in  many  instance.  These  seed  are 
works  of  the  flesh:  adultery,  fornication,  uncleanness, 
lasciviousness,  idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance, 
emulations,  wrath,  strife,  seditions,  heresies,  envyings, 
murders,  drunkenness, revellings.  These  seed  do  not 
produce  life.  For  the  scripture  tells  us  that  those  who 
nurture  these  seed  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 
These  seed  must  be  tossed  aside. 

But  the  choice  seed  that  will  produce  quality  fruit  must 
be  nurtured  to  full  maturity.  When  this  is  the  case,  our 
lives  will  produce  a  beautiful  garden  -  beautiful  fruit  will 
be  the  result.  Fruit  such  as  love,  joy,  peace,  long-suffering, 
gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance. 

This  is  the  harvest  God  expects  from  each  of  our 
gardens  of  life.  This  is  the  potential  He  has  planted  within 
each  of  us.  It  is  up  to  us  to  make  the  choice  of  the  fruit 
that  we  will  bear.  Will  yours  be  works  of  the  flesh  that 
may  be  reproduced  for  generations  to  come  in  your 
children's  children?  Works  that  will  hurt,  hinder  and 
ultimately  destroy?  Or  will  you  choose  to  bear  good  fruit? 
Fruit  that  will  produce  quality  seed  for  generations  to 
come  and  that  will  bring  blessings  and  life  to  those  who 
follow  after  us! 

Let's  sow  seeds  of  love  and  kindness,  joy  and  peace,  life 
and  happiness.  Let  us  make  our  garden  one  which  will 
produce  blessing  for  all  around  us  -  and  one  that  will 
glorify  the  God  of  the  Harvest.

God's  Expectation  From  Scripture 

Men  live  in  what  could  well  be  the  most  exciting  days  of 
all  recorded  history.  Advances  in  technology  have  made 
what  was  once  thought  impossible  several  years  ago 
possible  today.  Electronic  communications  make  it 
possible  to  communicate  instantly  around  the  world. 
Many  people  throughout  the  world  are  hearing  the  good 
news  of  salvation  for  the  first  time  because  of  these 
technological  breakthroughs. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  has  both  a  privilege  and  a 
responsibility  to  reach  the  majority  of  the  world's 
population  who  have  never  heard  the  gospel.  Scripture 
reveals  that  the  time  of  the  second  coming  of  Christ  is 
directly  related  to  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom  preached  as  a 
testimony  to  all  nations.  "And  this  gospel  of  the  kingdom 
shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all 
nations;  and  then  shall  the  end  come"  Matthew  24:14. 
Yet,  men  cannot  rely  solely  on  satellite  telecommunication 
systems  to  reach  the  world  for  Christ. 

The  New  Testament  clearly  teaches  that  God  has  given 
some  Christians  special  gifts  and  abilities  to  share  their 
faith  and  proclaim  the  "good  news."  These  individuals  are 
the  evangelists  of  the  church.  "And  He  gave  some 
apostles,  and  some,  prophets;  and  some  evangelists;  and 
some,  pastors  and  teachers"  Ephesians  4:11. 

Not  every  Christian  is  an  evangelist,  but  all  can  and 
should  be  witnesses  for  Jesus  Christ.  Some  Christians  are 
good  at  witnessing  and  some  are  not.  GOD'S 
EXPECTATION  IS  THAT  ALL  WILL  ENDEAVOR  TO 
SHARE  THE  GOSPEL  NEWS. 

INDIVIDUALS  REACH  INDIVIDUALS 

Christ's  brief  ministry  on  earth  was  sufficient  to 
establish  priorities  and  methods  to  carry  His  message  of 
deliverance  and  salvation  around  the  world.  From  a 
careful  examination  of  the  life  of  Christ,  His  strategy  for 
winning  the  world  is  clear.  There  were  a  number  of 
occasions  in  which  Christ  did  minister  to  the  masses. 
However,  He  spent  most  of  His  ministry  with  a  few  hand- 
picked  individuals.  It  appears  that  Jesus'  intention  all 
along  was  to  use  individuals  to  reach  other  individuals 
with  His  message  of  salvation.  The  few  disciples  who  were 
trained  under  His  ministry  would  in  turn  teach  and  win 
others  with  the  gospel.  The  Kingdom  of  God  thus  spread 
throughout  the  world  through  this  one-on-one  process  of 
evangelism. 

Jesus  did  say,  [as  you]  "Go  and  make  disciples" 
Matthew  28:18  NIV.  What  Jesus  was  really  saying  here 
was  that  while  men  are  going  in  normal  pursuits  of  life, 


they  are  to  influence  individuals  for  Christ.  Most  everyone 
in  some  way,  shape,  or  form  is  always  going.  But  is 
everyone  daily  influencing  others  for  Jesus  Christ? 

The  modern  day  Christian  has  often  regarded  personal 
evangelism  as  an  option  for  a  few,  not  a  responsibility  for 
all.  This  idea  is  contrary  to  the  entire  message  of  the 
scriptures.  The  teachings  of  Jesus  indicate  that  every  area 
of  our  lives  affects  our  ability  to  communicate  God's  love 
to  others. 

FRIENDSHIP  EVANGELISM 

The  Evangelism  Ministries  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  in  cooperation  with  the  Men's  Ministries 
developed  an  exciting  new  program  to  instruct  and 
motivate  the  laity  -  men  and  women  actively 
participating  in  evangelism.  Since  its  inception  some  1500 
have  completed  the  course  and  earned  certificates.  Some 
487  within  the  Conference  in  1995  earned  certificates  in 
classes  sponsored  by  the  Evangelism  Department. 
Already  in  1996  some  145  men  and  women  have  earned 
certificates  in  Conference  training  sessions.  The  course 
has  now  spread  in  use  to  the  mission  fields  of  Africa. 

The  Friendship  Evangelism  course  trains  and 
motivates  individuals  to  be  more  actively  involved  in  the 
harvest  of  souls.  It  is  not  exhaustive  on  the  subject  of  soul- 
winning.  Rather  it  will  introduce  Christians  to  the 
responsibility  they  have  as  members  of  Christ's  church  to 
reach  their  communities  with  the  Gospel. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  twofold.  First,  it  will 
provide  a  scriptural  basis  for  the  dynamics  of  personal 
evangelism.  Second,  it  will  encourage  the  diversity  of 
opportunities  for  evangelism  that  most  Christians  will 
find  are  readily  available. 

The  course  is  built  around  six  divisions: 

•  God's  Expectation  From  Scripture 

•  Communicating  The  Essentials 

•  Face  To  Face 

•  Timing  And  Stair-Stepping 

•  Conversational  Witnessing 

•  Bonding  The  New  Believer 

TWO  THINGS  ARE  CERTAIN  -  MEN  ARE  DYING 
IN  SIN,  AND  CHRISTIANS  MUST  WITNESS!  The 
MOTTO  of  the  Friendship  Evangelism  Course  should  be 
adopted  -  "This  week,  I'm  going  to  tell  someone  about 
Jesus!"

REVEREND  ODELL  HOWARD 

Brother  O.  T.  Howard  was  a  well- 
balanced  Christian  gentleman  and 
pastor/leader.  Services  were  conducted  in  his 
honor  at  Greenville  First  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  on  Thursday,  December  14, 
1995.  Pastor  David  Wood,  his  longtime 
friend  Reverend  Ralph  R.  Johnson,  and 
Conference  Superintendent  T.  Elwood  Long 
officiated.  His  former  pastor  of  many  years 
Reverend  Frank  Gentry  officiated  at  the 
interment  in  Goldsboro,  NC. 

(There  are  so  many  things  I  could  write 
about  this  grand  servant  of  the  Lord  and  the 
Church,  but  I  have  decided  to  let  him  speak 
for  himself.  Listen  with  your  heart  as  well  as 
your  ear  and  it  will  seem  as  if  you  hear  his 
voice.  [TEL]) 

"I  was  born  on  June  9,  1909,  in  Jones 
County,  North  Carolina,  to  Jacob  Alonza  and 
Annie  Baysden  Howard.  I  was  the  third  of 
seven  children.  My  father  built  and 
maintained  railroads  for  lumber  companies 
and  also  did  farming.  We  moved  from  place 
to  place,  and  in  1923  we  moved  to  Goldsboro, 
NC,  just  before  my  fourteenth  birthday. 

"I  got  a  job  as  messenger  with  the  Postal 
Telegraph  Company  for  about  four  months, 
and  then  transferred  to  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company.  During  this  time  I 
began  studying  telegraphy,  and  September 
of  1925  I  was  sent  to  Morehead  City  as  a 
clerk,  where  I  remained  for  seven  weeks.  I 
then  returned  to  the  Goldsboro  office  and 
worked  until  Christmas.  I  quit  this  job  and 
began  studying  for  railroad  work  with  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line. 

"In  June  1926  I  attended  a  revival  in  the 
Oak  Street  Pentecostal  Hohness  Church  and 


was  converted.  I  applied  for  a  job  with  the 
Postal  Telegraph  Company  as  operator  and 
continued  there  until  March  of  1928. 

"In  October  of  1928  I  entered  what  was 
then  known  as  Holmes  Bible  and  Missionary 
Institute  in  Greenville,  SC,  from  which  I 
graduated  in  May  of  1935. 

"The  first  three  summers  out  of  school  I 
worked  as  a  telegraph  operator  in  various 
towns.  The  others  were  spent  mostly  in 
evangelistic  work  with  my  father  in  the 
churches  he  served.  In  October  of  1933  I  was 
licensed  to  preach  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  and  was  ordained  in  October  of  1935. 

"On  July  1,  1935, 1  married  Nellie  Louise 
Lynch  of  Goldsboro,  and  in  November  we 
moved  to  Tarboro  where  I  began  my  first 
pastorate.  I  continued  this  pastorate  for  six 
years,  and  during  this  time  I  also  served  the 
Wakelon,  Rehoboth,  and  Roper  churches. 
During  the  Tarboro  pastorate  four  of  our 
children  were  born:  Betty  Jo,  Rachel, 
Bonnie,  and  Merritt  J. 

"In  1939  I  was  elected  conference 
secretary  and  served  in  this  office  for  35 
years. 

"In  1941 1  was  assigned  to  the  Whiteville 
church  where  I  remained  for  four  years.  Our 
son  Richard  was  born  in  Whiteville. 

"From  Whiteville,  I  went  to  the  Clinton 
and  Sharon  churches.  After  one  year  the 
Clinton  pastorate  became  full-time,  and  I 
continued  it  for  two  more  years.  During  the 
Whiteville  and  Clinton  pastorates,  I  also 
served  the  Elizabethtown  church. 

"I  continued  pastorates  in  Rocky  Mount 
for  four  years,  at  the  Emmanuel  church  in 
Raleigh  for  three  years,  the  Goldsboro 
Tabernacle  for  one  year,  the  St.  Paul  church 
for  four  years,  the  Shiloh  church  for  seven 
years,  the  Belfast  church  for  three  years,  and 
the  Moore's  Chapel  church  for  four  years." 

"Everywhere  he  went,  he  shared  the  good 
news  of  Jesus'  great  love." 

His  eyes  were  filled  with  tears  of  joy,  his 
voice  cracked  with  deep  emotion,  his  aging 
frame  shook  with  the  aged  feelings  of  a 
pilgrim  near  the  end  of  a  long  journey.  His 
voice  weak  from  years  of  proclaiming  eternal 
truth  took  on  new  strength  as  O.  T.  Howard 
spoke  his  heart,  "I  am  ready  to  go!" 


Unknown  to  any  of  us  who  shared  that 
moment,  in  a  few  short  weeks  angels  would 
serenade  that  warrior  to  his  rest  in  the 
presence  of  his  loving  Lord. 

Brother  Howard's  presence  here  at 
Greenville  First  was  a  source  of  blessing  for 
all  of  us.  His  long  life  of  modeling  the  walk 
and  talk  of  a  disciple  was  an  inspiration  to 
the  old  and  young  alike.  He  always  made  a 
point  to  express  a  deep  appreciation  for  the 
truth  of  God's  Word.  He  rejoiced  in  that 
truth,  and  it  set  him  free. 

Everywhere  he  went,  he  shared  the  good 
news  of  Jesus'  great  love.  He  is  greatly 
missed  here  in  Greenville,  but,  by  God's 
grace  we  will  see  him  and  enjoy  his 
fellowship  again  in  the  company  of  the 
redeemed.

I  came  to  know  this  man  about  the  time 
I  was  saved  in  the  old  Goldsboro  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  He  was  already  a 
Christian  and  had  a  lot  of  influence  on  me. 
He  was  a  very  devout  young  man.  He  felt  the 
call  to  the  ministry  with  a  strong  leaning 
toward  missions.  In  the  fall  of  1928  he 
enrolled  in  Holmes  Bible  and  Missionary 
Institute  and  studied  for  the  next  seven 
years.  In  the  Fall  of  1929  I  also  entered 
Holmes.  We  rode  the  Southern  train  from 
Goldsboro  to  Greenville,  SC.  We  roomed 
together  for  two  years.  He  was  a  most 
cooperative  roommate. 

At  the  annual  conference  of  1933  he  was 
granted  license  to  preach.  After  finishing 
school,  he  and  one  of  our  greatest  young 
women,  Miss  Nellie  Lynch,  were  united  in 
matrimony  by  Rev.  Jerome  Hodges  at  his 
residence  on  Daisy  Street  in  Goldsboro. 
Together  they  made  a  good  team  for  the 
Lord  and  the  church.  His  first  pastorate  was 
Tarboro,  followed  by  several  more. 

He  was  a  good  and  faithful  husband,  a 
father,  and  dedicated  pastor.  Brother 
Howard  was  the  best  man  I  have  ever 
known.  The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered 
of  the  Lord.  May  God  bless  the  memory  of 
this  good  man  and  sustain  his  lovely  wife 
and  children.

REVEREND  LELAND  S. 
EATMON 

(Brother  Eatmon  was  a  graceful,  caring  and 
humble  man  of  faith.  My  memories  of  him  are 
among  the  treasures  I  hold  dear.  I  think  no  one 
can  adequately  tell  the  story  like  his  brother, 
Reverend  J.  Everette  Eatmon.  [TEL]) 

Leiand  Samuel  Eatmon  was  born  in  Wilson, 
NC,  on  November  22,  1934,  into  the  home  of  J. 
A.  [Jimmy]  and  Mary  Worrell  Eatmon.  He  was 
the  last  of  seven  children  born  into  our  home.  He 
was  preceded  in  death  by  his  father  and  three 
brothers  and  is  survived  by  two  brothers  Ernest 
R.  Eatmon,  Everette  Eatmon,  a  sister  Inez 
Evans,  and  his  mother  who  is  93  years  old. 

In  the  early  1940's,  two  older  brothers  had 
gone  off  to  the  war  in  Europe.  During  that  year 
revival  came  to  the  Wilson  First  Church  where 
my  family  attended.  It  was  almost  a  continuous 
long-lasting  revival.  During  these  revivals 
Leiand,  Inez,  and  I  came  to  the  Lord.  Leiand 
was  seven  years  old,  and  it  blesses  me  even  now 
to  remember  how  God  blessed  Leiand.  Leiand, 
Inez,  and  I  attended  every  service  possible  from 
then  on.  I  remember  staying  as  late  as  4:00  a.m. 

After  returning  from  a  stint  in  the  U.S.A.F., 
I  came  home  and  answered  the  call  to  preach. 
Leiand  took  great  interest  in  my  ministry  and 
went  with  me  to  revivals  I  conducted.  He  stayed 
with  me  some  of  the  time. 

Leiand  felt  the  call  to  preach,  and  when  I 
was  pastoring  Vanceboro,  he  answered  the  call. 
He  preached  his  first  sermon  for  me  there.  He 
received  his  Mission  Worker's  License,  Local 
Preacher's  and  Ordination  in  the  N.  C. 
Conference.  From  the  day  that  he  yielded  to  the 
call  until  the  day  he  died,  I  found  him  to  be  a 
Pentecostal  Holiness  preacher  indeed:  an 
uncompromising  one. 

He  often  invited  me  for  revivals  in  the 
churches  he  pastored,  and  I  often  invited  him  to 
preach  in  my  churches. 

On  the  night  of  September  22,  1995,  when  I 
got  the  call  telling  me  of  his  accident,  my  son 
drove  me  to  the  hospital  in  Pinehurst.  We 


arrived  about  2:00  a.m.,  and  as  we  crossed  the 
parking  lot,  I  was  met  by  my  brother  Randolph 
and  he  told  me,  "Leiand  didn't  make  it."  No  one 
will  ever  know  the  shock  and  the  great  loss  that 
I  suddenly  felt.  Not  only  my  blood  brother,  but 
one  of  my  closest  friends  and  confidantes  had 
suddenly  left  us. 

My  family  told  me  that  I  was  not  physically 
able,  if  I  was  asked,  to  speak  at  his  funeral.  I 
knew  then  with  the  help  of  the  God  we  both 
loved  and  labored  for  so  many  years  that  I  would 
do  it.  On  Monday  at  his  funeral  in  the  First 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  Wilson,  I  never 
felt  God  any  nearer  and  His  anointing  any 
greater.  God  was  there.  His  angels  were  all 
around  us.  The  mighty  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
was  very  real.  For  the  first  time  in  my  life,  we 
had  an  altar  service  at  a  funeral. 

All  of  my  life  I  had  heard  that  if  anjrthing  is 
perfect,  you  can't  add  anything  to  it  or  take 
anything  from  it  to  make  it  better.  That  day  I 
knew  that  was  not  true,  because  my  brother's 
homegoing  brought  heaven  nearer  and  dearer  to 
me.  I'm  made  to  realize  that  heaven  is  made  of 
the  best  things  and  for  the  best  people.  Heaven 
just  got  better.  I'll  see  him  again  in  the  morning 
in  our  Father's  house,  and  those  precious  sheaves 
that  He  has  gathered  here  will  rejoice  with  us  all. 

Leiand  is  survived  by  his  wife  Barbara 
Amerson  Eatmon,  two  daughters  Pamela 
Bennett  and  Barbara  Ann  Fail,  and  by  a  son 
Leiand  Samuel  [Sammy]  Eatmon,  Jr.  and  two 
grandchildren,  his  pride  and  joy  Kalin  Bennett 
and  Joshua  Fail.  Pray  for  them.  They  all  are 
having  trouble  coping  with  this  great  loss.  But 
this  I  know,  on  that  resurrection  morning  when 
the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first,  with  new, 
glorified  bodies,  I'll  see  him  again  to  part  no 
never.

"For  God  so  loved  the  world  that 
He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son  that  whosoever 
believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish  but  have 
everlasting  life"  (John  3:16).  As  a  Possessor  of 
the  greatest  gift  ever  given,  God  had  plans  for 
him.  "For  I  know  the  plans  I  have  for  you, 
declares  the  Lord,  plans  to  prosper  you  and  not 
to  harm  you,  plans  to  give  you  hope  and  a 
future"  (Jeremiah  29:11  NIV).  He  walked  in  the 
new  life  as  a  young  man  born  again,  forgiven, 
and  adopted  into  the  family  of  God.  He  would 
possess  a  home  in  heaven  because  of  his 
relationship  with  the  owner  -  Jesus  Christ  the 
Son  of  the  Living  God. 

He  received  a  second  call  in  the  year  1966. 
He  was  thirty-two  years  old.  "How  shall  they  call 


on  Him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed;  and 
how  shall  they  believe  in  Him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear 
without  a  preacher?"  (Romans  10:13) 

He  joined  the  N.  C.  Conference  in  1966.  He 
was  recommended  by  such  men  of  God  as  B.  C. 
Horrell,  0.  T.  Howard,  and  Everette  Eatmon. 
His  ordination  was  granted  in  1968. 

Leiand  Eatmon,  because  of  the  second  call, 
was  a  PROCLAIMER,  A  PREACHER,  of  God's 
Word.  He  walked  in  the  greatest  profession  of  all 
times. 

Say  what  you  will,  preaching  has  changed 
the  direction  of  life  -  corporate  and  personal.  It 
was  Jesus  who  came  preaching  and  in  turn 
commanded  His  followers  to  "go  into  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

When  Isaiah  stood  up  to  preach,  a  whole  new 
concept  of  holiness  was  born  in  the  earth.  When 
Jeremiah  walked  out  of  the  fields  of  Anathoth  to 
prophesy,  a  new  morality  came  to  a  whole  nation. 
When  Amos  left  his  plow  in  the  furrows  of  Tekoa 
and  began  to  preach,  there  emerged  a  new  social 
justice.  When  Augustine  proclaimed  the  Holy 
City,  there  came  with  it  the  dawn  of  a  new 
conscience.  When  Francis  went  up  and  down  the 
Village  streets  preaching,  there  came  a  new 
compassion  for  the  poor  and  underprivileged. 
Through  the  preaching  of  Luther  there 
blossomed  in  the  earth  a  spiritual  emancipation. 
The  preaching  of  Calvin  brought  into  being  the 
birth  of  modern  democracy.  Through  the 
preaching  of  John  Wesley  there  was  ushered  in 
the  age  of  the  common  man.  The  power  of 
preaching  has  been  felt  in  every  generation. 

For  twenty-eight  years  he  pastored  in  the  N. 
C.  Conference.  Five  churches  were  changed  and 
blessed  by  his  ministry.  They  were 
Stantonsburg,  Taylors  Chapel,  Whitley,  Calvary 
(Heritage),  and  Thomas  Chapel.  I  met  him  first 
when  he  pastored  Whitley.  He  opened  the  pulpit 
to  my  ministry.  He  was  known  for  that  -  an 
encourager  to  younger  ministers. 

His  third  call  came  on  September  23.  It  was 
a  sudden  call.  It  was  an  appointment  with  the 
Lord  -  absent  in  the  body  present  with  the  Lord. 
He  became  a  PARTICIPATOR.  "Wherefore 
seeing  we  also  are  compassed  about  with  so 
great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  let  us  lay  aside  every 
weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth  so  easily  beset 
us,  and  let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is 
set  before  us"  (Hebrews  12:1).  "Let  us  rejoice  and 
be  glad,  for  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  has  come 
and  His  wife  [the  bride]  has  made  herself  ready" 
(Revelation  19:7).  He  became  a  Participator  in 
those  who  have  gone  on  before,  in  those  who  are 
in  heaven  preparing  for  the  imminent  marriage 
supper  of  the  bride. 

This  sudden  death  is  not  the  end  -  it  is  not 
the  beginning  of  the  end  -  it  is  the  end  of  the 
beginning.  HE  IS  IN  HEAVEN  AS  A 
PARTICIPATOR  WITH  CHRIST,  WITHOUT 
THE  LIMITATIONS  OF  THE  EARTH!

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Lines  From  Linda  ... 

Since  the  NCWM  Retreat  and  witnessing 
the  powerful  Joy  In  Intergenerational  Family 
Relationships  workshop  presented  by  Dr.  Myrle 
Swicegood,  my  awareness  of  the  impact  of  home 
hfe  on  children  has  been  renewed. 

This  being  the  month  of  Mother's  Day,  I 
have  been  thinking  about  the  role  of  the  mother 
in  developing  the  character  of  her 
children... and  her  children's  children... and  all 
the  children  who  follow  through  the  generations 
after  her.  Just  as  the  genetic  factor  takes  hold 
in  our  physical  bodies,  so  do  the  values  and 
character  that  a  mother  teaches  and 
exemplifies  in  the  home. 

I  am  reminded  of  a  poem  by  William  Rose 
Wallace  entitled  "The  Hand  That  Rocks  the 
Cradle  Is  the  Hand  That  Rules  the  World."* 

Blessing  on  the  hand  of  women!  Angels  guard  its 

strength  and  grace. 
In  the  palace,  cottage,  hovel;  Oh,  no  matter  where  the 

place; 

Would  that  never  storms  assailed  it.  Rainbows  ever 
gently  curled; 

For  the  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  is  the  hand  that 
rules  the  world. 

Infancy's  the  tender  fountain;  Power  may  with  beauty 
flow. 

Mother's  first  to  guide  the  streamlets.  From  them  souls 

unresting  grow  - 
Grow  on  for  the  good  or  evil;  Sunshine  streamed  or  evil 

hurled; 

For  the  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  is  the  hand  that 
rules  the  world. 

Woman,  how  divine  your  mission  here  upon  our  natal 
sod! 

Keep,  oh,  keep  the  young  heart  open  always  to  the 

breath  of  God! 
All  true  trophies  of  the  ages  from  mother-love 

impearled; 

For  the  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  is  the  hand  that 
rules  the  world. 

Blessing  on  the  hand  of  women!  Fathers,  sons,  and 

daughters  cry. 
And  the  sacred  song  is  mingled  with  the  worship  in  the 

sky- 

Mingled  where  no  tempest  darkens;  Rainbows 

evermore  are  hurled; 
For  the  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  is  the  hand  that 

rules  the  world. 

I  believe  this  poem  so  emphatically 
expresses  the  influence  of  a  mother.  I  can  look 
back  at  my  own  childhood  and  recall  the 
teachings  and  life  example  of  my  mother  in 
shaping  and  molding  my  life.  Today  I  hear 
myself  saying  to  my  own  children  to  same 
"words  of  wisdom"  that  my  mother  said  to  me.  I 
find  myself  thinking  like  I  know  she  must  have 
thought.

As  I  reflect  on  this,  I  look  even  further  back 
in  my  mother's  history.  I  never  knew  my  great 
grandmothers  or  my  father's  mother,  but  my 
mother's  mother  (known  to  all  her 
grandchildren  as  Mammy)  was  a  very  special 
person.  She  was  a  woman  of  strong  constitution 
and  principle.  She  gave  birth  to  nine  children, 
two  of  whom  died  in  early  childhood.  Although 
her  income  was  very  limited,  she  made  the  best 
of  their  resources.  She  gardened  and  sewed  and 
taught  each  of  them  to  take  responsibility.  She 
was  known  in  the  neighborhood  as  the  nurse, 
the  midwife,  and  in  some  instances,  the  funeral 
director.  She  enjoyed  sewing  and  crocheting  for 
other  people  -  at  no  charge.  She  canned 
vegetables  and  made  jams  and  jellies.  When 
friends  and  neighbors  came  by,  many  times 
they  left  with  some  of  her  goodies  in  hand.  I 
believe  Mammy  had  a  Barnabus  spirit  -  she 
was  a  helper. 

Although  my  mother  had  a  milder  spirit 
than  Mammy  did,  I  so  often  saw  the  same 
loving,  giving-of-self  attribute  exhibited  in  her 
life.  Moma  was  always  there  when  she  was 
needed  by  family,  fi^ends,  or  a  stranger  passing 
through.  She  enjoyed  people  and  valued 
friendships.  She  was  a  hard  worker  at  home 
and  yet  found  great  joy  in  being  a  blessing  to 
others.  One  of  the  things  that  she  instilled  in 
me  was  to  always  give  others  the  benefit  of  any 
doubt.  So  often  she  would  say,  "If  you  can't  say 
something  good  about  someone,  just  don't  say 
anything." 

In  preparing  for  this  article,  I  asked  our 
children  to  share  some  of  the  ways  in  which  my 
mother,  their  grandmother,  helped  to  shape 
their  lives.  Scott,  our  oldest  son,  who  is  now  a 
practicing  attorney,  wTote  as  follows: 

The  influence  of  past  generations  continues 
beyond  the  short  time  our  mothers  and 
grandmothers  live  in  this  world.  Their  values, 
beliefs  and  morals  are  carried  on  by  their  children 
and  grandchildren  left  behind.  My  Grandmother 
Maggie  died  in  1984,  but  I  can  clearly  see  and 
remember  her  even  today.  She  was  always  neatly 
dressed  and  had  a  kind  word  for  everyone  she 
came  in  contact  with  on  a  daily  basis. 

Though  she  had  nineteen  grandchildren,  she 
never  passed  up  the  opportunity  to  spend  time 
with  each  one  as  an  individual.  I  can  remember 
her  helping  me  with  my  homework  as  a  child  and 
instilling  in  me  the  importance  of  a  good 
education.  I  can  recall  very  clearly  her  helping  me 
to  learn  the  states  and  capitals.  That  is  just  one 
example  of  the  individual  time  she  spent  with  me. 
She  lived  with  our  family  during  several  of  my 
teenage  years,  and  her  support  and 
encouragement  guided  me  through  that  critical 
period. 

Though  she  suffered  from  very  poor  health 
during  her  last  couple  of  years,  she  still  put  others 
first  and  was  aJways  ready  with  a  helping  hand. 
Even  though  my  Grandmother  Maggie  is  now 
deceased,  she  continues  to  play  an  importance  role 
in  my  life.  Her  vsJues  and  beliefs  dwell  in  me  and 
guide  me  daily  as  I  strive  to  help  others  as  she 


helped  me. 

Allen,  our  next  son  who  is  in  graduate 
school,  shared  these  remembrances: 

Some  of  my  earliest  remembrances  are  of 
spending  numerous  hot  summer  days  at  the  farm 
house  under  Grandmoma  Maggie's  watchful  eye  as 
she  hummed  her  favorite  hymns.  She  was  never 
too  busy  to  spend  time  with  us.  I  watched  her 
closely  with  the  big  open  eyes  of  a  child.  As  I  grew, 
there  were  many  special  things  she  did  just  for  me. 
There  were  also  times  when  I  pushed  the  limits  of 
what  an  adolescent  should  be  doing.  Then  she 
would  take  me  aside  and  in  her  own  loving  way 
offer  me  a  firm  reminder  of  right  and  wrong. 

At  the  time  I  did  not  realize  the  impact  she 
was  having  on  my  life,  but  now  I  often  think  of  her 
and  remember  how  she  was  a  hard  worker  and 
remember  the  words  of  wisdom  she  offered  me. 
Her  shining  example  and  time  she  spent  with  me 
still  help  in  shaping  my  life  today.  As  long  as  I  live, 
the  strength  of  her  character  will  help  me  in 
making  life's  decisions.  Grandmoma  Maggie's 
legacy  will  live  on.  Because  of  her  Godly  influence 
on  me,  my  children  will  be  affected  by  her  life. 
Brjmn,  our  third  son,  who  is  a  senior  at  East 
Carolina  University  and  looking  forward  to  his 
May  4  graduation,  wrote  this: 

When  I  think  of  Grandmoma  Maggie,  I 
remember  how  important  it  is  to  help  others 
throughout  our  life.  She  was  the  one  who  watched 
over  me  when  I  was  a  child  and  my  parents  were 
away.  I  depended  on  her.  I  was  young  and  careless, 
but  she  was  old  and  wise.  She  knew  what  was  best 
for  me.  She  made  certain  that  I  was  safe,  well-fed 
and  in  bed  on  time. 

As  she  grew  older,  she  moved  in  with  us. 
During  her  sickness,  she  depended  on  us  to  care 
for  her.  Although  I  was  young  and  could  not  offer 
her  wisdom  or  comforting  words,  I  was  there  with 
her,  and  that  meant  a  lot  to  her.  We  watched  over 
her  as  she  had  once  watched  over  us.  I  remember 
the  day  the  ambulance  came  to  take  her  away  for 
the  last  time.  I  recall  thinking  we  would  probably 
not  have  her  much  longer,  for  the  end  of  her  life 
was  near  and  God  would  take  her  home  soon. 

What  did  I  learn  from  Grandmoma  Maggie?  I 
learned  that  at  first  we  are  all  weak  and  need  the 
watchful  eye  of  someone  who  cares.  I  learned  that 
when  we  are  strong  and  wise,  we  have  a 
responsibility  to  watch  over  those  who  cannot  fend 
for  themselves  -  both  young  and  old.  But  most 
importantly,  I  learned  that  we  are  all  children  in 
Ciod's  eyes,  and  He  is  always  watching  over  us.  I 
know  that  she  is  vnt\i  God  now;  and  when  my  time 
on  earth  is  up,  I  can  stand  with  Him  and  with 
Grandmoma  Maggie. 

Emma,  our  daughter,  who  is  our  youngest 
child  and  a  student  at  East  Carolina 
University,  wrote  as  follows: 

My  Grandmother  Maggie  died  when  I  was 
eight  years  old.  The  memories  I  have  of  her  are 
few,  but  I  would  not  trade  them  for  anything.  She 
lived  with  our  family  and  shared  my  bedroom.  I 
remember  staying  awake  at  night  listening  to  her 
bedtime  stories,  always  begging  for  just  one  more  — 
which  she  always  obliged. 

As  her  physical  condition  worsened,  it  was 
really  hard  to  watch  the  effects  of  her  sickness. 
After  she  had  a  stroke,  I  remember  sitting  with 
her  and  helping  her  to  learn  to  speak  again.  She 
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tried  so  hard  for  me,  but  there  was  never  much 
improvement.  Her  death  was  not  an  easy  thing  for 
an  eight-year-old  girl  to  understand  or  deal  with. 
Now,  twelve  years  later,  there  is  hardly  a  day  that 
goes  by  that  I  do  not  think  of  her.  I  still  miss  her 
more  than  words  can  say.  There  are  times  now 
that  I  feel  her  with  me  and  feel  she  must  be 
looking  down  on  me  from  Heaven,  watching  over 
me.  She  will  always  be  my  own  special  guardian 
angel. 

As  a  mother,  I  know  that  we  can  sometimes 
be  overwhelmed  with  the  daily  routine 
necessities  of  our  role.  We  sometimes  think  our 
place  in  life  as  maid,  chauffeur,  nurse,  and 
counselor  (and  whatever  is  called  for  at  the 
moment)  is  not  making  much  impact  on  the 
world.  We  tend  to  forget  that  we  are  building 
the  future.  The  values,  the  character,  the 
morals,  and  the  faith  in  God  that  we  instill  in 
our  children  are  molding  the  future  of  our 
nation  and  our  world. 

What  an  impact... what  power  a  mother  has! 
Oh,  for  Godly  mothers  and  grandmothers  to 
take  their  places  with  great  courage  and 
fortitude  knowing  that  within  their  hands  is  the 
potential  to  change  the  world.  Yes,  William 
Ross  Wallace,  you  expressed  it  just  right. 
And... our  prayer  is  that  mothers  will  recognize 
the  value  God  places  on  their  role  and  make 
motherhood  the  priority  in  life  He  wills  it  to  be.

From  the  Superintendent

SANCTIFICATION 

Reverend  Ralph  R.  Johnson  is  in  a 
declining  stage  of  health.  He  has  been  a 
vital  leader  for  many  years.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  in  1932.  He  officially  retired 
in  1982  but  has  continued  to  be  of 
valuable  service  to  the  Body  of  Christ.  I 
have  selected  the  following  writing  from 
him  which  appeared  in  this  paper  in 
July  of  1966. 

He,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  is  still  our 
only  Sanctifier!

Sanctification  is  the  Divine  process 
by  which  a  person  is  freed  of  the  old 
Adamic  nature,  or  carnal  mind,  and 
brought  into  a  proper  and  holy 
relationship  with  God  wherein  he  is 
able  to  live  a  life  acceptable  and 
pleasing  to  God. 

Throughout  the  Bible  the  horrible 
fact  of  man's  sinfulness  and  depravity 
is  set  forth.  But  like  a  wonderful,  new, 
super  highway,  taking  the  place  of  an 
old  crooked,  hilly,  rough,  and 
dangerous  road,  runs  the  glorious 
unfolding  of  God's  remedy  for  man's 
vile  and  fallen  state.  The  old  road  leads 
down  to  total  destruction;  the  new  road 
leads  upward  toward  total  salvation. 

Since  sin  is  of  a  two-fold  nature,  God 
deals  with  it  in  a  two-fold  manner.  Sin 
in  principle  is  bred  into  us.  We  are 
born  with  a  bent  to  wrong  doing.  This 


is  the  Adamic  nature  -  original  sin  - 
the  carnal  mind.  When  the  carnal  mind 
asserts  itself,  it  produces  transgression 
against  God.  This  is  committed  sin. 
Committed  sin  is  charged  against  the 
individual  when  he  becomes  respon- 
sible for  his  actions.  Upon  repentance 
through  faith,  these  transgressions  are 
forgiven.  But  the  big  problem  remains, 
"Who  shall  deliver  me  from  the  body  of 
this  death?" 

The  very  word  SANCTIFICATION 
has  a  beautiful  sound.  But  it  is  more 
than  beautiful.  Paul  tells  us  in  I 
Thessalonians  4:3,  "This  is  the  WILL  of 
God,  even  your  sanctification."  There  is 
a  great  and  powerful  argument  that 
sanctification  in  the  scriptures  means 
dedication,  and  that  we  are  mis- 
applying the  scriptures  when  we  say  it 
means  an  experience  of  cleansing.  It  is 
true  that  in  several  instances  the  word 
in  the  original  Greek  does  mean 
dedication  or  separation  to  a  holy 
purpose.  However,  in  the  Old 
Testament  we  see  that  offerings  made 
to  God  were  required  to  meet  very 
strict  tests.  They  must  be  approved  by 
God's  standards.  No  lame,  sick,  or 
unclean  animals  or  fowl  could  be 
offered  to  God.  They  must  be  of  the 
very  best  to  be  accepted  to  Him.  So  it  is 
evident  that,  before  one  can  present 
himself  wholly  to  God  in  dedication, 
there  must  be  a  cleansing,  a  purifying 
of  his  offering. 

"I  beseech  you  therefore,  brethren, 
by  the  mercies  of  God,  that  ye  present 
your  bodies  a  LIVING  sacrifice  HOLY, 
ACCEPTABLE  unto  God,  which  is 
your  reasonable  service.  And  be  not 
conformed  to  this  world;  but  be  ye 
transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your 
mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that 
good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect,  will 
of  God."  Thus  wrote  Saint  Paul  in 
Romans  12:1,  2.  Now,  how  can  this  be 
done?  Man  can  never  lift  himself  by  his 


own  bootstraps.  Carnality  will  produce 
failure  as  it  did  in  the  case  of  Nimrod 
and  his  followers.  Their  tower  never 
did  reach  God.  God  has  provided  the 
way.  Jesus,  the  Son  of  God,  said,  "I  am 
the  Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life:  no 
man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by 
me"  John  14:6.  Hebrews  13:12  states, 
"Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he  might 
sanctify  the  people  by  his  own  blood, 
suffered  without  the  gate." 

Check  with  Brother  Paul  again  in 
Romans  5:1,2  where  he  tells  us, 
"Therefore  being  JUSTIFIED  by  faith 
[this  involves  repentance  on  the  part  of 
the  believer  and  regeneration  of  the 
heart  on  the  part  of  God],  we  have 
PEACE  with  God  [the  results  of 
forgiveness  of  actual  transgressions] 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  By 
whom  we  have  access  [a  door  or 
passage]  into  this  GRACE  [holiness  of 
heart]  in  which  we  STAND,  and 
REJOICE  [the  natural  reaction  to  the 
experience  of  cleansing]  in  the  hope  of 
the  glory  of  God." 

The  truth  of  cleansing  [sanctifi- 
cation] is  further  brought  out  in 
Ephesians  5:25,  26,  "Husbands,  love 
your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved 
the  Church  and  gave  himself  for  it, 
that  he  might  sanctify  [to  set  apart] 
and  cleanse  it  [to  make  clean]  with  the 
washing  of  water  by  the  word,  That  he 
might  present  it  to  himself  a  glorious 
church,  not  having  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or 
any  such  thing;  but  that  it  should  be 
holy  and  without  blemish." 

The  Bible  is  well  supplied  with 
doctrinal  proof  of  the  provision  for  the 
sanctification  of  believers.  The  great 
need  today  is  daily,  living  proof  set  forth 
in  the  lives  of  those  who  have 
experienced  the  Second  Blessing. 
"Therefore,  let  your  light  so  shine  before 
men  that  they  may  see  your  GOOD 
WORKS  and  glorify  YOUR  FATHER 
which  is  in  heaven"  Matthew  5:16.

Dear  Fellow  Christians, 

My  name  is  Sonja  Debois,  and  I  am 
a  member  of  the  First  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  in  Goldsboro.  I  would 
like  to  share  my  testimony  with  you, 
and  I  hope  it  will  be  an  encouragement 
to  those  who  need  a  physical  healing. 

It  started  about  six  months  ago.  I 
didn't  feel  good,  but,  I  couldn't  really 
explain  how  I  felt.

The 
doctors  scheduled  additional  tests  and 
surgery  for  the  removal  of  the  tumor. 

The  Sunday  before  the  surgery  I 
asked  Associate  Pastor  Billy  Rose  to 
anoint  me  with  oil  and  pray  for  me.  On 
that  day  I  was  in  severe  pain.  The  pain 
left  me  and  never  came  back. 

In  my  heart  I  knew  there  wouldn't 
be  any  surgery.  I  knew  the  Lord  had 
touched  me. 

I  went  to  the  hospital  to  have  the 
Endoscopy  and  surgery.  The 
Endoscopy  was  performed,  but  the 
surgery  was  not.  The  doctor  later  told 
me  and  my  parents  that  she  searched 
all  in  my  stomach  with  the  light  but 
she  could  not  find  the  growth.  She 
knew  the  growth  had  been  there.  She 
and  four  other  doctors  had  seen  it,  but 
she  could  not  explain  what  happened 
to  it.  She  also  said  my  liver  was  its 
normal  size. 

I  knew  what  had  happened.  The 
Lord  had 
healed  me. 

I  had  been 
praying  for 
healing.  The 
Lord  heard  and 
answered  my 
prayers.  I  put 
all  my  trust 
and  faith  in 
Him  and  will

When  we  think  about  taking  a 
vacation,  our  thoughts  generally  turn  to  a  place  where  we  can 
relax  and  get  away  from  the  daily  rush  and  routine.  Here  in 
our  own  beautiful  state,  known  as  the  Variety  Vacationland, 
we  find  many  possibilities.  Whether  we  choose  to  go  to  the 
mountains  (where  Janice  and  Gary  Marshburn  always  go)  or 
to  the  coast  (where  Patsy  &  Henry  Deese  live),  we  tend  to  look 
for  a  place  of  special  interest  and  beauty. 

Joe  and  I  have  been  blessed  to  visit  some  beautiful  places.  I 
can't  begin  to  describe  to  anyone  who  hasn't  visited 
Switzerland  the  beauty  of  the  countryside  there  with  the 
immaculately  groomed  vineyards  on  the  hillsides.  The  view  of 
lush  green  pastures  and  the  cattle  grazing  right  up  in  the 
front  yards  of  the  homes  (which  also  house  the  cattle)  is 
picture  pretty.  The  ride  up  to  the  top  of  the  Matterhorn  on  the 
cog-wheeled  train  is  an  unforgettably  beautiful  adventure.

In  Mexico,  amidst  the  beautiful  landscape,  we  saw  from  our 
resort  room  windows  on  one  side  the  mansions-on-the-hillsides 
of  the  wealthy  and  on  the  other  side  the  small  shacks  without 
windows  or  doors  which  provided  shelters  for  the  poor.  In  the 
villages  of  Italy,  the  whole  town  shuts  down  for  an  afternoon 
siesta.  In  the  cities  of  France,  the  hustle  of  American  lifestyle 
is  duplicated. 

Just  last  month  we  visited  Barbados  where  a  friend  of  ours 
is  U.S.  Ambassador.  From  her  hilltop  home,  we  could  view  the 
beauty  of  the  island.  Just  out  from  her  residence  is  the 
Caribbean.  The  sugarcane  crops  and  banana  fields  provide 
agricultural  opportunities  for  the  Bajans.  In  spite  of  the 
beauty  of  the  land,  most  of  the  homes  were  small  chattel 
houses. 

The  white  silver  sands  of  the  southern  coast  of  Florida,  the 
jagged  mountainous  coastline  of  Washington,  the  vastness  of 
the  Grand  Canyon,  the  roar  of  Niagara  Falls,  the  quaint 
French  architecture  of  New  Orleans  -  all  of  these  are  part  of 
the  beauty  of  nature  that  God  has  given  us  to  enjoy  in  this  life. 

But  this  morning,  I  was  reading  from  Revelation  21.  There 
I  read  about  a  city  of  transparent  gold  like  grass.  I  read  the 
description  of  a  wall  of  jasper  that  will  surround  that  city  -  a 
wall  that  is  built  on  twelve  layers  of  foundation  stones  inlaid 
with  gems.  Layers  of  jasper,  sapphire,  chalcedony,  emerald, 
sardonyx,  sardus,  chrysolite,  beryl,  topaz,  chrysoprase, 
jacinth,  and  amethyst  make  up  the  foundation.  The  gates  for 
that  wall  are  made  of  pearls  -  each  gate  from  a  single  pearl. 
The  main  street  is  of  pure,  transparent  gold.  The  glory  of  God 
and  of  Jesus  illuminate  the  city. 

In  most  places  we  have  visited,  crime  is  prevalent,  but  in 
that  city  there  is  no  fear  of  crime.  The  gates  never  even  have 


to  be  closed  -  day  nor  night.  Nothing  evil  will  be  permitted 
there. 

Most  of  our  vacations  have  consisted  of  just  a  few  days 
away,  and  then  we  come  back  to  again  face  the  same  busy 
schedules  and  lifestyle  we  have  briefly  left  behind.  But  when 
we  go  to  this  place  of  beauty  described  in  Revelation,  we  will 
have  a  perpetual  vacation.  In  fact,  we  will  be  at  home  in  the 
ultimate  vacationland.  We  can  enjoy  the  river  of  pure  Water  of 
Life,  clear  as  crystal,  flowing  from  the  throne  of  God.  We  can 
enjoy  a  fresh  crop  of  fresh  fruit  each  month  from  the  Trees  of 
Life  -  the  same  trees  that  provide  healing  of  the  nations. 
What  a  glorious,  glorious  place! 

I'm  reminded  of  the  old  hymn  of  the  church:  "How  beautiful 
Heaven  must  be.  Sweet  home  of  the  happy  and  free;  Fair 
haven  of  rest  for  the  weary;  How  beautiful  Heaven  must  be!" 

Are  you  making  preparation?  Are  you  busy  getting  all  your 
tasks  completed?  Are  you  packing  your  spiritual  baggage?  Do 
you  have  your  ticket?  This  is  one  vacation  you'll  not  want  to 
miss!!

Soul-Winning  Is  Wise  ... 

With  special  emphasis  being  put  on  soul-winning  at  our 
1996  Convention,  it  is  hoped  that  each  member  will  become 
involved  in  personal  evangelism.  One  simple  method  of 
evangelizing  is  through  a  tract  ministry.  The  American  Tract 
Society  offers  the  following  tips  on  how  to  use  tracts: 

1.  Pray  before,  during,  and  after  giving  someone  a  tract.  Ask 
God  to  open  that  person's  heart. 

2.  Match  the  tract  to  the  reader.  Make  it  appropriate  to  the 
person's  age,  interests,  and  circumstances. 

3.  Whenever  possible,  give  the  tract  with  a  personal  word  of 
concern  and  genuine  compassion. 

4.  Be  friendly  when  sharing  the  good  news  of  Christ.  Smile! 
Think  of  the  joy  a  lifeguard  feels  in  rescuing  a  drowning 
person. 

5.  Don't  force  anyone  to  take  a  tract.  Be  sensitive  to  the 
situation. 

6.  Keep  tracts  handy  in  cars,  purses,  briefcases,  pockets,  or 
desks.  Include  them  with  bill  payments  and  in  special 
occasion  cards  sent  to  friends  and  loved  ones. 

Gospel  tracts  are  available  at  most  Christian  bookstores.  If 
you  are  interested  in  ordering  tracts  from  American  Tract 
Society,  the  address  is  Box  462008,  Garland,  TX  75046-2008.

Through  life's  journey,  God  has  always  given  His  people 
tools  with  which  to  work  as  a  point  of  contact.  In  the  Old 
Testament,  Moses  had  his  "ROD,"  boy  David  had  his  "SLING 
SHOT  AND  ROCKS,"  Daniel  could  "INTERPRET"  dreams, 
and  Jonah's  was  a  "GREAT  FISH."  In  the  New  Testament, 
Jesus  had  his  'TWELVE  DISCIPLES"  and  "THE  CROSS."  In 
Acts,  God  used  the  "WIND,"  and  John  received  the 
"REVELATION."  We  have  been  given  "THE  BIBLE."  I  also 
believe  that  God  uses  some  special  people  with  special  words 
to  help  us  with  specific  trouble  and  problems. 

My  life  has  been  affected  and  almost  devastated  by  alcohol 
and  drugs.  God  sent  me  the  Al-Anon  Program.  This  is  a 
twelve-step  program  which  helps  teach  us  to  be  overcomers. 
Even  Christians  have  great  need  to  overcome  the  attacks  of 
Satan.  Many  of  God's  people  have  been  attacked  by 
dependencies  such  as  alcohol,  drugs,  evil  thoughts,  negative 
attitudes,  love  of  money,  selfishness,  anger,  fear  an  desire  to 
control  others.  We,  as  Christians,  must  be  overcomers  of  these 
things  which  can  be  stumbling  blocks  in  our  spiritual  growth. 

This  program  has  enhanced  my  spiritual  growth.  I  have 
learned  much  from  both  Christians  and  some  unsaved  people. 
I  am  learning  more  and  more  to  be  an  overcomer.  Satan  has 
attacked  me  personally  in  my  body,  by  family,  my  finances, 
and  even  through  some  church  people.  But,  by  God's  grace  and 
love,  I  AM  AN  OVERCOMER.  I  am  okay  today.  May  I  share 
my  "Twelve  Steps  for  Overcomers"  with  you. 
Step  1    We    admitted   we    were    powerless    over  our 

dependencies    and    that    our    lives    had  become 

unmanageable.  (Matthew  9:36,  Romans  7:18-20) 
Step  2    Come  to  believe  that  a  Power  greater  than  ourselves 

could  restore  us  to  sanity.  (Matthew  12:18-21;  Mark  9:23- 

24;  Luke  13:10-13;  John  6:63;  John  12:46) 
Step  3    Made  a  decision  to  turn  our  wills  and  our  lives  over  to 


the  care  of  God  as  we  understood  Him.  (Matthew  11:28-30; 

Matthew  16:21-26;  Ephesians  2:8-9) 
Step  4    Made  a  searching  and  fearless  moral  inventory  of 

ourselves.  (Matthew  23:23-28;  Luke  12:1-6;  Romans  13:11- 

14;  I  Corinthians  4:19-20;  Galatians  6:3-5) 
Step  5    Admitted  to  God,  to  ourselves,  and  to  another  human 

being  the  exact  nature  of  our  wrongs.  (Luke  15:17-20;  Acts 

15:17-20;  II  Corinthians  10:3-5;  Hebrews  4:12-16;  James 

5:16;  I  John  1:8-9) 
Step  6    Were  entirely  ready  to  have  God  remove  all  these 

defects  of  character.  (Romans  6:11-12;  Ephesians  4:17-23; 

Colossians  3:5-8;  I  Peter  1:13-16;  I  John  4:18;  Revelation 

3:19-20) 

Step  7  Humbly  asked  Him  to  remove  our  shortcomings. 
(Matthew  18:4;  Acts  3:19;  Hebrews  12:5-11;  I  Peter  5:6-7;  I 
John  5:14-15) 

Step  8  Made  a  list  of  all  persons  we  had  harmed  and  became 
willing  to  make  amends  to  them  all.  (Matthew  18:21-35; 
Luke  6:37-38;  Luke  19:8;  John  13:34-35;  I  Corinthians  13; 
II  Timothy  1:7;  James  4:11-12) 

Step  9  Made  direct  amends  to  such  people  wherever 
possible,  except  when  to  do  so  would  injure  them  or  others. 
(Matthew  5:9;  Romans  15:2;  Philippians  1:9-11;  Colossians 
4:5-6;  Philemon  8:17) 

Step  10  Continued  to  take  personal  inventory,  and  when  we 
were  wrong,  promptly  admitted  it.  (Mark  14:38;  Romans 
12:3;  I  Thessalonians  5:17-22;  Hebrews  2:1-3;  I  Peter  2:11) 

Step  11  Sought,  through  prayer  and  meditation,  to  improve 
our  conscious  contact  with  God  as  we  understood  Him, 
praying  only  for  knowledge  of  His  will  for  us  and  the  power 
to  carry  that  out.  (John  4:13-14;  Romans  8:26-28;  Galatians 
2:20;  Philippians  4:6-9;  Titus  3:1-7) 

Step  12  Having  had  a  spiritual  awakening  as  the  result  of 
these  steps,  we  tried  to  carry  this  message  to  others,  and  to 
practice  these  principles  in  all  our  affairs.  (Mark  5:18-20;  I 
Corinthians  9:22-27;  I  Corinthians  15:10;  I  Timothy  1:12- 
16) 

There  are  Al-Anon  groups  in  or  near  almost  every  town  in 
North  Carolina.  I  would  like  to  encourage  those  who  are  in 
spiritual  pain  because  of  a  loved  one's  dependencies  to  seek 
out  a  group  near  you.  With  the  study  of  these  steps  and 
scriptures,  we  can  all  be  overcomers  for  our  Lord  and  Savior.

A  Picture  Of  A 
Revived  Church 

Read  Acts  2:42-47  and  Acts  4:31-33 

I  believe  that  in  these  passages  of  scripture  we 
see  a  picture  of  a  Revived  Church,  a  Church  with 
Power. 

There  are  five  key  elements  we  see  in  this 
writing  which  let  us  know  it  was  a  revived  church, 
and  I  believe  they  are  the  very  same  key  elements 
which  will  help  us  be  a  "Revived  Church,"  a 
"Church  with  Power." 

Those  five  key  elements  are  as  follows  


I.  Prayer  -  In  chapter  2:42  it  states  that  they 
"Continued  in  prayer,"  in  4:31  it  says  "When  they 
had  prayed."  I  am  not  aware  of  any  great  revival 
that  has  ever  been  experienced  that  was  not 
preceded  by  prayer.  My  desire  as  a  pastor  is  to 
have  a  praying  church,  and  I  become  more  aware 
each  day  that  the  first  key  to  having  a  praying 
church  is  for  the  church  to  have  a  praying  pastor! 

I  thank  God  for  good  training  seminars,  and 
good  contemporary  books  to  read,  but  nothing  can 
take  the  place  of  the  man  of  God,  or  any  Christians 
locking  themselves  away  in  the  prayer  closet  with 
God. 

This  revived  church  was  a  praying  church. 

II.  Oneness  -  In  chapter  2:46  we  read  "And 
they,  continuing  daily  with  one  accord";  in  chapter 
4:32  it  says  they  "were  of  one  heart,  and  of  one 
soul";  this  body  of  believers  had  a  oneness  or  unity 
like  we  must  have  today  if  we  want  to  see  the 
moving  of  God  in  our  churches. 

I  believe  that  if  we  pastors  want  to  see  this  unity 
among  our  people,  our  people  must  see  it  among 
God's  pastors,  evangelists,  and  church  leaders. 

III.  Worship  -  In  chapter  2:47  we  read  that 
they  were  "Praising  God."  I  believe  we  can  see  a 
People  who  are  worshiping  and  praising  God.! 

There  was  a  time  in  my  life  that  I  waited  on  a 
moving  of  God  to  really  worship  and  praise  Him! 
Thank  God,  I  found  out  that  if  I  would  worship 
God,  that  He  would  move  in  a  mighty  way. 

If  we  are  going  to  have  a  revived  church,  a 
church  with  power,  we  must  be  a  church  that  will 
worship  God,  that  He  would  move  in  a  mighty  way. 

If  we  are  going  to  have  a  revived  church,  a 
church  with  power,  we  must  be  a  church  that  will 
worship  and  praise  our  God! 

God  still  inhabits  the  praises  of  His  people! 

IV.  Edification  -  In  chapter  4:31  we  read  "They 
spake  the  word  of  God  with  boldness."  In  that 
same  chapter,  in  verse  33  we  read  "And  with  great 
power  gave  the  apostles  witness  of  the  resurrection 
of  the  Lord  Jesus."

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When  the  Word  of  God  is 
spoken  with  the  anointing,  and 
the  gifts  of  the  Spirit  are  in 
operation,  there  is  edification! 

V.  Righteousness  -  In 
chapter  4:31  it  says  "When  they 
had  prayed,  the  place  was 
shaken  where  they  were 
assembled  together..." 

I  believe  we  can  see  by  the 
results  which  followed  their 
prayer  that  there  was  righteous 
living  involved  because  the  Bible 
tells  us  in  the  book  of  James, 
Chapter  5  verse  16  "The 
effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a 
righteous  man  availeth  much." 

When  we  have  these  five 
elements  in  our  churches  as  we 
should,  I  believe  we  will  be  that 
Revived  Church  as  we  see  in 
these  scriptures  in  the  book  of 
Acts.  I  also  believe  that  we  will 
be  a  church  which  will  have 
what  the  first  letter  of  each  of 
these  five  elements  spell  out: 

Prayer 

Oneness 

Worship 

Edification 

Righteousness 

God  still  wants  us  to  be  a 
church  with  Power,  a  church 
that  is  Revived,  a  church  where 
we  can  see  "souls  being  added 
to  the  church  daily  such  as 
should  be  saved."  I  believe  we 
can  still  be  that  kind  of  church!

PROMOTION 

The  promotion  and  collection  of  the  1996 
Global  Outreach  "GO  Offering  is  in  full  swing. 
The  Conference  has  set  a  goal  of  $165,000.00 
That  is  10%  increase  over  1995.  The  USA  goal 
is  $1,000,000  (one  million)  for  1996.  Both  these 
goals  have  been  attained  before.  GOD  IS  ABLE. 

The  conference  World  Missions  Committee 
has  set  Sunday,  July  14,  as  the  Conference 
Global  Outreach  Sunday.  The  emphasis  is 
primarily  one  of  prayer  and  fasting.  Each 
Pentecostal  Holiness  member  is  asked  to  set 
aside  that  date  as  a  special  time  of  prayer  and 
fasting  for  world  evangelism.  Doors  of 
evangelism  are  open  and  remain  open  as  a 
direct  result  of  prayer. 

Some  churches  choose  to  receive  a  special 
"GO"  Offering  on  this  "GO"  Offering  Sunday. 
For  those  churches  who  have  already 
scheduled  another  emphasis  on  July  14,  July 
21  has  been  selected  as  the  alternate  "GO" 
Offering  Sunday. 

Each  church  is  asked  to  collect  their  "GO" 
Offerings  and  forward  the  amount  to  the 
Conference  Office  by  Wednesday,  July  24.  This 
would  allow  the  amount  of  the  offering  to  be 
printed  in  the  "GO"  Offering  bulletin  for  the 
World  Evangelism  Service,  Camp  Meeting, 
Sunday  night,  July  28.  The  goal  for  the  closing 
night  of  camp  meeting  is  to  celebrate  the 
victory  of  reaching  the  goal  rather  than 
collecting  funds. 

The  Global  Outreach  Offering  is  such  a 
crucial  offering  to  the  success  of  the  World 
Missions  and  USA  Evangelism  Programs.  75% 
of  the  offering  goes  to  World  Missions  and  25% 
to  USA  Evangelism.  The  funds  are  used  for 
new  church  planting,  special  projects 
(especially  into  new  countries  and  U.S.A. 
cities),  deficit  missionary  accounts,  and  certain 
promotional  costs.  These  are  the  only  funds 
that  are  available  for  new  field  expansion.  As 
other  monies  are  given  to  missionaries,  etc., 
they  go  for  that  purpose.  Designated  funds 
cannot  be  redirected.  They  are  used  as 
designated. 

May  the  Lord  bless  the  faithful  people  of  the 
N.C.  Conference  to  reach  their  goal  in  1996. 


Third  Annual  Church  Plant  Project 
Payment  Schedule 

The  total  cost  of  the  Church  Plant  will  be 
$7,495.  This  covers  the  cost  of  one  person  to  go 
to  the  field  and  conduct  the  crusades  and  plant 
the  church.  It  also  covers  the  cost  of  the  actual 
church  plant  and  support  for  the  National 
Pastor  for  one  year. 

For  $2,495  each,  additional  people  can  go. 

The  payment  schedule  for  the  church  plant 
is  as  follows:

BLESS  AMERICA"?  Surely  it  must  be 
that  they  feel  the  need  of  God's  blessings 
upon  our  country.  In  a  world  that  is  torn 
to  pieces,  where  it  seems  that  everything 
good  is  going  down,  people  are  feeling  that 
they  want  to  reach  out  and  touch  God's 
hand,  to  know  that  He  is  standing  there  in 
the  shadows,  that  He  is  watching  over  us 
and  blessing  us  and  keeping  us  to  the  end 
of  the  way.

He  officially  retired 
twenty-six  years  ago.  However,  since 
being  in  my  current  assignment,  I  had 
the  privilege  to  visit  him  and  converse 
on  several  occasions.  I  found  him  to  be 
a  most  congenial  brother.  I  regret  I  was 
out  of  the  state  on  conference  business 
and  could  not  participate  in  his  funeral 
service.  Three  of  my  brethren  have 
submitted  articles  in  his  honor.  Please 
read  them.  [TEL] 


Rev.  Charlie  Edison  Hester 

Rev.  Charlie  E.  Hester  was  born 
November  14,  1901,  to  the  home  of 
Lonnie  J.  and  Delphia  Hester  in 
Bladen  County,  NC.  He  was  married 
to  Lillian  Champion  on  September  23, 
1921.  To  this  union  were  born  seven 
children,  Arnold  (deceased),  Louise 
(deceased),  James  Winston,  Murlon 
(deceased),  Odell,  Mavis,  and  Gladys. 
Brother  Hester  went  to  meet  the  Lord 
on  Monday,  May  13,  1996.  It  was  my 
privilege  to  assist  Pastor  Ken 
Milliken  in  Brother  Hester's  funeral 
on  Wednesday,  May  15,  1996. 

Max  Lucado  tells  us,  "If  there  are  a 
thousand  steps  between  us  and  God, 
He  will  take  all  but  one.  He  will  leave 
the  final  one  for  us.  The  choice  is 
ours."  We  don't  know  when  C.  E. 


Hester  took  his  first  steps  in  1902  and 
thrilled  the  hearts  of  his  dad  and 
mom.  We  do  know  when  C.  E.  Hester 
took  his  first  step  toward  his  heavenly 
father  and  thrilled  His  heavenly 
Father,  his  elder  brother,  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord,  and  caused  the 
angels  to  rejoice  (joy  within  the 
household).  The  day  was  in 
September  1927.  C.  E.  Hester  was 
twenty-six.  On  that  day  he  was  saved. 

He  took  another  step  in  July  1938  - 
a  step  to  the  gospel  ministry.  He  was 
thirty-eight  years  old.  Revs.  Jerome 
Hodges  and  C.  B.  Strickland, 
Pentecostal  Holiness  men  of  history, 
gave  him  Missions  Workers  license 
within  the  NC  Conference.  Later  he 
joined  the  NC  Conference  in 
Goldsboro,  NC,  during  the  summer  of 
1940.  He  was  ordained  by  Bishop  Dan 
T.  Muse  in  the  summer  of  1944. 

The  work  of  the  ministry  is 
tremendously  important.  Listen  to 
the  Word:  "Remember  them  which 
have  the  rule  over  you,  who  have 
spoken  unto  you  the  word  of  God: 
whose  faith  follow,  considering  the 
end  of  their  conversation,  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  same  yesterday,  and  to- 
day, and  for  ever"  Hebrews  13:7-8. 
Paraphrased  this  says,  Appreciate 
your  pastors  who  give  you  the  Word  of 
God.  Take  a  good  look  at  the  way  they 
live,  and  let  their  faithfulness  and 
truthfulness  instruct  you.  There 
should  be  a  consistency  in  all  of  us. 
Jesus  doesn't  change;  He's  always 
totally  Himself 

Brother  Hester  pastored  eight 
churches  over  the  years  of  his 
ministry.  They  were:  Oak  Ridge  (two 
terms),  Raeford,  Black  Swamp 
Mission,  Aberdeen,  Bladen  County 
Mission,  Calvary  (Tar  Heel),  Hope 
Mills,  and  the  Bashan  Holiness 
Church.  He  conducted  two  tent 
meetings  that  went  two  weeks  each  in 
Stedman  and  Spring  Lake 

After  thirty-two  years  of  active 
ministry,  he  retired  in  1970.  I  met 
him  personally  in  the  fall  of  1974.  He 
was  one  of  the  former  pastors  of  the 
church  I  was  pastoring  (Oak  Ridge).  I 
found  him  to  be  a  man  of  God  worthy 
to  carry  the  title  of  a  called  pastor  of 
God.  Even  in  his  retirement  he 


remained  active  conducting  regular 
services  in  the  area  nursing  homes. 

In  another  article  Rev.  Conrad 
Hall  speaks  of  his  value  to  the  Hope 
Mills  Church.  They  honored  him  in 
May  1988  by  naming  the  new 
Fellowship  Hall  in  his  honor. 

A  pastor  is  a  special  calling.  A 
doctor's  mistake  is  buried.  A  lawyer's 
mistake  is  imprisoned.  An 
accountant's  mistake  is  written  off.  A 
dentist's  mistake  is  pulled.  A 
plumber's  mistake  is  stopped.  An 
electrician's  mistake  is  shocked.  A 
printer's  mistake  is  reprinted.  But  a 
pastor-teacher's  mistake  is  never 
erased — it  lasts  for  all  eternity. 

"The  steps  of  a  good  man  are 
ordered  by  the  Lord:  and  he 
delighteth  in  his  way.  Though  he  fall, 
he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast  down:  for 
the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with  his 
hand"  Psalm  37:23-24.  May  we  follow 
in  his  footsteps.

A  Special  Tribute  to 
Rev.  Charlie  E.  Hester 

I  am  grateful  to  God  for  the 
opportunity  of  having  known  in  a 
personal  way  Rev.  Charlie  E.  Hester. 
I  was  his  pastor  for  approximately 
nine  years. 

My  life  was  enriched  by  his 
faithful,  loving  service  to  the  Lord 
and  the  church.  His  life  will  continue 
to  inspire  us  as  we  think  of  him  and 
his  dedication  to  the  Lord. 

I  had  heard  of  Brother  Hester  for 
about  all  of  my  ministerial  life  and  on 
one  occasion  had  met  him.  But  I 
never  got  to  know  him  personally 
until  I  became  pastor  of  the  Hope 
Mills  Church.  Following  his 
retirement  he  became  active  and 
attended  the  church. 

One  of  his  favorite  Scriptures  was 
Paul's  statement  in  Philippians  1:21, 
"For  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is 
gain."  For  almost  nine  years  I  saw  the 
first  part  of  this  statement  lived  out 
in  his  life.  This  was  projected  in  his 
love  for  God,  his  Church,  his  family. 
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and  his  neighbors.  Brother  Hester  was 
always  faithful  to  all  the  ministries  of 
the  church  in  those  years 

I  personally  feel  that  Brother 
Hester's  best  pastorate  of  the  several 
he  served  in  the  NC  Conference  was 
the  Hope  Mills  Church  which  he 
served  for  several  years.  He  served 
after  assisting  in  its  beginning  for  a 
number  of  years  working  untiringly  for 
its  foundational  beginning. 

He  was  instrumental  in  securing 
property  and  with  his  own  hands  built 
the  first  building.  This  building  was  to 
later  benefit  the  church  in  income  of 
about  $30,000.00  plus  several  years  of 
rent.  Brother  Hester  gave  himself 
without  reservation  in  the 
establishment  and  the  ongoing  of  the 
church  in  Hope  Mills. 

At  my  retirement  from  the  church 
in  1986,  we  recommended  to  the  Board 
that  the  newly  built  Fellowship 
building  debt-free  be  dedicated  in  his 
honor.  A  special  service  was  planned 
and  the  building  was  dedicated  in  his 
honor  as  the  "Rev.  Charlie  E.  Hester 
Fellowship  Building." 

Today  there  stands  a  beautiful 
building  with  picture  and  plaque  on 
the  wall  designating  the  building.  I  am 
personally  appreciative  to  the  Pastor, 
Board  and  Church  for  having  honored 
this  great  minister  and  man  of  God.  It 
will  for  years  to  come  serve  this  church 
as  it  continues  to  grow  under  the 
capable  leadership  of  Pastor  Ken 
Milliken.  It  will  continue  to  remind  us 
that  those  before  like  Brother  Hester 
have  sacrificially  given  themselves  in 
the  work  of  God  and  will  challenge  us 
to  fervently  continue  the  work, 
knowing  that  like  Brother  Hester,  "to 
live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain." 

My  love,  thoughts  and  prayers  go 
out  to  his  loving,  devoted  wife.  Sister 
Lillian,  and  his  children. 

Brother  Hester's  favorite  song  was, 
"When  They  Ring  The  Golden  Bells 
For  You  and  Me."  The  chorus  says, 
"Don't  you  hear  the  bells  now  ringing;

Not  blessed  with  an  abundance  of 
wealth  or  material  goods,  Rev.  Charlie 
Hester  was  blessed  with  that  good 
name  more  desirable  than  riches  and 
that  esteem  better  than  silver  and 
gold.

Brother  Hester  was  a  true 
Christian  gentleman.  I  never  saw  him 
out  of  sorts  with  or  disrespectful 
toward  anyone.  He  treated  everyone 
with  dignity  and  respect.  High  and 
low,  rich  and  poor,  black  or  white  were 
all  given  that  regard  due  to  God's 
special  creation  made  in  His  image. 
Conviction 

He  believed  that  a  Christian  should 
be  careful  about  his  walk  with  the 
Lord.  Brother  Hester  was  careful 
about  what  he  said,  careful  about  what 
he  did,  careful  about  what  he  thought, 
careful  about  what  he  read,  careful 
about  what  he  looked  at,  careful  about 
where  he  went.  Casual  Christianity 
was  to  him  a  contradiction  in  terms. 
What  he  would  have  called 
"worldliness"  had  no  place  in  his  life. 
Compassion 

But  His  deep,  personal  convictions 
did  not  make  him  a  hard,  legalistic, 
unsympathetic,  "grace-killing"  Chris- 
tian, for  he  was  a  man  of  deep 
compassion  who  clothed  his  own 
personal  conviction  in  love.  He  lived 
what  he  believed  but  gave  to  all  the 
same  liberty  to  follow  their  conscience 
in  the  light  of  the  Word. 
No  Compromise 

Although  gentle  with  people,  he  was 
a  fierce  foe  of  the  devil,  to  whom  he 
would  cede  no  ground,  not  even  an 
inch.  During  a  testimony  service 
sometime  back  Brother  Hester  gently 
chided  the  saints  for  giving  ground  to 
the  enemy.  It  was  in  one  of  those 
testimony  services  when  the  saints 
were  given  more  to  telling  their 
troubles  and  woes  than  testifying  to 
the  grace  of  the  Lord.  As  the  tales  of 
lamentation  continued.  Brother  Hester 
grew  increasingly  restive  and  agitated. 
Finally,  unable  to  contain  himself  any 
longer  he  said,  "Brother,  I  really  think 
we  would  all  do  better  to  give  more 
credit  to  the  Lord  and  not  so  much  to 
the  devil." 

Continuing  Influence 

In  2  Kings  is  the  wonderful  account 
of  a  soldier  killed  in  battle  brought 
back  to  life  simply  by  being  brought 
into  contact  with  the  bones  of  the 
prophet  Elisha.  That  account  tells  us 
that  there  is  continuing  power  in  a 
godly  life  even  when  that  earthly  life  is 


over.  Brother  Hester's  godly  influence 
will  continue  on  through  his  children 
and  grandchildren,  through  every 
church  he  has  pastored,  through  every 
soul  he  touched  that  touches  someone 
else.  His  ministry  will  continue  to  bear 
fruit  for  the  glory  of  God  until  Jesus 
comes.

One  of  our  men  has  donated  the 
material.

To  date,  we  have  directors  for  the  Lumberton 
District,  the  Clinton  District,  and  the  Robersonville  District.  If 
you  are  interested  in  serving  your  district,  please  give  me  a 
call.

"JOY  THROUGH  MINISTRY" 


Lines  From  Linda  ... 

Well,  here  it  is  mid  year — six  months  since  Christmas  past 
and  six  months  until  Christmas  to  come;  and,  would  you 
believe,  I  have  today  been  listening  to  and  playing  on  my  piano 
Christmas  music.  As  music  director  in  my  church,  I  am  now 
beginning  to  prepare  for  Christmas  program  and  cantata  time. 

Today,  as  I  was  sitting  at  my  piano,  my  love  for  music  and 
my  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  it  so  much  flooded 
my  spirit.  My  mind  went  back  to  some  of  my  earliest 
remembrances.  I  recalled  that  as  a  little  girl.  I  wanted  to  play 
the  piano.  We  did  not  have  a  piano  in  our  home,  so  I  would  pull 
my  chair  up  to  the  window  sill  and  move  my  fingers  over  the 
imaginary  keyboard  I  envisioned  there. 

My  parents  observed  my  desire  to  play.  A  dear  black  lady  in 
our  neighborhood  had  a  piano  which  she  wanted  to  sell,  and 
Daddy  bought  it  for  our  home.  What  an  exciting  day  for  me 
when  he  backed  the  truck  up  to  our  front  door  with  that  piano 
for  our  living  room!  It  was  a  huge  old  upright  model  with  ivory 
keys,  but  Mrs.  Lela  Green  had  taken  good  care  of  it;  and,  to 
me,  it  was  beautiful.  The  height  of  the  stool  could  be  adjusted; 
and  being  the  short,  fat  little  girl  I  was,  when  my  hands 
reached  the  keyboard  in  the  proper  manner,  my  feet  would 
hardly  reach  the  pedal.  But  that  didn't  matter,  for  I  had  a  song 
in  my  heart. 

My  mother  also  loved  music.  She  had  a  beautiful  voice  and 
had  sung  with  a  ladies  group  in  our  church,  but  she  never  had 
the  opportunity  to  study  music.  So,  she  was  eager  to  see  me 
begin  piano  lessons.  I'm  sure  she  sacrificed  financially  to  pay 
for  those  lessons.  I  got  out  of  washing  dishes  lots  of  times  by 
heading  for  that  piano  to  practice.  She  and  Daddy  and  the  rest 
of  my  family  showed  pride  in  my  love  of  music. 

Soon  my  younger  sister,  Peggie,  began  to  show  an  interest 
in  music  as  well.  We  saw  that  she  had  a  GREAT  voice  (when  I 
say  great,  I  mean  both  quality  and  volume).  She  and  I  would 
find  ourselves  at  the  piano  quite  often  practicing  songs  to  be 
sung  at  church.  Our  pastor  at  that  time  was  Rev.  James 
McCandless,  and  his  daughter,  Deana,  had  a  beautiful  voice;  so 
we  joined  up  and  became  a  trio.  When  the  McCandless  family 
moved  from  Holly  Hill,  Peggie  and  I  were  missing  our  third 
part  harmony,  so  we  started  training  our  baby  sister,  Gloria 
Jean.  Jeannie  (as  we  call  her)  says  that  she  still  has  imprints 
in  her  wrists  from  my  fingernails  where  I  held  her  in  place  to 
practice.  She  was  very  young,  and  her  attention  span  for 
practicing  didn't  match  Peggie's  and  mine.  But  she  endured, 
and  before  long  we  were  traveling  all  over  eastern  North 
Carolina,  as  the  Morris  Sisters  Trio,  singing  southern  gospel 
music. 

We  spent  many  hours  around  that  second-hand  piano 
singing  together.  Many  times  Moma  and  Daddy  and  whoever 
else  was  in  the  house  would  join  us  there.  We  would  all  raise 
our  voices  in  song  and  have  a  happy  time  together. 


It  is  no  wonder  that  as  our  family  stood  around  my  mother's 
deathbed,  God  spoke  to  my  heart  and  said,  "Sing  for  her  one 
more  time."  I  questioned  God.  "Lord,  how  can  we  sing?  Moma 
is  dying.  This  is  no  time  to  sing."  But  God  spoke  to  my  heart 
again,  "Sing  for  her  one  more  time."  I  still  questioned,  and  I 
asked  God  to  speak  to  someone  else's  heart  also  if  it  were  really 
His  will  for  us  to  sing  for  her  there  in  that  hospital  room. 
Almost  instantly,  Jeannie  spoke  up  and  said,  "Let's  sing  for 
Moma  one  more  time."  Without  any  hesitancy,  we  lifted  our 
voices  in  song: 

I  will  meet  you  in  the  morning,  Just  inside  the  Eastern  Gate, 
Then  be  ready  faithful  pilgrim.  Lest  with  you  it  be  too  late. 

If  you  hasten  off  to  Glory,  Linger  near  the  Eastern  Gate, 
For  I'm  coming  in  the  morning,  So  you'll  not  have  long  to 
wait. 

Keep  your  lamps  all  trimmed  and  burning.  For  the 

Bridegroom  watch  and  wait, 
He'll  be  with  us  at  that  meeting,  Just  inside  the  Eastern 

Gate. 

I  will  meet  you,  I  will  meet  you.  Just  inside  the  Eastern  Gate 
over  there. 

I  will  meet  you,  I  will  meet  you,  I  will  meet  you  in  the 
morning  over  there. 

We  sang  the  entire  song,  and  as  it's  strains  flowed  out  of 
that  hospital  room  into  the  hallways  and  other  rooms,  Moma's 
love  of  God  and  the  song  of  her  heart  witnessed  to  doctors, 
nurses  and  patients  in  a  way  that  only  The  Holy  Spirit  could 
have  made  possible.  I  learned  that  day  for  a  certainty  that  you 
can  have  a  song  in  the  darkest  of  nights. 

Paul  wrote  to  the  Ephesians  that  they  were  to  be  filled  with 
the  Spirit  and  to  speak  to  themselves  in  psalms  and  hymns 
and  spiritual  songs,  singing  and  making  melody  in  their  hearts 
to  the  Lord.  What  a  difference  a  song  can  make,  but  what  a 
greater  difference  a  song  can  make  when  it  is  sung  from  a 
heart  that  is  filled  with  the  Spirit. 

I  still  love  to  sit  at  the  keyboard.  When  I  am  asked  to  play 
for  a  funeral,  wedding,  or  special  event  in  the  community,  I  do 
it  as  unto  the  Lord  and  in  tribute  to  my  Mother  and  Daddy  for 
giving  me  this  gift  that  has  so  enriched  my  life.  Some  of  the 
greatest  blessings  from  God  that  I  have  ever  received  have 
been  as  I  sat  alone  in  my  living  room  at  the  keyboard — just 
singing  praise  to  Him  and  allowing  His  Spirit  to  flood  my 
heart.  I  will  ever  be  grateful  to  my  parents  for  noticing  the 
song  in  the  heart  of  their  little  girl.  I  will  ever  be  grateful  to  the 
people  at  Hofly  Hill  Church  who  encouraged  me  and  gave  me 
the  opportunity  to  use,  in  His  house,  the  talent  God  had  given 
me.  And,  even  now  as  I  am  spending  time  in  the  middle  of 
summer  working  on  a  Christmas  program,  I  AM  MOST 
GRATEFUL  TO  GOD  FOR  GIVING  ME  MUSIC!!

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Donna  Writes... 

God  uses  women?  This  was  a  question  in  the  Old  Testament 
period.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  ancient  world  was  better  known  as  "A 
Man's  World."  In  the  Old  Testament,  there  are  several  good 
women  found.  This  list  would  consist  of  Patriarchal  wives  such  as 
Sarah,  Rebekah,  and  Rachel,  and  Moses'  sister,  Miriam.  In  the 
period  of  the  judges  Deborah  exercised  unusual  leadership  and 
the  Moabitess  Ruth  became  a  blessing  to  Israel.  Hannah 
illustrates  both  the  despair  of  a  childless  woman  and  the  grace  of 
Godly  motherhood.  The  advice  of  Lemuel's  mother  to  her  son  in 
Proverbs  31  pictures  the  tireless  life  of  a  faithful  woman.  In  the 
ancient  world  such  prominence  for  the  woman  was  attained  and 
achieved  by  force  of  character.  Sometimes,  as  in  the  case  of 
Esther,  this  was  aided  by  circumstances  not  of  her  seeking. 

Although  the  ancient  world  was  known  as  a  "Man's  World,"  it 
was  not  at  all  the  plans  of  God.  Genesis  asserts  the  full  humanity 
of  women.  The  special  account  of  her  creation  emphasizes  the 
women's  superiority  to  all  lower  beings,  man's  need  of  her  as  a 
helper,  her  intimate  relationship  to  him  as  part  of  his  inmost 
being,  and  the  indissoluble  nature  of  marriage. 

The  teaching  of  Jesus  stressed  the  original  purpose  of  God  in 
creating  of  woman.  His  example  in  healing  (Luke  10:38-42) 
reinforced  His  words.  The  Gospel  of  Luke  is  full  of  evidence  of 
Jesus'  understanding  of  and  sympathy  with  women  which  set  a 
pattern  for  normal  Christian  living. 

Godly  women  were  influential  in  Jesus'  background.  Look  at 
Elizabeth,  the  mother  of  his  forerunner;  Virgin  Mary;  Anna; 
Mary  Magadelene;  Martha  and  Mary.  There  were  other  times 
when  women  were  very  significant.  Women  accompanied  the 
disciples  to  aid  them  in  their  journeys.  Women  were  there  at  the 
crucifixion  and  after  the  resurrection  of  Christ.  During  the  time 
between  the  Ascension  and  Pentecost,  women  joined  with  men  in 
prayer.  Women  were  the  first  converts  in  Europe,  including 
Lydia  at  Philippi. 

During  the  month  of  July,  we  will  celebrate  America's 

freedom.  I  am  thankful  that  every  born  again  woman  can 

celebrate  even  a  greater  freedom— CHRISTLyV  FREEDOM!

Hispanic  Outreach  Within  The 
NC  Conference 

God  is  moving  within  the  churches  of  the  NC  Conference.  He  is 
especially  moving  in  the  area  of  Hispanic  Outreach. 

Within  the  last  ten  years,  Hispanics  have  moved  into  North 
Carolina  by  the  thousands.  They  have  come  from  Mexico, 
Guatemala,  El  Salvador,  and  many  other  Latin  American 
countries.  Most  are  unsaved.  So  many  are  hungry  for  God.  They 
need  Jesus!  The  number  in  most  large  communities  has 
approached  or  exceeded  5%. 

On  May  24-26  a  regional  Hispanic  revival  was  held  at  the  East 
Side  Church  in  Sanford.  They  have  been  having  a  Hispanic  service 
for  a  year.  The  attendance  in  three  services  was  240,  148,  and  280. 
Over  50  were  saved.  To  God  be  the  glory! 

The  speaker  was  Rev.  Antonio  Ortiz  (pictured  above).  Brother 
Ortiz  joined  the  Conference  two  months  ago.  He  and  his  wife  Erma 
come  to  NC  from  Puerto  Rico  via  Massachusetts.  Brother  Ortiz  has 
a  fantastic  testimony.  He  was  saved  from  drug  addiction,  drug 
pushing,  and  from  prison.  He  has  been  healed  of  AIDS.  He  is 
mightily  used  of  God  in  the  pulpit. 

Rev.  Ortiz  has  been  pastoring  the  East  Side  Hispanic 
congregation  and  is  on  WSKL  radio  (1290)  Monday — Saturday 
from  6:00  p.m.  to  midnight.  The  program  is  of  course  in  Spanish. 

A  special  word  of  commendation  is  in  order  to  Pastor  Anthony 
Rogers  and  the  East  Side  Church.  They  are  to  be  applauded  for 
their  vision  and  openness  to  reach  out  to  those  of  another 
nationahty.  WELL  DONE! 

During  the  weekend  of  May  31 — June  2,  Rev.  Ortiz  conducted  a 
get-acquainted  Hispanic  revival  at  the  Robersonville  Church.  The 
attendance  average  was  40  plus  in  three  services.  Some  48 
different  Hispanic  people  attended.  Fifteen  were  saved. 

Pastor  Noah  Barefoot,  the  Robersonville  Church,  and  the 
Williamston  District  are  banning  together  to  start  a  Hispanic 
Church  in  the  area.

May  the  Lord  bring  this  new  church  into 
fruition. 

On  Friday  night,  June  7,  Brother  Ortiz  began  a  radio  program 
within  the  Williamston  District  (Spanish  of  course).  It  will  air  on 


WIAM  AM  900  on  Monday-Wednesday-Friday,  7:00  p.m.  to  10:00 
p.m.  May  the  Lord  richly  bless  the  program. 

In  addition  to  this,  both  Evangel  (Pastor  William  O'Neal), 
Northwood  Temple  (Pastor  John  Hedgepeth),  and  Gospel 
Tabernacle  (Pastor  King  E.  White)  have  functioning  Hispanic 
services.

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"Doctor"  John  B.  Parker 

The  Lord  has  given  some  special  missionaries  to  the  NC 
Conference  and  International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Among 
them  are  John  and  Edna  Parker. 

At  the  most  recent  graduation  ceremony  (May)  at  Southwestern 
College,  Oklahoma  City,  Brother  Parker  was  awarded  an  Honorary 
Doctorate  Degree  for  his  labors.  No  one  could  have  been  chosen  any 
better  to  receive  this  degree.  Below  is  a  portion  of  the  tribute  given 
about  Brother  Parker  at  Southwestern  Ceremony.  Praise  God  for 
this  missionary  couple! 

(Special  Note:  Sister  Edna  Parker  has  recently  written  a  book 
about  the  Parker's  missionary  experiences.  Hopefully,  it  will  be 
published  soon.  She  has  a  special  way  of  expression.  I  can't  wait  to 
get  a  copy. ) 

John  B.  Parker  was  born  in  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  on 
June  5,  1927,  and  lived  there  until  he  finished  high  school.  He 
attended  Holmes  College  of  the  Bible  from  1944 — 1947,  graduating 
with  a  Th.B.  He  was  licensed  as  a  minister  in  1945  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  and  pastored  the  P.H.  Church  in  Bethel, 
North  Carolina,  from  1947 — 1951.  While  pastoring,  John  attended 
East  Carolina  University  where  he  earned  a  B.S.  degree  in  English 
and  Social  Studies  and  an  M.A.  degree  in  American  History  and 
Political  Science. 

John's  mother  had  quickened  his  interest  in  missions  from  an 
early  age.  The  call  became  more  definite  during  his  first  year  at 
Holmes.  John  says  that  once  he  agreed  to  his  call  to  preach,  his  call 
to  the  mission  field  was  no  problem.  During  his  senior  year  at 
Holmes  a  mutual  friend  introduced  him  to  Edna  Harrell  who  was 
enrolled  to  begin  studying  at  Homes.  She  didn't  make  much  of  an 
impression  on  him,  she  says,  but  he  made  a  big  one  on  her.  During 
that  first  year  at  Holmes,  the  Lord  began  dealing  with  Edna  about 
becoming  a  missionary.  She  promised  the  Lord  she  would  go 
anjrwhere  He  wanted  her  to  go,  but  quickly  added  that  she  was  not 
going  alone!  God  assured  her  that  He  would  work  out  the  details. 
Both  John  and  Edna  felt  a  distinct  call  to  China.  On  one  of  their 
first  dates,  John  mentioned  to  Edna  that  since  they  both  were 
called  to  China,  they  might  as  well  go  together.  Edna  thought  that 
was  a  great  idea,  and  they  eventually  married  in  June  of  1949. 
Since  China  was  closed  to  missionaries  because  of  the  communist 


revolution,  they  volunteered  to  go  any  place  they  were  needed.  On 
Christmas  Day,  1951,  they  left  Garland,  North  Carolina,  for  San 
Jose,  Costa  Rica,  to  begin  a  missionary  career  that  has  now 
spanned  five  decades,  countless  countries,  and  thousands  of 
Christian  friends  and  acquaintances. 

John  recalls  those  first  years  in  Costa  Rica  as  some  of  the  most 
challenging  of  all  as  they  attended  language  school  to  become  fluent 
in  Spanish.  While  studying,  John  was  also  working  closely  with 
missionary  Amos  Bradley  to  pioneer  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  in  Costa  Rica.  During  his  23  years  there,  he  was  involved  in 
church  planting,  conference  administration,  and  ministerial 
training.  Teaching  at  the  Costa  Rican  Bible  Institute  was  and  still 
is  a  highlight  in  John's  missionary  career. 

From  1974  to  1978,  John  served  as  instructor  and  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Religion  at  Southwestern  College  of  Christian  Ministries. 
Preparing  young  people  for  ministry,  both  in  and  out  of  the  pulpit, 
was  the  focus  of  his  ministry  at  Southwestern. 

In  1978,  John  was  appointed  as  General  Supervisor  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  work  in  Asia.  He  and  Edna  moved  to  Hong 
Kong,  right  to  the  doorstep  of  China.  God  had  been  faithful  to  take 
them  to  the  land  of  their  original  calling.  During  their  eight-year 
stay  in  Hong  Kong,  they  were  involved  in  outreach  ministry  in 
China. 

Feeling  the  desire  to  return  to  his  first  love,  John  accepted  a 
new  assignment  as  Vice  President  and  instructor  at  the  Pentecostal 
Bible  Institute  in  Santiago,  Chile.  Preparing  and  teaching  classes 
in  Spanish  once  again  led  him  to  sharpen  his  skills  in  cross  cultural 
teaching. 

Then  in  1988,  John  was  appointed  as  the  General  Supervisor  of 
the  P.H.  work  in  Europe  and  the  Middle  East.  Since  the  work  in 
this  part  of  the  world  was  relatively  new  to  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church,  ministerial  training  was  viewed  as  a  key 
ingredient  in  laying  a  strong  foundation. 

John  presently  serves  on  special  assignment  for  World  Missions 
Ministries  as  a  mission  field  instructor  in  advanced  ministry 
studies.  You  might  find  John  teaching  at  CICM  in  London  one 
month,  at  the  Costa  Rican  Bible  Institute  the  next  month,  and  at 
Agape  Bible  College  in  Russia  the  following  month.  This  type  of 
ministry  requires  extensive  study  and  preparation,  sometimes  in 
English,  sometimes  in  Spanish.  Throughout  the  years,  John  has 
remained  aware  of  his  need  to  stay  abreast  of  the  latest  missions 
trends  and  strategies.  He  has  been  involved  in  proficiency  studies 
at  Wheaton  College,  in  Wheaton,  Illinois,  Fuller  Seminary  in 
Pasadena,  California,  and  Columbia  College  and  Seminary  in 
Columbia,  South  Carolina. 

John  and  Edna  have  one  son,  David,  and  grandchildren,  Ryan 
and  Jennifer.  David  serves  as  Vice  President  of  the  Extension  Loan 
Fund  for  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  and  is  married  to  the 
former  Irvina  Smith.  She  works  part-time  for  World  Missions, 
producing  many  of  their  promotional  materials. 

John  has  earned  the  respect  of  thousand  throughout  the  course 
of  his  ministry.  He  and  Edna  have  set  up  housekeeping  on  four 
different  continents  since  their  marriage  back  in  1949  and  now  live 
in  Dunn,  North  Carolina.  John  is  truly  gifted  as  a  missionary- 
teacher.  The  desire  to  teach  has  always  burned  deeply  within  his 
heart,  and  being  able  to  teach  in  so  many  different  countries  is 
simply  icing  on  the  cake  for  him.

Solemn  Assembly 

Why  a  Solemn  Assembly?  Why  a 
prayer  of  Corporate  forgiveness?  These 
are  only  two  of  the  questions  I  have  been 
asked  relative  to  the  Solemn  Assembly 
scheduled  for  August  23  and  24  at 
Northwood  Temple  in  Fayetteville,  N.C. 

This  scheduled  event  is  designed  to 
awaken  a  continued  and  vigilant 
awareness  that  Christians  are  involved 
for  Christ  on  a  battlefield,  not  a 
playground.  We  must  rally  the  warriors 
of  the  cross  to  the  urgency  of  snatching 
fellow  citizens  from  the  waiting  jaws  of 
hell.  We  must  spare  no  effort  or  available 
resources  to  create  this  awareness. 

Jesus'  encounter  with  spiritual 
wickedness  and  the  wicked  one  is  our 
ultimate  example  and  role  model.  I  quote 
Dr.  Peter  Wagner  in  Confronting  The 
Powers,  pages  121  and  122,  "Jesus' 
public  ministry  began  with  an  eyeball-to- 
eyeball  encounter  with  Satan  himself! 
This  is  an  account  of  the  highest  level  of 
spiritual  warfare  ever  recorded  in 
history.  The  most  serious,  and  ultimately 
fatal  blow  that  Jesus  dealt  to  Satan  was 
His  death  on  the  cross,  but  that  did  not 
end  the  war.  Now  that  Jesus  is  at  the 
right  hand  of  God  the  Father,  the  war 
continues;  and  it  will,  'For  He  must  reign 
till  He  has  put  all  enemies  under  His 
feet,'  and  then  'He  delivers  the  Kingdom 
of  God  the  Father'"  (I  Corinthians  15:  24, 
25).  The  battle  is  on! 

The  enemy,  Satan,  has  stolen  far  too 
much  from  the  people  of  God.  We  must 
not  tolerate  such.  We  must  act  on  the 
principles  of  God's  Word.  In  order  to  be 
properly  used  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to 


combat  the  forces  of  evil,  we  must  begin 
with  ourselves.  I  am  in  agreement  with 
what  author  Cindy  Jacobs  calls  the 
"Clean-Heart  Principle"  in  her  book. 
Possessing  the  Gates  of  the  Enemy. 
This  principle  is  based  on  the  prayer  of 
David  in  Psalm  51:10,  "Create  in  me  a 
clean  heart,  O  God;  and  renew  a  right 
spirit  within  me." 

Someone  may  object  to  my  stance 
with  the  claim  that  "my  heart  is  already 
clean,  and  I  already  have  a  right  spirit." 
I  trust  that  is  true  in  many  if  not  most 
cases.  However,  the  need  for  "keeping" 
the  power  of  the  blood  of  Christ  is  ever 
present  with  each  of  us.  May  I  call  your 
attention  to  1  John  1:7,  "But  if  we  walk 
in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have 
fellowship  one  with  another,  and  the

blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth 
us  from  all  sin."  Cleanseth  is  a  constant, 
continual  action.  I  stand  on  this  faith  in 
Him-He  keeps  me  clean! 

Corporate  Intercession  is  urgently 
needed.  Not  only  do  we  as  individuals 
need  continual  sanctifying  for  the 
spiritual  battle  but  so  does  the  church  in 
a  corporate  sense.  The  International 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  is  no 
exception  to  this  fact.  Corporate 
intercession  includes  a  deep  humbling 
before  God,  repentance  for  any 
individual  and  corporate  sin,  a  plea  to 
God  to  heal  our  cities  and  nations,  and 
spiritual  warfare  against  any  wicked 
principalities  over  certain  geographical 


I  will  not  take  the  space  at  this  point 
to  address  the  subject  of  "breaking  down 
strongholds."  That  is  far  too  vast  a 
subject  to  attempt  to  deal  with  in  this 
short  article.  Plan  to  attend  the  Prayer 
Conference  on  August  23  in  connection 
with  the  Solemn  Assembly.  This  subject 
will  be  thoroughly  dealt  with  this  day. 

Some  might  say,  "I'm  not  guilty  of  the 
sins  that  are  to  be  repented  of  during  the 
Solemn  Assembly."  I  hope  that  is  true  of 
you,  dear  Reader.  However,  it  may  not 
be  true  of  some  others  who  are  part  of 
this  Body.  I  believe  it  is  mandatory  that 
each  of  us  search  our  own  hearts  because 
there  is  undeniable  evidence  that  some 
are  guilty  of  Judgmentalism,  and  some 
do  show  proof  of  a  Controlling  Spirit. 
There  is  the  problem  of  Racism  in  some 
circles.  As  a  whole  I  don't  believe  that 
Male  Domination  is  a  major  problem  in 
our  local  circle.  We  have  licensed  and 
ordained  women  clergy  for  many  years, 
and  I  know  of  many  of  our  local  church 
boards  that  are  successfully  served  by 
ladies  of  the  Faith.  However,  three 
things  stand  out  to  me  in  this  regard: 

1.  There  does  exist  in  some  areas  a 
lack  of  freedom  from  a  sense  of  male 
superiority. 

2.  Men  and  women  need  to  search  the 
Scriptures  to  hear  what  the  Word  has  to 
say  about  the  mutual  respect  each 
should  and  exemplify  for  each  other. 

3.  Remember,  this  corporate  prayer  of 
intercession  is  for  the  whole  church,  not 
some  limited  group. 

The  Elder  Brother  syndrome  is  far 
too  often  exhibited  when  longtime 
faithful  (?)  church  members  are  replaced 
in  leadership  by  some  "young  upstart"  in 
the  Faith! 

Pride  and  Greed?  These  two  ugly 
monsters  creep  in  so  discreetly  that  we 
must  stay  on  constant  guard  against 
their  invasion. 

Yes,  I  think  after  my  own  heart- 
searching  observations  -  The  Solemn 
Assembly  will  be  used  of  God  in  this 
Church!

April  28,  1996,  was  just  an 
ordinary  Sunday  in  most  churches, 
but  not  Evangelistic  Temple  in  Gary.

There 
was,  of  course,  the  usual  lunch  that 
all  enjoyed  so  much. 

At  2  p.m.  everyone  assembled  for 
the  Dedication  Service.  Pastor  Ray 
Ward  reminded  the  Church  Family 
of  the  Purpose  to  which  God  has 
called  us.  Assistant  Superintendent 
Rev.  Chris  Thompson  reminded  the 
Church  of  their  early  beginnings  and 
special   promises.  Conference 


Superintendent  Rev.  T.  E.  Long 
challenged  us  to  become  a  place 
where  people  can  meet  God.  Bishop 
Underwood  presided  over  the 
Dedication  Service. 

Evangelistic  Temple  was 
organized  by  the  North  Caroline 
Conference  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  with  eleven  charter 
members  on  April  6,  1978.  The  first 
meeting  place  was  the  Band  Room  of 
East  Gary  Junior  High  School.  On 
August  24,  1980,  the  church  had 
grown  to  the  point  where  more 
classroom  space  was  necessary;  so  a 
modular  unit  was  purchased. 

In  1992,  recognizing  the  need  to 
expand  but  realizing  the  limitations 
of  the  land,  the  Church  Body  voted 
to  sell  the  property  and  move  to  a 
new  location.  Thirteen  acres  were 
purchased  at  the  corner  of  Kildaire 


Farm  and  Arthur  Pierce  Roads.  The 
first  phase  of  the  building  program, 
a  14,000-square  foot  multi-purpose 
building,  was  completed,  and  the 
first  service  was  held  on  Easter 
Sunday.  Two  other  buildings  are 
planned  for  the  property:  a  Worship 
Sanctuary  and  an  Educational 
Building.  Other  amenities  will 
include  a  recreational  field, 
playground,  and  Royal  Rangers  area.

"JOY  THROUGH  MINISTRY" 


Lines  From  Linda.  . . 

"Lo,  children  are  an  heritage  of  the  Lord:  and  the  fruit  of  the 
womb  is  his  reward.  As  arrows  are  in  the  hand  of  a  mighty  man; 
so  are  children  of  thy  youth.  Happy  is  the  man  that  hath  his 
quiver  full  of  them:  they  shall  not  be  ashamed,  but  they  shall 
speak  with  the  enemies  in  the  gate"  (Psalm  127:3-5). 

Sad  to  say,  this  is  not  the  mindset  of  many  parents  today.  I 
recently  noticed  a  cartoon  that  was  in  our  local  newspaper.  Two 
women  are  seated  side  by  sode.  One  sleek  looking  woman  is 
reading  a  book  entitled  Men  Are  From  Mars,  Women  Are  From 
Venus.  The  other  woman  is  all  bedraggled  looking  with  two 
children  romping  on  her.  One  of  the  children  is  climbing  on  her 
back  and  pulling  her  hair  and  taunting  the  baby,  who  is  seated  in 
her  lap  and  crying.  This  mother  speaks  to  the  lady  who  is  reading 
and  says,  "I'm  writing  a  book  called  Men  Are  From  Mars,  Women 
Are  From  Venus,  Children  Are  From  Hell." 

That  cartoon  greatly  disturbed  me.  It  stirred  me  to  think 
strongly  about  a  fact  that  I  already  knew.  Though  many  people 
are  not  bold  enough  to  speak  it  that  plainly,  their  actions  show 
the  same  attitude  expressed  in  that  cartoon.  Is  it  any  wonder  that 
we  find  ourselves  today  in  a  society  of  rebellious  children? 

The  U.S.  Dept.  of  Health  and  Human  Services  reported  last 
month  that  in  1992  there  were  850,000  substantiated  cases  of 
child  abuse  or  neglect,  while  the  homicide  rate  for  teens  more 
than  doubled  between  1970  and  1992.  Do  we  see  the  connection? 
Does  this  not  give  us  a  grim  look  at  the  future  of  American 
society? 

As  Christians,  we  must  take  action.  After  all,  we  are  charged 
to  be  our  brother's  keepers.  We  are  commissioned  to  take  care  of 
the  widows  and  orphans.  Too  often,  we  want  to  leave  it  to 
someone  else  or  to  the  government.  We  expect  the  welfare 
programs  to  take  care  of  the  financial  needs.  We  expect  the  public 
schools,  which  were  designed  to  provide  academic  training,  to  be 
the  social  training  ground.  We  have  even  tried  to  blame  the  lack 
of  the  religious  training  on  the  schools.  However,  there  is  no 
substitute  for  what  God  has  called  the  home  and  the  church  to  do. 

Because  many  parents  today  do  not  value  the  gift  of  children 
which  God  has  given  to  them,  they  do  not  have  right  priorities. 
Their  self-interest.  .  .  a  career,  material  possessions,  a  high 
position.  .  .  or  on  the  other  hand,  drugs,  alcohol,  a  sexual  partner. 
.  .  whatever  it  might  be,  has  taken  precedence  over  the  most 
important  role  a  parent  is  charged  to  fulfill. 

Even  the  parents  who  are  devoted  to  their  children  in  many 
ways  seem  to  neglect  the  most  important  aspect  of  their 
development.  Many  who  are  financially  secure  seem  to  feel  their 
role  is  to  provide  their  children  with  all  the  latest  fashion  and 
social  trends.  There  is  a  far  more  important  realm,  and  there  is 
really  no  excuse  for  those  who  are  Christians!  Instruction  is 
clearly  given  in  God's  Word  as  to  the  basic  and  foundational  role 
in  parenthood. 

You  shall  therefore  lay  up  these  words  of  mine  in  your  heart, 
and  in  your  soul:  and  you  shall  bind  them  as  a  sign  in  your  hand, 
and  they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  YOU  SHALL 
TEACH  THEM  DILIGENTLY  TO  YOUR  CHILDREN,  talking  of 
them  when  you  are  sitting  in  you  house  and  when  you  are  sitting 
in  your  house  and  when  you  are  walking  in  the  way,  and  when 


you  lie  down  and  when  you  rise  up.  And  you  shall  write  them 
upon  the  doorposts  of  your  house  an  d  upon  your  gates,  that  your 
days  and  the  days  of  your  children  may  be  multiplied  in  the  land 
which  the  Lord  swore  to  your  fathers  to  give  them  (selections  from 
the  book  of  Deuteronomy). 

It  is  very  clear!  Christian  parents  have  responsibility  for  the 
spiritual  training  of  their  children.  Let's  dissect  this  portion  of 
scripture  and  see  what  it  really  says: 

Lay  up  my  words  in  your  heart  and  your  soul  -  This  is  more 
than  just  a  head  knowledge.  We  must  receive  the  Lord  into  our 
heart  and  soul  and  store  His  Words  there. 

Bind  them  in  hand  -  be  as  frontlets  between  eyes  -  His  words 
should  control  all  that  we  do  and  even  outr  thoughts. 

Teach  them  diligently  to  your  children  -  Word  and  example 
must  reflect  God  in  our  lives. 

-  in  the  home-  first  institution  ordained  of  God;  first  and 
most  important  training  ground. 

-  walking  in  the  way  -  stand  for  God  publicly;  no  double 
standard. 

-  when  you  lie  down  and  rise  -  consistent  in  your  witness 
and  example. 

-  write  them  on  doorpost  and  gate  -  claim  your  home  for 
God 

It  is  hard  to  understand  how  concerned  many  parents  are  with 
almost  every  area  of  their  children's  lives  -  yet  they  fail  to 
recognize  the  greatest  need  of  all.  Many  are  obsessed  with  such 
interests  as  little  league,  dance/music  lesson,  academics  (and 
these  have  their  place  in  the  total  development  of  a  child),  but  fail 
to  give  them  training  that  will  prepare  them  not  only  to  live  a 
happier  more  productive  life  on  this  earth,  but  also  will  guide 
them  to  eternal  salvation. 

Children  play  such  a  vital  role  in  society.  One-third  of  the 
world's  population  is  under  the  age  of  15.  Seventy-eight  percent  of 
the  children  in  the  world  grow  up  in  non-Christian  settings. 
Many  children  become  street  children.  Some  10  million  children 
are  caught  up  in  child  prostitution,  sex  rings,  and  pornography 
worldwide.  Yet  many  Christians  offer  excuse  after  excuse  for  not 
getting  involved  in  reaching  children  for  the  Lord. 

The  majority  of  people  become  Christians  between  the  ages  of 
4  and  14.  Ministry  to  children  is  the  biggest  evangelistic  outreach 
a  church  or  an  individual  can  have.  Do  we  really  recognize  the 
value  of  a  child?  Do  we  see  them  as  part  of  the  church  today?  as 
well  as  the  future? 

You  have  the  opportunity  to  touch  the  children  of  your 
community  -  in  your  own  special  way.  You  have  the  privilege  of 
declaring  the  gospel  to  the  youth  around  you.  You  can  help 
change  their  world.  Are  you  willing?

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Evangelism  and  Growth  Within  the 
NC  Conference  for  the  year  1995 

The  NC  Conference  had  a  fantastic  year  in  evangeUsm  for 
1995.  There  were  1,007  new  church  members,  703  new 
Systematic  Bible  Study  (SBS)  members  (Sunday  School),  and  a 
661  increase  per  Sunday  in  Morning  Worship  Attendance.  The 
Conference  had  a  net  gain  of  5  new  churches  and  three  Church 
type  Missions  ( CTM-unorganized  churches).  These  new 
churches  accounted  for  300  new  members  and  over  400  new 
people  in  worship  each  Sunday  morning. 

The  simple  decadal  composite  (average  of  church  members, 
systematic  Bible  study,  and  church  a.m.  attendance)  growth 
rate  for  1995  was  10.35%. 

This  is  a  substantial  increase  over  1994  -  8.87%.  Praise  the 
Lord!

Lines  From  Linda 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  eastern  North  Carolina  is 
cleaning  up  the  debris  left  by  Hurricane  Bertha.  Anyone 
who  has  experienced  a  storm  of  this  magnitude  can 
certainly  appreciate  the  power  of  the  wind.  From  our  den, 
with  windows  on  three  sides,  my  husband,  Joe,  our  son, 
Brynn,  and  I  had  a  clear  view.  We  live  in  the  middle  of 
twenty  acres  of  woodland,  and  we  watched  the  tall  pine 
trees  bend  and  sway  as  the  gale  force  winds  twisted  them  to 
and  fro.  We  witnessed  a  couple  of  our  hardwood  trees  being 
uprooted  and  their  huge  branches  crashing  to  the  ground. 
Trees  were  purged  of  dead  limbs  as  the  strength  of  the  wind 
pruned  them.  Then,  as  night  came  and  darkness  surrounded 
us,  we  had  to  pull  out  the  old  oil  lamps  and  candles  in  the 
absence  of  electricity. 

In  our  location,  the  winds  and  rains  subsided  a  little 
after  midnight,  but  the  effects  of  the  wind  and  rain  were  left 
with  us.  The  next  morning,  we  left  home  to  inspect  some  of 
our  properties.  By  this  time,  trees  that  had  fallen  across  the 
highways  had  been  removed  enough  for  passage,  but  the 
roadsides  were  marked  with  the  debris.  We  saw  bits  and 
pieces  of  tin  and  shingles  from  roofs.  Power  lines  were  down 
in  places.  It  took  utility  company  crews  several  days  in  some 
locations  to  restore  power  to  their  customers. 

The  force  of  the  wind  and  rain  had  caused  turmoil  in  our 
rivers  and  creeks.  The  tides  came  in  and  destroyed  docks 
and  marinas,  causing  costly  boats  to  wash  ashore  or 
submerge.  High  water  caused  property  damage  in  low  areas. 
Some  crops  were  destroyed  and  others  left  with  much 
damage.  The  wind  was  evident  during  the  storm,  but  the 
aftermath  left  no  doubt  as  to  its  power. 

As  we  observed  the  storm  that  evening,  I  thought  about 
the  many  emotions  such  an  event  brings  to  surface  in 
mankind.  There  is  a  certain  amount  of  anxiety  even  in  the 
preparation  stages.  We  wonder  if  we  have  "buttoned  down 
all  the  hatches"  securely.  When  the  rage  begins,  it  can  even 
bring  fear,  for  we  are  afraid  that  a  tree  will  crash  on  the 
house  or  the  roof  will  be  blown  away.  Then  there  is  a  certain 
excitement  that  is  experienced.  We  watch,  in  awe,  as  the 
might  of  the  wind  is  made  evident  to  us. 

The  sound  of  the  wind  rushing  through  the  trees  around 
our  home  was  awesome.  It  was  not  the  whistle  of  winter's 
north  wind,  but  a  strong  swishing  sound  as  its  breath  blew 
hard  to  make  its  way  around  every  trunk  and  branch.  When 
the  rains  came,  the  sound  became  more  of  a  roar  as  the 
wind  gave  force  to  every  raindrop.  Yet,  you  never  see  the 
wind  ..  only  its  evidence! 

During  the  height  of  this  storm,  I  found  myself  sitting  at 
my  piano....  playing  and  singing.  From  the  music  room,  I 
could  see  that,  on  the  other  side  of  the  house,  that  same 
wind  was  doing  its  work.  I  watched  dead  twigs  and  pine 
cones  fall  from  the  trees.  I  saw  the  same  rage  that  I  had 
viewed  from  the  den.  Yet,  I  heard  myself  singing,  "There  is 
peace  in  the  midst  of  the  storm."  My  heart  was  excited  to 
remember  that  the  same  God  who  was  controlling  the  winds 
of  Hurricane  Bertha  was  in  control  of  me,  our  family,  our 
home,  and  everything  tangible  that  we  own. 

As  I  sat  there  watching  the  might  of  the  wind,  my  mind 
went  to  Acts  2  to  the  account  of  the  Day  of  Pentecost.  "And 
suddenly  there  came  a  sound  from  heaven  as  of  a  rushing 
mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where  they  were 


sitting."  My  heart  began  to  rejoice  as  I  thought  about  how 
the  Holy  Spirit  had  ridden  the  wings  of  the  wind  to  earth  to 
descend  on  us.  When  that  wind  blew  into  the  Upper  Room 
that  day,  it  left  its  evidence.  I'm  sure  there  was  some 
pruning  of  dead  limbs,  just  as  Bertha  did  to  the  trees.  There 
must  have  been  some  uprooting  of  those  things  that  are 
unacceptable  to  God.  The  power  of  man  was  snapped  off,  but 
the  power  of  God  came  in  full  force.  The  whole  known  world 
of  that  day  was  shaken  and  changed  as  a  result  of  the  Wind 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  blew. 

To  this  day,  natural  eye  has  never  witnessed  the  person 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  But  we  can  hear  Him.  Sometimes  He 
comes  as  a  mighty  roaring  lion.  Another  time  He  might 
speak  in  a  gentle  breeze  ...  just  a  whisper  ...  but  our 
spiritual  ear  can  hear  Him  clearly.  Above  all  else,  the 
beauty  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  lives  is  the  evidence  He 
leaves.  Sometimes  He  has  to  shake  us  really  hard  and 
maybe  even  uproot  us  from  our  own  ways.  We  might  have  to 
be  pruned  of  the  dead  weights  that  are  not  useful  in  God's 
kingdom.  We  might  even  have  to  go  through  deep  waters 
and  risky  places.  Yet,  when  the  wind  of  the  Spirit  blows  our 
way,  it  leaves  its  evidence  in  our  lives. 

How  the  church  needs  to  pray  together  for  a  mighty 
revival!  Oh,  how  we  want  to  see  the  Wind  of  God  blow  with 
gale  force  all  across  this  world.  He  is  able!  He  is  ready! 
Button  down  the  hatches  ...  Make  preparation  ...  Expect  the 
wind  to  blow!  The  Bible  has  forecast  that  in  the  last  days  He 
will  pour  out  His  Spirit  on  sons  and  daughters.  When  I 
think  on  this,  my  heart  rejoices,  and  yet  another  song  comes 
to  mind. 

The  wind  is  blowing  again.  The  wind  is  blowing  again. 
Just  like  the  day  of  Pentecost,  the  wind  is  blowing  again. 

Lord,  let  it  blow  on  me!

The  Power  Of  A  Handshake  ... 

This  article  comes  from  Glad  Tidings  Church  in 
Morehead  City,  Rev.  Maurice  Phelps,  Pastor. 

"Have  you  ever  wondered  how  much  a  handshake  is 
worth?  In  his  book,  Attracting  New  Members,  Robert  Bast 
tells  the  story  of  a  man  who  visited  eighteen  churches  on 
consecutive  Sundays  to  discover  how  friendly  they  were  to 
visitors.  Following  the  same  pattern  each  Sunday,  he 
always  sat  near  the  front  so  he  could  exit  the  length  of  the 
sanctuary.  Sometimes  he  would  re-enter  and  exit  by 
another  aisle.  Before  leaving,  he  would  always  ask  someone 
for  directions  to  the  men's  room.  He  devised  this  rating 
scale  for  the  churches  he  attended: 

A  smile  of  welcome  ...  10  points 

A  word  of  greeting  ...  10  points 

Exchange  of  names  ...  100  points 

An  invitation  to  return  ...  200  points 

Introduction  of  another  member  ...  1,000  points 

Meet  the  pastor  ...  2,000  points 
In  eleven  of  the  churches  visited,  less  than  100  points 
were  scored.  In  five  churches,  fewer  than  20!" 

Ladies,  I  hope  we  recognize  the  value  of  making  visitors 


welcome  in  our  church  services.  A  greeting  on  the  first  visit 
is  an  opportunity  to  make  a  stranger  feel  at  home  and 
welcome  in  the  presence  of  a  new  congregation.  It  is  also  a 
great  time  to  invite  a  lady  visitor  to  Women's  Ministries 
meeting.  Never  underestimate  the  power  of  a  handshake 
and  word  of  welcome. 

Idea  For  The  Harvest  Train... 

Start  a  tradition  this  fall  When  you  buy  your  children's 
school  supplies,  purchase  extra  ones  and  put  them  in  a 
book  bag  or  backpack  to  take  to  Falcon  Children's  Home 
with  your  Harvest  Train  commodities.  It  takes  lots  of 
composition  books,  loose-leaf  paper,  pencils,  pens,  etc.  to 
supply  our  children  there. 


Fund-Raiser  Idea... 

Put  on  a  TERRIFIC  YARD  SALE!  For  first-timers  or  even 
old-hands,  here  are  some  tips  to  ensure  success: 

•  Try  to  schedule  your  sale  to  coincide  with  another  high- 
traffic  event  nearby.  For  instance,  if  you  live  near  a  mall, 
schedule  it  the  same  weekend  as  the  end-of-the  month  sale. 

•  General  curiosity  with  a  newspaper  announcement: 
"Trash  to  Treasures  -  Jewelry  to  Junk  Sale." 

•  Have  a  one-day  sale,  preferably  Saturday.  Have 
everything  priced  and  in  place  very  early.  Yard  sale  shoppers 
get  an  early  start.  Decide  ahead  of  time  if  you'll  honor  "early- 
birds."  If  you  don't  want  to  be  bothered  with  them,  say  so  in 
the  ad. 

•  Use  lots  of  signs  pointing  the  way.  Be  sure  they  are  in 
big  print  so  a  driver  can  clearly  read  instructions.  Use  big 
arrows,  balloons  or  streamers  to  draw  attention.  NOTE: 
When  sale  is  over,  be  sure  signs  are  taken  down. 

•  Make  sure  everything  in  the  sale  is  clean  and  off  the 
ground.  Make  table  tops  out  of  plywood  on  sawhorses  if  you 
do  not  have  tables.  If  possible,  don't  offer  items  boxed  up.  Lay 
merchandise  out  so  it  can  be  clearly  seen. 

•  Start  with  a  minimum  of  $20  change.  Decide  on  a  check 
limit  or  if  you  want  to  accept  checks  at  all.  If  you  want  only 
cash,  agree  to  hold  the  item  long  enough  for  the  party  to  get 
some  change. 

•  Group  related  items  together  for  sale  display.  For 
example,  kitchen  items,  toys,  baby  items,  etc. 

•  Group  clothing  by  three  sizes:  Small,  Medium  and 
Large.  Anything  else  is  getting  too  detailed. 

•  Offer  free  coffee  and  cookies.  It's  a  nice  neighborly 
touch. 

•  Assess  the  items  in  your  sale.  Would  you  buy  some  of 
the  things  you  are  selling?  (Note:  If  there  is  more  clothing 
than  anything  else,  you  might  not  get  as  many  customers.) 
Sometimes  broken  widgets  are  just  what  someone  is  looking 
for,  but  price  broken  pieces  or  outdated  items  low  since  your 
main  objective  is  to  get  rid  of  unwanted  stuff. 

•  Agree  with  co-participants  as  to  what  to  do  with  unsold 
items. 

•  Set  up  schedule  for  workers  at  yard  sale  and  determine 
who  will  be  manning  the  cash  box.

Reverend  Ralph 
Royal  Johnson 

January  4, 1912  -  August  26, 1996 

A  service  to  celebrate  the  life  and 
homegoing  of  Reverend  Ralph  R. 
Johnson  was  conducted  at  Joyner 
Funeral  Home  in  Wilson,  N.C.,  on 
Wednesday,  August  28.  Interment  was 
in  Evergreen  Memorial  Gardens  in  the 
same  city. 

Pastor  Ed  Woolard,  Reverend  Clayton 
Guthrie  (long-time  friend  and  colleague) 
and  Conference  Superintendent  T. 
Elwood  Long  officiated. 

Musical  selections  were  provided  by 
organist,  Mrs.  Billie  M.  Butler,  Lenn 
Jackson  (grandson-in-law  to  Reverend 
Johnson)  and  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Roland 
Harrell.  All  clergy  and  their  spouses 
attending  were  honorary  pallbearers. 
Active  pallbearers  were  Reverends  Wiley 
T.  Clark,  Bobby  Forehand,  Jimmy 
Forehand,  Ralph  Jernigan,  Ralph 
Leggett,  and  D.  Chris  Thompson. 

Brother  Johnson  was  born  in  Wayne 
County,  January  4,  1912,  "the  year  the 
Titanic  sank,"  as  he  was  fond  of  saying. 
His  parents  were  W.  E.  and  Laura 
Edwards  Johnson.  Some  of  those  early 
years  were  spent  in  Lenoir  County 
growing  up  on  a  farm,  a  way  of  life  to 
which  Mr.  Johnson  didn't  "cotton"  to 
very  well.  The  family,  however,  returned 
to  Wayne  County  where  the  elder 


Johnson  became  a  merchant  and  the 
younger  graduated  from  Goldsboro  High 
School.  There  were  seven  of  the  Johnson 
children  who  reached  adulthood:  Ed, 
Hubert,  Ronald,  Chester,  Dora,  Verna, 
and  Ralph. 

While  attending  Goldsboro  High 
School,  a  young  black-haired  girl  caught 
his  eye.  He  was  pleased  to  find  this 
same  young  woman  playing  the  piano  at 
church,  the  then  Oak  Street  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  The  attraction 
blossomed  into  romance,  and  the  two 
were  married  October  10,  1933,  at  the 
home  of  Reverend  Jerome  Hodges,  who 
was  the  Conference  Superintendent  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 

Reverend  Johnson  joined  the 
Conference  as  a  licensed  minister  in 
1932,  the  same  year  he  graduated  from 
Holmes  Bible  College.  (His  mother,  who 
died  in  1939,  joined  the  same  year  as  a 
mission  worker.)  Two  years  later  Ralph 
was  ordained.  While  at  Holmes  he 
roomed  with  two  young  men  named  O.  T. 
Howard  and  W.  Harvey  Morris.  These 
men,  unknown  to  them  at  the  time,  were 
destined  to  spend  all  their  ministry  life 
working  together  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  (Reverend  Johnson 
preached  Mr.  Howard's  funeral  in 
December  of  1995.  And  upon  learning  of 
Ralph's  death,  Mr.  Morris  called  out  to 
God  in  prayer  and  said,  "Tell  Ralph  to 
hold  the  gate  open,  for  I'll  be  there 
soon.") 

America  was  still  in  the  throes  of  the 
depression  in  the  '30s.  The  young  couple 
began  their  married  life  living  with  her 
parents,  Annie  Zilphia  and  Fred 
Lancaster.  Mr.  Lancaster  was  a 
Goldsboro  policeman.  He  was  injured  in 
the  line  of  duty  in  about  1934  and 
subsequently  became  an  invalid.  The 
Johnsons  were  then  responsible  for  them 


and  remaining  in  Goldsboro  became  a 
necessity.  Therefore,  Reverend 
Johnson's  first  pastorates  were  those  to 
which  he  could  commute.  They  include 
Pink  Hill,  Calypso,  Manley  Grove,  St. 
John,  Clayton,  Bizzell's  Grove,  Pike's 
Cross  Road,  Rocky  Mount  (now  Living 
Faith),  Shiloh,  Benson,  and  Falcon 
(Culbreth  Memorial). 

The  '30s  also  saw  the  arrival  of 
electricity.  Seeing  the  need  of  more 
income  for  the  family,  which  now 
included  two  children,  David  and 
Carolyn,  Mr.  Johnson  began  his  own 
business  and  called  it  Johnson  Wiring 
Company.  His  two  loyal  employees, 
until  World  War  II  claimed  them  for  the 
Navy  and  Air  Force,  were  Jerome 
Hodges,  Jr.  and  Joe  Medford.  Brother 
Johnson  got  in  on  the  ground  floor  of  this 
new  industry  and  received  his  electrical 
contractor's  license,  which  he  kept 
renewed  until  he  was  in  his  late 
seventies.  He  used  this  expertise  to  wire 
churches  and  parsonages  wherever  and 
whenever  he  was  called  upon.  During 
most  of  his  36  years  on  the  Conference 
Board,  he  voluntarily  served  as  the 
conference  "Mr.  Fixit"  man.  Many  will 
remember  him  during  youth  camps  and 
conferences,  in  his  tan  working  clothes, 
working  on  the  wiring,  the  plumbing, 
and  whatever  else  that  needed  to  be 
fixed. 

A  builder,  as  well  as  an  electrician,  he 
left  his  mark  wherever  he  went.  If  there 
was  a  problem,  he  tried  to  solve  it. 
When  assigned  to  Falcon,  he  saw  a  need 
for  Sunday  School  rooms  for  the  little 
octagon-shaped  church.  Therefore,  he 
built  and  wired  the  rooms.  They  have 
since  been  detached  and  the  little  church 
removed.  At  Greenville  First,  he  almost 
single-handedly  added  sidewalks, 
remodeled  the  parsonage  that  included 
digging  a  basement,  and  putting  in 
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central  heat.  This  was  done  while  the 
family  lived  in  the  parsonage,  and  his 
wife  was  recovering  from  a  complete 
physical  breakdown  she  had  suffered  in 
1948,  following  the  death  of  both 
parents.  Greenville  was  his  pastorate  to 
which  he  was  able  to  move  into  the 
parsonage 

During  the  Greenville  pastorate,  he 
became  the  treasurer  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference,  an  office  he  held 
for  36  years.  At  first  all  the  work  was 
done  at  home.  He  sometimes  took  his 
ledger  to  the  hospital  so  he  could  spend 
time  with  his  sick  wife  and  still  get  the 
work  done.  He  also  kept  tabs  on  David 
and  Carolyn,  seeing  that  they  were  fed, 
got  to  school,  and  did  their  homework. 
He  served  on  the  conference  youth 
board,  then  known  as  the  PHYS 
(Pentecostal  Holiness  Youth  Society).  At 
one  time  he  was  the  Conference 
President.  He  with  people  like  Jean 
Williams,  Daisy  (Jones)  Morris,  Ruth 
(Sharpe)  Howard,  saw  opportunities  for 
reaching  the  youth  of  our  conference 
through  Vacation  Bible  Schools-  always 
accompanied  by  a  two-week  revival-and 
camps. 

The  first  youth  camp  was  held  at 
Wilmington  First  Church  which  was  a 
huge  edifice  purchased  from  the 
Presbyterians  in  the  early  '50s.  The 
camps  lasted  for  a  weekend.  When  the 
conference  headquarters  moved  to 
Falcon,  week-long  camps  were  begun. 
For  several  years  Mr.  Johnson  served  as 
dean  of  boys  and  Mrs.  Jean  Williams  as 
dean  of  girls.  Many  people,  even  to  this 
day,  trace  their  religious  roots  to  Falcon 
Youth  Camps.  Even  those  first  years 
were  times  of  cold  showers,  hot  rooms, 
and  hiding  your  mischief  from  "Mr. 
Ralph  and  Miss  Jean."  It  was  also  a  time 
of  inspired  religious  training  from  people 
like  Reverends  T.  O.  Todd,  Jake  Till, 
Bobby  Bagwell,  Bane  Underwood,  and 
others.  It  was  a  time  when  divine  calls 
to  the  ministry  were  felt  and  accepted, 
and  lifelong  friendships-even 
romances-were  made.  Some  may 
remember  learning  how  to  lead  the 
singing  in  church,  practicing  under  the 
trees  under  the  leadership  of  Lonnie  Rex 
of  Oklahoma. 

From  the  time  of  his  election  to  the 
Conference  Board  until  his  death,  Mr. 
Johnson  never  missed  a  Quadrennial 
General  Conference  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  The  last  one  met  in 
Jacksonville,  Florida,  in  1993.  He  and 
his  wife  drove  down  to  attend.  These 
conferences  were  very  special  to  him  and 
a  pleasure  to  attend. 


Ralph  R.  Johnson 


The  Johnsons  were  transferred  to 
Wilmington  First  Church  in  1951.  From 
there  they  moved  to  Whiteville  in  1954 
and  Clinton  First  in  1956.  Mrs. 
Johnson's  health  gradually  improved, 
and  she  became  able  to  lead  a  normal 
life.  These  were  the  years  when  a 
stationing  committee  assigned  pastors 
their  churches,  and  pastors  were 
expected  to  accept  whatever  assignment 
given  them.  After  the  stationing 
committee  report  was  read  by  the 
presiding  officer  on  the  last  night  of 
camp  meeting,  the  parsonage  family, 
oftentimes  with  many  tears,  would  line 
up  behind  their  preacher  husband  and 
father  and  head  off  to  another  new  field 
of  service.  No  matter  where  Brother 
Johnson  was  assigned,  he  accepted  it  as 
mandate  from  God  and  went 
uncomplainingly. 

After  eight  years  at  Clinton,  where  he 
tore  down  an  old  house  the  church  had 
purchased,  and  designed  and  built  a  new 
parsonage,  the  Johnsons  were  assigned 
to  the  Belfast  church  and  then  later  to 
Whitley.  His  pastorate  was  at 
Westmoreland  in  Wilson.  Here  he  saw 
the  need  for  Sunday  School  space.  Once 
again  he  became  the  chief  architect, 
contractor,  and  builder  of  the  annex  that 
is  in  his  honor.  By  this  time  he  was 
having  to  spend  many  hours  in  Falcon 
doing  his  treasurer's  work  as  the 
conference  had  grown  and  new  financial 
programs  had  been  added.  All 
bookkeeping  continued  to  be  done  by 
hand  as  computers  were  not  yet 
available.  When  the  treasurer's  position 
was  made  a  full-time  position,  the 
Johnsons  moved  to  Falcon,  leaving  the 


pastorate  behind. 

Mrs.  Johnson's  health  had  been 
declining  for  several  years  and  on  March 
1,  1975,  she  passed  away  leaving  her 
mate  of  41  years  a  every  lonely  man. 
Then,  in  the  good  providence  of  God,  on 
September  14  of  that  same  year  Mr. 
Johnson  and  Miss  Gladys  Barnes  were 
married  in  the  Westmoreland  Church  by 
Reverend  T.O.  Todd 

Having  exceptionally  good  health  and 
energy,  Mr.  Johnson  chose  to  stay  on  the 
job  until  age  70,  retiring  in  1982.  For  a 
while  he  and  Mrs.  Johnson  remained  in 
Falcon,  but  then  retired  to  their  home  in 
Wilson,  but  he  never  retired  in  his  mind 
and  heart.  In  the  14  years  since  his 
official  retirement  he  had  continued  to 
enjoy  excellent  health  until  this  year. 
He  filled  in  for  vacationing  ministers, 
supplied  pulpits  with  no  pastors, 
conducted  weddings  and  funerals  as  well 
as  attending  to  other  ministerial  duties. 
His  last  sermon  was  delivered  at  the 
Friendship  Church  on  the  morning  of 
March  31,  1996.  He  had  two  other 
preaching  engagements  scheduled  after 
that  but  had  to  cancel  them  due  to  his 
illness  that  was  diagnosed  on  April  8, 
1996. 

Ralph  Royal  Johnson  was  a  pioneer. 
His  first  love  was  always  his  God,  his 
family,  and  his  church. ..and  in  that 
order.  Over  the  62  years  in  the  ministry 
he  saw  many  changes,  some  were 
welcomed,  some  were  not.  His  mentors 
had  been  men  like  Jerome  Hodges,  Sr., 
S.  A.  Fann,  J.  H.  King;  his  peers  were 
people  like  O.  T.  Howard,  for  whom  he 
was  often  mistaken,  W.  Eddie  Morris,  W. 
Harvey  Morris,  Aaron  Howard,  Joe  and 
Margaret  Russell,  Everette  Thompson, 
T.  O.  Todd,  Clayton  Guthrie,  Bishop  J. 
Floyd  Williams,  and  a  host  of  others. 

Ralph  R.  Johnson  was  always  a  man 
of  high  principles,  one  who  served  where 
sent,  one  who  tried  to  make  a  positive 
difference,  one  who  always  let  you  know 
where  he  stood.  And  now,  his  labors  are 
complete,  and  he  has  heard  his  Master 
say,  "Welcome,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant.  You  have  fought  a  good  fight; 
you  have  won  the  race."  HE  IS  HOME 
AT  LAST! 

We  envy  his  going  and  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  we  shall  see  him  and  be 
joined  again!  To  God  Be  The  Glory!

Last  month,  on  August  17,  I  added  another  event  to  my 
basket  of  memories.  The  occasion  was  the  final  day  on  which 
Rev.  Roland  Harrell  would  serve  as  the  pastor  of  the  Capital 
Church  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  a  position  he  had  held  for 
almost  fifteen  years.  Our  congregation  was  taking  it  hard, 
perhaps  because  it  was  a  totally  unanticipated  loss.  In  late 
July,  at  Conference  in  Falcon,  a  new  full-time  position  of 
Secretary-Treasurer  was  created,  and  Rev.  Harrell  was 
elected.  The  membership  learned  of  the  imminent  change  in 
the  morning  worship  service  two  days  later.  Choked  sobs 
could  be  heard  as  a  hush  fell  over  the  sanctuary.  Our  beloved 
pastor  exhorted  us  to  trust  God  and  noted  that  if  our  loyalty 
to  Christ  and  to  the  church  were  dependent  upon  his  personal 
ministry  alone,  then  his  tenure  has  been  not  a  success,  but  a 
failure.  We  were  encouraged  and  began  to  busily  prepare  for 
a  memorable  farewell  Sunday  just  three  short  weeks  later. 

The  day  arrived  all  too  soon.  Our  beautiful  sanctuary  was 
filled  with  a  sense  of  God's  presence,  and  a  huge  bouquet  of 
yellow  roses  graced  the  altar  table.  The  opening 
congregational  hymn,  "Blessed  Assurance,"  climaxed  with  a 
high  soprano  descant  complemented  by  lofty  notes  from  the 
organ  and  orchestra.  The  choir  had  prepared  three  favorites 
of  the  Harrells.  "Jesus,  The  One  and  Only"  backed  by  the 
refrain  "All  Hail  the  Power"  set  the  atmosphere  for  a  morning 
of  worship;  the  ascending  notes  of  "All  Rise"  brought  the 
congregation  spontaneously  to  its  feet;  "The  Lamb  Has 
Overcome"  seemed  to  usher  the  congregation  right  through 
the  portals  of  praise.  Rounding  out  the  musical  program  was 
an  offertory  arrangement  of  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,"  in  which  the 
organ  and  piano  echoed  a  majestic,  swelling  theme. 

Prior  to  the  sermon.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Harrell  were  presented 
a  crystal  plaque  on  which  was  engraved  in  gold  a  likeness  of 
the  church  and  words  of  loving  appreciation.  Mrs.  Harrell 
remained  on  the  platform  to  deliver  her  own  words  of  thanks 
for  the  love  and  support  the  membership  has  shown 
throughout  their  tenure  and  especially  during  the  heartache 
of  losing  their  son  Kenneth.  She  challenged  the  congregation 
to  meet  her  and  Ken  in  heaven,  and  closing  by  reading  from 
Philippians  1:3-6  NKJV.  "/  thank  my  God  upon  every 
remembrance  of  you...  for  your  fellowship  in  the  gospel  from 
the  first  day  until  now..." 

Continuing  the  same  Scripture  that  his  wife  had  used, 
Pastor  Harrell  focused  on  verse  6,  "Being  confident  of  this 
very  thing,  that  He  who  has  begun  a  good  work  in  you  will 
complete  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ."  Rev.  Harrell  noted 
that  just  as  Paul  anticipated  with  great  confidence  the 
ongoing  work  at  the  early  church  of  Philippi,  so  he,  too. 


believed  that  the  good  work  at  the  Capital  Church  would 
continue  as  long  as  we  trusted  in  Christ,  the  Author  and 
Finisher  of  the  faith.  Christ  alone  begins,  inspires,  and 
anoints  the  work,  and  He  alone  can  sustain  it  and  carry  it  on 
to  completion.  The  church  is  a  master  stroke  of  God's 
creative  genius,  and  His  desire  is  that  our  lives  be  so 
transformed  that  we  become  a  reflection  of  Jesus. 

Rev.  Harrell  outlined  four  aspects  of  the  good  work  Christ 
has  begun  in  us:  1)  The  light  of  His  Word  as  it  moves  upon 
our  intellects  and  heart,  changing  attitudes,  illuminating 
spirits,  and  producing  growth;  2)  The  faithful  love  of  God  as 
it  softens  our  hearts  and  heals  our  inner  hurts  and  conflicts; 
3)  The  holiness  of  God;  and  4)  The  security  God  offers  His 
people,  since  the  good  work  is  one  of  eternal  consequence, 
"until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ." 

The  service  culminated  with  a  moving  outpouring  of  love 
and  appreciation,  as  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Harrell  were  called  to  the 
podium  to  witness  the  dramatization  of  the  song  "Thank 
You."  Members  of  the  church  who  had  actually  been  saved 
under  the  aegis  of  the  Harrells  were  major  participants  in  the 
drama,  and  during  the  final  stanza  of  the  song,  all  four 
entries  of  the  sanctuary  were  opened  as  the  children  and 
teenagers  of  the  church  marched  to  the  altar  area  singing 
"Thank  you  for  giving  to  the  Lord,  I  am  a  life  that  was 
changed..."  Then  the  entire  congregation  rose  and  moved  to 
the  front,  singing  the  chorus  as  an  expression  of  their 
gratitude. 

In  the  afternoon,  a  reception  was  held  in  the  fellowship 
hall  to  honor  the  Harrells.  Along  with  the  membership, 
friends  from  the  community,  and  former  church  members 
returned  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  pastor.  In  the 
evening,  a  baptismal  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Harrell 
and  our  Youth  Minister  as  forty  Christians  made  a  public 
testimony  of  their  faith  by  following  Christ's  example. 
Among  them  was  my  own  nine-year-old  grandson.  I  sat  on 
the  very  front  pew  with  tears  in  my  eyes  and  hope  in  my 
heart,  reflecting  on  the  Lord's  goodness  to  His  people.  I 
breathed  a  prayer,  thanking  God  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Harrells,  for  the  blessing  they  have  been  in  my  life,  and  for 
the  events  of  this  beautiful  and  special  day  that  I  was  now 
adding  to  my  own  basket  of  memories.

What  ever  happened  to  testimony  time? 

Recently  while  attending  the  Piney  Grove  Camp  Meeting,  I 
was  reminded  again  of  my  childhood  years.  When  camp 
meeting  time  came,  my  mother  would  load  up  her  car  with 
several  neighbors  and  her  children  and  head  to  Hodges 
Chapel.  We  lived  near  enough  so  that  it  was  convenient  for  us 
to  go  to  several  services  during  the  course  of  the  scheduled 
meetings.  I  have  vivid  memories  of  the  sawdust  floors  and  the 
mosquitoes.  I  remember  the  sultry  heat  and  the  Wilkerson 
Funeral  Home  hand  fans.  I  recall  the  shelter  being  full  and 
people  sitting  on  benches  on  the  outside.  The  old  hymns  and 
gospel  songs  would  ring  out  in  the  night  so  that  all  in  that 
rural  community  would  hear.  The  old-time  holiness  preachers 
would  preach  messages  anointed  of  God,  and  the  people  of 
God  would  rejoice  in  the  Lord  with  praises  and  shouting. 
They  were  happy  people  as  they  forgot  the  cares  of  life.  These 
people  were  just  everyday,  ordinary  country  folks.  They  didn't 
have  much  of  the  world's  goods,  but  they  were  rich  beyond 
measure  in  spiritual  wealth. 

Perhaps  it  was  my  attending  the  camp  meeting,  where  I 
enjoyed  Brother  Doyle  Marley's  Holy  Ghost  anointed 
messages,  that  caused  me  to  reminisce  again  about  how  it 
used  to  be.  I  know  we  can't  live  in  the  yesterdays...  I  am  very 
much  a  believer  in  the  future...  but  I  can't  help  but  treasure 
the  past,  for  it  made  me  what  I  am  today.  I  value  the  sermons 
I  heard  from  the  likes  of  Brother  D.  J.  Little  and  brother  A.  H. 
Butler.  I'll  never  forget  how  Brother  Jesse  Crocker  used  to 
sing  "Fifty  Miles  of  Elbow  Room"  and  how  Brother  E.  S. 
Beasley's  face  would  turn  red  as  he  preached  with  such  might 
and  fervor.  I  recall  the  special  times  when  one  of  my 
childhood  pastors.  Brother  J.  W.  Bunch  and  his  wife,  had 
Sunday  dinners  at  our  house.  But,  of  all  my  memories  of 
those  early  church  years,  one  I  most  treasure  is  hearing  the 
old  saints  of  God  stand  up  in  church  and  give  their  witness  at 
testimony  time. 

I  learned  to  trust  God  with  every  need  of  my  life  from  such 
people  as  Brother  Offie  Ross  and  his  wife,  Lovie.  They  were 
farmers,  and  many  times  I  recall  hearing  them  stand  and 
testify  to  how  they  had  prayed  for  their  animals  to  be  healed, 
and  God  had  brought  them  to  full  recovery.  I  learned  the 
value  of  spending  time  with  the  Lord  in  private  from  the 
testimonies  of  Sister  Mollie  Lilly  when  she  shared  with  us 
how  the  Lord  would  bless  her  when  she  got  away  from  the 
"clatter"  of  life  and  found  time  alone  with  God  in  her  home.  I 
remember  how  Sister  Babe  Lilly  testified  to  the  blessings  of 
God.  Once,  in  particular,  I  remember  her  telling  of  how  she 
wanted  to  be  sure  her  life  was  a  witness  for  the  Lord.  She 
said  that  she  knew  her  husband  knew  her  better  than  anyone 
else  in  the  world,  and  so  she  asked  him  what  he  thought  of 
her  Christian  witness  in  the  home.   From  her  testimony,  I 


learned  the  value  of  "walking  the  talk"  at  every  moment  and 
in  every  situation  of  life.  Her  husband,  Brother  Hunce,  often 
stood  to  remind  us  of  how  Job  had  been  tested  and  tried  but 
stood  true  to  God.  What  I  heard  him  say  caused  me  to  know 
that  God  would  go  with  me  through  the  rough  places.  On  and 
on  I  could  go,  for  there  were  countless  testimonies  from  men 
and  women  of  God  that  made  a  great  impact  on  my  life. 

What  ever  happened  to  that  special  time  when  people  were 
given  the  opportunity  to  stand  and  give  witness  to  the 
goodness  of  God?  Have  we  become  so  programmed  and  time- 
conscious  that  we  are  perhaps  leaving  out  the  living  examples 
of  the  power  and  might  of  God? 

Oh,  yes,  I  know  that  sometimes  testimony  time  can  be 
abused.  I've  also  heard  some  of  those  "holier-than-thou"  ones, 
and  I've  heard  some  that  gave  more  credit  to  the  devil  for  the 
problems  in  a  person's  life  than  they  did  to  God  for  His  power 
to  deliver.  But,  all  in  all,  I  know  that  I  have  been 
strengthened  in  my  spiritual  life  by  the  testimonies  of  God's 
faithfulness  by  His  people. 

God  is  no  less  to  His  people  today  than  He  was  when  I  was 
a  child.  He  is  still  a  God  of  miracles  and  everyday  helps.  He 
still  causes  our  cups  to  overflow  when  we  spend  time  in  His 
presence.  He  still  takes  us  through  the  hard  places.  Yet,  I 
wonder  if  we  are  giving  voice  to  His  goodness  so  that  our 
children  can  learn  from  our  experiences  that  God  can  do  the 
same  for  them.  Psalm  132:12  tells  us,  "If  thy  children  will 
keep  my  covenant  and  my  testimony  that  I  shall  teach  them, 
their  children  shall  also  sit  upon  thy  throne  for  evermore." 
Are  we  denying  our  children  one  of  the  greatest  spiritual 
learning  experiences  of  all? 

What  ever  happened  to  testimony  time? 

Justine  Shares... 

As  a  small  child,  a  "pit"  was  something  that  I  was  afraid 
of...  even  just  to  hear  my  parents  mention  the  word.  The  fear 
of  being  shut  up  in  the  pit  with  the  door  closed  was 
frightening  enough,  much  less  actually  being  left  alone  in 
such  a  dreary  place.  When  I  disobeyed,  I  was  verbally 
threatened  with  being  placed  in  the  pit  for  punishment.  This 
pit  was  for  real.  To  this  day,  I  believe  my  parents  would  have 
put  me  there;  for  what  they  promised,  they  carried  out. 

The  pit  was  in  the  red  barn  where  the  cows  and  mules 
stayed.  It  was  a  room  that  was  dark  with  no  lights  because 
this  was  before  electricity  had  come  to  our  small  community. 
Only  a  lamp,  such  as  a  kerosene  lantern,  lighted  this  dark 
room.  Imagine  a  dark,  dark  room.  No  doubt  there  were 
snakes,  spiders  and  other  scary  creatures  making  their  homes 
inside.  This  room  was  an  ordering  pit  to  place  brittle  tobacco 
so  it  would  become  pliable  enough  to  handle.  This  was  a  place 
that  I  never  wanted  to  be-not  even  for  a  second,  much  less  for 
any  length  of  time.   Learning  to  obey  the  instructions  of  my 
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parents  prevented  me  from  actually  experiencing  what  the  pit 
was  like  beyond  my  view  from  the  door. 

The  consequences  and  pitfalls  of  disobedience  to  God  are 
given  to  us  in  God's  Word,  the  Bible.  We  need  to  read  and 
study  it  to  learn  about  the  pits  that  we  fall  into.  In  Matthew 
15:14  (NIV),  "Leave  them;  they  are  blind  guides.  If  a  blind 
man  leads  a  blind  man,  both  will  fall  into  a  pit."  We  should  be 
very  careful  whom  we  follow.  We  should  seek  God's  will  for 
our  lives,  for  our  very  being  is  at  stake.  The  pit  of  hell  is  for 
real!  Following  and  obeying  God  is  the  only  sure  way  to  avoid 
the  "pits"  that  are  mentioned  in  God's  Word. 

As  a  young  girl,  I  gave  my  heart  to  Jesus,  and  I  committed 
my  life  that  I  would  be  a  "living  Bible."  Women's  Ministries 
has  been  a  channel  afforded  me  in  which  I  could  lead  other 
women  to  Christ.  I  can  make  a  difference.  I  can  help  others 
to  stay  out  of  the  "pits"  of  life.

Autumnal  colors,  Harvest  fields,  frosty 
mornings,  chilly  evening  air!  Ah,  these  are 
those  tell-tale  evidences  that  a  transition  is  in 
progress.  This  is  a  transition  from  summer  to 
fall.  One  other  evidence  I  pose  is  a  popular 
tradition  in  my  part  of  the  country  -  Home- 
coming! 

Many  of  our  churches  excitedly  engage  in 
this  annual  pilgrimage  to  a  special  day  of 
praise  and  worship  either  in  the  church  they 
grew  up  in  or  in  the  one  they  now  worship. 

Homecoming  provides  for  me  a  collage  of 
precious  memories  to  flood  my  mind.  Mental 
pictures  of  friends  and  family  hugging  and 
smiling  as  they  greet  each  other  after  months 
or  years  of  separation  bring  pleasant  thoughts 
to  me.  Crowded  church  buildings  and  my,  my, 
my;  masses  of  food  on  fellowship  building 
tables  or  on  a  stretch  of  makeshift  tables  in  the 
yard  as  we  enjoyed  "dinner  on  the  ground";  it  is 
enough  to  make  my  taste  buds  activate  right 
now. 

I  see  precious  people  who  have  gone  on  to 
their  reward  as  I  reminisce  over  my 
picturesque  mental  collage.  Afternoon  gospel 
singings  when  I'm  so  full  and  sleepy  all  I  really 
want  to  do  is  take  a  nap  are  part  of  this 
illustrative  portrayal.  It  all  calls  me  Home.! 

The  scripture  records  that  Jesus  went 
home.  Luke  4:14-22  puts  it  this  way,  "AND  HE 
CAME  TO  NAZARETH  WHERE  HE  HAD 
BEEN  BROUGHT  UP."  "And  Jesus 
returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  into 
Galilee;  and  there  went  out  a  fame  of  him 
through  all  the  region  round  about.  And 
he  taught  in  their  synagogues,  being 
glorified  by  all.  And  he  came  to  Nazareth, 
where  he  had  been  brought  up;  and,  as  his 


custom  was,  he  went  into  the  synagogue 
on  the  sabbath  day,  and  stood  up  to  read. 
And  there  was  delivered  unto  him  the 
book  of  the  prophet,  Isaiah.  And  when  he 
had  opened  the  book,  he  found  the  place 
where  it  was  written,  The  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  hath 
anointed  me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
poor;  he  hath  sent  me  to  heal  the 
brokenhearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to 
the  captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to 
the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are 
bruised,  To  preach  the  acceptable  year  of 
the  Lord.  And  he  closed  the  book,  and  he 
gave  it  again  to  the  minister,  and  sat 
down.  And  the  eyes  of  all  them  that  were 
in  the  synagogue  were  fastened  on  him. 
And  he  began  to  say  unto  them.  This  day 
is  this  scripture  fulfilled  in  your  ears.  And 
all  bore  him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the 
gracious  words  which  proceeded  out  of 
his  mouth.  And  they  said.  Is  not  this 
Joseph's  son?"  [The  New  Scofield  Reference 
Bible] 

Jesus  came  home  to  give  the  people  a 
message.  That  message,  as  recorded  in  the 
scripture  text  above,  gives  hope  like  no  other 
message.  If  Jesus  had  never  given  us  the 
message  of  hope,  there  would  be  no  star  over 
Bethlehem,  no  Sermon  on  the  Mount  to  tell  us 
how  to  live,  no  crucified  Lord  on  Calvary,  and 
no  resurrection  morning.  The  whole  of  human 
society  would  be  cast  in  utter  darkness  and 
helplessness. 

But  He  did  come!  Has  He  come  "home"  to 
your  heart  and  life?  Do  you  live  in  the  Hope  He 
gives?  It  is  a  hope  that  no  one  nor  any  thing 
can  give. 

When  Jesus  Christ  comes  home  to  a  life.  He 
gives  hope  to  the  hopeless.  When  Jesus  came 
into  this  world,  most  people  were  hopeless. 
Most  of  humanity  was  subject  to  a  favored  few. 
Children  and  women  were  barely  more  than 
other  possessions  such  as  cattle  and  material 
belongings.  The  hopelessness  from  which  Jesus 
delivered  then  was  not  much  different  from  the 
pUght  of  the  hopeless  in  every  age.  Jesus  places 
a  high  value  on  people;  all  people.  It  doesn't 


matter  how  high  or  how  low  they  are  in  this 
world's  society,  He  came  to  bring  Hope  to  all. 

I  heard  the  late  Dr.  B.  R.  Lakin  say,  "Hope 
is  well-founded,  well-grounded  expectation  for 
the  future."  You  can't  find  that  in  any 
monetary  system,  scientific  development  or 
modern  communication  system  no  matter  how 
state-of-the  art  they  may  be.  We  find  that  kind 
of  Hope  in  Jesus  Christ,  Only! 

This  undying  Hope  is  available  to  all 
people.  It  is  within  reach  of  the  unsaved,  the 
underprivileged;  the  illiterate  and  academically 
achieved  may  share  alike  in  its  reality.  The 
sick  and  the  suffering  can  clutch  healing  and 
deliverance  in  Hope's  provision. 

I  read  somewhere  that  a  Lincoln  birthday 
cartoon  appeared  in  a  newspaper.  This  one 
showed  a  log  cabin  at  the  bottom  of  a  ladder 
and  the  White  House  was  at  the  top.  The 
caption  under  the  cartoon  announced,  "The 
ladder  is  still  there."  Hope  is  still  in  Jesus 
Christ! 

When  Jesus  comes  home.  He  comes  to  tell 
us  the  God  we  have  is  not  some  imposing 
monarch  waiting  to  pounce  on  us  in  Judgment 
at  the  slightest  infraction  against  His  law.  He 
is  truly  a  God  of  judgment  who  has  delivered 
that  task  to  His  Son  who  has  tempered 
judgment  with  mercy  as  His  grace  provides 
salvation  for  the  penitent  person  who  comes  to 
Him  in  simple  faith. 

When  Jesus  comes  home.  He  brings  the 
Hopeful  message  that  makes  life  worth  living. 
He  wants  us  to  know  that  no  matter  how  poor 
[physically,  mentally,  socially  and  in  any  other 
way],  He  has  the  Gospel  [Good  News  about  and 
from  God,  the  Father]  for  that  person's  needs. 
Broken-hearted  people  may  bring  Him  each 
shattered  heart,  and  He  will  mend  it.  Every 
captive  is  freed  in  Him.  The  blind  are  healed 
and  enlightened,  while  the  bruised 
[emotionally,  philosophically  or  in  whatever 
manner]  are  healed  by  the  ointment  of  His 
Person  and  presence.  He  has  come  home  to 
annunciate  this  day  of  deliverance,  "The 
acceptable  year  of  the  Lord"!

Reverend  Walter  Kelly  White 

Reverend  Walter  Kelly  White  was  born  in  Northampton 
County,  N.C.,  on  February  19,  1902,  to  the  family  of  James  W. 
and  Alberta  Lowe  White. 

He  wed  Miss  Annie  Mae  Askew  on  July  26,  1923,  in  Suffolk, 
Virginia.  She  was  15  years  of  age  and  he  was  21.  Mrs.  White  was 
born  near  Franklin,  Virginia,  and  had  moved  to  Roanoke  Rapids 
at  the  age  of  nine.  Brother  White  deceased  on  Monday,  October  7. 

The  Lord  gave  Brother  Kelly  and  Sister  Annie  five  children. 
George  William  and  Walter  Kelly,  Jr.  preceded  their  father  in 
death.  Surviving  children  are  Thelma,  [Mrs.  Herbert  E.  Davis, 
Jr.]  Eunice  [Mrs.  George  Cater]  and  L  D.  White  whose  wife  is 
Helen.  He  is  also  survived  by  23  grandchildren,  38  great  great- 
grandchildren, and  8  great-great  grandchildren. 

Brother  White  was  converted  in  October  of  1932  at  the 
Wakelon  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  He  became  a  member  of 
the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  a  member  of  Roanoke  Rapids  First. 

He  was  granted  Mission  Worker's  License  on  January  24, 
1941,  Local  Minister's  License  on  September  1,  1945,  and  was 
ordained  on  August  30,  1947.  Brother  Kelly  was  an  energetic 
preacher  and  a  caring  pastor.  He  loved  his  Lord  supremely  and 
was  devoted  to  this  denomination  and  conference.  He  remained 
active  as  long  as  he  possibly  could.  He  and  Sister  White 
participated  in  camp  meeting.  Christian  Worker's  Institute  and 
other  district  and  conference  functions  until  just  a  few  months 
ago  when  ill  health  altered  their  schedule.  He  was  dependable  to 
the  greatest  extent.  His  monthly  reports  were  always  on  time 
and  he  was  up  to  date  at  the  time  of  his  departure.  Brother 
White  was  a  straight-forward  man  of  integrity. 

This  pastor  served  the  following  churches:  Weldon  [on  three 
different  assignments]  Gum  Chapel  [now  Harvest  Temple] 
Wakelon,  Merritts  Chapel,  Thomas  Chapel,  Spring  Hope, 
Darling  [now  Trinity],  Taylor's  Chapel,  Lamm's  Grove  and  Rock 
Grove.  He  came  out  of  retirement  after  he  had  moved  home  to 
Roanoke  Rapids  to  serve  the  Abbottsburg  Church. 

Funeral  services  for  Reverend  Walter  Kelly  White  were 
conducted  in  the  chapel  of  Branch  Funeral  Home  in  Roanoke 
Rapids  on  Wednesday,  October  9.  His  grandchildren  and  the 
Weldon  church  choir  sang.  Superintendent  T.  Elwood  Long  and 


pastors  B.  C.  Horrell  and  William  C.  Dunning  officiated. 
Interment  as  in  Crestview  Gardens  at  Roanoke  Rapids. 

I  followed  Brother  White  at  my  first  pastorate,  Weldon.  We 
developed  a  close  friendship  then  that  will  continue  for  eternity. 
The  last  words  he  spoke  to  me  on  Friday,  October  4  were  "Come 
back  to  see  me."  I'm  on  my  way! 

Of  all  the  many  commendable  things  across  the  years  I  heard 
people  say  of  Brother  White  was  "Kelly  White  is  a  good  man." 
The  presence  of  the  Lord  in  his  life  gave  him  that  reputation.

God  is  so  awesome!  I  find  it  truly  amazing  when  I 
consider  the  ways  in  which  He  ministers  and  speaks 
to  me. 

Recently  I  had  a  need  to  use  my  ice  cream  freezer 
to  make  ice  cream  for  a  party  at  our  son's  home.  As 
usual,  I  was  running  on  a  tight  time  schedule.  I  had 
rushed  in  from  church  and  mixed  the  ingredients  and 
was  ready  to  make  ice  cream.  Upon  looking  in  the 
pantry  in  the  spot  where  I  always  keep  the  freezer,  I 
could  not  locate  it.  I  moved  several  items  in  that  area 
around  to  be  sure  something  wasn't  blocking  my  view 
of  it,  but  no  freezer  was  to  be  found.  I  then  made  a 
trek  out  to  the  utility  room,  thinking  that  I  perhaps 
had  left  it  there.  After  scrambling  through  several 
areas  there,  I  still  found  no  freezer.  Since  the  hour 
was  rapidly  approaching  when  I  was  to  have  ice 
cream  prepared,  I  sent  Joe  to  my  sister's  house  to 
borrow  her  freezer.  However,  being  the  persistent 
person  I  am,  I  was  not  about  to  give  up  looking  for 
my  freezer.  So  back  to  the  pantry  I  went.  Upon 
entering,  I  just  stood  back  and  scanned  the  shelves. 
As  I  did  so,  my  eyes  glanced  upward.  There  on  the 
top  shelf  was  my  ice  cream  freezer  -  all  clean  and 
neatly  stored.  Then  I  remembered!!  When  I  had  last 
cleaned  the  pantry,  I  decided  that  the  ice  cream 
freezer  was  not  an  often-used  piece  of  equipment,  and 
a  move  to  the  top  shelf  for  it  would  make  more  room 
for  other  pieces  in  the  lower  area  at  its  usual  storage 
space. 

Soon  Joe  returned  with  Peggie's  freezer  in  hand. 
By  this  time,  I  already  had  the  mix  in  the  freezer,  the 
ice  and  salt  layered  in  the  tub,  and  the  motor  was 
running.  Of  course,  Joe  was  surprised  and  inquired  of 
me  as  to  where  I  had  found  the  freezer.  My  reply  to 
him  was,  "I  failed  to  look  up." 

When  I  said  those  words  to  Joe,  the  Holy  Spirit 
spoke  a  message  to  my  heart.  I  shared  with  Joe  what 
my  spirit  was  receiving.  Isn't  that  just  like  human 
nature?  We  think  we  know  just  where  to  look  for  all 
the  answers.  We  scramble  around  the  way  we  have 
always  done  things  and  are  so  sure  of  ourselves,  and 
we  fail  to  look  up. 

I  have  thought  about  this  principle  several  times 


since  this  incident.  I  think  it  might  be  relative  to 
Women's  Ministries.  Often  I  hear  WM  Presidents  say 
things  such  as,  "I  have  tried  everything  to  motivate.  I 
just  can't  get  women  interested.  They  won't  attend 
meetings."  Could  it  be  that  we  are  looking  in  the 
same  old  places?  Could  it  be  that  we  are  using 
methods  and  approaches  that  are  obsolete?  Could  it 
be  that  we  have  kept  our  meetings  in  the  same  place 
so  long  and  at  the  same  level  so  long  that  we  can't 
imagine  them  being  any  other  way  or  place?  Could  it 
be  that  we  need  to  look  up  to  God  for  new  levels  in 
our  own  Christian  experiences?  Do  we  need  to  look 
up  spiritually  for  different  approaches  and  ideas  for 
our  meeting  times?  Could  it  be  that  we  need  to  look 
to  Jesus  for  direction  instead  of  the  usual  places?  Can 
we  heed  the  words  of  the  great  old  hymn  by  Helen  H. 
Lemmel? 

Turn  your  eyes  upon  Jesus,  Look  full  in  His 
wonderful  face; 

And  the  things  of  earth  will  grow  strangely  dim 
In  the  light  of  His  glory  and  grace. 

1  guess  the  sign  I  saw  on  a  bulletin  board  recently 
sums  it  all  up.  It  stated,  DOUBT  LOOKS  BACK, 
WORRY  LOOKS  AHEAD,  BUT  FAITH  LOOKS  UP 
We  can't  continue  to  look  to  the  methods  of  the  past. 
Yesterday  is  gone.  Nor  can  we  spend  our  time 
worrying  about  the  future,  other  than  to  make 
positive  preparation  for  it.  Instead,  we  can  look  up  in 
faith  knowing  that  God  has  just  the  right  equipment 
for  our  use  in  promoting  His  kingdom  here  on  earth. 
Let's  be  sure  to  LOOK  UP!!

Some  of 
the  most  vivid  memories  of  my  earliest  years  are  bits  of 
conversations  and  incidents  that  happened  around  the  table. 
We  had  plenty  of  time  to  enjoy  the  food,  meager  though  it 
may  have  been,  that  my  mother  prepared.  We  had  time  to 
share  conversation  together  and  sometimes  my  sister  and  I 
got  the  "silly  giggles"  and  had  to  be  called  down  or  told  to 
leave  the  table  until  we  could  straighten  up. 

We  learned  the  value  of  hard  work  as  our  Mom  and  Dad 
set  the  example  before  us  to  provide  the  necessities  for  our 
family.  With  no  modern  conveniences,  chores  were  not  a 
quick  accomplishment;  yet,  still  many  evenings  were  spent  on 
the  front  porch  chatting  with  neighbors  (while  burning  a  little 
fire  nearby  to  fight  off  mosquitoes).  I  remember  the  evenings 
I  would  walk  with  my  mother  and  other  neighbors  to  the 
other  side  of  town  to  an  old  gospel  tent  meeting.  This  was  my 
first  encounter  with  holiness  services.  What  an  excitement 
was  in  the  air  worshipping  and  praising  God  -  no  time 
schedule  -  and  people  looking  on  from  the  outside.  Many 
memories  I  will  cherish  because  God  saw  fit  to  call  my  mother 
home  when  I  was  only  twelve  years  old. 

We  cannot  go  back  to  those  slow-paced  peaceful  days  of  the 
"prairie,"  nor  would  we  really  want  to.  Hurricane  Fran 
opened  a  lot  of  eyes  for  a  brief  time  to  the  loss  of  conveniences 
that  we  enjoy.  Also,  God  taught  a  lot  of  our  business  world 
through  Fran  that  operation  can  stop  for  a  day.  Doors  can 
close  for  a  day. 

It  is  true  that  we  are  living  in  a  hurried  society.  In  our 
study  book,  Tim  Kimmel  compares  it  to  the  fast  pace  of  the 
freeway.  Many  times  meals  (fast  foods)  are  eaten  on  the  run, 
and  table  conversations  with  those  dearest  to  us  are  lost.  We 
have  schedules  to  keep.  We  have  goals,  objectives,  and 
deadlines  to  meet.  There  is  so  much  to  be  done.  Yet  God  has 
blessed  us  with  means  and  opportunities  that  we  have  never 
before  had  to  carry  on  His  great  work. 

In  all  of  our  hurries  and  busyness,  God  wants  us  to  pull 
aside  and  find  rest. ..genuine  rest  in  Him.  Sometimes  we 
must  pull  off  the  fast  pace  of  the  freeway  and  go  down  that 
lonely,  narrow  road  that  leads  to  the  Old  Rugged  Cross.  The 
road  will  not  be  much  traveled.  It  will  not  be  crowded,  but 
those  who  make  this  journey  will  find  rest  and  strength  for 
the  soul  and  for  the  task  ahead.  The  song  writer  said,  "On  a 
hill  far  away,  stood  an  old  rugged  cross  ....  For  'twas  on  that 
old  cross  Jesus  suffered  and  died  to  pardon  and  sanctify  me."

In  our 
study  book,  Tim  Kimmel  compares  it  to  the  fast  pace  of  the 
freeway.  Many  times  meals  (fast  foods)  are  eaten  on  the  run, 
and  table  conversations  with  those  dearest  to  us  are  lost.  We 
have  schedules  to  keep.  We  have  goals,  objectives,  and 
deadlines  to  meet.  There  is  so  much  to  be  done.  Yet  God  has 
blessed  us  with  means  and  opportunities  that  we  have  never 
before  had  to  carry  on  His  great  work. 

In  all  of  our  hurries  and  busyness,  God  wants  us  to  pull 
aside  and  find  rest... genuine  rest  in  Him.  Sometimes  we 
must  pull  off  the  fast  pace  of  the  freeway  and  go  down  that 
lonely,  narrow  road  that  leads  to  the  Old  Rugged  Cross.  The 
road  will  not  be  much  traveled.  It  will  not  be  crowded,  but 
those  who  make  this  journey  will  find  rest  and  strength  for 
the  soul  and  for  the  task  ahead.  The  song  writer  said,  "On  a 
hill  far  away,  stood  an  old  rugged  cross  ....  For  'twas  on  that 
old  cross  Jesus  suffered  and  died  to  pardon  and  sanctify  me."

Evangelist"  with  World  Missions  and  as  a  "Conference 
Evangelist"  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  As  a 
Conference  Evangelist  the  Conference  has  helped  me 
financially  with  a  small  "housing  allowance"  and  paid 
my  health  premiums.  As  an  International  Evangelist  I 
received  compensation  when  I  traveled  overseas. 

At  last  I've  prayed  my  way  to  the  place  of 
relinquishment  with  absolute  peace  and  assurance  to 
embrace  God's  plan.  I'll  admit,  launching  out  with  no 
visible  means  of  support  is  a  little  scary,  but  every  step 
of  the  way  I'm  reminded  of  God's  promises  (some  from 
years  back).  Over  and  over  His  Word  has  been,  "I  will 
open  a  door  that  no  man  can  shut." 

Please  allow  me  to  squash  any  possible  rumors  that 
inevitably  circulate  with  changes  in  ministry  positions.  I 
want  to  announce  to  all  my  Pastor  friends,  I  am  still 
holding  revivals  anywhere  and  everywhere.  Please 
don't  forget  me.  I  have  definitely  NOT  left  the 
denomination.  I'm  merely  getting  freed  up  to  do 
whatever!  >■

"Am  I  going  to  continue  in  missions  and 
evangelism?"  Most  heartily!  I've  got  more  missions 
work  than  I  can  handle  in  my  "backyard!"  (Fayetteville 
is  one  of  the  top  10  most  violent  cities  in  America.)  As 
for  "overseas  missions,"  God  is  pulling  me  back  for  a 
"season";  and  if  you've  experienced  God's  "seasons," 
you'll  understand  why  I  haven't  the  foggiest  idea  how 
long  that  will  be! 

Well,  on  August  15,  1995,  I  was  preparing  to  speak 
at  a  women's  meeting  when  the  Holy  Spirit  said,  "You 
don't  like  women!"  In  an  instant  God  dealt  a  death  blow 
to  something  ugly  that  had  hidden  in  me  as  far  back  as 
I  could  remember. 

All  my  life  I  avoided  women's  groups  because  it 
meant  talking  about  silly,  unimportant  issues.  Of 
course  that  was  a  lie,  but  I  had  believed  it  for  years. 
The  truth  was  I  didn't  want  to  acknowledge  their  pain. 
To  do  so  meant  owning  up  to  my  own.  I  wept  and 
repented  having  no  thought  that  God  was  doing  a 
miracle  in  me,  and  there  was  more  to  come. 

The  next  day  while  traveling  to  the  meeting,  my 
intercessor  friend  I  brought  with  me  said,  "Deborah, 
this  morning  I  was  praying,  and  God  showed  me  you're 
going  to  have  a  tremendous  ministry  to  women."  Her 
words  shook  me.  Suddenly  I  remembered  attending 
another  meeting  two  years  before.  The  preacher 
stopped  in  his  sermon,  pointed  his  boney  Prophet's 
finger  at  me  and  said,  "God  just  showed  me  you're 
going  to  have  a  powerful  ministry  to  women."  Suddenly 
I  relived  the  anger  and  the  feeling  of  wanting  to  run 
out  of  the  church.  I  had  viewed  it  as  a  "belittling"  of  my 
ministry. 

I  related  this  to  my  friend  that  day  with  one  of  those 
odd  "feelings"  that  my  life  was  about  to  change  forever. 
Almost  overnight  God  birthed  a  desire  in  my  spirit  to 
minister  to  the  hurts  of  women  and  teach  them  to  rise 
up  in  God's  power.  Something  I  would  have  run  from  a 
week  before  was  now  igniting  my  heart  with  flesh  fire. 

"Clear  Directions" 

Months  before  the  incident  above,  God  brought  two 
women,  Esther  and  Fran,  into  the  ministry  who 
committed  themselves  to  stand  with  me.  They  came  in 
direct  answer  to  my  cries  that  God  would  send  help. 
This  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  deep  soul  searching 
and  preparation.  For  several  months  we've  been 
praying  together  on  Fridays,  and  God  has  already 
performed  miracles.  In  December  I  started  a  women's 
Bible  study,  and  it  has  increased  to  the  point  we  are 
looking  for  a  larger  building. 

God  has  moved  upon  a  handfull  of  precious  partners 
that  are  already  sending  me  regular  monthly  support, 
yet  they've  known  nothing  about  all  this.  As  we  three 
ladies  have  prayed,  the  vision  has  expanded  and  God  is 
beginning  to  give  clear  directives.  They  are  as  follows: 


1.  HOLD  ONE-AND  TWO-DAY  WOMEN'S 
CONFERENCES  ANYWHERE  POSSIBLE  - 
CHURCHES,  HOTELS  &  CIVIC  CENTERS. 
(I've  already  held  three.) 

2.  START  A  RADIO  PROGRAM  CALLED  "THE 
LION'S  ROAR"  AND  LEAD  MY  PEOPLE  INTO 
SPIRITUAL  WARFARE.  (Presently  working  on  a 
demo  tape  for  the  station.) 

For  months  God  has  put  a  vision  before  me  for  a 
women's  center  -  call  it  a  retreat,  a  counseling  or  a 
training  center.  Its  name  is  not  as  important  as  its 
function.  It  will  be  a  peaceful  place  in  a  hectic  world 
where  abused  women  can  come  and  someone  will  listen 
without  judging  them.  They  can  receive  spiritual 
counsel,  be  equipped  to  overcome  and  sent  forth  to 
make  a  difference  in  their  world.  It  will  be  staffed  by 
volunteer  counselors  and  prayer  warriors.  (Already  the 
women  with  whom  I've  shared  the  vision  are  wanting 
to  help.)  Esther  and  I  will  live  there  and  operate  it. 
There  will  be  a  counseling  room,  an  office,  a  large 
meeting  room  and  two  or  three  spare  bedrooms  to  be 
used  for  brief  periods  of  time  by  women  with  deep 
spiritual  needs. 

God  is  about  to  bring  forth  a  mighty  move  of  His 
Spirit  among  women,  and  I  want  to  do  all  I  can  to  help 
that  forward.  The  "women's  retreat"  must  have  a 
miracle.  I  have  no  money  or  expertise  to  build  such  a 
place,  but  I  have  a  God  Who  is  the  Master  Builder.  Will 
you  partner  with  me  in  prayer?  If  so,  please  don't 
hesitate  to  encourage  me  with  your  letters  and  phone 
calls.

The  Meaning  of 
Christmas 

(This  article  speaks  very  vividly, 
and  I  trust  it  will  be  as  great  a 
blessing  to  Evangel  subscribers  as  it 
has  to  me.  Written  by  Hoover 
Adams. ) 

Christmas  means  different  things 
to  different  people. 

Christmas  traditions  and  customs 
vary  from  household  to  household, 
from  church  to  church,  and  from 
country  to  country. 

The  important  thing  is  that  we 
will  observe  in  some  appropriate 
manner,  this  most  important 
birthday  in  all  the  long  history  of  the 
world. 

Many  people  have  strong  feelings 
about  Christmas.  And  that  is  good, 
for  we  all  need  to  have  strong 
feelings  about  how  we  pay  honor  and 
glory  and  tribute  to  our  Savior. 

All  of  us  agree  that  it  is  a  time  for 
expressing  our  love  for  each  other, 
for  exchanging  gifts,  for 
remembering  the  sick,  the  needy  and 
the  elderly,  and  for  seeing  that 
Santa  Claus  comes  to  see  the 
children.  All  these  things  are 
important. 


But  some  of  the  disagreements 
are  not  important. 

There  are  those  who  shudder  at 
the  commercialization  of  the 
Christmas  season.  They  say  it  is 
sacrilegious. 

But  isn't  it  great  the  whole  world 
lights  up  at  Christmas  to  honor 
Jesus  Christ?  That  even  in  the 
commercialized  shopping  centers 
nearly  all  the  sales  of  this  season 
revolve,  in  one  way  or  another, 
around  Christ's  birthday. 

Sure,  the  merchants  make  money. 
But  merchants  have  to  earn  a  living 
just  as  the  fishermen  had  to  bring  in 
a  catch  in  Jesus'  day.  Is  it  really 
wrong?  After  all,  there  are  many 
Christian  merchants,  and  a  lot  of 
this  money  eventually  finds  its  way 
back  to  the  church  and  to  the  service 
of  the  Lord. 

Sure,  the  newspapers  and  tele- 
vision sets  are  filled  with  Christmas 
ads.  But  every  time  the  word 
Christmas  appears,  commercially  or 
otherwise,  that  honors  the  name  of 
the  Master. 

Good  Friday  is  recognized  as  one 
of  the  holiest  days  of  the  year.  But 
there  is  hardly  any  com- 
mercialization of  Good  Friday,  so  the 
day  goes  almost  unnoticed  except  for 
church  observances  by  the  faithful 
few. 

When  we  innaugurate  a 
President,  whenever  a  King  is 
crowned,  even  when  there  is  a  royal 
wedding,  consider  all  the 
commercialization  and  ballyhoo  that 
surround  it. 


Isn't  the  birth  of  Christ  even  more 
important?  And  if  all  this  com- 
mercialization does  nothing  but  call 
attention  to  the  birth  of  Christ, 
doesn't  that  make  it  really 
worthwhile? 

Christ  always  reminds  me  of  the 
greatest  miracle  of  all  time.  He  was 
born  of  humble  parents.  Though  He 
owned  the  world.  He  had  no  earthly 
possessions. 

Though  He  had  no  formal 
education,  the  world's  greatest 
literature  is  filled  with  His  saying. 
He  left  no  musical  compositions,  but 
the  greatest  of  all  music  pays  tribute 
to  Him. 

His  only  building  was  in  the 
simple  carpentry  of  Nazareth,  but 
architecture  has  achieved  its 
greatest  triumphs  in  the  mighty 
temples  and  cathedrals  erected  to 
worship  Him. 

He  founded  no  institutions,  but 
the  world  is  dotted  with  schools, 
hospitals,  and  orphanages  dedicated 
to  Him. 

Today,  the  whole  world  counts 
time  by  a  calendar  that  marks  His 
birth. 

This  is  the  Christmas  season.  And 
if  it  takes  a  certain  amount  of 
commercialism  to  focus  the  spotlight 
on  Him,  the  glory  in  His  birth,  then 
let  it  be.  As  far  as  I'm  concerned, 
Christ  deserves  the  biggest 
production  of  all.

The  doctor  took 
a  pair  of  scissors  and  inserted  them 
into  the  back  of  the  baby's  head,  and 
the  baby's  arms  jerked  out  in  a 
flinch,  a  startled  reaction,  like  a 
baby  does  when  he  thinks  that  he 
might  fall.  Then  the  doctor  opened 
the  scissors  up.  Then  he  stuck  the 
high-powered  suction  tube  into  the 
hole  and  sucked  the  baby's  brains 
out.  Now  the  baby  was  completely 
limp.  I  never  went  back  to  the  clinic. 
But  I  am  still  haunted  by  the  face  of 
that  little  boy.  It  was  the  most 
perfect,  angelic  face  I  have  ever 
seen. "

What's  in  a  name?  Did  you  ever  browse  through  one  of  those  "name 
books"  to  explore  the  meaning  of  your  name?  When  a  baby  is  born,  much 
thought  is  usually  given  to  selecting  just  the  right  name.  Perhaps  that 
name  will  come  from  the  name  of  a  special  person  or  have  a  special 
meaning. 

Well,  it  was  no  different  nearly  two  thousand  years  ago  when  a  special 
baby  was  expected.  God,  the  Father,  chose  a  very  special  name  for  His 
Son;  and  He  sent  an  angel  to  Joseph  to  announce  that  name:  "...and  thou 
shalt  call  his  name  JESUS:  for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their  sins." 
An  angel  also  announced  to  Mary,  the  baby's  mother,  that  she  would 
"bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS."

Seven  hundred 
years  before  the  angels  aroused  those  drowsy  shepherds,  Isaiah  had 
predicted  the  birth  of  this  child.  "For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us  a  son 
is  given;  and  the  government  shall  be  upon  His  shoulder,  and  His  name 
shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counselor,  the  Mighty  God,  the  Everlasting 
Father,  the  Prince  of  Peace"  (Isaiah  9:6).  Isaiah  had  identified  Christ  by 
five  glorious  names. 

WONDERFUL... in  the  original  means  the  miracle.  Christ  is  a  miracle 
beyond  human  understanding.

This  baby  of  the  manger  is  the  super  solution  to  the 
universal  problem  of  sin.  Christmas  points  us  to  the  name  given  Him 
before  His  birth,  the  name  the  angel  announced  to  Joseph  -  "for  he  shall 
save  his  people  from  their  sins."  There  is  no  sin  too  great  for  this  one 
called  Wonderful. 

COUNSELOR... one  who  brings  counsel.  Life  may  have  brought  you 
disappointment.  You  may  be  looking  for  someone  to  lift  you  out  of 
depression.  You  can  find  a  counselor  in  the  baby  of  Bethlehem.  He  is 
concerned  with  YOU... not  your  money  nor  prestige... but  with  your  soul 
that  lives  on  after  the  things  of  this  world  crumble  to  dust.  This  counselor 
tells  us  to  "seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness."  That  is 
to  say,  get  right  with  God.  This  counselor  is  dependable;  his  counsel  never 
fails.  He  is  the  way,  the  truth  and  the  life  and  offers  rest  to  all  who  will 
come  unto  Him. 

THE  MIGHTY  GOD. ..the  real,  essential  Christ  of  Christmas.  He  is 
the  one  who,  from  Bethlehem  to  Calvary,  proved  to  be  God  in  the  flesh. 
The  prophet  Isaiah,  in  foretelling  his  birth,  calls  him  "Inimanuel"  which 
means  God  with  us.  Why  would  God  want  to  be  with  us?  He  wants  to  turn 
the  night  of  sin  into  radiant  day.  So  He  sent  Jesus.  In  the  realities  of  our 
daily  lives,  through  the  trials  and  temptations.  He  is  there  to  guide  us,  to 
uphold  us,  and  to  be  our  Savior  now  and  forevermore. 

THE  EVERLASTING  FATHBi?... everlasting. ..father. ..As  long  as 
mankind  has  existed,  people  have  longed  for  something  firm  and 
enduring,  but  the  greatest  achievements  rise  today  and  fade  tomorrow. 
But  look  at  this  child.  He  is  the  Pillar  of  the  Ages,  a  changeless  Christ  for 
a  changing  world.

THE  PRINCE  OF  PEACE... The  Christ  of  Christmas  has  made  a  peace 
treaty  between  heaven  and  earth  that  has  been  signed  and  sealed  by  His 
blood  on  the  cross.

They 
had  come  from  all  directions  bringing  with  them  Christmas  stockings 
stuffed  full  of  goodies  to  be  sent  to  the  Red  Hook  Mission  in  Brooklyn,  NY.

In  addition  to  ordering  the  literature 
and  feeding  the  preacher,  you  swept  the  floors,  washed  the  windows, 
gathered  a  bouquet  and  fired  the  heater.  Before  you  left,  you  knelt  at  the 
altar  and  prayed  that  a  soul  would  come  and  get  saved,  through  your 
willingness  to  be  faithful  in  the  little  things.  And  now  you  are  enjoying 
the  fruits  of  your  labor  by  seeing  Sunday  School  rooms  and  a  bricked 
church.  Some  of  them  have  steeples  to  beckon  a  stranger  to  come  in  -  not 
just  for  warmth  from  the  heater,  but  for  his  soul  to  find  the  Lord.  Some  of 
those  who  have  found  the  Lord,  because  of  your  faithfulness,  are  now 
serving  as  church  leaders. 

Many  times  we  have  prayed  together,  cried  together,  and  laughed 
together.  We  have  labored  together  for  the  betterment  of  God's  work,  and 
now  we  are  celebrating  together!!!  Many  of  you  are  the  spiritual  flame 
which  held  things  together.  Some  of  you  brought  your  husbands  to 
salvation  through  faithful  living.  You  sacrificed  with  joyful  hearts.  You 
heeded  the  command  to  bring  yet  another  family  member  to  Christ.  Your 
gendered  enthusiasm  was  nurtured  into  added  strengths. 

Lasting  friendships  will  not  fade  away!  Often  when  I  dared  not 
accompany  Mr.  Morris  to  your  churches,  some  pastor's  wife  or  laymen's 
wife  would  call  long  distance  for  me  to  come  along  and  bring  our  four 
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children  for  dinner.  WHAT  A  TREAT!!  Yes,  you  are  the  HAPPY  HEARTS! 

Our  meeting  here  today  is  just  another  milestone.  Today  we  cannot  go 
the  miles,  nor  make  as  many  cakes  and  pies,  nor  sell  as  many  hot  dogs, 
nor  quilt  the  quilts,  nor  sit  with  the  dying;  but,  we  can  feel  good  about 
many  opportunities  to  render  service.  Happy  Hearts,  our  work  is  not 
completely  over!!  The  number  one  need  is  to  revitalize  the  prayer 
circle.  The  number  two  need  is  to  intensify  our  praying  for  the  lost 
members  of  our  families  and  nurture  them  into  becoming 
servants  of  the  Lord. 

One  other  thought!  Rev.  Harvey  Morris,  a  friend  of  many  of  you,  is 
now  residing  in  the  Golden  Years  Home  in  Falcon.  Since  regularly 
visiting  him,  an  awareness  developed  in  me  that  some  residents  have  no 
family  connections  nor  special  friends  to  make  a  day  brighter  with  visits. 
Why  not  inquire  of  your  local  facility  of  such  residents.  Visit  them  and 
take  along  a  piece  of  your  homemade  pound  cake  or  a  piece  of  fruit;  pull 
up  a  chair  and  give  them  an  opportunity  to  tell  you  about  their 
grandchildren  (an  exercise  of  the  virtue  of  patience).  Don't  worry  about 
what  to  say  for  they  have  plenty  of  subjects,  and  they  will  bless  you. 

Above  all  else,  you  retirees,  the  HAPPY  HEARTS,  are  still 
handmaidens  of  the  Lord  so  long  as  our  days  may  be.  Keep  spreading 
happiness  from  your  heart.

Mothers  For  Prodigals... 

Who  are  these  women?  Who  are  the  prodigals?  Do  we  know  them? 

The  answer  is  yes!  The  women  are  ordinary  mothers  with  an 
extraordinary  love  for  their  children,  the  prodigals.  When  all  else 
seems  to  fail,  these  women  still  feel  the  heartbeat  of  a  wayward  son  or 
daughter.  Step  inside  the  homes  across  our  denomination  and  listen 
to  the  brokenness  and  observe  the  devastation  as  parents  ask  "Why?" 
Why  my  child?  Why  our  family?  Why  are  there  no  answers  or 
solutions  to  the  plague  of  rebellion,  drugs,  and  perverted  lifestyles? 
Why  the  children  who  have  been  taught  Christian  principles? 

The  winter  season  passes,  but  we  remain  in  the  winter  of  our  lives. 
Will  there  ever  be  another  springtime  for  our  family?  I  was  seeking 
for  all  the  right  answers  when  the  Holy  Spirit  gave  me  direction. 
"Janie,  if  you  will  dare  enter  into  a  realm  of  high  praise  and  worship 
unto  me,  I  will  answer  your  prayers."  Things  began  to  happen  after  I 
became  willing  and  obedient  to  this  challenge.  Let  me  share  the  story 
with  you. 

In  the  town  of  Rocky  Mount,  NC,  a  black  man  received  a  vision  in 
which  he  saw  the  face  of  a  young  white  man  and  the  truck  belonging 
to  him.  Later,  when  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Greenville,  he  found  in 
his  yard  the  young  man  and  truck  he  had  seen  in  the  vision.  Later 
that  night,  as  the  black  man  slept,  God  revealed  to  him  the  past 


history  of  the  young  white  man's  life.  He  was  awakened  by  the  voice  of 
God  speaking  to  him,  "If  you  don't  go  to  this  young  man  and  tell  him 
what  I  have  shown  you  in  this  vision  and  dream,  he  will  die  tonight." 
In  obedience,  he  found  the  young  man  and  shared  the  revelation  with 
him.  It  was  on  a  Sunday  night  in  May  1996  that  the  young  man  went 
to  a  tent  revival  service  seeking  for  his  parents  and  for  help,  maybe 
from  a  higher  power.  That  young  man  was  our  son. 

On  the  following  Tuesday,  I  received  and  accepted  a  message  from 
the  Lord,  "Janie,  because  you  entered  into  the  realm  of  high  praise 
and  worship,  I  spared  your  son's  life  on  Sunday  night  and  diverted 
plans  for  his  funeral  today."  Continuing  in  this  realm  of  praise  and 
worship,  I  realized  my  son  had  entered  into  warfare.  God  revealed 
many  things  to  me  including  darkness  (sin  and  evil),  lightning 
(demonic  spirits)  and  a  blob  (my  son's  soul).  He  also  showed  me  an 
arena  of  protection  (a  work  and  plan  for  my  son).  After  I  had  seen 
these  things  in  the  spirit,  I  began  ministering  by  phone  to  two  other 
mothers  of  prodigals. 

Throughout  the  course  of  that  day,  I  kept  seeing  three  pieces  of 
charcoal.  I  talked  to  God,  "God,  I  just  don't  understand  this!"  God's 
spirit  said  to  me,  "Janie,  you  see  three  pieces  of  charcoal,  but  I  see 
three  diamonds  in  the  rough.  End-time  revival  is  coming.  Prophesy  it! 
It  will  begin  with  the  youth.  Drug  and  alcohol  addicts  will  never  be 
touched  by  ministers  who  can  boast  that  they  never  drank  a  beer  or 
smoked  a  cigarette.  Your  sons  and  daughters  who  have  been  taught 
my  Word  will  be  delivered  and  will  be  in  the  forefront  of  this  revival." 
I  paused,  "But,  oh  God,  how  can  you  use  our  sons  and  daughters 
whose  minds  have  been  distorted  by  crack  cocaine  and  so  many  other 
drugs?"  His  answer  was,  "Those  who  have  never  been  there  cannot 
relate  to  what  these  young  people  are  doing  or  the  perverted  lifestyles 
they  are  living.  For  a  season,  you  mothers  must  know  I  have  assigned 
guardian  angels  to  protect  them.  This  will  be  a  training  period  for 
your  sons  and  daughters.  This  is  a  requirement  in  order  for  their 
ministries  to  be  effective." 

Mothers,  I  remind  you  God  has  promised  to  deliver  our  prodigal 
sons  and  daughters.  The  secret  to  the  challenge  is  this  -  enter  into 
praise  for  the  promise  given.  Accept  the  promise,  and  worship  the 

giver  of  the  promise.  What  are 
the  rewards  for  obedience?  My 
personal  life  has  been 
empowered.  I  am  renewed  and 
refreshed  daily  by  my  high  realm 
of  praise  and  worship.  /  rise 
before  dawn  and  cry  for  help.  I 
hope  in  thy  words.  My  eyes  are 
awake  before  the  watches  of  the 
night  that  I  may  meditate  upon 
thy  promise.  (Psalm  119:147-148) 
Is  this  the  end  of  the  story? 
No!  I  hope  to  share  that  with  you 
in  another  writing.

When  we  returned  to  the  U.S.A.  on  furlough  in  1992, 
we  had  2  small  churches;  in  Madrid  a  congregation  of 
about  40-50  with  average  attendance  of  35-40  and  in 
Parla  25  members  with  average  attendance  of  15-20.  As 
a  "cell  group  church"  we  had  2  cell  groups  in  Madrid  and 
1  in  Parla. 

Both  congregations  were  meeting  in  rather  small 
buildings;  in  Madrid  we  had  60  square  meters  and  40  in 
Parla.  Although  not  without  a  struggle,  both 
congregations  were  paying  their  own  expenses  which 
totaled  around  80,000  pesetas  a  month  (around 
$800.00). 

We  had  no  indigenous  leadership  at  that  time.  A 
young  missionary  couple  from  the  Brethren  in  Christ 
Church  worked  with  us. 

Our  current  membership  in  Madrid  is  around  130.  We 
are  averaging  85  in  Sunday  attendance  even  though 
Nancy  and  I  are  away  from  the  church  on  furlough.  The 
Parla  congregation  exceeds  70  and  averages  60-65  on 
Sunday.  Last  Sunday  there  were  71  in  attendance. 

In  July  1996  our  Madrid  congregation  rented  its  third 


church  building  since  1992.  It  is  8  times  larger  than  our 
first  building  with  nearly  500  square  meters  of  space. 
Besides  the  Madrid  congregation,  it  houses  our 
conference  offices,  the  Mustard  Seed  Institute  and  soon, 
a  new  coffee  house.  The  180,000  pesetas  ($1,800.00)  a 
month  rent  is  fully  paid  by  the  tithes  and  offerings  of  the 
Madrid  congregation. 

The  Parla  congregation  has  just  this  week  signed  a 
lease  for  a  new  building.  It  is  160  square  meters  and  its 
103,000  pesetas  ($1,003.00)  a  month  will  be  paid  for  by 
the  Parla  Church. 

In  1992  we  baptized  7  converts.  So  far  this  year,  1996, 
we  have  baptized  22,  and  there  are  7  waiting  to  be 
baptized  upon  our  return. 

The  Mustard  Seed  Institute  has  been  the  big  project 
of  our  last  term.  It  has  been  quite  an  experience  and 
space  does  not  permit  me  to  express  what  it  has  been 
like.  The  idea  that  moves  the  MSI  is  to  train  people  in 
church  planting  and  help  them  plant  the  church. 

We  thank  God  for  the  initial  support  of  the  school 
offered  by  our  brethren  in  the  U.S.A.  The  building  in 
which  the  school  was  housed  was  very  old  and  frankly,  a 
ruin.  We  did  all  of  the  remodeling  work  ourselves,  and 
it  took  almost  a  year  to  complete.  To  save  money,  my 
family  and  I  moved  into  the  school  where  we  shared  the 
bathroom,  kitchen,  etc.  with  our  students.  We  eventually 
rented  out  a  couple  of  the  rooms  because  we  just  did  not 
have  enough  money  to  keep  it  going  on  its  own.  None  of 
our  full-time  students  ever  had  all  their  tuition  money. 

We  would  begin  each  month  by  depositing  our  full 
paycheck  (after  our  tithe  and  missions  commitment)  in 
the  MSI  account;  next  we  added  the  rent  we  collected 
from  our  boarders;  then  whatever  our  students  could 
give,  finally  whatever  support  we  received  from  the 
U.S.A.  was  thrown  into  the  pot.  Somehow,  we  made  it, 
and  God  never  failed  us  once. 

But  that's  not  a  way  to  run  a  school  over  the  long 
haul.  We  decided  to  set  aside,  at  least  for  now,  the 
community  living  part  of  the  school  and  move  the 
classroom  to  our  new  church  building,  still  in  the  heart 
of  downtown  Madrid.  We  can  rent  an  apartment  for 
students  if  in  the  future  we  need  live-in  space. 

We  have  graduated  10  students.  And  it  is  the 
acquision  of  quality  students  that  I  see  as  the  key  to  a 
quality  program.  We  have  a  program  that  will  challenge, 
but  we  need  people  willing  to  embrace  it.  One  problem  is 
that  to  really  benefit  from  the  program,  the  student 
needs  to  be  full-time  in  the  school,  and  that  means  he 
needs  around  $350  a  month  support. 

The  Mustard  Seed  Institute  is  a  key  element  in  the 
development  of  these  plans.  Students  will  be  trained  as 
they  plant  the  church.  The  key  to  releasing  many  of 
these  church  planters  will  be  helping  them  to  meet  their 
minimum  financial  needs. 

Nancy  and  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  support  of  us 
and  the  work  in  Spain.  We  know  that  we  are  loved  and 
feel  we  are  well  cared  for  by  the  IPHC  World  Missions. 
We  are  happy  to  identify  ourselves  as  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Missionaries. 

We  love  Spain  and  consider  it  an  honor  to  serve  the 
Lord  and  the  IPHC  m  this  beautiful  country.

"Brrrl"  It  is  cold  outside  as  I  write 
today.  The  winter  season  is  certainly 
upon  us.  In  the  cozy  warmth  of  my 
office  at  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Resource  Development 
Center  I  think  of  those  less  fortunate 
than  me.  In  fact  some  are  homeless  to 
the  extent  they  will  be  hard  pressed 
to  find  a  place  of  shelter  tonight.  I'm 
reminded  of  an  article  written  by  my 
friend,  Dr.  George  Brackman,  an 
ordained  minister  of  this  conference. 
Dr.  Brackman  is  Director  of  Omni 
Counseling  Services  and  Executive 
Director  of  the  Wellons  Foundation 
in  Fayetteville,  N.  C. 

I  trust  the  following  will  be  an 
inspiration  to  someone  who  reads  in 
such  an  emphatic  way  as  to  thrust 
you  into  action. 


Worthless  Street 
People 

On  the  corner  of  Broad  Street  and 
Main  stands  a  woman  laden  with 
bags  and  bundles.  She  has  no  home. 
No  friend  joins  her  for  an  afternoon 
stroll.  For  hours  each  day  she 
wanders  through  the  streets 
carrying  her  belongings.  The  city 
folks  have  observed  her  for  ten  years 


but  have  never  really  seen  her.  It's 
as  if  she  doesn't  exist.  She  exists 
alone.  She  is  worthless. 

Back  behind  the  gleaming  lights 
of  the  steakhouse  the  cleaning  crew 
puts  garbage  and  trash  in  the  large 
dark  dumpsters.  Hidden  in  the 
shadows,  wrapped  in  a  dingy 
blanket,  a  mentally  deranged  man 
waits  until  it  is  safe  to  look  for  food 
in  the  dumpster.  His  jaunts  through 
town  frighten  little  children.  Even 
from  a  distance  the  adults  feel 
unsafe  around  him.  Everyone  has  a 
story  to  tell  about  his  unusual 
actions.  But  no  one  really  knows 
anything  about  him  or  really  cares. 
He  has  no  name  except  "the  blanket 
man."  He  walks  alone.  He  is 
worthless. 

At  sixteen  Kenny  had  a 
homosexual  lover.  From  this  lover  he 
contracted  AIDS.  At  thirty-two  he 
walks  the  streets  with  full-blown 
AIDS.  Today,  Kenny  drags  himself 
from  agency  to  agency  looking  for 
help.  For  the  third  time  he  has 
pneumonia.  The  hospital  sent  him 
home  when  he  had  no  home  to  go  to. 
Through  bouts  of  heavy  coughing  he 
explains  to  me  how  he  is  afraid  to 
die.  He  cannot  sleep  for  the 
nightmares.  His  nightmares  do  not 
cease  in  the  morning.  Even  in  the 
bright  sunlight  he  still  sees  his 
friend  dying  with  AIDS.  In  his 
horrific  dreams  he  sees  his  friend 
suffer  immense  pain.  Finally  the 
dream  ends  when  he  reaches  over  to 
pick  up  the  stiff,  emaciated  body  of 
his  dead  friend  from  off  the  couch. 


"I  can't  bear  the  thought  of  having 
to  suffer  like  him.  I'm  afraid  to  die," 
he  fearfully  reports  to  me.  The  AIDS 
clinic  has  an  opening  for  him  in  six 
weeks.  He  dies  alone.  He  is 
worthless. 

Their  marriage  of  six  years  has 
been  a  living  hell.  She  begins,  "My 
husband  gets  high  on  crack  every 
Friday  night.  He  becomes 
uncontrollable.  Windows  are 
knocked  out,  and  he  beats  me  up.  We 
are  now  living  on  the  streets.  No 
money.  No  home.  Nothing!" 

"Everything  she  says  is  true,"  is 
his  somewhat  humble  response.  "I 
spend  all  my  paycheck  on  drugs. 
Now,  we  are  out  on  the  streets." 
They  live  in  hell  alone.  They  are 
worthless. 

OR  ARE  THEY? 

"For  when  we  were  yet  without 
strength,  In  due  time  Christ  died  for 
the  ungodly." 

"For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man 
will  one  die;  yet  perhaps  for  a  good 
man  some  would  even  dare  to  die: 
But  God  commendeth  his  love 
toward  us  in  that,  while  we  were  yet 
sinners,  Christ  died  for  us"  Romans 
5:6-8. 

HOMELESS  MYTHS 

1.  All  homeless  people  are  lazy. 

2.  All  homeless  people  don't  care 
about  anything. 

3.  Homeless  people  aren't 
interested  in  spiritual  matters. 

4.  All  homeless  people  are  drug 
addicts  or  alcoholics. 
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5.  Homeless  people  are  dangerous. 

6.  Homeless  people  want  to  be 
homeless. 

FACT:  All  homeless  people  are 
different.  They  must  be  worked  with 
one-by-one.  Jesus  Christ  died  for  the 
homeless.  Jesus  came  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  the  Poor. 

HOMELESS  PEOPLE  NEED 
WHAT? 

"You  adopted  who?"  my  wife  and 
mother  of  our  three  children  asked. 
She  had  changed  diapers,  gone 
without  sleep  taking  care  of  sick 
children,  washed  tons  of  laundry, 
cooked  hundreds  of  meals,  and 
washed  truckloads  of  dirty  dishes  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  With  one 
son  already  married  and  two 
teenagers  on  their  way  to  taking 
care  of  themselves,  she  wasn't  eager 
to  begin  a  new  family. 

"I  adopted  a  homeless  man,"  I 
replied  with  the  emphasis  on  man. 
"Does  he  have  to  live  with  us?"  was 
her  next  question.  "No,  darling.  He 
just  needed  someone  to  manage  his 
finances.  He  has  the  mind  of  a 
seven-year-old  child  and  is  not  able 
to  make  good  decisions.  The 
disability  check  he  gets  each  month 
never  seems  to  help  him  meet  his 
needs.  Someone  always  takes 
advantage  of  his  naivety.  Well,  I  just 
sort  of  adopted  him  to  protect  him." 

Ricky  [not  his  real  name]  and  a 
Uhaul  truck  load  of  his  collectibles 
were  brought  to  Fayetteville  a  few 
months  ago.  Someone  paid  a  man  to 
load  his  belongings  [pieces  of  boards, 
metal  sheet  fragments,  old  pots  and 
pans,  old  clothes  and  hundreds  of 
junk  items]  and  Ricky  into  a  truck 
for  a  500-mile  trip  to  Fayetteville. 
Once  here  he  found  a  temporary 
home  at  a  homeless  center.  For  a 
while  he  stayed  there,  but  most  of 
the  time  he  just  wandered  the 
streets  picking  up  discarded  items 
from  the  street. 

Since  I  adopted  him  by  becoming 
his  social  security  payee,  I  have  been 
able  to  put  him  in  an  apartment 
where  he  can  sleep  on  a  bed  and  not 
on  the  sidewalk.  To  become  his  social 


security  payee  I  had  to  go  to  Social 
Services  with  him  and  have  him  sign 
his  monthly  check  over  to  me.  Each 
month  I  pay  his  bills  and  manage  his 
money  for  him.  After  the  rent  and 
utilities  are  paid,  there  is  a  little 
money  left  over  for  food.  He  still  eats 
at  the  various  homeless  food  centers 
because  he  does  not  have  enough 
money  to  buy  food  for  the  entire 
month.  Ricky  will  always  have  the 
mind  of  child,  but  at  least  his  basic 
needs  are  met.  Or  are  they? 

My  wife's  thoughts  confirmed 
what  I  felt.  She  recognized  that 
there  was  something  very  important 
missing  from  Ricky's  life.  "Ricky  is  a 
child  in  a  man's  body.  He  has  a 
house,  but  not  a  home.  He  has 
shelter  from  the  rain,  but  not  shelter 
from  his  loneliness.  Every  child 
needs  a  loving  family." 

I  knew  then  what  I  had  to  do.  I 
had  to  love  Ricky  like  a  son.  He  and 
I  had  to  be  like  family.  This  son  was 
older  than  me.  His  skin  stays 
stained  with  suntanned  dirt  and 
perspiration.  Unlike  my  other  sons, 
he  does  not  bathe  for  weeks.  His 
clothes  retain  the  scent  of  weeks  of 
sweat.  But,  he  needs  love.  All  boys 
growing  up  need  love. 

The  next  day  Ricky  came  to  my 
office  asking  for  more  money.  My 
sons  always  came  to  me  when  they 
needed  money.  Before  I  handed  over 
five  dollars,  I  explained  to  him,  "If  I 
am  going  to  help  you  with  your 
money,  you  will  have  to  give  me  a 
hug." 

Pretending  that  he  didn't  want  to 
hug  me,  he  said,  "Ahhh,  Gee-orgee." 
He  stood  perfectly  still  as  I  walked 
over  and  put  my  arms  around  him. 

Dramatically  I  hugged  him.  A 
broad  sheepish  smile  flooded  his  face 
as  he  once  again  said,  "Ahhh,  Gee- 
orgee!" 

INTERVIEW  OF  A  STREET 
PERSON 

Almost  every  day  James  [not  his 
real  name]  comes  and  sits  in  our 
coffee  House  on  Hay  Street. 
Although  I  had  talked  with  him 
many  times,  I  didn't  know  very 


much  about  him.  Here  are  some  of 
the  events  in  his  life. 

Three  months  ago  James  was 
living  in  Alexandria,  Virginia.  Since 
the  winters  were  cold  and  it  took  all 
of  his  Social  Security  disability  check 
to  live,  he  just  decided  to  go  south. 
On  one  of  his  trips  to  this  area,  he 
stopped  in  Fayetteville.  He  liked  it 
here  and  decided  to  stay. 

Before  moving  to  Fayetteville,  he 
had  lived  in  New  York,  Baltimore, 
Trenton  [New  Jersey],  and 
Alexandria. 

His  mother  and  step-father  are 
still  living  in  New  York  state.  He 
hasn't  seen  them  in  years.  But  he 
told  me,  "I  am  happy  that  I  came  to 
North  Carolina." 

When  he  was  sixteen,  he  quit  the 
ninth  grade.  For  several  years  he 
worked  as  a  messenger  boy  in  a 
large  department  store. 

Now  that  our  caseworkers  have 
found  him  an  apartment,  he  likes  to 
go  home  and  heat  up  cans  of  Ravioli 
and  vegetables.  One  of  his  greatest 
desires  is  to  go  to  Cross  Creek  Mall 
and  shop. 

James  has  been  a  street  person 
because  he  does  not  have  the  mental 
faculties  that  are  needed  to  have  a 
job  and  to  take  care  of  himself.  He  is 
not  on  drugs  or  alcohol.  Yet,  his 
pleasant  smile  and  easy  manner 
make  him  a  nice  man  to  be  around. 

Since  he  is  so  mild  mannered,  we 
fear  that  others  will  steal  his  money 
or  hurt  him.  There  are  always  street 
people  like  James  who  are  unable  to 
handle  the  responsibilities  of  life. 

Agencies  like  the  Center  of 
Restoration  become  important  for 
these  street  people.  Without  the 
daily  advice,  care,  and  safety  the 
center  provides,  street  people  and 
homeless  people  must  walk  the 
streets  of  his  city  in  fear.

1997  is  the  year  to  Mobilize  the 
People  of  God  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  Every  believer  is  a 
minister.  All  of  us  do  not  have  the 
same  ministry  gifts,  but  each  of  us  is 
a  minister  in  our  own  unique  way. 
The  Holy  Spirit  has  placed  each  of  us 
in  the  Body  of  Christ  with  a  unique 
function.  The  apostle  Paul  cautions 
us  in  his  instructions  to  the 
Corinthians  to  show  proper 
recognition  and  respect  for  each 
member  of  the  Body. 

The  Body  of  Christ  is  not  some 
inanimate  organization.  It  is  a  living 
organism.  So  much  of  what  I  read 
and  listen  to  is  directed  toward  this 
important  emphasis.  It  is  the 
constantly  recurring  thought  that 
permeates  my  awareness  with  an 
excited  expectancy  of  what  God  is 
doing  in  The  Church  at  this  time. 

The  "Seize  the  Future"  theme  that 
spread  across  this  denomination  on 
November  16,  1996,  pressed  this 
point  home  to  us.  The  Evangelism 
USA  meeting  in  January  and  the 
John  Maxwell  Leadership  Seminar 
that  one  hundred,  thirty-two  of  our 
conference  personnel  attended  in 
Winston-Salem  pressed  home  to  our 
hearts  again  the  urgency  of 
"Equipping  the  Saints  for  the  work 
of  the  ministry." 


CHURCH-WIDE  THEME: 
Mobilizing  Laity  For  Ministry 


One  of  the  intriguing  volumes  I 
have  read  recently  vividly  and 
powerfully  points  out  some  very 
important  reminders  that  we,  the 
People  of  God,  are  His  Body.  That 
book  is  entitled,  The  New 
Reformation  [Returning  the  Ministry 
to  the  People  of  God].  The  author  is 
Greg  Ogden,  a  pastor  in  Saratoga, 
California.  I  call  attention  to  his 
message. 

The  Church  Is  a  People-Focused 
Body. 

We  are  rediscovering  the  powerful 
truth  that  the  church  is  a  living 
organism.  The  body  of  Christ  has 
been  called  out  of  the  audience  to 
become  players  on  the  stage. 
Everyone  has  a  part  in  this  drama. 
Every  believer  is  a  necessary  part  of 
the  drama  of  salvation  history.  We 
are  on  stage  together,  pastors  and 
people  alike.  There  is  no  longer  a 
select,  professional  union  of  actors. 
In  the  body  of  Christ,  all  the  "actors" 
have  a  direct  connection  to  the 
Producer,  the  Creator,  and  the 
Choreographer  of  History.  The 
pastor  no  longer  plays  all  the  parts, 
but  like  a  director,  he  draws  out  the 
hidden  talents  of  many  actors  and 
encourages  them  to  perform 
according  to  their  abilities.  Mr. 
Ogden  reminds  us  that  Ministry  is 
an  Expression  of  the  Giftedness  of  the 
Body. 


The  reality  of  the  church  as  an 
organism  has  been  rediscovered. 
God's  design  is  for  all  the  people  in 
the  church  to  be  gifted  for  ministry. 
Ministry  is  not  just  what 
professional  leaders  do.  Ministry  has 
been  given  to  all  God's  people.  The 
pastor's  role  is  not  to  guard  ministry 
jealously  for  himself  but  to  turn  the 
spotlight  on  this  multigifted  body.  In 
the  process,  God's  people  are 
discovering  that  they  are  gifted  to  do 
ministry,  not  just  be  ministered  to. 
What  a  powerful  concept! 

The  church  is  rediscovering  that 
ministry  is  not  confined  to  the 
church  building.  We  are  just 
beginning  to  see  the  church  as  a 
base  of  operations  called  to  support 
and  equip  people  to  live  out  their 
Christian  witness  in  their  daily 
lives.  We  live  in  a  sorrowing  world 
that  needs  a  called  army  to  address 
the  enormous  pain  that  is  the  result 
of  human  sin.  Only  people  who  know 
they  are  ministers  can  be 
compassionate  tools  of  God's  healing 
ministry  in  that  world. 

Charles  Spurgeon,  the  great 
nineteenth-century  British  preacher, 
gave  us  an  important  reason  why. 
When  asked  the  secret  of  his 
powerful  preaching,  he  replied  that 
it  lay  in  a  people  who  continually 
prayed  God's  fullness  into  him. 

God  is  raising  up  at  the  grass

roots  a  Spirit-filled  people  who  see  themselves  as 
ministers,  spiritually  gifted  ecumenists  who  see 
worship  as  the  center  of  their  relationship  with  God. 

What  is  meant  by  organism?  Mr.  Ogden  says 
organism  means  that  the  church  in  its  essence  is 
nothing  less  that  "A  Life-pulsating  People  Who  Are 
Animated  by  the  Indwelling  Presence  of  Jesus  Christ." 

The  apostle  Paul  beautifully  selected  the  image  of 
the  human  body  to  convey  the  manner  in  which  the 
church  is  to  function.  We  can  examine  the  human  body 
from  two  angles.  The  first  views  the  body  as  a 
functional  whole  with  all  its  parts  under  the  central 
coordination  of  the  head.  But  on  closer  examination  we 
notice  that  the  whole  is  made  up  of  many  parts.  Each 
has  distinctive  functions.  The  hands  are  for  holding, 
the  eyes  for  seeing,  the  feet  for  walking,  etc.  The  body 
is  the  prime  example  of  unity  in  diversity. 

Paul  uses  the  analogy  of  the  human  body  to  apply 
spiritual  truths  in  an  informative  fashion.  The  startling 
conclusion  to  1  Corinthians  12:12  is  "For  just  as  the 
body  is  one  and  has  many  members,  and  all  the 
members  of  the  body,  though  many,  are  one  body,  so  it 
is  with  Christ."  I  have  read  this  verse  perhaps  a 
thousand  times,  and  I  still  silently  conclude,  "so  it  is 
with  the  church."  For  Paul  "the  body  of  Christ"  is  not 
just  a  metaphor  or  helpful  word  picture,  but 
demonstrates  the  reality  that  Jesus  dwells  among  his 


people  and  gives  His  life  to  them.  "The  body  is  a 
reality,"  writes  Arnold  Bittlinger.  "Christians  are  not 
like  members  of  any  body  but  are  according  to  their 
very  nature  members  of  a  specific  body,  the  body  of 
Christ." 

The  church  functions  as  an  organism  when  those 
who  make  up  the  body  of  Christ  seek  obediently  to 
fulfill  the  role  God  has  assigned  to  them.  The  reference 
of  the  human  body  is  very  helpful  in  understanding  the 
way  the  living  organism  of  the  church  is  to  work 
together.  The  human  body  is  beautifully  coordinated 
when  each  part  functions  accordingly.  The  head  sends 
the  signals  through  the  nervous  system,  which 
activates  the  bodily  parts.  These  bodily  parts  have  no 
will.  The  hands  and  feet,  for  example,  only  function  in 
response  to  the  head.  If  the  hand  could  act 
independently  of  the  head,  there  would  be  total  chaos 
in  the  body.  So  the  body  of  Christ  harmonizes  in  perfect 
coordination  with  the  head  when  each  person  seeks  to 
minister  in  the  gifts  that  have  been  assigned  to  him  or 
her. 

What  is  the  church's  relationship  to  Christ?  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church,  his  Body.  This  church 
is  alive  when  it  remains  connected  to  its  life  source  and 
is  directly  under  His  authority. 

Yes,  we  are  His  Body.  Let's  get  on  with  the  business 
our  Lord  has  directed  the  Saints.  The  People  of  God, 
must  be  equipped  and  deployed  for  ministry.

One  of  the  joys  of  living  in 
North  Carohna  is  our  variety 
in  weather.  We  enjoy  the 
beauty  of  the  budding  flowers 
and  greens  in  spring.  We 
endure  the  humidity  and  heat 
of  summer.  We  glory  in  the  dazzle  of  autumn  leaves  as 
they  paint  the  countryside.  Then  comes  winter. ..not 
usually  too  cold,  but  that  period  of  time  when  we  get  a 
taste  of  cold  air  and  our  winter  breath  causes  a  fog  in  the 
air. 

But... along  about  this  time  of  year,  midwinter  blues 
sometime  begin  to  set  in.

Lines  From  Linda 

"In  your  Easter  bonnet,  with  all  the  frills  upon  it, 
You'll  be  the  grandest  lady  in  the  Easter  parade." 

There  are  some  childhood  traditions  of  Easter  that  come 
fondly  to  my  mind  when  I  begin  to  see  the  Easter 
decorations  emerge  in  our  shopping  centers.  I  recall  well 
how  it  was  around  our  house  when  I  was  a  child.  I  had 
three  brothers  and  two  sisters,  and  our  finances  were 
limited,  but  on  Easter  Sunday  we  all  had  a  new  outfit  to 
wear.  Of  course,  I  never  noticed  then  that  Moma  usually 
wore  an  outfit  that  she  had  worn  many  times  before.  It  has 
been  since  Joe  and  I  have  had  our  own  children  that  I  have 
recognized  how  my  own  mother  sacrificed  so  that  we  could 
have  the  very  best  she  could  afford  for  us. 

We  girls  didn't  usually  have  a  store-bought  dress,  but 
we  were  still  dressed  very  pretty.  Mammy  Jones  was  a  true 
seamstress.  We  cut  out  pictures  of  dresses  in  the  catalog  or 
made  sketches  of  ones  we  had  seen  in  town,  showed  them 
to  Mammy,  and  she  did  the  rest.  I  remember  how  she 
would  use  brown  grocery  bags  to  make  the  pattern.  We 
wiggled  and  twisted  as  she  measured  it  to  us.  Then  she 
spread  out  a  piece  of  fabric  on  Moma  and  Daddy's  big  bed, 
laid  the  pattern  on  it  and  cut  out  the  pieces  which  to  us 
looked  like  a  puzzle.  In  no  time  flat.  Mammy  was  calling  us 
to  try  on  the  dress  for  fitting  sleeves  and  hemlines.  Come 
Easter  Sunday  morning,  we  were  proudly  dressed  in  our 
lacy,  frilly  dresses. 

Another  special  childhood  memory  of  Easter  is  that  of 
the  Easter  Egg  Hunt  at  church.  It  was  such  an  exciting 
time  for  us  to  save  up  the  prettiest  eggs  we  could  from  the 
ones  we  gathered  from  our  hens'  nests.  I  remember  one 
time  when  we  didn't  have  any  food  coloring  or  such  to  dye 
them  with.  I  was  so  disappointed  because  I  wanted  my 
eggs  to  be  pretty.  Moma  found  a  piece  of  red  fabric  and  put 
it  in  the  water  where  the  eggs  were  boiling.  As  a  result,  my 
eggs  were  a  soft  pink  shade.  After  I  used  my  crayons  to 
decorate  them,  I  thought  my  eggs  were  beautiful.  It  is  still 
exciting  to  see  the  children  gather  at  Holly  Hill  for  the 
annual  egg  hunt.  I'm  glad  that  tradition  has  lived  on. 

The  Easter  basket  has  been  the  special  treat  for  our 
children.  For  each  child's  first  Easter,  Joe  and  I  purchased 
a  basket  and  filled  it  with  goodies.  Every  Easter  since,  they 
have  each  woke  up  on  Easter  Sunday  morning  to  find  their 
original  basket  full  of  surprises.  (There  was  one  year  that  I 
forgot  to  put  them  out,  and  Emma  has  never  let  me  live 
that  one  down!)  There  is  never  anything  exorbitant  in 
them  -  just  the  usual  candy,  gum,  small  favors  and 
usually  a  gospel  tract  or  small  book.  We  never  got  into  the 
Easter  Bunny  story  -  we  liked  for  them  to  know  that  it  was 
a  special  treat  to  them  from  us.  That  Easter  basket 


symbolizes  to  them  our  love  for  them  on  a  special  day. 

As  I  have  reminisced  over  these  special  Easter 
memories,  I  am  reminded  of  what  these  symbols  of  the 
season  mean.  That  new  dress  came  just  in  time  for  the 
springtime  weather  -  a  new  dress  for  a  new  season.  The 
eggs  that  were  colored  and  decorated  reminded  us  of  new 
life.  The  basket  of  goodies  reminds  us  that  someone  loves 
us.  And  when  I  think  back  to  Moma  wearing  her  worn 
clothing  so  that  we  could  have  new  dresses,  I  am  reminded 
of  the  sacrifice  Jesus  made  for  us.  The  beauty  of  the  Easter 
season  is  not  in  His  death,  but  in  His  resurrection.  Because 
he  lives,  we,  too,  can  live.  Because  God  was  willing  to 
sacrifice  His  Son,  we  can  have  newness  of  life.  As  we 
celebrate  the  season  this  year,  whether  it  is  with  a  new 
Easter  bonnet  or  a  basket  for  a  loved  one,  may  we  reflect 
on  the  living  Lord  who  arose  triumphant,  victorious  over 
death  and  the  grave.  May  we  rejoice  in  the  new  life  He 
gives.

connect  with  others;  and  7)  a  poem  or  quote  about 
friendship.  On  the  outside  of  each  kit,  attach  a  note  that 
tells  what  each  ingredient  represents,  plus  the  date  and 
time  of  your  next  WM  meeting  and  the  fact  that  WM 
fellowship  builds  friendships. 

SCENTED  SALUTATIONS:  Wrap  fragrant  potpourri 
in  a  small  square  of  lace  tied  with  a  satin  ribbon  and 
attach  a  note  quoting  Psalm  119:103  about  the  sweetness 
of  the  Word.  Also  note  the  date  and  time  of  your  next  WM 
meeting  and  a  word  about  how  sweet  it  would  be  to  have 
them  at  that  meeting. 

THE  NO  EXCUSE  BOX:  One  week  prior  to  WM 
meeting,  give  each  lady  in  your  church  a  small  cardboard 
box  with  small  slips  of  paper.  In  the  course  of  the  week, 
ask  them  to  think  of  excuses  why  they  cannot  minister, 
write  those  excuses  on  slips  of  paper,  place  them  in  the  box 
and  take  the  box  with  them  to  the  WM  meeting.  At  the 
meeting,  give  all  ladies  a  small  bag  and  ask  them  to  empty

The  Genesis  Hispanic  is  our  "first"  officially 
organized  Hispanic  Church.  They  are  meeting  at  The 
Genesis  Church.  Pastor  Vernon  Potter  and  The  Genesis 
are  to  be  congratulated  and  commended  for  their 
willingness  to  share  their  facility  with  our  Hispanic 
brothers.  Pastor  Francisco  Concepcion  is  the  pastor  of 
this  our  "first"  Hispanic  Church.  He  is  an  exceptional 
man  of  God,  and  a  Christian  brother  of  integrity. 
Genesis  Hispanic  had  seventy-five  present  at  the 
organization  service.  Their  average  attendance  is 
around  fifty.  Brother  Concepcion  has  been  assisted  by 
two  of  our  ministers  -  Rev.  Jose  Del  Villar  and  Rudolph 
Olivio.  Brother  Olivio  has  just  begun  a  Hispanic  work 
at  Evangelistic  Temple  in  Cary. 

The  Tarboro  La  Roca  Church  began  two  years  ago. 
The  pastor.  Rev.  Manuel  Castaneda  joined  the 
Conference  last  year.  Praise  the  Lord  that  the  church 
has  decided  to  join  the  Conference.  They  own  their  own 
building  on  Hwy.  64  Business  in  Tarboro  (near  the 
Brentwood  Church).  They  are  running  over  one 
hundred-fifty  in  average  Sunday  worship. 

Pastor  Castaneda  is  a  church  planter.  He  has  been 
instrumental  in  helping  to  establish  churches  in  Rocky 
Mount  and  Farmville.

From  the  Superintendent 


T.  Elwood  Long 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  greatest  "Barrier  Breaker"  of 
time  and  eternity.  The  rent  veil  in  the  temple  and  the  open  tomb 
are  only  two  prime  examples  of  His  barrier  breaking  power. 

Staff  writer,  Cheryl  L.  Burke,  of  the  Carteret  County  NEWS 
TIMES  wrote  a  powerful  article  that  appeared  on  the  front 
page  of  that  paper  on  Wednesday,  February  5,  1997.  She 
called  it  "Breaking  Barriers."  I  agree  with  her.  You  need  to 
read  this  story.  It  is  another  example  of  Jesus  Christ's  Barrier 
Breaking  Presence. 

When  you  walk  into  the  Maranatha  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church,  you  see  whites  and  blacks  singing  in  the  choir,  sharing 
Bibles,  and  joining  hands  to  pray. 

A  16-week  revival  has  brought  the  predominantly  white 
Maranatha  congregation  together  with  the  mainly  black 
congregation  of  Faith  Tabernacle  of  Praise.  The  Rev.  Donald 
Grooms,  pastor  of  Faith  Tabernacle,  has  been  the  guest 
evangelist  for  the  services.  There's  talk  of  a  future  merger  of 
the  churches,  although  that  has  not  yet  happened.  The  two 
churches  have  sat  next  to  each  other  on  Highway  101  in 
Beaufort  since  1994. 

Originally,  the  revival  was  scheduled  to  last  six  days, 
according  to  Maranatha  pastor  Marty  Warren.  But,  because  of 
what  he  calls  miraculous  healings  and  many  accepting  Jesus 
Christ,  the  revival  has  just  kept  going. 

The  Rev.  Crooms  began  preaching  services  in  October. 
Services  are  continuing  Sunday  through  Wednesday  each 
week,  and  most  are  packed. 

The  Rev.  Warren  said,  "The  Lord  is  doing  something  special 
here.  I  had  originally  tried  to  get  another  evangelist  to  preach. 
But  one  thing  after  another  prohibited  it.  I  was  getting  down  to 
the  wire  when  I  thought  about  asking  Donald  Crooms. 

"Before  I  even  had  a  chance  to  call  him,  I  ran  into  him  at 
Golden  Corral.  I  asked  him  if  he'd  be  interested,  and  he  said 
yes.  The  Lord  has  blessed  us  ever  since.  After  the  first  week  I 
felt  the  Lord  wanted  us  to  continue,  and  so  did  our 
congregation.  I  asked  Donald  if  he  was  free  the  following  week, 
and  he  said  he  was.  I'm  not  sure  how  long  this  will  last.  I  don't 
want  to  stop  what  God  has  started,  and  the  congregation  has 
wanted  to  continue." 

The  Rev.  Crooms  said,  "I  never  dreamed  this  would  last  this 
long.  I  was  shocked  when  Marty  asked  me  to  preach  this 
revival.  It's  unusual  for  a  white  minister  to  ask  a  black 


minister  to  preach.  I'd  been  asked  to  sing  and  maybe  preach 
one  service  for  some  white  churches.  But,  not  to  preach  the 
complete  revival.  I  grew  up  around  here,  and  it's  just  not 
done,"  the  Rev.  Crooms  said. 

"After  the  first  week  it  was  just  awesome.  The  unity 
between  our  two  congregations  is  incredible.  It's  like  we  had 
always  been  the  same  church,"  said  the  Rev.  Crooms. 

News  of  the  revival  has  spread  across  eastern  North 
Carolina,  and  many  are  coming  to  see  what  all  the  fuss  is 
about.  Many  from  other  churches  attend  the  services  on  nights 
their  own  church  doesn't  meet. 

Charlotte  George,  a  member  of  Body  of  Christ  in  Havelock, 
said  during  a  recent  service,  "This  is  my  third  visit.  I  think  God 
is  bringing  us  all  together  as  one,"  she  said. 

The  revival  does  appear  to  be  breaking  down  racial  barriers. 

The  Rev.  Warren  said,  "When  I  started  this  revival,  I 
wanted  it  to  have  a  theme.  I  had  been  to  a  Promise  Keepers 
convention  with  a  group  of  men  from  our  church.  The  theme 
was  'Break  Down  the  Walls.'  That's  what  I've  always  wanted 
here  -  to  see  blacks  and  whites  and  denominations  come 

The  Rev.  Crooms  said,  "The  only  way  we  can  deal  with 
bringing  down  the  walls  is  to  confront  them.  We're  not  one  in 
the  spirit  yet,  and  that's  what  God  desires.  We  should  mirror 
in  the  church  what  God  intended  to  be. 

"We  need  to  be  set  free  from  those  vain  imaginations  that 
have  been  passed  on  to  us  from  childhood.  A  couple  of  weeks 
ago  I  had  two  older  people  hug  me  and  tell  me  they'd  been  set 
free  from  racism  during  these  services.  What's  happening  here 
is  a  deep  work.  I've  changed  too." 

Mamie  Harvey  of  Faith  Tabernacle  said,  "God's  doing  a 
miracle.  It's  good  for  the  community  and  town.  I  feel  great 
about  this.  I  wish  the  whole  county  could  come  together 
like  this."  , 

Barbara  Robinson  of  Maranatha  Church  said,  "We  re  all 
God's  children.  It's  like  this  was  always  meant  to  be.  I  think 
the  Lord  is  getting  ready  to  come  because  He's  getting  His 
church  ready.  There  have  been  a  lot  of  souls  saved  during 
this  revival." 

The  Rev.  Crooms  echoed  Ms.  Robinson,  saying  he  felt  God 
had  intended  the  two  churches  to  join  for  revival  all  along. 

"Rev.  Warren  started  pastoring  in  1994,  and  we  bought  the 
building  next  to  Maranatha  a  few  months  later.  There's  only  a 
ditch  separating  our  two  churches,"  he  said. 

"Many  in  Christian  circles  say  what  is  happening  at 
Maranatha  is  an  example  of  spiritual  revival  beginning  to 
sweep  the  county  and  nation.  Items  that  Christians  point  to 
include  the  expansion  of  several  county  churches  to

Reverend  George  Asa  Casper 
February  10, 1915  -  February  19,  1997 


The  funeral  service  of  George  Asa  Casper  was  conducted  at 
Williamston  First  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  on  Saturday, 
February  22,  1997.  Interment  was  in  Martin  Memorial  Gardens. 

Services  were  conducted  by  Pastor  W.  A.  Mills  and  Conference 
Superintendent,  T.  Elwood  Long. 

"And  I  thank  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  who  hath  enabled  me,  for 
that  he  counted  me  faithful,  putting  me  into  the  ministry;  Who  was 
before  a  blasphemer,  and  a  persecutor,  and  injurious:  but  I  obtained 
mercy,  because  I  did  it  ignorantly  in  unbelief  And  the  grace  of  our 
Lord  was  exceeding  abundant  with  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.  This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that 
Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners;  of  whom  I  am  chief 
1  Timothy  1:12-15  KJV. 

George  Casper  was  "a  man  who  was  put  in  ministry  by  the  call  of 
God."  He  was  a  Minister  of  Praise.  "And  I  thank  Christ  Jesus,  our 
Lord."  He  was  a  Minister  of  Power  -  "who  hath  enabled  me."  He  was  a 
Minister  of  Perseverance  -  "For  that  he  counted  me  faithful."  He  was  a 
Minister  with  a  Past  -  A  sinner,  but  it  does  not  matter  anymore.  He  is 
eternally  a  Minister  with  Position.  And  the  grace  of  our  Lord  was 
exceeding  abundant  with  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 
Brother  Casper  was  born  on  February  10,  1915  in  Bertie  County  to 
Asa  Edward  Casper  and  Maggie  Ann  Evans  Casper.  He  was  born 
again  in  a  home  prayer  meeting  in  1931  at  the  age  of  16.  He  received 
his  Mission  Worker  License  on  July  27,  1935,  his  Local  Minister's 
License  in  September  1943,  and  was  ordained  on  September  2,  1945. 

He  pastored  from  1944  -  1980.  Those  churches  were:  Clayton, 
Shiloh  [Wilson],  Vaughan  Chapel,  Ebenezer,  Bethany,  Rehobeth, 
Kenly,  Windsor,  Washington,  Robersonville,  Wades  Point,  Meadow 
Brook,  Hobgood.  After  his  official  retirement  he  served  as  interim 


pastor  at:  Hodges  Chapel, 
Pinetown,  Hobgood,  Plymouth 
and  Wades  Point. 

Brother  Casper  was  a 
gentle,  kind  and  unpretentious 
man.  He  was  never  given  to 
fads  or  tangents.  He  was 
"steadfast,  unmoveable  and 
always  abounded  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord." 

He  was  married  in  1933  to 
Evelyn  L.  White.  She  preceded 
him  in  death  in  1986.  The  Lord 
gave  him  the  widow  of  another 
preacher,  Willard  Watson.  Her 
name  is  Esther.  She  gently  and 
lovingly  served  him  as  wife 
since  1987. 

His  surviving  children  are:

"JOY  THROUGH  MINISTRY" 


Lines  From  Linda 

Did  you  ever  hear  the  expression,  "as  the  eagle  flies'"! 
I  guess  it  was  something  that  my  husband  shared  with 
me  that  reminded  me  of  that  phrase.  He  was  recently 
at  his  office  in  Raleigh,  seated  at  the  conference  room 
table,  with  a  view  overlooking  the  rooftop  of  a  separate 
wing  of  the  building.  Suddenly  a  very  large  bird 
alighted  on  that  rooftop.  Upon  closer  observation,  Joe 
realized  it  was  an  eagle.  He  said  the  eagle  sat  there  in 
a  regal  pose  for  a  few  moments  as  if  waiting  to  be 
photographed,  and  then  lifted  its  wings  and 
disappeared  up  high  over  the  buildings.  As  Joe  was 
sharing  that  with  me,  I  was  reminded  of  a  sermon 
about  eagles  that  I  heard  a  radio  evangelist  preach 
some  time  ago.  I  do  not  remember  who  it  was  nor  do  I 
remember  the  details  of  the  sermon,  but  some  of  the 
key  points  he  made  are  worth  sharing. 

The  eagle  has  historically  been  a  symbol  of  power, 
courage,  and  immortality.  They  inhabit  all  major  land 
regions  except  Antarctica  and  New  Zealand.  Although 
they  were  once  abundant,  some  eagles  now  are  rare 
and  even  face  extinction.  In  spiritual  terms,  we  know 
that  as  Christians  we  are  to  be  eagles  in  this  world  - 
examples  of  the  power  and  courage  given  us  through 
the  Holy  Spirit;  and  immortal  in  the  sense  that  we 
have  eternal  life.  All  major  areas  of  the  world  are 
inhabited  by  Christians  today.  Yet,  as  abundant  as 
Christians  have  been  in  past  years,  we  wonder  today  if 
the  real  eagles  are  an  endangered  species. 

There  are  four  special  characteristics  of  the  eagle  to 
which  we  can  make  true  spiritual  application. 

The  eagle  SOARS  HIGH.  This  is  a  bird  that  was 
born  to  fly.  It  was  not  designed  to  be  caged  up.  The 
mighty  wings,  some  spanning  as  much  as  eight  feet, 
give  them  the  ability  to  reach  heights  that  other  birds 
cannot  attain.  Is  this  not  true  of  the  Christian  as  well? 
We  are  not  born  again  to  be  caged  up  but  to  go  to  the 
highest  peaks  with  the  message  of  Jesus  Christ.  God 
intends  for  us  to  fly  high! 

The  eagle  is  SEPARATED.  This  regal  bird  does  not 
fly  in  a  mixed  multitude.  As  true  eagles  in  God's 
kingdom,  we  must  be  careful  of  the  company  we  keep. 
Some  "birds"  have  characteristics  with  which  we 
cannot  afford  to  identify.  The  mocking  bird,  making 
mockery  of  everyone  could  represent  the  hypocrite.  The 
woodpecker,  know-it-all,  just  keeps  knocking  away  and 
pecking  away  until  he/she  gets  his  own  way.  The 
hummingbird,  shallow  little  fellow,  can't  get  very  high 
off  the  ground;  and  much  of  the  time  you  find  it  neither 


going  forward  nor  backward,  but  just  whizzing  its 
wings  and  standing  still.  And  look  at  the  sapsucker 
who  never  contributes,  just  takes  and  never  does 
anything  for  God.  As  eagles,  we  must  separate 
ourselves  from  company  that  will  hinder  our  purpose. 

The  eagle  SEES  AFAR.  The  eagle's  vision  is  keen, 
and  because  it  chooses  a  high  nesting  place  and  chooses 
to  soar  high  up  in  the  sky  far  above  the  earth,  it  can  see 
great  distances  away.  Does  the  scripture  not  tell  us  if 
we  do  not  have  a  vision,  we  will  perish.  We  need  to 
keep  a  good  check  on  our  spiritual  eyesight.  When  we 
rest  in  high  places  of  worship  and  choose  to  live  above 
the  world's  values,  we  can  see  what  God  wants  us  to 
see.  We  will  be  spiritually  aware  and  be  able  to  see 
where  God  is  leading  us. 

The  eagle  is  STRONG.  The  eagle  is  noted  for  its 
strength.  Most  eagles  range  from  two  to  three  feet  long. 
They  have  large,  heavy,  hooked  bills  and  strong,  sharp 
claws  called  talons.  The  body  is  very  muscular  and  fit. 
Many  times  I  feel  my  own  spiritual  inadequacies,  yet  I 
am  reminded  of  that  scripture  that  teaches  us  that 
when  we  are  weak.  He  is  strong.  Not  by  might,  nor  by 
power,  but  by  His  Spirit  I  am  strong.  The  Holy  Spirit 
will  empower  us  to  be  strong  in  the  service  of  our  Lord. 

The  eagle  is  SPEEDY.  The  eagle,  with  its  keen  eye, 
watches  for  its  prey.  When  it  is  in  sight,  the  mighty 
wing  span  changes  position;  and  with  a  mighty  swoop, 
the  eagle  moves  like  lightning  to  make  the  kill  with  the 
powerful  talons.  We,  too,  must  be  quick  to  move  in  on 
that  which  will  feed  us  spiritually  and  claim  it  for  our 
own.  By  the  same  token,  we  must  be  quick  to  kill  the 
things  that  would  hinder  us  spiritually.  We  can't  afford 
to  let  little  foxes  linger  in  our  lives  until  the  Vine  is 
destroyed.  We  must  move  speedily  to  do  what  we  can 
for  Christ. 

Well,  so  much  for  the  lesson  on  eagles!  I  hope  it  will 
cause  us  all  to  measure  ourselves  against  this  mighty 
symbol  of  power  and  courage.  It  is  time  for  us  to  mount 
up  and  fly  "as  the  eagle  flies"\\\

Two  New  Churches 


The  records  have  been  compiled.  1996  was  a  great  year. 
The  Conference  had  a  net  gain  of  933  new  members.  That 
was  a  4.2%  increase  over  1995.  The  Target  2000  goals 
adopted  several  years  ago  had  the  Conference  ending  the 
year  at  22,800  members.  The  actual  result  was  22,989. 
That  was  1889  over  our  goal.  Praise  the  Lord! 

The  Conference  ended  the  year  with  15,872  attending 
worship  each  Sunday  morning.  This  figure  reflected  a 
6.4%  increase  over  1995  or  actual  increase  of  949.  The 
Target  2000  goal  was  16,000.  We  are  128  behind  the  goal 
in  this  category.  Lord,  help  us  to  regain  and  to  accomplish 
the  goal  this  year. 

The  total  number  of  churches  and  missions  for  year's 
end  1996  and  176.  There  were  13  new  church  start  ups 
last  year.  We  are  presently  four  ahead  of  the  Target  2000 
goal  of  172.  The  Lord  is  at  work. 

The  Target  2000  goals  for  year's  end  1997  are  as 
follows: 

Membership  24,600 

Church  a.m.  Attendance  17,250 

Churches  and  Missions  177 

In  order  to  reach  the  membership  goal,  we  must  gain 
nearly  1,600  new  members.  Thus  far  three  new  churches 
have  been  organized  with  a  total  of  168  new  members.

accommodate  fast  growing  congregations,  the  expansion  of  a 
Christian-operated  soup  kitchen,  pastors  from  a  variety  of 
denominations  working  together  on  various  projects,  and  a 
growing  number  of  young  people  joining  churches. 

At  one  recent  Sunday  service  at  Glad  Tidings  Church  in 
Morehead  City,  32  teen-agers  were  baptized.  Similar  events 
are  being  reported  in  other  churches. 

The  youth  membership  at  Glad  Tidings  has  steadily 
increased  over  the  last  six  years,  according  to  youth  pastor 
Terry  Barts. 

"When  I  came  here  six  years  ago,  there  were  18  kids  in  the 
children's  church  and  six  teens,"  he  said. 

"Today,  there  are  100  teens  in  the  teen  ministry  and  192 
children  in  the  children's  church.  Many  of  the  teens  are 
enrolling  in  a  discipleship  program  because  of  their  spiritual 
hunger,"  said  Rev.  Barts. 

The  large  increase  in  young  people  has  resulted  in  Glad 
Tidings  preparing  to  open  a  youth  center  across  from  West 
Carteret  High  School.  The  Rev.  Barts  said  the  church  plans  to 
open  the  center  in  the  old  Grace  Baptist  sanctuary,  directly 
across  from  West  Carteret  High  School.  Glad  Tidings  bought 
the  property  to  build  a  new  sanctuary  for  its  growing 
congregation.  Grace  Baptist  moved  to  a  new  location  on 
Roberts  Road  in  Newport. 

The  Rev.  Barts  said  the  youth  center  will  be  open  several 
days  a  week  when  high  school  students  get  out  of  school. 
There  will  be  a  snack  bar  and  an  area  for  students  to  sit  and 
visit.  There  will  be  adults  on  hand  to  supervise. 

It  will  be  used  for  youth  services  when  Glad  Tidings 
completes  its  new  sanctuary,  set  for  some  time  in  July.

LINES  FROM  LINDA 

This  morning  I  attended  the  funeral  of  the  mother  of  two 
of  my  good  friends,  Anne  Williams  and  Sue  Willis.  Today  is  a 
beautiful  spring  day,  and  the  service  was  held  at  the 
graveside.  The  azaleas  are  in  full  bloom.  The  dogwood 
blossoms  are  adorning  the  landscape.  The  bumble  bees  are 
buzzing.  All  of  nature  is  coming  back  to  life,  but  Mrs.  Ruth 
Mae's  death  had  brought  us  together  today.  It  all  brought 
back  so  freshly  to  my  mind  May  7,  1984,  when  we  laid  our 
precious  mother's  body  to  rest.  I  guess  you  never  really  stop 
missing  your  mother,  and  times  such  as  this  refresh  the 
memory  of  such  great  loss. 

However,  I  left  that  service  very  uplifted.  Why?  because  of 
the  words  with  Brother  Jim  Forehand  spoke  to  us  in 
celebration  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Mae's  life.  His  scripture  was  brief: 
"Precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His  saints." 
He  talked  about  our  sufferings  in  this  life  and  how  death,  for 
the  Christian,  is  release  from  suffering.  He  stressed  the  fact 
that  God  does  not  enjoy  seeing  us  suffer;  and  He,  through 
death,  brings  us  to  Himself  where  all  sorrow  and  suffering 
cease.  Death  in  the  human  sense  is  not  precious  to  us.  We 
view  it  as  loss.  But  God  sees  it  as  precious  when  He  can  draw 
one  of  His  own  up  to  His  bosom  and  welcome  her  home. 

But  the  real  sense  of  joy  came  to  me  as  Brother  Jim 
continued  his  message.  He  related  to  us  how  the  Holy  Spirit 
is  in  this  world  -  as  guide  and  comforter  to  us.  When  Jesus 
left  earth  and  removed  Himself  from  the  earthly  tabernacle, 
He  went  back  to  the  Father.  He  promised  to  send  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Since  that  Upper  Room  outpouring,  the  Holy  Spirit 
has  been  present  in  the  world.  In  this  life,  we  are  privileged 
to  be  the  dwelling  place  of  this  blessed  entity  of  the  Godhead. 
At  our  demise,  our  spirit  then  goes  to  the  Father,  and  our 
body  is  placed  in  the  grave;  but  that  is  not  the  end!  Although 
our  bodies  leave,  the  Holy  Spirit  is  still  in  this  world;  and  He 
awaits  the  day  when  Jesus  will  return  to  this  earth  to  claim 
the  bodies  of  those,  who  die  in  the  faith,  from  the  graves  and 
to  glorify  them  and  rejoin  them  with  the  spirit.  Meanwhile, 
the  Holy  Spirit  hovers  over  the  grave  of  the  saint  -  waiting 
for  that  blessed  day  of  resurrection. 

What  a  revelation!  On  the  many  occasions  that  I  visit  the 
graves  of  my  parents,  I  always  feel  such  a  special  sense  of 
closeness.  It  is  almost  a  worshipful  experience  for  me.  I  have 
always  thought  it  was  just  my  own  emotions.  Many  times,  as 
I  have  placed  flowers  on  the  gravestone,  I  have  silently  said, 
"Moma  and  Daddy,  I  know  you're  not  here;  but  there  is  such  a 
presence  at  this  place.  I  can  feel  a  closeness  to  you  here."  At 
times  I  remember  fun  experiences  we  had  as  a  family.  At 
other  times  I  still  feel  the  heavy  sense  of  loss.  But  always  I 
feel  a  special  appreciation  for  the  comforting  presence  of  the 
Lord  in  my  life. 

Now  I  realize  why  the  visits  to  the  cemetery  are  so  special. 


On  that  hillside  beside  Holly  Hill  Church  lie  the  bodies  of 
many  saints.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  swarming  among  the 
tombstones  there  just  waiting  for  the  day  when  the  graves 
will  burst  open.  "For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from 
heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and 
with  the  trump  of  God:  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first: 
Then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught  up 
together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air: 
and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord." 

Yes  indeed,  that  is  why  those  visits  to  the  cemetery  are  so 
inspiring!  The  Holy  Spirit  lives  in  my  heart  -  and  He  lives  in 
the  graveyard  as  well!

SYSTEMATIC  BIBLE  STUDY  VERSUS  ABORTION 


I've  recently  given  much  thought  about  the 
tragic  sin  of  abortion.  It  has  only  been  in 
relatively  recent  times  that  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  of  America  upheld  this 
"politically  correct"  murder  in  the  landmark  Roe 
versus  Wade  decision.  The  latest  statistics  reveal 
that  1.6  million  babies  are  aborted  each  year. 
Beginning  in  1973  that  accounts  for  a  loss  of  more 
than  38,400  babies.  That's  an  average  of  768,000 
per  state.  Over  the  past  24  years,  that  is  an 
average  of  32,000  per  state  per  year.  I  rejoice  in 
knowing  these  babies  are  now  in  the  presence  of 
Jesus,  eternally  saved  from  sin  and  the  scalpel  of 
supposedly  caring  medical  professionals. 
However,  I  regret  that  these  precious  little 
children,  for  whom  Christ  died,  are  rendered  a 
"burden  to  society"  and  therefore,  are  said  to  have 
"no  redeeming  social  qualities."  What  a  tragedy! 

Do  you  remember  the  bombing  of  Korean 
Airline  007  in  the  mid-eighties?  How  appalled  the 
Western  world  was  at  the  very  thought  of  then- 
communist  Russia  destroying  269  innocent  lives. 
Yet  the  principle  that  drives  a  society  to  accept 
abortion  as  a  proper  method  of  birth  control  is  the 
same  one  that  motivated  the  Russians  to  shoot 
down  KAL  007.  The  principle  is  an  anti-scriptural 
view  of  life.  Purely  and  simply,  any  nation's  view 
of  life  will  determine  its  view  of  God.  And  when 
our  view  of  life  is  low,  so  is  our  view  of  God. 

Let  me  ask  this  question.  What  is  your  view  of 
Systematic  Bible  Study?  For  most,  this  is  best- 
known  as  Sunday  School;  but  it  is  not  limited  to 
that.  It  includes  weekday  or  evening  Bible 
studies,  home  cell  groups,  and  certainly  the 
Pastor's  class  on  Wednesday  night.  An  improper 
view  of  the  importance  of  Systematic  Bible  Study 
causes  spiritual  abortion  in  the  church.  How  is 
Systematic  Bible  Study  aborted?  In  the  first 
place,  a  lack  of  budget  contributes  to  the  process. 
This  is  a  problem  of  the  church,  not  an  individual. 
An  adequate  budget  for  Systematic  Bible  Study 
ensures  more  participation  from  more  people.  On 


the  other  hand,  lack  of  financial  planning  for 
dynamic  Bible  study  guarantees  its  death.  Items 
to  be  included  in  the  budget  are  overhead 
projectors,  video  projectors,  multimedia 
equipment,  maybe  even  a  computer.  Of  course, 
include  the  total  cost  of  training  for  instructors  as 
an  annually  budgeted  item.  By  total  cost,  I  mean 
travel  expenses,  registration  fees,  meals  while  at 
the  seminar,  and  some  money  to  purchase 
materials  for  use  in  the  Systematic  Bible  Study. 
The  value  of  the  benefits  exceeds  the  depth  of  the 
costs. 

Also,  a  lack  of  lesson  preparation  aborts  the 
Systematic  Bible  Study.  This  is  a  personal 
problem  and  not  a  church  problem.  Teachers  who 
do  not  prepare  adequately  will  not  become  boring; 
they  already  are  boring.  The  abundant  supply  of 
resources  available  today  should  inspire  any 
person  desiring  to  teach  the  inestimable  treasures 
of  the  Word  of  God.  Plainly  stated,  there  is 
neither  reason  nor  excuse  for  inadequate 
preparation.  It  always  undermines  the  Systematic 
Bible  Study.  This  is  perhaps  the  main  reason  for 
the  abortion  of  the  Systematic  Bible  Study.  But 
you  can  stop  it! 

Finally,  a  lack  of  organization  will  abort  the 
Systematic  Bible  Study.  This  is  a  leadership 
problem.  We  can  be  better  organized  by  observing 
such  details  as  regular  staff  meetings  or  keeping 
current  numerical  and  financial  records.  I  would 
also  suggest  keeping  a  directory  of  each  staff 
member  which  includes  their  training  history. 
Give  consideration  to  setting  minimum  training 
requirements  for  Systematic  Bible  Study 
instructors.  When  we  view  the  Sunday  School  and 
all  Systematic  Bible  Study  as  important  enough 
to  be  thoroughly  organized,  it  stems  the  rising 
tide  of  aborted  Systematic  Bible  Study  ministry. 

Thirty-eight  million  four  hundred  thousand 
people  murdered  since  January  of  1973.  I  wonder 
how  many  of  those  would  have  been  in  our 
Systematic  Bible  Study  classes?

The  Life  of  a  Mission  Worker 

Greetings  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  a  name  that  is  above  every 
name,  a  name  that  brings  completeness  to  a  life  of 
commitment! 

The  call,  the  concern  and  the  compassion  gripped  my  heart 
for  humanity  some  50  years  ago  by  the  anointing  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  It  has  not  been  a  chore  but  a  challenge  to  serve  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  the  pentecostal  faith  since  becoming  a 
licensed  mission  worker  in  His  church.  It  has  taken  a  deep 
consecration  and  a  daily  Christian  worship  separated  from 
the  worldly  things  in  life. 

The  call  to  be  a  mission  worker  has  been  far  more  than  a 
secular  opportunity  in  a  life  of  clerical  profession.  It  has  been 
a  joy,  a  peace  of  mind,  and  a  knowledge  of  understanding  self 
and  to  a  degree  of  understanding  others  around  me. 

I  well  remember  being  given  the  little  report  book  with  its 
carbon  sheet  inside.  I  made  a  promise  to  use  it  to  send  my 
reports  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for  my  activities  for 
the  Lord.  This  promise  was  made  to  a  charge  given  me  at  the 
time  I  was  issued  Mission  Worker's  license.  It  wasn't  a  task 
hard  to  keep  because  the  report  wasn't  something  I  had  done, 
but  what  had  been  accomplished  through  me,  a  channel  to 
deliver  good  news. 

There  were  those  Saturdays  with  lunch  on  the  tables 
outside  the  church  after  a  district  conference  session  with  the 
roll  call  of  ministers  and  then  standing  giving  an  oral  report 
of  what  my  status  was  as  a  mission  worker.  Time  has 
changed  a  lot  of  things.  However,  the  method  of  getting  the 
good  news  of  the  gospel  about  Jesus  Christ  may  have  changed 
in  certain  ways,  but  the  most  wonderful  message  that 
mankind  has  ever  heard  is  still  the  same,  and  it  brings  the 
same  results. 

My  comrades  of  the  same  faith  of  pentecost  have  brought 
to  my  heart  the  description  of  a  togetherness  which  could 
have  come  from  no  other  source  than  the  anointing  and  call  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  My  life  as  a  mission  worker  has  been  that  of 


a  discovery  agency  not  just  for  advancement  for  those  I've 
labored  with  but  for  the  spiritual  growth  of  self 

I  remember  well  the  late  Rev.  W.  Eddie  Morris  who  served 
as  superintendent  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  He 
issued  me  my  mission  worker's  license  in  the  year  of  1950.  A 
statesman  of  God  whose  instructions  at  the  time  meant  a 
book  of  knowledge  to  me  having  been  a  novice  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord.  Rev.  Morris'  contribution  was  an  asset  to  my 
ministry  and  as  a  woman  to  the  extent  that  the  call  of  a 
mission  worker  was  to  be  held  in  consecration  of  a  full  life  of 
holiness  with  no  exceptions.  He  stressed  the  point  of  being 
faithful  to  my  calling,  having  no  respect  of  persons  and 
always  putting  God  first  in  preaching  the  gospel.  He  related 
to  me  that  being  a  wife  and  mother  wasn't  going  to  be  an  easy 
route  to  follow.  But  God,  who  placed  the  call  on  my  heart, 
would  always  be  there  in  the  difficult  times  as  in  the  good 
times.  Rev.  Morris'  leadership  in  those  early  years  of  being  a 
mission  worker  kept  me  from  wavering  and  on  a  straight 
course. 

The  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee,  a  man  of  great  faith  and  confidence 
in  those  whom  he  served  as  superintendent  following  Bro. 
Morris,  continued  to  stir  and  steer  my  life  in  a  pattern  of 
being  firm,  steadfast  and  unmoveable  in  the  doctrine  of 
holiness.  Many  times  his  assignments  were  faith  building 
challenges  which  pointed  me  in  the  right  direction  in  soul 
winning. 

It  was  the  late  Rev.  Ralph  Johnson  who  enlightened  my 
understanding  through  the  Scriptures  in  my  stewardship  in 
the  management  of  currency  received  from  services  rendered. 
His  readiness  to  tease  and,  yes,  instruct  was  something  that 
coupled  together  with  the  motto,  "serve  up  front  first." 

To  the  pastors  of  different  churches  over  the  years  who 
have  opened  their  doors  for  me  to  service  in  their  pulpits,  I 
say  "thank  you."  I  deeply  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  have 
worked  with  you.  Revivals,  prayer  meetings,  and  testimony 
services  brought  outstanding  results.  To  God  be  the  glory. 

I  cannot  forget  my  late  husband,  Tommie  Hubert  Rogers 
who  stood  by  me  in  the  ministry.  The  unnumbered  things  he 
did  to  assist  me  those  34  years  before  he  went  to  be  with 
Jesus.  His  reward  is  that  which  he  well  deserves  because  of 
his  faithfulness  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Today  is  some  47  years  later  from  the  beginning  of  a 
destination  for  me  a  mission  worker,  however,  the  fact  of 
rendering  service  to  people  in  finding  Christ  as  their  Savior 
remains  the  same.  There  have  been  no  detours  along  the  way. 
What  was  expected  earlier  is  expected  in  the  present 
generation.

LINES  FROM  LINDA 

JUNE. ..the  month  that  brings  summer.. .the  month  of  brides. ..and 
the  very  significant  day  that  we  celebrate  as  FATHER'S  DAY.  Mrs. 
John  Bruce  Dodd  of  Spokane,  Washington,  started  Father's  Day  in 
1910;  and  the  custom  spread  throughout  the  United  States.  In  1936, 
a  national  day  was  set  aside  to  honor  the  fathers  of  America.  'We 
celebrate  this  day  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each  June.  This  is  a  day  to 
express  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  those  special  people  from 
whose  bloodline  we  are  born.  It  is  a  time  to  reflect  upon  the  blessing 
of  one  who  stands  guard  for  his  family  as  the  spiritual  leader.  It  is  a 
time  to  say  thanks  for  the  provisions  he  has  made  for  our  livelihood. 

As  I  look  toward  Father's  Day  each  year,  I  am  reminded  that  I 
was  very  blessed  to  have  had  a  good  father.  He  worked  hard  to 
support  his  wife  and  six  children.  He  had  just  enough  mischief  in  him 
to  make  him  a  fun  person;  but,  on  the  other  side,  he  was  stern 
enough  that  we  always  knew  who  was  in  charge.  Although  my  father 
was  not  a  Christian  during  my  childhood,  he  always  supported  our 
mother  in  seeing  that  she  and  all  we  children  were  in  Sunday  School 
and  Church  every  time  the  doors  opened.  He  was  well-known  in  our 
area  and  noted  as  a  man  of  integrity.  With  his  bright  blue  eyes  and 
handsome  appearance,  his  pleasant  personality  was  a  trademark  in 
the  community.  He  was  honored  and  respected.  He  was  the  perfect 
example  of  a  good  moral  person  who  just  couldn't  seem  to  make  that 
step  toward  Calvary  in  repentance.  On  the  occasions  he  attended 
church  with  us,  he  was  under  strong  conviction. 

My  daddy  had  a  godly  mother  who  had  prayed  for  him  until  her 
dying  day.  My  mother  was  very  close  to  her,  and  they  shared  the 
burden  for  his  soul.  Although,  Grandmoma  Lula  died  at  a  young  age, 
her  prayers  continued  to  follow  my  father.  My  mother  held  on  to  the 
belief  that  he  would  someday  give  his  heart  to  the  Lord.  Many  years 
passed.  We  children  all  grew  up  and  made  homes  of  our  own.  In  his 
early  sixties.  Daddy  had  a  mild  stroke.  Over  the  next  few  years,  he 
had  many  other  complications  and  finally  a  severe  stroke  which  left 
him  in  quite  a  degraded  physical  condition.  His  mental  capabilities 
were  so  degenerated  that  much  of  the  time  he  seemed  totally  out  of 
touch  with  us.  At  this  point  in  time,  our  family  took  on  the 
responsibility  of  caring  for  him  and  our  mother  (who  was  also  in  poor 
health).  What  a  blessing  it  is  to  have  a  close  and  loving  family.  Not 
only  the  children,  but  the  in-laws  as  well,  took  shifts  and  waited  on 
my  Daddy  just  as  if  he  were  a  small  child.  As  grim  as  this  picture  is, 
we  look  back  now  and  see  the  humor  of  many  situations  that  we 
encountered. 

The  most  special  event  that  took  place  during  this  period  is  one  of 
the  greatest  highlights  of  my  life.  It  was  on  April  30th,  my  dad's 
birthday.  The  family  had  all  been  for  a  visit,  and  we  had  celebrated 
with  birthday  cake.  He  had  experienced  quite  a  restless  day,  and  I 
was  trying  to  get  him  settled  down  for  the  night.  (That  was  quite  a 
chore  with  someone  in  his  mental  condition.)  He  was  very  confused, 
and  his  conversation  made  little  sense.  Once  I  got  him  into  bed,  I  sat 
down  on  the  side  of  the  bed  and  started  talking  calmly  with  him 
about  the  day's  activities. . .the  fact  that  the  children  and 
grandchildren  had  been  for  a  visit,  that  we  had  a  party,  that  this  had 
been  a  special  day.  At  that  point  the  Holy  Spirit  led  me  into  a 
conversation  regarding  his  birthday.  I  shared  with  him  that  65  years 
earlier  he  had  been  born  to  Pa  Jenk  and  Grandmoma  Lula  Morris.  I 
talked  to  him  about  how  his  mother  had  prayed  for  him  as  he  grew 
up.  As  the  conversation  progressed,  he  began  to  cry.  I  felt  the  urge  of 


the  Holy  Spirit  to  tell  him  that  his  birthday  would  be  a  good  day  to  be 
born  again.  When  I  asked  him  if  he  wanted  to  ask  Jesus  into  his 
heart,  he  said  he  did.  We  prayed  together  the  sinner's  prayer.  He 
spoke  as  clearly  and  sanely  as  I  had  ever  heard  him  speak.  When  the 
prayer  was  finished,  he  went  right  back  into  his  restlessness.  I  sat 
there  with  him  for  a  long  time  as  he  settled  back  into  his 
unintelligible  mode.  After  a  while,  Moma  came  to  the  room  to  see 
what  was  taking  me  so  long  in  getting  him  settled.  I  told  her  that  we 
had  a  special  time  together.  Knowing  that  Daddy  now  was  not  in  an 
understanding  condition,  I  turned  to  him  and  said,  "Daddy,  don't  you 
want  to  tell  Moma  what  you  just  did?"  As  quickly  as  the  blink  of  any 
eye,  he  calmed  right  down  and  as  clearly  and  knowingly  as  I  had  ever 
heard  him  speak,  he  said  to  her,  "I  just  got  saved."  Needless  to  say, 
we  both  knew  this  was  a  miracle.  For  him  to  pray  the  sinner's  prayer 
was  a  miracle  in  itself;  but  for  him  to  remember  it  20  minutes  later 
was  a  double  miracle. 

Physically,  he  was  beyond  the  stage  of  comprehending  what  went 
on;  but  spiritually,  God  had  opened  his  heart  and  his  eyes  to  the  Old 
Rugged  Cross  one  more  time.  I  believe  as  Jesus  stretched  His  nail- 
scarred  hands  to  him  that  night,  he  reached  out  to  Jesus  and 
accepted  Him  as  his  Savior.  He  lived  two  more  years  after  that 
experience.  His  physical  condition  worsened  until  on  Christmas 
morning  of  1980,  Jesus  reached  out  His  arms  again  to  him  and 
invited  him  home. 

How  happy  I  am  today  that  I  can  celebrate  Father's  Day  knowing 
that  my  Daddy  is  resting  with  God.  What  joyful  anticipation  I  have  at 
the  thought  of  meeting  him  again  in  Heaven!  I'm  so  glad  my 
grandmother  stored  up  those  prayers  for  Daddy.  I'm  so  glad  that  my 
mother  held  on  to  God  in  his  behalf  I'm  so  grateful  to  God  to  have 
witnessed  my  father's  repentance. 

Thank  you,  Heavenly  Father,  for  bringing  this  pleasant  memory 
to  my  mind  as  we  celebrate  Father's  Day  1997.

The  Lewis  Family  sings  a  song  that  says,  "I'm  an  old  chunk  of 
coal,  but  I'm  going  to  be  a  diamond  some  day."  It  is  not  only  a  good 
song,  but  it  is  a  true  one.  The  Word  of  God  tells  us  in  Acts  5:3.. ."But 
we  glory  in  tribulations  also;  knowing  this  that  tribulation  worketh 
patience."

RAMBLING  WITH  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

January  was  an  exciting  time  of  training  as  I  attended  the 
Evangelism  USA  School  of  Evangelism  at  the  Radisson  Grand  in 
Fort  Mill,  S.C.  I  left  there  to  join  about  120  of  our  conference 
leaders  at  the  John  Maxwell  Seminar  in  Winston-Salem.

NOTE  BURNING 

The  Mount  Olive  First  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  was 
the  scene  of  a  great  time  of  celebration  on  Saturday,  May  31 
at  5:00  p.m.  Pastor  Jimmy  C.  Williams  and  the  congregation 
were  joined  by  Conference  Superintendent  T.  Elwood  Long, 
Assistant  Superintendent,  D.  Chris  Thompson,  Conference 
Secretary-Treasurer  Roland  Harrell,  and  Conference 
Christian  Education  Director  Bobby  Forehand  for  the 
noteburning  on  the  church  property.  After  the  service  a 
barbecued  chicken  dinner  was  served  in  the  church  fellowship 
hall.

During  the  noteburning  ceremony,  Pastor  Williams  read  a 
brief  history  of  the  church  as  follows: 

The  Mount  Olive  Church  was  organized  in  1939  by 
Reverend  Fred  Weaver  with  nine  members.  The  small 
tabernacle  with  a  sawdust  floor  and  no  walls  valued  at  $175. 

In  1942,  a  lot  was  donated  by  Mrs.  Betty  Jones,  and  a 
small  structure  called  a  brush  arbor  was  built  on  the  lot. 

In  1943,  the  church  was  moved  to  a  lot  on  the  corner  of 
Williamston  and  Southerland  Street.  Rev.  Weaver  served  as 
pastor  from  1939  until  1943. 

In  1943  Rev.  W.  N.  Bass  became  pastor  and  served  until 
1945  when  the  church  was  moved  to  Williamson  and 
Southerland  Streets.  The  church  was  built  while  Rev.  Bass 
was  the  pastor. 

In  the  years  of  1945-1946,  Rev.  M.  H.  Alexander  served  as 
pastor  at  which  time,  under  his  leadership,  the  church 
building  was  enlarged.

LINES  FROM  LINDA 

Our  daughter,  Emma,  is  a  student  at  East  Carolina 
University.  Recently,  she  had  to  write  what  she  had  learned 
from  the  study  of  the  play.  The  Glamour  Trap.  I  want  to  share 
with  you  what  she  wrote: 

In  today's  society,  a  woman's  physical  appearance  is  of 
increasing  importance.  Appearance  affects  self-esteem  and 
how  one  is  perceived  by  others.  One's  outer  self  can  affect 
both  the  social  and  career  aspects  of  life.  The  media  has 
played  a  major  part  in  the  stress  placed  on  physical 
appearance.  One  cannot  watch  television  or  look  through  a 
magazine  without  seeing  the 
images  of  women  who  are  size 
two,  six-feet  tall  and  105  pounds. 
In  reality,  only  a  very  small 
percentage  of  America's  women 
can  lay  claim  to  that  kind  of 
physique.  The  images  of  "perfect 
bodies"  haunt  adolescent  girls. 
Unfortunately,  one's  self 
perception  is  fragile  at  this  age, 
and  many  young  girls  develop 
eating  disorders  to  try  to  get  the 
desired  look.  Many  believe  that 
they  have  to  look  like  the  models  to  be  accepted.  For  those 
who  are  not  naturally  small  -  but  desire  to  be  small  -  many 
methods  are  used  to  achieve  the  desired  outward  appearance. 
Plastic  surgery  or  liposuction  can  be  done.  Some  would  spend 
countless  hours  each  day  exercising.  Many  refrain  from  any 
food  that  does  not  come  from  the  low-fat  or  no-fat  section  of 
the  grocery  store.  None  of  these  options  sounds  too  appealing, 
but  many  people  count  on  them  to  assist  them  in  being  just 
the  right  size. 

In  The  Glamour  Trap,  four  females  visit  a  local  beauty 
salon  where  a  statue  of  "The  Goddess"  is  displayed.  This 
statue  represents  the  ultimate  in  physical  beauty.  One  of 
these  is  a  teenage  girl.  She  sees  the  statue  as  a  role  model,  for 
her  mother  expects  her  to  be  beautiful.  The  second  one  is  a 
young  woman  who  sees  herself  as  a  "Plain  Jane"  and  is 
consumed  with  the  thought,  "If  I  could  only  be  beautiful  like 
that!"  The  third  is  a  fashion  model  and  has  achieved  the 
"perfect  ten"  look,  yet  she  never  feels  respected  for 
intelligence  -  only  for  her  looks.  The  fourth  lady  is  a  middle- 
aged  wife  who  understands  that  true  beauty  is  not  found  in 
physical  characteristics.  Only  one  of  the  four  recognizes  that 
true  beauty  lies  within,  not  without.  Although  they  look  on 
"The  Goddess"  as  the  ideal,  she  is  only  a  mannequin.  She  has 
neither  heart  nor  soul,  only  an  outer  shell.  I  feel  this  statue 
precisely  depicts  the  emptiness  of  those  who  feel  outer  beauty 
is  what  is  important.  Unfortunately,  this  is  how  many  see 
women  today.. .just  as  an  outer  shell.  If  we  all  take  a  deeper 


look,  we  can  find  so  much  more.  Inner  beauty  far  outshines 
outer  beauty.  The  beauty  of  the  heart  and  soul  is  what  really 
counts. 

Without  question,  our  Emma  is  a  beautiful  girl  -  size  two 
and  all!  (Now,  isn't  that  just  like  a  mother?)  She  exercises, 
shops  in  the  low  and  no-fat  section  of  the  grocery  store,  and  has 
absolutely  no  need  for  liposuction.  She  is  very  neat  and 
conscious  of  her  outer  appearance.  But  I  am  truly  thankful 
that  she  recognizes  that  real  beauty  comes  from  within. 

I  recall  my  mother  saying  repeatedly  to  me  as  I  grew  up, 
"Beauty  is  only  skin  deep,  but  ugly  is  to  the  bone."  I  don't 
know  that  I  understood  that  as  a  young  girl,  but  I  do  now. 
Looking  back  over  my  acquaintances  through  the  years,  I  can 
recall  some  who  outwardly  were  very  attractive.  Yet,  as  I 
observed  them,  I  saw  character  revealed  that  somehow  made 
them  become  very  unattractive  to  me.  On  the  other  hand, 
some  of  the  most  beautiful  women  I  have  known  would  never 
have  been  chosen  as  cover  girls,  but  they  possessed  striking 
beauty  that  I  can  never  forget. 

What  a  lesson!!!  Yes,  we  need  to  care  for  our  outer  person. 
We  need  to  always  look  as  nice  as  we  can,  as  we  are 
reflections  of  Christ  to  this  world.  But  we  must  not  become  so 
obsessed  with  outer  beauty  that  we  are  inwardly  nothing  but 
an  empty  shell.  The  inner  woman  needs  nurturing.  To  fully 
develop  the  inner  person,  we  must  exercise  in  prayer  and 
Bible  study.  We  must  shop  in  the  no-fat  sections  of  the 
world's  offerings.  We  might  even  need  a  little  plastic  surgery 
or  liposuction  to  remove  bad  attitudes  or  habits.  After  all, 
man  looks  on  the  outward  appearance,  but  God  looks  on  the 
heart.

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GLOBAL  OUTREACH  OFFERING 

The  news  is  out!  The  records  are  official!  Over  one 
million  dollars  was  donated  last  year  to  the  cause  of  world 
missions.

The  goal  for  1996 
had  been  $166,000.00.  The  goal  for  1997  is  $185,000.00. 

The  Global  Outreach  Offering  is  vital  to  the  expansion 
ministries  of  Evangelism  USA  and  World  Missions. 
Twenty-five  percent  of  the  offering  will  be  used  in  church 
planting  projects  in  the  United  States,  specifically  in 
Chicago  (Tim  Campbell),  Sacramento  (Bill  Terry),  Phoenix  1,200,000 
(Ray  Kengrea),  Salt  Lake  City  (Greg  Wascom),  and 
Sidney,  Maine  (Paul  Dibden).  Twenty-five  percent  will  go 
to  World  Missions  with  primary  focus  on  building  a 
conference  and  training  center  in  Abidjan,  Ivory  Coast,  for 
French-speaking  West  Africa.  Missions  will  also  use  a 
portion  of  the  funds  for  field  projects,  national  workers, 
missionaries  (when  their  support  falls  short),  and  a 
portion  is  also  used  for  promoting  the  missions  program. 

The  greatest  gift  ever  given  was  sent  to  the  world  800,000 
nearly  2000  years  ago,  wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes.  That 
gift  brings  hope  to  a  hurting  world  today.  We  are 
compelled  to  take  the  message  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  The  Global  Outreach  program  of  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  is  aggressive 
in  church  planting  and  evangelistic  ministries.  The  Global 
Outreach  Offering  is  the  major  tool  for  funding  the  many 
projects  in  the  U.S.A.  and  abroad. 

The  summer  months  of  June,  July,  August  have  400,000 
traditionally  been  set  aside  as  a  time  to  promote  the 
offering  and  its  benefits  to  evangelistic  outreach. 

Members  and  friends  of  the  denomination  are 
encouraged  to  set  aside  a  day  of  prayer  and  fasting  for 
the  evangelistic  efforts.

The  80th  Anniversary  celebration  of  the  Gospel  Tabernacle 
Church  in  Dunn,  NC,  on  May  11,  1997,  was  highlighted  by 
the  dedication  of  the  newly  constructed  Family  Life  Center, 
new  offices,  choir  room,  and  several  classrooms.  It  was  a 
great  day  as  we  gave  back  to  the  Lord  ourselves  and  the  new 
facility. 

The  Present  ministerial  staff  includes: 

King  E.  White,  Sr.,  Senior  Pastor 

K.  Edward  White,  Jr.,  Associate  Pastor 

Danielle  Maynor,  Minister  of  Christian  Education 

Kelly  L.  Clarke,  Youth  Pastor 

Danny  W.  Meads,  Minister  of  Music 

The  Dunn  Gospel  Tabernacle  had  its  beginning  in  a  frame 
building  on  North  Layton  Avenue.  The  Rev.  J.  Luther  Davis 
became  Pastor  of  this  Free  Will  Baptist  Congregation  in  1917. 
Plans  were  made  to  build  a  new  church  in  1919,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Pope  donated  two  lots  on  West  Cumberland  Street 
and  South  King  Avenue,  a  fine  central  location. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Pastor,  the  work  began,  and 
through  his  unceasing  effort  and  the  many  sacrificial  gifts  of 
the  members,  the  first  services  were  held  in  March  1920.  At 
that  time  terporary  windows  were  used.  The  lovely  stained 
glass  windows  were  installed  later. 

On  November  15,  1992,  the  Dunn  church  became  the 
interdenominational  Gospel  Tabernacle  and  was  chartered  by 
the  State  Corporation  Commission.  In  that  year  they 
published  their  platform  of  belief  summarized  by  the  motto: 
"The  Whole  Bible  for  whole  man;  the  whole  gospel  for  the 
whole  world." 

The  Rev.  J.  Luther  Davis  served  as  Pastor  for  35  years. 
When  he  retired,  a  local  newspaper  paid  this  tribute:  "During 
the  leadership  of  Luther  Davis,  the  Gospel  Tabernacle  has 
grow  in  membership  and  in  spiritual  strength  and  influence. 
The  contribution  of  the  Tabernacle  to  the  Dunn  community 
cannot  be  measured,  but  the  impact  of  its  impact  is  known  by 
all  who  live  here." 

In  1950  the  Tabernacle  joined  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 


Church,  and  the  Rev.  Bane  T.  Underwood  came  as  Pastor  in 
the  fall  of  1951,  continuing  to  serve  until  1960.  In  July  of 
1953,  a  32-room  addition  was  dedicated  and  damed  the  Davis 
Educational  Building  in  honor  of  the  Pastor  emeritus. 

On  the  evening  of  July  10,  1955,  Rev.  Davis  was  preaching 
at  the  Tabernacle  in  the  absence  of  the  Pastor.  He  was  just 
beginning  his  sermon  when  he  suffered  a  heart  attack  and 
died  instantly.  In  his  death  a  local  editor  wrote:  "We  doubt 
that  the  death  of  any  other  person  in  the  Town  of  Dunn  could 
have  genuinely  touched  as  many  hearts  as  the  passing  of  the 
Rev.  J.  Luther  Davis." 

In  1960  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee  became  Pastor  and  served  until 
1965.  He  led  the  congregation  in  the  building  of  a  beautiful 
new  parson.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Raymond  Potter. 
During  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Potter,  1965-1968,  discussion  was 
beginning  to  surface  to  the  possibility  of  a  new  sanctuary  for 
enlarging  the  ministry. 

The  Rev.  King  White  was  Pastor  between  1968  and  1970, 
at  which  time  he  and  Calvin  Wellons  secured  the  Dr.  Hicks 
property  adjacent  to  the  church  for  future  parking  facilities. 
The  Education  Building  was  renovated  with  the  installation 
of  heating  and  air-conditioning.  In  November  of  1969  a 
banquet  was  held  and  pledges  were  made  to  begin  work  on  a 
new  sanctuary. 

The  sanctuary  was  actually  built  during  the  ministry  of 
Rev.  H.  C.  Potter  between  the  years  of  August  1970  -  July 
1974.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  new  sanctuary  was 
approximately  450  people.  The  new  sanctuary  was  dedicated 
on  April  27,  1975,  after  Rev.  W.  H.  Morris  assumed  pastoral 
duties.  Rev.  Morris  served  the  church  until  1978  and  was  very 
instrumental  in  challenging  the  congregation  to  reduce  the 
building  debt,  thereby  laying  the  foundations  for  future 
growth. 

In  July  1978,  the  Rev.  King  E.  White,  Sr.  returned  and  has 
continued  to  lead  the  Tabernacle  since  that  time.  During 
these  years,  the  work  has  multiplied  along  all  lines,  with  a 
great  increase  in  membership,  ministry  and  outreach. 
Because  of  this  increase,  in  1989  it  became  critical  for  the 
ministry  to  enlarge.  Due  to  the  lack  of  space  on  the  existing 
property,  the  church  was  faced  with  the  possibility  of 
enlarging  the  sanctuary  by  an  additional  250  seats  and 
purchasing  a  lot  across  the  street  for  parking.  At  the  same 
time  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church  became  available  for  sale.

"JOY  THROUGH  MINISTRY 


LINES  FROM  LINDA... 

I  recently  saw  a  picture  in  a  magazine  of  an  electrical  cord  in  an 
idle  state  ...  not  plugged  into  the  power  source.  When  I  saw  that 
picture,  I  immediately  thought  how  much  we,  as  Christians,  are  so 
much  of  the  time.  With 
all  the  resources  to  do 
the  job  God  intends  us 
to  do  in  this  world,  yet 
just  lying  in  an  idle 
state  ...  not  plugged  in. 
A  few  days  after  seeting 
that  picture  and 
thinking  those 
thoughts,  I  was  reading 
our  local  newspaper.  On 
the  Church  Page  was  an 
article  written  by  Rev. 
Carol  Goehring,  Co- 
pastor  of  Centenary 
United  Methodist 
Church  in  New  Bern. 

The  article  so  beautifully  says  what  was  in  my  heart  as  I  saw  that 
picture.  I  called  Carol  and  got  her  permission  to  share  this  article 
with  you  in  this  publication.  I  believe  it  will  speak  to  you  ...  as  it  has 
to  me. 

Grade  Allen  played  the  scatter-brained  wife  in  the  comedy  team 
with  her  husband,  Georgia  Burns.  In  one  episode,  Grade  called  in  a 
repairman  to  fix  her  electric  clock.  The  repairman  fiddled  with  it  for 
awhile,  then  told  her,  "There  is  nothing  wrong  with  that  clock.  You 
just  didn't  have  it  plugged  in."  Grade  replied,  "I  don't  want  to  waste 
electricity,  so  I  only  plug  it  in  when  I  want  to  know  what  time  it  is." 

For  many  of  us,  that  is  how  it  is  with  our  spiritual  lives.  We  plug  it 
in  only  in  a  crisis  or  when  we  feel  the  need.  Most  of  the  time,  we  are 
unplugged,  and  we  wonder  why  our  lives  are  so  devoid  of  power.  God 
gave  us  His  Holy  Spirit,  a  gift  of  energy  and  boldness  and  joy.  Jesus 
referred  to  this  spirit  as  the  "comforter."  This  word  comes  from  Greek 
roots:  "com"  means  with,  and  "fortis"  means  strength.  The  Holy  Spirit 
is  a  strength,  a  power  outside  ourselves  that  is  given  to  us.  Jesus  said 
to  His  disciples,  "When  the  Holy  Spirit  comes  upon  you,  you  will  be 
able  to  do gtr eater  things  than  1  did." 

Before  the  invasion  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  are  told  in  the  book  of 
Acts,  the  disciples  were  frightened,  locked  up  in  the  Upper  Room, 
talking  in  whispers  lest  they  be  discovered  and  charged  with 
insurrection  as  Jesus  had  been.  They  prayed.  The  dramatic  entry  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  is  recorded  in  the  book  of  Acts,  where  it  is  written  that 
the  Spirit  came  on  the  Day  of  Pentecost,  like  a  mighty  wind, 
unleashing  power  among  those  gathered  in  the  Upper  Room.  Best  of 
all,  this  gift  continues  to  be  showered  on  Jesus'  disciples.  Today  we, 
too,  can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  "The  Comforter." 

What  difference  does  this  spiritual  connection  make?  As  we  observe 
in  Acts,  the  disciples  began  to  speak  with  boldness  (the  same 
frightened,  cloistered  disciples),  and  they  were  filled  with  joy.  Some 
thought  they  were  drunk!  With  gladness  and  joyous  hearts,  they 
praised  God.  And  that  joy  spilled  over  to  a  new  positive  outlook,  a  new 
attitude. 

Why  would  anyone  want  to  be  unplugged  from  the  source  of  such 


great  power?  Why  would  anyone  not  want  to  open  a  bored,  empty  life 
to  this  joy  and  optimism? 

What  a  lesson!!!  We  don't  have  to  worry  about  wasting  the  power 
source  (as  was  Grade's  concern).  Our  source  is  more  than  adequate. 
There  is  no  excuse  for  us  to  lie  idly  by,  unplugged  from  the  mighty 
force  of  God's  spirit.  Let's  plug  into  God's  unending  supply  and  be 
that  channel  through  which  His  power  and  joy  can  flow  to  bless  this 
world  in  Jesus'  name.

GEMS  of  the  Year  awards.  In  CELEBRATING  THE  PAST,  former 
conference  directors  of  the  GA's/GEMS  were  presented  (excerpt  of 
their  introductions  at  the  end  of  this  article).  In  CELEBRATING 
THE  FUTURE,  special  music  was  presented  by  a  trio  of  Mt.  Carmel 
GEMS.  Following  the  closing,  the  girls  and  sponsors  enjoyed  a 
birthday  party,  complete  with  birthday  cake  and  balloons.  The  1997

Mrs.  Linda  Thomas  introduced  to  the  audience  each  of  the  former 
conference  directors  of  the  GA/GEMS  progra.  Following  are  excer[ts 
from  those  introductions: 

It  is  my  honor  today  to  take  you  bake  to  1972  and  introduce  to  you 
the  ladies  who  have  been  at  the  forefront  of  the  N  C  Conference 
ministry  to  girls  for  the  past  25  years.  In  1972,  Mrs.  Dollie  Davenport 
(who  served  as  NC  Women's  Auxiliary  president)  and  her  board  had  a 
vision  for  an  active,  organized  program  for  girls  in  our  conference. 
Through  their  initiative,  such  a  program  was  begun.  They  set  out  to 
find  a  person  who  could  share  the  vision  and  put  together  such  a 
program. 

For  such  a  time  as  this  ...  and  for  such  a  task  as  this  ...  they  found 
a  leader  in  MRS.  JANICE  CRAWFORD.  Janice  was  chosen  to  "start 
from  scratch"  as  a  pioneer  in  a  ministry  for  girls.  There  was,  at  tha 
time,  no  organized  on  the  General  level.  There  were  no  guidelines  nor 
resources.  Janice  and  her  committee,  along  with  the  help  and 
direction  of  the  WA  Board,  developed  North  Carolina  Girl's  Auxiliary. 
They  provided  leadership  training  workshops,  retreats  and  held  the 
first  GA  Convention  in  1972.  Janice  served  as  the  GA  Director  for 
eight  years  (1972  to  1980).  She  states  that  she  felt  a  younger  woman 
was  needed  to  take  the  leadership  at  that  time.  Janice  is  married  to 
Rev.  W.  A.  Crawford.  They  are  parents  of  Judy,  Alan,  and  Jandra.  All 
of  their  children  and  "in-laws"  are  active  in  their  local  churches.  They 
have  six  grandchildren  whom  Janice  states  are  the  apples  of  her  eyes. 
Janice  worked  full-time  for  23  years  as  an  education  office 
professional  and  currently  works  part-time  as  a  bookkeeper  for  Martin 
County  Schools.  I  introduce  you  to  JANICE  LEWIS  CRAWFORD,  to 
share  with  you  some  of  her  memories  of  what  it  was  like  in  1972  as 
she  began  the  girls'  program  for  NC  Conference  ... 

Younger  leadership  was  what  Janice  suggested;  and  the  WA  Board

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found  just  the  person  to  fit  the  bill.  I  can  remember  qattending  the 
Falcon  GA  events  and  seeing  this  new  leader  and  thinking  to  myself 
that  she  looked  like  one  of  the  girls.  This  lady  might  have  been  young 
and  might  have  looked  like  a  little  girl;  but  she  was  a  dynamic  leader. 
The  program  was  still  Girls  Auziliary  at  that  time;  and  BEVERLY 
BARTS  says  it  was  truly  "new  ground"  for  her  ...  she  said  it  was  her 
training  ground  for  leadership.  Beverly  is  married  to  Rev.  Terry 
Barts,  Associate  Pastor  at  Glad  Tidings  PH  Church  in  Morehad  City. 
They  have  three  children:  Alison,  Matthew,  and  Michael.  Beverly  is 
very  active  in  ministry  at  Glad  Tidings  as  Children's  Church  Director. 
She  also  works  with  Terry  in  the  youth  mnistry  thre.  In  addition,  she 
teaches  first  and  second  grade  at  Morehead  City  Primary  School. 
Beverly  comes  now  to  share  with  us  some  of  her  experiences  as  GA 
Director ... 

Following  Beverly's  tenure,  another  very  special  lady  came  on  the 
scene.  VICKY  BAYSDEN  has  served  as  assistant  director  with 
Beverly's  team,  and  she  was  a  natural  to  fall  into  the  leadership  role. 
Vicky  led  this  program  through  whas  I  believe  was  even  a  more 
difficult  period  than  the  organizational  period.  For,  you  see,  she  had  to 
lead  the  progam  through  a  total  restructuring  process.  This 
restructuring  was  mandated  from  the  General  WM;  however,  for  a  long 
period  of  time,  no  program  resources  were  available  to  assist  on  the 
conference  level.  This  was  when  Girls  Auxiliary  became  GEMS  -  Girls 
Entering  the  Master's  Service.  I  observed  and  admired  Vicky  for  her 
innovative  approach  in  providing  materials  and  resources  to  the  local 
GEMS  leaders.  She  brought  in  special  events  and  trainers  to  carry  us 
through  that  difficult  time.  I  especially  recall  the  "Charm  Course" 
which  our  girls  at  Holly  Hill  so  much  enjoyed.  Vicky  was  truly  a  leader 
with  vision  for  she  put  into  action  many  activities  that  were  "ahead  of 
their  time"  and  are  now  a  part  of  the  GEMS  curriculum.  She  certainly 
deserves  special  recognition  for  her  success  in  holding  together  a 
program  when  many  local  leaders  were  desperately  calling  to  her  for 
direction.  Vicky  is  also  a  busy  pastor's  wife  and  mother.  She  is  married 
to  Rev.  Mickey  Baysden,  and  they  pastor  Highest  Praise  PH  Church  in 
Whiteville.  Vicky  is  not  present  with  us  today;  however,  please  join  me 
in  applauding  her  leadership  ... 

As  is  true  in  the  case  of  every  good  leader,  the  time  comes  when  you 
feel  it  is  time  to  move  on.  This  time  came  for  Vicky,  and  there  was 
another  gracious  lady  who  had  worked  with  GEMS  during  Vicky's 
term  waiting  int  he  wings  for  God's  anointed  time  for  her  service.  She 
had  been  introduced  to  Girls  Auxiliary  leadership  as  a  district 
director  while  Beverly  Barts  was  director.  She  was  also  appointed  GA 
Conference  Historian,  and  under  Vicky's  leadership,  she  had  served  as 
Conference  GEMS  Secretary-Treasurer.  Having  proven  herself  to  be 
leadership  material,  she  was  appointed  by  the  WM  Board  to  serve  as 
GEMS  Director  in  1988.  GEMS  was  still  int  he  process  of  transition, 
and  much  of  the  same  plight  Vicky  had  labored  under  was  passed  on 
to  Karan.  GEMS  still  in  the  making  ...  no  resources  ...  no  program 
materials  ...  very  little  organization  at  the  General  level.  However, 
with  the  effervescent  personality  of  KARAN  BARNHILL,  GEMS 
continued  to  blossom.  Her  warmth  and  genuine  love  for  God's  girls, 
and  the  GEMS  program  made  her  successful.  Karan  is  a  natural  with 
young  people  as  she  is  a  fifth-grade  teacher  at  Benson  Middle  School. 
She  is  married  to  Rev.  Jimmy  Barnhill,  pastor  of  Benson  PH  Church. 
Karan  is  also  a  licensed  minister  (received  license  in  1994).  They  have 
two  sons:  James  in  10th  grade  and  Thomas  in  9th  grade.  May  I 
introduce  to  you  now  Mrs.  Karan  Barnhill,  whom  I  am  sure  you  will 
agree  still  bubbles  over  for  GEMS  ... 

When  I  was  elected  president  in  1994,  Karan  had  asked  to  be 
relieved  of  the  directorship  of  GEMS  due  to  other  pending 
responsibilities.  In  seeking  God  for  direction,  he  set  my  eyes  on  a 
certain  lady  whose  talents  and  abilities  I  had  witnessed  first-hand.

regarding  Sandra  as  a  GEMS  leader  to  Mary  Belle.  She  knew  my 
reluctance  to  offer  Sandra's  name,  but  she  spoke  up  saying,  "Linda, 
why  don't  you  tell  them  who  you  have  thought  about?"  Reluctantly,  I 
mentioned  Sandra  and  shared  my  feelings.  It  was  as  if  it  were  meant 
to  be.  The  board  unanimously  agreed  that  we  should  ask  her.  I  went 
back  to  Vanceboro  and  called  Sandra.  She  was  very  surprised,  as  I 
had  not  mentioned  my  feelings  to  her  prior  to  that  call.  She  told  me 
that  she  would  pray  and  discuss  the  matter  with  her  family.  A  few 
days  later,  Sandra  called  me  to  say  that  she  felt  this  was  a  place  of 
service  where  the  Lord  could  use  her  and  that  her  husband  had 
encouraged  her  to  accept  the  position.  Philip,  who  is  the  son  of  Rev. 
James  McCandless,  has  been  a  constant  source  of  encouragement  to 
Sandra  as  she  has  taken  on  the  duties  of  GEMS  Director  in  addition 
to  her  regular  job  with  Weyerhaeuser  Company.

2)  I  developed  a  new  love  and  appreciation  for  the  lay  staff 
and  ministers,  without  which  youth  camp  would  be 
impossible. 

3)  Most  of  all  my  heart  was  greatly  moved  by  the 
innocence  I  saw  in  the  faces  of  our  campers.  I  was  reminded 
of  the  love  Jesus  had  for  the  children.  God  blessed  in  this 
week  of  camp  in  His  own  wonderful  way.  May  God  use  each  of 
us  to  reach  as  many  of  our  young  people  as  we  can.  (Willis 
Pearson) 

Falcon  Youth  Camp  1997?  Fantastic!  After  working  in  our 
youth  camps  for  25  years,  doing  everything  from  special 
worker  to  horse  director  to  dean  of  boys,  I  can  truthfully  say 
this  was  one  of  the  best  years  ever.

LINES  FROM  LINDA... 

September?  Already?  Can  we  believe  that  summer  has  passed, 
and  we  are  on  the  verge  of  another  season?  The  flowers  are  fading 
now... just  a  few  asters  and  marigolds  left  at  my  house.  The  grass  is 
losing  the  lush  green  luster  and  no  longer  requires  a  weekly  trim. 
The  trees  are  beginning  to  change  colors,  and  leaves  will  soon  turn 
loose  their  grips  on  the  branches  and  fall  to  the  ground.  Days  are 
getting  shorter  -  fewer  hours  of  daylight  into  which  to  cram  so  much 
activity.  Yes,  September  is  here  again.  We  are  heading  into  a  new 
season. 

September  is  a  significant  month  for  me  -  particularly  this 
September.  You  see,  in  September  of 
1942,  I  was  born  into  a  loving 
farhily.  From  what  I  have  been  told, 
I  was  very  much  welcomed  by  my 
parents,  two  older  brothers,  and  a 
host  of  family  and  friends.  I  was 
born  a  fat  little  bundle  with  rosy 
cheeks  and  a  head  full  of  black 
curls.  My  brother,  Jimmie,  says  it 
didn't  take  too  long  for  them  to  spoil 
me  really  well.  He  tells  lots  of 
stories  about  my  crying  and  he  and 
my  other  brother,  Curtis,  having  to 
care  for  me.  I  really  do  owe  them 
much  thanks;  for  not  only  did  they 
care  for  me  as  a  baby,  but  they  have 
always  stood  by  me  and  supported  me  in  each  endeavor  of  life,  even 
to  this  day. 

The  Spring  of  my  life  was  a  most  joyous  one.  My  childhood  was 
filled  with  many  wonderful  experiences.  When  I  was  five,  my  sister, 
Peggie,  was  born.  Then  three  years  later.  Oral  Dean  and  Gloria  Jean 
(twins)  were  born  to  our  family.  There  was  never  a  dull  moment.  We 
were  a  busy  farm  family.  Daddy  worked  the  fields  -  and  everybody 
else  in  the  house  who  was  old  enough  helped  him.  Moma  had  a  full- 
time  job  keeping  house  and  meeting  the  daily  needs  of  her  big  family. 
My  maternal  grandparents  lived  in  a  house  on  our  farm,  and  they 
were  always  a  "holler"  away  (no  telephones  at  our  house  then).  There 
was  hardly  ever  a  day  when  a  cousin  or  two  didn't  show  up  for  play 
time.  On  Saturday  nights,  Moma  would  polish  our  shoes  and  lay  out 
our  clothes  for  church.  Come  Sunday  morning,  it  was  a  hustle  getting 
us  all  dressed  and  to  Holly  Hill  for  Sunday  school  and  church.  Our 
already  full  car  always  made  a  stop  to  pick  up  my  great-aunt  to  take 
her  with  us.  Then  on  Sunday  night,  we  did  a  repeat  performance. 
Mid-week  prayer  meeting  was  also  a  routine  part  of  our  weekly 
activities.  The  rest  of  the  time  was  spent  working  and  playing 
together  as  a  family.  I  attended  school  for  12  years  with  the  same 
group  of  friends  and  was  so  blessed  with  good  health  that  I  was  not 
absent  a  single  day  in  the  the  entire  12  years.  During  those  years,  I 
was  also  blessed  to  be  able  to  have  training  to  develop  the  talents 
God  had  given  me.  In  looking  back  to  my  childhood,  I  feel  that  the 
greatest  impact  made  on  my  life  -  other  than  that  of  my  family  -  was 


by  my  church  family.  The  spiritual  training,  support  and 
encouragement  received  from  them  contributed  greatly  to  who  I  am 
today. 

I  really  don't  know  exactly  when  spring  turned  into  summer  in  my 
life  story.  I  graduated  from  high  school  and  moved  to  Raleigh  to 
attend  college.  Upon  completion  of  school,  I  returned  home  to  accept 
a  job  with  DuPont  Company  in  Kinston.  Then  in  October,  1963  I 
married  my  high  school  sweetheart.  We  set  up  housekeeping  in 
Vanceboro  and  were  still  close  to  family  and  friends  with  whom  we 
had  grown  up.  We  still  attended  Holly  Hill  church  every  time  the 
doors  opened  -  just  like  I  was  brought  up  to  do.  In  1966,  God  blessed 
our  home  with  a  beautiful  little  red-headed  boy.  I  chose  then  to  be  a 
stay-at-home  mom,  and  Joe  worked  hard  to  support  his  new  family. 
In  subsequent  years,  we  were  blessed  with  two  other  sons  and  finally 
a  daughter.  Our  lives  have  been  full  of  rich  experiences.  Joe  and  I 
were  very  involved  with  our  church,  our  community,  and  our 
children's  activities.  Also,  during  those  years,  we  had  a  very  active 
part  in  caring  for  my  parents  through  their  sicknesses  and  my 
grandmother  as  well.  The  summer  of  my  life  was  a  very  busy  season 
(guess  that's  why  summer  has  longer  days). 

But  here  I  am  now.  It's  September!  This  year  is  my  55th  birthday 
-  the  one  that  officially  entitles  me  a  Senior  Citizen.  I  am  not 
beginning  the  fall  season  of  life.  I've  noticed  that,  like  the  fading 
summer  flowers,  my  cheeks  aren't  as  rosy  as  they  used  to  be.  Like  the 
leaves  on  the  trees,  my  hair  has  changed  colors.  My  face  has 
developed  a  few  wrinkles,  and  my  body  has  begun  to  sag.  The  days 
must  not  be  as  long  as  they  used  to  be,  for  I  can't  seem  to  accomplish 
as  much  now  in  a  day.  But  I  love  the  fall,  for  there  is  a  cripsness 
about  the  cool  air.  There  is  a  recognition  that  all  God's  creation  is 
preparing  itself  for  even  another  season.  I  find  this  true  in  my  life  as 
well.  My  priorities  are  more  focused  now  on  preparing  for  the  winter 
of  my  life.  Oh,  as  long  as  God  allows  me,  I  will  continue  to  be  active.  I 
intend  to  enjoy  every  minute  and  give  life  all  I've  got.  I'm  not  at  all 
ready  to  go  into  hibernation;  but  I  do  view  life  from  a  different 
perspective.  I  used  to  hear  an  elderly  gentleman,  Uncle  Offie  Ross, 
say  in  his  testimonies,  "I  want  my  last  days  to  be  my  best  for  the 
Lord."  That's  where  I  am  now.  I'm  ready  to  go  full  steam  ahead.  The 
things  I  accumulate  in  this  life  will  matter  little  when  I  leave  them 
all  behind.  The  most  important  mark  I  can  make  is  the  influence  I 
leave  on  someone  else  -  who  will  pass  it  on  to  someone  else  -  and  so 
on.  So,  I  want  to  spend  these  September  years  building  bridges  for 
j'ounger  people... helping  them  to  get  across  the  deep  chasms  of  life 
that  they  will  face. ..holding  a  light  for  them  to  see  their  way  through 
the  darkness  of  this  world... lending  a  helping  hand  or  giving  an 
encouraging  word.  For  you  see,  this  is  the  reason  my  Spring  and 
Summer  were  so  blessed.  There  were  those  who  did  that  for  me. 

September?  Already?  Yes,  it's  here!  How  exciting!  You  know,  I 
have  noticed  the  dogwood  trees  in  my  yard.

KINSTON  FIRST 

On  June  29,  19  teenagers  and  9  adults  from  the  Kinston  First 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  went  to  New  York  to  be  a  part  of  Gospel 
Outreach  to  invade  the  streets  of  New  York  City  in  a  witnessing 
effort.  The  group  consisted  of  approximately  500  teenagers  from  all 
over  the  country. 

Classes  began  early  each  morning  to  prepare  these  teens  to  know 
the  basic  concepts  of  witnessing.  The  first  class  was,  "The  Ultimate 
Weapon,  Prayer." 

Many  of  the  teenagers  who  attended  from  Kinston  had  just 
returned  from  Falcon  Youth  Camp,  where  they  had  experienced  a 
genuine  revival.  They  were  spiritually  prepared  to  go  out  into  the 
streets  and  tell  others  about  a  Savior  who  had  died  for  them. 
However,  they  needed  the  training  to  assist  them  in  how  to  become 
an  effective  witness. 

The  first  main  session  topic  began  with,  "How  to  Start  a 
Conversation,"  after  which  each  participant  had  to  tell  his  or  her 
salvation  story  to  someone  sitting  beside  him.  "Presenting  the 
Gospel,"  was  the  focus  for  the  fourth  session.  Scriptures  were 
memorized  on  how  to  win  someone  to  Christ.  They  were  taught  the 
key  components  for  courage  and  weapons  for  combat.  These  sessions 
prepared  them  to  visit  the  parks  throughout  the  city  and  begin  to  win 
the  lost. 

One  adult  was  assigned  to  three  teenagers.  This  adult  was  the 
Cord  Leader.  The  Cord  Leader  was  responsible  for  leadership  both 
spiritually  and  physically.  I  was  fortunate  to  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
being  on  of  these  assigned  Cord  Leaders.  The  experience  changed  my 
life  and  how  I  view  and  value  what  teenagers  can  and  will  do  for  a 
lost  soul. 

In  the  midst  of  the  busiest  time  of  day,  on  the  subway,  I  watched 
and  listened  intently  as  our  group  sang  praises  to  God  and 
witnessed  to  those  on  the  subway.  I  watched  the  faces  of  those  who 
had  been  given  tracts.  I  saw  a  change  in  the  eyes  of  those  to  whom 
had  been  given  the  plan  of  salvation,  from  a  look  of  helplessness  to 
one  of  hope. 

Blaire  Hardee  said,  "I  developed  a  confidence  about  being  a 
Christian  that  I  never  had  before.  I  also  realized  how  important  it  is 
to  witness,  because  everyone  I  ministered  to  didn't  have  a  clue  about 
God  and  the  Bible." 

Kriston  Bronson  said,  "I  have  become  more  compassionate.  I  now 
want  to  spread  the  Gospel  to  other  people  at  home." 

The  best  part  of  the  trip  for  Sarah  Rader  was  witnessing  to  a  lady 
who  was  Jewish.  John  Pearson  felt  a  definite  call  into  ministry 
during  this  trip. 

Upon  arriving  back  in  Kinston,  these  teens,  led  by  their  youth 
pastor  Johnny  Williams,  gave  personal  testimonies  of  their 
witnessing  experiences.  Before  they  left  New  York,  every  participant 
was  asked  to  write  down  six  names  of  close  friends  or  relatives  that 
they  wanted  to  come  to  Christ.  They  were  challenged  to  come  home 
and  start  a  spark  with  witnessing  to  those  whose  names  had  been 
written  down.  The  teens  of  Kinston  First  have  done  exactly  what 
they  were  challenged  to  do  -  and  they  have  started  the  spark!  Our 
group  calls  themselves  TNT  for  Teens  In  Touch.  They  are  in  touch 
with  God  and  their  fellow  man  -  Praise  God!

From  the  Superintendent

Delegates  to  the  23rd  General  Conference  of  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  elected  Rev. 
James  D.  Leggett  as  their  new  General  Superintendent 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  August  7,  in  Kansas  City, 
Missouri.  The  presiding  officer,  retiring  General 
Superintendent  B.  E.  Underwood,  declared  an  election 
on  the  first  ballot. 

Leggett,  a  native  of  North  Carolina,  has  served  as 
Vice  Chairman  of  the  denomination  for  the  past  four 
years  and  as  Executive  Director  of  Evangelism  for  the 
past  eight  years.  Before  being  elected  to  a  general 
position  in  1989,  he  served  three  years  as 
superintendent  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the 
IPHC.  He  pastored  several  PH  congregations  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  including  Pembroke, 
Pinetown,  Swanquarter,  and  Culbreth  Memorial. 

He  graduated  from  Holmes  College  of  the  Bible  in 
Greenville,  South  Carolina,  with  a  Th.B  and  from 
Pembroke  University  with  a  B.A.  degree. 

During  the  past  eight  years,  the  new  General 
Superintendent  has  represented  the  IPHC  on  several 
boards  and  commissions  including  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  National  Association  of 
Evangelicals,  the  Executive  Committees  of  the 
Pentecostal  Fellowship  of  North  America,  the 
Pentecostal/Charismatic  Churches  of  North  America, 
and  Mission  America.  He  has  also  served  as  a  writer  of 
Sunday  School  literature  and  a  member  of  the 
Evangelical  Curriculum  Commission. 

James  Leggett  and  his  wife,  Faye,  live  in  Oklahoma 
City.  They  have  four  children  and  five  grandchildren. 

Outgoing  General  Superintendent  B.  E.  Underwood 
has  served  on  the  church's  General  Executive  Board  for 
28  years  and  as  presiding  Bishop  for  the  past  eight

years.  He  and  his  wife,  Esther,  are  building  a 
retirement  home  in  Franklin  Springs,  Georgia.  From 
there  he  plans  to  continue  his  speaking  ministry. 

Underwood's  influence  has  reached  beyond  his 
denomination  to  impact  many  Pentecostal  groups.  He 
is  chairman  of  the  Pentecostal  Renewal  Services,  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Association  of  Evangelicals,  and  has  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Pentecostal  Fellowship  of  North 
America  (PFNA).  He  was  instrumental  in  disbanding 
the  PFNA  to  make  way  for  the  Pentecostal/Charismatic 
Churches  of  North  America,  a  multi-racial 
organization.  He  now  serves  on  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  PCCNA. 

In  subsequent  voting  last  week,  delegates  completed 
the  10-man  General  Executive  Board  (GEB).  Rev.  M. 
Donald  Duncan  was  selected  as  Executive  Director  of 
World  Missions  and  Vice  Chairman.  Duncan  served  for 
the  past  four  years  as  Secretary/Treasurer  of  the 
organization. 

Dr.  Ronald  Carpenter,  Superintendent  of  the  Upper 
South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  IPHC,  was  chosen  to 
serve  as  Executive  Director  of  Evangelism,  and  Rev. 
Paul  Howell  was  re-elected  to  another  four-year  term 
as  Executive  Director  of  Church  Education  Ministries. 
Howell  had  completed  one  term  in  that  office. 

Rev.  Jack  Goodson  was  elected  as  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  Goodson  served  in  that  role  from  1985  until 
1993,  but  was  disqualified  for  re-election  because  of  the 
church's  eight-year  statute  of  limitations.

Rev.  Mrs.  Fannie  Mae  Morris  Jones,  born  December

She  is  survived  by  her  husband,  two  sons,  two 
daughters-in-law,  five  grandchildren,  a  brother.  Rev. 
W.  Harvey  Morris  of  Falcon,  and  a  sister,  Mrs. 

She  was  preceded 
in  death  by  her  parents  and  several  brothers  and 
sisters. 

She  also  leaves  behind  a  host  of  friends  including 


many  extended  family  members.  She  joins  an  even 
larger  host  of  her  spiritual  family  in  Heaven;  many  of 
whom  she  led  to  Christ  and  many  others  whose  lives 
and  testimonies  she  influenced  in  a  positive  way. 

Mrs.  Jones'  conversion  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
occurred  in  the  early  1930s  at  Rocky  Mount,  NC.

NICARAGUA 

by  Cecille  Booth 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Dan  Clowers,  Pentecostal  Holiness 
missionaries  and  coordinators,  had  been  telling  us  at 
Northwood  Temple  for  two  years  that  we  needed  to  get 
involved  with  Nicaragua.  Last  July  (1996),  an 
evangelistic  team  and  a  small  medical  team,  consisting 
of  27  people  from  NWT,  went  to  Managua,  Nicaragua, 
where  we  ministered  to  the  needs  of  the  people.  Before 
we  left  the  country,  we  knew  that  we  had  to  return. 
God  was  confirming  it  in  many  ways.  The  "bug"  had 
definitely  bitten!  Nicaragua  was  very  hot,  very  dusty, 
very  taxing  on  the  body,  and  very,  very  poor.  Where  we 
were  working  would  not  make  good  information  for  a 
travel  brochure,  but  there  was  something  (or 
"Someone")  that  was  drawing  us  to  this  place! 

As  soon  as  we  returned  to  the  States,  we  set  the 
dates  for  the  next  trip,  June  18-27,  1997.  In  January 
1997,  Pastor  John  Hedgepeth,  accompanied  by  Darwin 
Hairr,  Perry  Faircloth,  Mike  Geiger,  John  Campbell, 
and  Dewey  Cosgrove,  went  to  Managua  to  study  the 
possibilities  of  purchasing  land  for  a  clinic/school 
training  center  and  also  to  obtain  permission  from  a 
local  hospital  to  allow  our  doctors  to  come  to  their 
facilities  to  do  surgery. 

While  the  pastor  and  his  team  of  men  were  in 
Nicaragua,  a  call  was  received  from  a  local  church  to 
come  to  see  the  "trash"  that  they  had  received.  When  we 
arrived,  we  were  taken  to  a  truck  trailer  and  shown  59

new  stethoscopes  (never  opened),  eight  blood  sugar 
machines,  new  walker,  new  bedside  commode,  lab 
equipment,  cases  and  cases  of  expendables,  plus  many 
other  items  that  had  been  in  inventory  at  a 
pharmaceutical  company  for  several  months.  Therefore, 
it  was  marked  "trash!" 


"Battle  for  the  Soul"  drama 


We  made  a  plea  for  a  warehouse.  Five  days  later  the 
first  warehouse  was  provided!  Within  three  weeks,  out 
of  necessity,  we  were  asking  for  the  second  warehouse. 
It  was  also  provided!  Used  equipment,  medical 
expendables  (sponges,  sutures,  catheters,  etc.),  school 
supplies,  humanitarian  goods  of  all  types  began 
flooding  in!  We  even  received  two  field  hospitals! 

What  do  you  do  with  a  field  hospital?  When  Pastor 
Hedgepeth  and  Dr.  William  Hall  went  to  Managua  in 
April,  they  visited  the  Minister  of  Health  there.  Dr.  Hall 
asked  him  how  we  could  help  them.  He  said  that  they 
needed  a  field  hospital  in  the  delta  on  the  Caribbean 
side,  north  of  Bluefields  where  there  was  no  electricity  or 
medical  facility!  It  is  interesting  that  our  God  is  always 
on  time!  We  had  received  the  field  hospitals  about  three 
weeks  before!  On  June  7,  we  shipped  30,760  pounds 
(over  15  tons!)  of  medical  supplies  to  Nicaragua! 

In  June,  a  group  of  43,  which  included  an 
evangelistic  team,  a  medical  team,  and  a  construction 
team,  left  for  Managua.  Our  mission  was  single- 
minded.  We  wanted  to  win  souls!  It  is  difficult  to  win  a 
brother  when  he  doesn't  think  that  we  care  if  he  is  sick 
or  without  hope. 

The  evangelistic  team,  led  by  Phillip  Rothrock,  used 
puppets,  clowns,  music,  and  the  drama,  "The  Battle  for 
the  Soul."  They  saw  approximately  450-500  people 
come  forward  to  give  their  hearts  to  Christ!  It  was  such 


a  blessing  to  even  be  able  to  go  into  the  public  schools 
and  present  the  Gospel! 

The  construction,  lead  by  Tony  Petty,  built  four 
temporary  classrooms  for  the  school  and  Sunday  school. 
They  successfully  met  the  challenge,  even  in  the 
extreme  heat! 

The  medical  team,  led  by  Kim  Nobles  and  Tom  Guy, 
not  only  touched  bodies,  but  also  prayed  for  many  to 
receive  salvation.  Many  miracles  happened!  Before  we 
left  the  States,  many  pharmaceutical  companies  had 
donated  medicines  for  the  trip  to  total  approximately 
$110,000.  However,  we  did  not  have  many  antibiotics. 
By  the  second  day  of  clinic  (we  had  scheduled  six  days) 
at  lunch  time  we  were  running  out  of  antibiotics.  When 
the  team  broke  for  lunch,  a  man  approached  us  in  the 
restaurant  and  asked  what  we  were  doing.  Everyone 
was  wearing  scrubs  so  it  was  obvious  that  we  weren't 
traditional  tourists.  Dr.  Bob  Leeds,  dentist,  told  him 
about  the  clinic.  The  man  said,  "I  am  from  Bristol 
Myers  Pharmaceutical  Company.  I  have  antibiotics 
that  are  expiring  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Can  you  use 
them?"  Could  we  ever!!!  We  had  enough  medicines  to 
finish  the  clinic,  plus  a  van  load  to  stay  at  the  church 
clinic,  and  two  van  loads  to  go  to  the  local  hospitals!  I 
am  so  glad  that  God  is  able  "to  do  exceedingly 
abundantly  more  than  we  can  ask  or  even  think!"

Bishop  Gilbert  Patterson 
Speaks  Prophetically 
to  the  Conference 

On  a  Friday  night,  after  an 
outpouring  of  worship  and  praise 
seldom  seen  in  a  General 
Conference,  Bishop  Gilbert  Earl 
Patterson  of  the  Church  of  God  in 
Christ  electrified  the  crowd  with  a 
message  on  the  anointing  as  seen  in 
the  life  of  David  as  king  of  Israel.  He 
called  for  a  new  and  fresh  anointing 
on  the  IPHC  as  it  enters  its  second 
century  of  ministry. 

The  major  point  of  the  Bishop's 
message  centered  on  David's  third 
anointing  which  struck  terror  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Philistines.  His  word 
for  the  church  was  that,  in  contrast 
to  David's  first  anointing  as  a  lad,  he 
now  was  older,  wiser,  stronger,  and 
more  determined  than  ever  before. 

"In  this  sense,  the  IPHC,  after  a 
century  of  ministry  should  also  be 
wiser,  stronger,  and  more 
determined  as  it  faces  a  new  century 
and  millennium,"  he  said.  There  was 
an  unusual  reception  of  the  message 
and  a  tremendous  response  to  the 
altar  call. 

The  celebration  throughout  the 
service  was  called  by  many  an  old- 
fashioned  "breakthrough."  An 
incredible  sight  was  that  hundreds 
of  young  people  danced  before  the 
Lord  in  ecstasy.  Indeed,  the  music 
and  praise  was  in  the  contemporary 
style  that  is  especially  attractive  to 
young  people. 

After  the  first  century,  most 
churches  go  into  a  season  of  decline. 


If  anything,  the  IPHC  seems  to  be 
more  alive  than  ever  with  young 
people  leading  the  way.

Patterson  Urges  Church 
to  Seek  Fresh  Anointing 

Following  a  spontaneous  move  of 
rejoicing  and  praise  to  the  Lord, 
Bishop  Gilbert  E.  Patterson,  Prelate 
of  Tennessee  Fourth  Ecclesiastical 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Church  of  God  in 
Christ  (Memphis),  proclaimed  a 
timely  word  to  the  delegation  of  the 
23rd  General  Conference  of  the 
IPHC. 

His  sermon,  entitled,  "The  Word  is 
Out,"  admonished  the  conference 
that  when  it  becomes  known  that  we 
have  received  a  fresh  anointing,  we 
can  expect  the  enemy  to  react.  "He 
purposes  to  forestall  any  unity  in  the 
Body  -  for  in  unity  there  is  a  release 
of  the  power  needed  to  change  our 
world. 

"As  Pentecostals,  we  must  lead 
the  way  in  breaking  down  the 
barriers  that  divide  us;  we  must  seek 
that  fresh  anointing."  He  warned  us 
never  to  think  that  a  one-time  touch 
of  the  hand  of  God  is  sufficient. 
"There  is  always  another  level,"  he 
proclaimed,  "a  greater  sense  of  God's 
power. 

"So  when  we  see  strong  challenges 
coming  against  the  church,  we  must 
go  like  David  did  into  the  'hold'  -  our 
hiding  place  in  Jesus  Christ  -  and 
ask  God  for  a  greater  anointing." 

The  Bishop  reminded  us  that 
Jesus  was  anointed,  not  with  the 
symbolic  oil  of  the  Old  Testament, 
but  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with 
power.  And  because  of  that 
anointing,  the  Word  tells  us  He  went 
about  healing  all. 

The  21st  century  church  can  be 
encouraged  by  the  fact  that  in  Jesus' 
early  ministry,  He  called  the  Twelve, 
and  He  gave  them  power  to  cast  out 
demons  and  to  heal  the  sick.  Then 
He  sent  out  70,  giving  them  the 
same  power.  But  finally.  He  sent  out 
the  word  that  these  signs  shall 
follow  them  (not  him)  that  believe. 

"After  100  years  of  ministry," 
Bishop  Patterson  proclaimed,  "we 
are  wiser,  we  are  bolder,  we  are 


stronger,  and  we  are  more 
determined.  We  can  get  the  job  done. 

"If  you  want  that  fresh,  new 
anointing,"  he  offered,  "just  give  God 
a  new  praise."  And  with  that 
invitation,  hundreds  rushed  to  the 
front  of  the  auditorium  with  their 
hands  raised  in  praise  and  worship 
to  the  King.

Underwood  Revisits 

Tlie  Crux  of  tlie 
Great  Commission 

Consistent  with  the  theme  of  the 
23rd  General  Conference,  Bishop  B. 
E.  Underwood  reached  into  his 
celebrated  past  to  show  us  how  to 
seize  the  future.  Memphis  in  1969, 
the  site  of  the  Memphis  Miracle  of 
Racial  Reconciliation  in  1994,  was 
where  Underwood  challenged  the 
church  with  his  sermon,  "The  Crux 
of  the  Great  Commission."  Four 
words  were  the  hinges  upon  which  a 
prophetic  word  for  the  church  and 
his  own  ministry  were  given: 
communication,  conflict,  change,  and 
crux. 

Sounding  as  if  he  had  prepared  it 
fresh  for  the  first  time,  Underwood 
drove  home  the  relevancy  of  the 
IPHC  mission  for  the  present  and 
future.  Communication  is 
characterized  by  clarity  and  urgency. 
Conflict  is  a  reminder  that  "we're 
operating  on  enemy  territory,  and 
the  battlefield  is  the  hearts  and 


minds"  of  people.  Sparing  no 
irrelevant  manmade  tradition. 
Underwood  reminded  us  of  the 
challenge  of  change,  "the  task  must 
be  completed  even  if  it  means  a 
slaughter  of  a  whole  herd  of  sacred 
cows!" 

Finally,  the  crux  remains  the 
same  for  every  Christian  generation, 
"the  real  emphasis  of  the  Great 
Commission  is  to  make  disciples." 
Underwood  showed  that  significant 
steps  had  been  taken  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  these  four  areas  through 
the  advancing  ministries  of  the 
church,  especially  in  light  of  Target 
2000. 

Yet,  Bishop  Underwood  did  not 
stop  with  a  review  of  the  past.  He 
told  how  the  Lord,  this  past  January 
in  Nigeria,  awakened  him  at  3  a.m. 
with  insight  on  the  four  divine 
resources  we  needed  to  continue  to 
move  forward  to  fulfill  the  will  of 
God.  Returning  to  his  text  of  1969, 
Matthew  28:18,  Underwood  gave  us 
these  four  resources. 

1.  We  have  the  AUTHORITY. 
"Divine  authority  means  divine 
freedom  to  do  what  needs  to  be  done. 
We've  got  the  right,  the  authority,  to 
evangelize  the  world." 

2.  We  have  the  ANOINTING. 
"The  anointing  is  power,  ability.  The 
anointing  is  ours  according  to 
Scripture.  The  anointing  enables  us 
to  preach  deliverance,  to  set  the 
captives  free."  He  reminded  us  that 
anointing  is  not  about  feelings,  but 
about  trusting  the  Word  of  God. 

3.  We  have  the  ATTITUDE.  'Tou 
can  never  seize  the  future  until  you 
seize  the  attitude  of  Jesus."  Jesus' 
attitude  was  that  He  was  a  friend  of 
sinners;  He  was  a  foe  of  the 
Pharisees;  and  He  was  the  Father's 
beloved  Son. 

4.  We  have  the  ACTTVITY.  There 
continues  to  be  much  work  for  us  to 
do.  But  our  work  is  based  on  the 
model  of  Jesus  with  His  Father.  "I  do 
what  I  see  my  Father  doing  and  I 
say  what  I  hear  my  Father  saying." 
Underwood  reminded  us  "we've  got 
to  know  what  God  is  doing  and 
saying  and  not  just  what  God  did 
and  said." 

Focusing  on  what  God  is  doing 


through  celebration  and  worship 
around  the  world.  Underwood 
brought  the  service  to  a  climactic 
close  with  the  vision  he  had  while 
participating  in  the  50th 
anniversary  of  IPHC  ministries  in 
Costa  Rica.  He  said  he  saw  millions 
of  Chinese  women  with  bound  feet. 
They  symbolized  people  "bound  and 
crippled  spiritually,  not  knowing 
how  to  worship  God."  Wondering 
what  could  be  done  to  help  them. 
Underwood  heard  the  Holy  Spirit 
say,  "God  can  perform  the  miracle  of 
giving  them  normal  feet  if  He  can 
get  the  bandages  off." 

The  challenge  for  us  in  "getting 
the  bandages  off  of  crippled  spirits, 
minds,  and  lives,  is  to  avail 
ourselves  of  the  resources  of 
authority,  anointing,  attitude,  and 
activity  as  the  church  moves 
forward. 

The  service  concluded  with  a 
video  review  of  the  Underwoods'  life, 
including  footage  of  his  mother, 
sister,  and  brother.  Among  the  gifts 
presented  to  them  was  a  1997 
Lincoln  Towncar.

Churcli  Rallies  to 
"Reach  the  World" 
With  the  Gospel 

The  opening  march  of 
missionaries  and  national  leaders 
carrying  flags  of  the  world  set  the 
tone  for  the  Global  Outreach  (GO) 
Rally  Saturday  night.  Directors  of 
World  Missions  Ministries  and 
Evangelism  USA  challenged  every 
person  present  to  become  involved  in 
proclaiming  the  message  of  Christ  to 
this  generation. 

Representatives  of  the  two 
ministries  reported  on  how  the 
mission  is  being  implemented  in  the 
United  States  and  around  the  world. 
The  GO  Offering  of  over  $1,141,000, 
presented  by  conference  missions 
directors,  topped  the  goal  by  more 
than  $41,000,  giving  witness  to  the 
commitment  of  God's  people  to  global 
evangelism. 

Reinhard  Bonnke,  founder  of 
Christ  for  All  Nations  and  guest

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speaker  for  the  evening,  continued 
the  theme.  "Why  would  a  man  with  a 
German  accent  come  to  America  to 
preach  Christ?"  Bonnke  asked. 

He  went  on  to  cite  two  reasons, 
beginning  with  a  personal  testimony: 
When  his  grandfather  was  lost,  sick 
and  dying,  a  man  from  America  took 
the  gospel  to  the  forests  of  East 
Germany.  When  the  American 
prayed,  Bonnke's  grandfather  was 
saved,  healed,  and  delivered. 

"Second,"  the  evangelist  declared, 
"I  am  here  because  I  have  heard 
from  God,  and  America  is  Point  One 
on  His  agenda.  I  am  here  by  divine 
mandate,  because  'Jesus  Loves 
America!' " 

Reinhard  Bonnke  Ministries  has 
already  placed  a  copy  of  his  book. 
The  Epic  of  Christ's  Cross,  in  18 
million  households  throughout  the 
world  and  will  cover  the  U.S.  and 
Canada  in  April  1998.  The  IPHC  is  a 
partner  in  this  effort. 

Bonnke  emphasized  the  need  for 
action  in  order  to  evangelize  the 
world.  "Go,  but  not  on  your  own, 
Jesus  is  with  you!"  he  challenged  the 
church.  "This  is  not  a  promise  but  a 
statement  of  fact.. .Go,  but  you  are  to 
receive  power.  No  one  is  sent 
without  the  anointing  of  the  baptism 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  This  anointing 
does  not  fluctuate  with  our  emotions; 
it  is  constant." 

Bonnke's  "parable  of  the  light 
bulb"  emphasized  the  need  to  stay 
plugged  in  to  God's  power.  A  bulb 
cannot  give  light  unless  it  is 
connected  to  the  power  source,  but 
neither  can  the  power  give  light 
without  the  bulb.  "Get  connected, 
plugged  in,  and  let  the  current  flow," 
he  concluded.

The  symbolic  transition  of 
leadership  was  made  during  the 
Pastor/Lay  Breakfast  held  Friday 
morning,  August  8.  The  event  was 
hosted  by  Men's  Ministries. 

Following  an  opening  ceremony 
that  included  a  Royal  Rangers  color 
guard,  the  Men's  Ministries  Board 
and  General  Director  Jack  Kelley 
honored  Bishop  Underwood,  Mrs. 
Florence  Wellons,  widow  of  the  late 
William  S.  Wellons,  Sr.,  founder  of 
the  men's  organization  of  the  IPHC, 
and  Mrs.  Doris  Moore,  outgoing 
director  of  Women's  Ministries. 

After  he  addressed  the  gathering, 
Bishop  Underwood  called  Bishop

GBA  Designates  1998 
for  Centennial  Celebration 

During  its  1997  meeting,  held 
Monday,  August  4,  in  Kansas  City, 
the  General  Board  of  Administration 
(GBA)  officially  declared  1998  as  the 
Centennial  Year  for  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.

Harold  D.  Hunter,  director  of 
Archives  and  Research  for  the 
church.  Dr.  Hunter,  Dr.  Vinson 
Synan,  and  Bishop  B.  E.  Underwood 
have  agreed  to  contribute  to  a 
column  in  IssacharFile  entitled, 
"Centennial  Moments."  The  column 
will  appear  each  month  in  1998. 

The  first  congregation  to  bear  the 
name  Pentecostal  Holiness  was 
organized  in  Goldsboro,  North 
Carolina,  in  1898.  That  church, 


known  today  as  The  First 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  is  still 
in  existence  and  will  serve  as  one  of 
the  venues  for  the  centennial 
celebration. 

Other  possible  sites  include 
Anderson,  South  Carolina;  Royston, 
Georgia;  and  Oklahoma  City, 
Oklahoma,  where  the  denomination's 
Resource  Development  Center  is 
located. 

Conference  Backs 
Religious  Freedom 
Amendment 

The  23rd  General  Conference 
went  on  record  Friday  supporting 
the  Religious  Freedom  Amendment 
(RFA),  a  proposed  constitutional 
amendment  to  protect  religious 
freedom  in  America. 

Congressman  Ernest  Istook  (R- 
OK),  one  of  the  principle  authors  of 
the  amendment,  presented  the 
provisions  of  the  RFA  during  the 
Friday  afternoon  session.  "Since 
1962  (when  prayer  was  banned  from 
the  public  schools),  we  have  had  all 
kinds  of  unusual  decisions  passed  by 
the  Supreme  Court,"  he  said.  "If  we 
do  nothing  about  this,  we  ultimately 
will  drown  in  the  flood  waters  of  all 
that  is  going  on  around  us  (to 
restrict  religious  liberty),  and  I'm  not 
willing  to  do  nothing." 

The  RFA  would  reverse  trends  of 
suppressing  religious  expression, 
including  student-initiated  prayers 
in  public  schools.  The  language  of 
the  provision  is  as  follows: 

To  secure  the  people's  right  to 
acknowledge  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  conscience:  The  people's 
right  to  pray  and  recognize  their 
religious  beliefs,  heritage  or 
traditions  on  public  property, 
including  schools,  shall  not  be 
infringed. 

The  government  shall  not  require 
any  person  to  join  in  prayer  or  other 
religious  activity,  initiate  or  designate 
school  prayers,  discriminate  against 
religion,  or  deny  equal  access  to  a 
benefit  on  account  of  religion. 

"Your  Congressman  needs  to  hear 
from  you,"  Istook  told  delegates.

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"Urge  them  to  co-sponsor  the  RFA.  Write  favorable  letters 
to  newspapers  and  speak  to  groups  and  radio  talk  shows." 

According  to  the  Congressman,  public  opinion  polls 
throughout  the  last  30  years  show  three-fourths  of  the 
American  public  overwhelmingly  support  a 
constitutional  amendment  to  allow  voluntary  prayer  in 
public  schools,  and  otherwise  protect  religious  liberties. 
The  RFA  is  supported  by  numerous  conservative  and 
religious  organizations,  over  130  House  co-sponsors,  and 
the  House  leadership. 

IPHC  Joins  Disney  Boycott; 
Endorses  RFA 

The  23rd  General  Conference  of  the  International 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  (IPHC)  joined  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC)  Monday  in  its  boycott  of  the 
Disney  Corporation.  Delegates  adopted  a  resolution 
August  11  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  supporting  the  SBC 
and  other  religious  organizations  "in  denouncing  the 
activities  of  the  Disney  Corporation  in  promoting, 
sponsoring  and  endorsing  the  homosexual  agenda." 

The  resolution  went  on  to  call  for  a  complete  boycott 
of  Disney,  including  its  theme  parks,  labeled  products, 
movies  and  TV  programming:  "In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Disney  Corporation  is  actively  and  aggressively 
pursuing  policies  that  are  detrimental  to  traditional 
family  values  and  our  Judeo-Christian  ethic,  we  go  on 
record  in  support  of  the  ongoing  boycott  of  Disney..." 

Earlier  in  the  convention,  IPHC  delegates  also  took  a 
position  in  support  of  the  Religious  Freedom 
Amendment  (RFA).  In  a  speech  on  Friday  afternoon. 
Congressman  Ernest  Istook  (R-OK)  presented  the  terms 
of  the  Amendment,  which  would  allow  "student- 
sponsored  prayer  in  public  schools  and  explicitly 
prohibits  government  from  composing  prayers  on  their 
behalf  and  from  compelling  anyone  to  join  in  prayer." 

The  International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  based 
in  Bethany,  Oklahoma,  will  celebrate  its  centennial 
anniversary  next  year.  The  denomination  began  as  a 
holiness  group  in  Goldsboro,  North  Carolina,  in  1898. 
Today  it  has  1,700  churches  in  the  United  States  and 
more  than  2.2  million  constituents  worldwide. 

Conference  Adopts  New  Language 
Regarding  Sanctification 

Following  considerable  debate  Friday,  the  23rd 
General  Conference  adopted  new  language  intended  to 
clarify  the  church's  position  on  the  doctrine  of 
sanctification.  The  new  wording,  which  affects  only  #10 
of  our  Articles  of  Faith,  emphasizes  not  only  the  crisis 
experience,  but  also  the  growth  process  involved  in  this 
work  of  grace. 

Article  10  now  reads: 

We  believe  in  sanctification.  While  sanctification  is 
initiated  in  regeneration  and  consummated  in 
glorification,  we  believe  that  it  includes  a  definite, 


instantaneous  work  of  grace  received  by  faith  subsequent 
to  regeneration  (Acts  26:18;  I  John  1:9).  Sanctification 
delivers  from  the  power  and  dominion  of  sin.  It  is 
followed  by  life-long  growth  in  grace  and  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ  (2  Corinthians  4:16;  2 
Peter  3:18). 

This  is  perhaps  the  first  change  in  the  wording  of  this 
Article  of  Faith  in  the  church's  nearly  100-year  history. 

Day  of  Training  Hits 
IHome  Run  With  Delegates 

Other  than  being  interrupted  for  seven  minutes  by  a 
fire  alarm  (which  proved  to  be  a  false  signal),  workshops 
during  the  Day  of  Training  received  high  marks  by  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  participants  Saturday.  The 
seven  seminars,  which  were  well-attended  by  delegates 
and  visitors  to  the  23rd  General  Conference,  dealt  with 
specialized  ministries  in  the  church. 

Sessions  focusing  on  the  needs  of  pastors/ministers 
often  register  the  highest  number  of  participants.  The 
class  entitled,  "Permission  Giving  Leadership/Laity  on 
the  Loose,"  presented  by  Dr.  Mark  Rutland,  was  no 
exception.  Rutland  is  president  of  Global  Servants,  a 
missions  and  evangelism  organization. 

Reports  coming  out  of  the  workshop  on  Praise  and 
Worship  led  by  Steve  Bowersox  incorporated  words  like 
awesome,  powerful,  and  anointed  to  describe  the  impact 
that  seminar  had  on  those  in  attendance.  Bowersox, 
founder  and  president  of  Bowersox  Institute  of  Music 
and  founding  executive  director  of  Integrity  Music's 
Worship  International,  introduced  participants  to 
innovative  ways  of  using  technology  in  leading  their 
congregations  in  praise  and  worship. 

Missionaries  and  mission  directors  had  opportunity  to 
see  the  "Changing  Face  of  Missions"  through  the  eyes  of 
Dr.  Paul  McKaughan,  executive  director  of  Evangelical 
Fellows  of  Mission  Agencies  (EFMA). 

McKaughan  presented  new  and  changing  methods  for 
reaching  the  lost  in  the  21st  century. 

In  another  workshop,  pastors/church  planters  Noah 
Barefoot,  Jr.,  Ron  Carpenter,  Jr.,  Dr.  Clifton  Buckham, 
Sr.,  and  Ada  Villarreal  introduced  "Models  of  Multi- 
Cultural  Ministry."  This  forum  was  moderated  by 
Charlene  West,  director  of  IPHC  Intercultural  Ministries. 

Next  door,  Col.  Jack  Kelley  and  Dr.  Jonathan  Burch 
teamed  up  to  focus  on  "The  Role  of  Laity  in  Ministry." 
Kelley  serves  as  general  director  of  Men's  Ministries  of 
the  IPHC,  and  Dr.  Burch  is  general  counsel  for  the  IPHC. 

Other  sessions  held  Saturday  morning  included, 
'Touth  Ministry  in  a  Quantum  Age,"  conducted  by  Larry 
Harper,  national  youth  director  and  administrative 
assistant  in  Church  Education  Ministries  of  the  IPHC, 
and  "Onward  Cyber-Soldiers"  with  Joe  laquinta,  director 
of  New  Evangelism  Technologies  for  the  IPHC. 

The  false  alarm,  triggered  by  a  dramatic  change  in 
the  water  pressure  in  the  building,  caused  only  a  brief 
interruption.

"And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me, 
Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from 
henceforth:  Yes,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest 
from  their  labours;  and  their  works  do  follow  them" 
Revelation  14:13. 

Will  you  follow  her  example?  The  words  of  John  Hall 
express  the  lifestyle  of  Fannie  Mae: 

At  Day's  End 

Is  anybody  happier  because  you  passed  his  way? 
Does  anyone  remember  that  you  spoke  to  him  today? 
The  day  is  almost  over,  and  its  toiling  time  is 
through; 

Is  there  anyone  to  utter  now  a  kindly  word  of  you? 
Can  you  say  tonight,  in  parting  with  the  day  that's 
slipping  fast; 

That  you  helped  a  single  brother  of  the  many  you 
passed? 

Is  a  single  heart  rejoicing  over  what  you  did  or  said; 

Does  the  man  whose  hopes  were  fading,  now  with 
courage  look  ahead? 

Did  you  waste  the  day,  or  lose  it?  Was  it  well  or 
sorely  spent? 

Did  you  leave  a  trail  of  kindness,  or  a  scar  of 
discontent? 

As  you  close  your  eyes  in  slumber,  do  you  think  that 
God  will  say, 

"You  have  earned  one  more  tomorrow  by  the  work 
you  did  today"? 

The  service  honoring  Mrs.  Jones  was  conducted  by 
her  conference  superintendent,  T.  Elwood  Long,  and 
her  pastor,  Frank  Sossamon. 

Independent,  Energetic,  Determined,  Committed, 
Protective,  and  Caring  are  but  a  few  words  that  can  be 
used  to  open  up  some  windows  into  the  life  of  Rev. 
Fannie  Mae  Morris  Jones. 

Sister  Fannie  Mae  was  her  own  woman.  She  was  not 
owned  by  anyone.  Not  for  sale.  She  would  tell  you  what 
she  thought,  and  she  would  tell  you  some  things  that 
she  hadn't  thought  of  that  were  often  on  her  mind. 

Sister  Jones  talked  often  of  her  funeral  and  said, 
"Pastor  Frank,  what  are  you  going  to  say  about  me 
when  I  die?"  I  would  say,  "Let  me  think  about  that  for  a 
minute."  Then  I  would  say,  "I'm  going  to  tell  everybody 
that  Fannie  Mae  Jones  was  a  stinker.  Why  don't  you 
write  down  some  good  things  you  want  me  to  say  about 
you  at  your  funeral?"  Her  reply  would  be,  "Oh,  go  on 
and  get  out  of  here."  Sister  Jones  would  talk  with  her 
son  Greg  about  her  death  and  funeral.  Greg  would  say, 
"Now,  Mama,  give  me  a  week's  notice  before  your  death 
so  I  can  find  some  mourners." 

Of  course  Greg  was  only  joking,  but  these 
conversations  speak  volumes  about  the  love,  fondness, 
and  relationship  that  Rev.  Fannie  Mae  Jones  had  with 
her  family,  friends,  and  community. 


Sister  Jones  would  ask,  "Frank,  are  you  on  speaking 
terms  with  the  Lord?"  and  I  would  say,  "Yes."  She 
would  say,  "Well,  if  you're  not,  I  don't  want  you  praying 
for  me,  but  if  you  are,  I  would  appreciate  your  prayers." 

As  Sister  Jones  got  older,  she  would  go  to  sleep 
during  the  worship  service  at  times.  After  the  services 
concluded,  she  would  say,  "Well,  I  know  you  noticed 
that  I  went  to  sleep  this  morning  in  the  service,"  and  I 
would  say,  "Yes,  I  noticed  that."  Then  she  would 
respond,  "I  only  did  that  because  I  trust  you.  I  know 
you'll  preach  the  truth  so  I  went  to  sleep." 

Something  else  comes  to  mind  about  Sister  Jones 
and  that  is  Dogs,  Cats,  and  Junk.  Every  stray  dog  or 
cat  that  passed  by  her  house  had  a  home.  When  she 
claimed  it  all  of  a  sudden,  it  had  a  pedigree.  The 
animal,  though  just  a  sooner,  was  a  prize  possession. 
She  also  enjoyed  gathering  junk.  We  called,  at  one 
time,  her  house  "Fred  Sanford's  Place." 

She  was  a  determined  and  energetic  woman  who 
went  non-stop  for  the  Lord  and  ministry.  I  never  got  to 
hear  her  preach  in  her  prime,  but  I  heard  all  the  stories 
about  those  great  revivals  that  went  on  for  weeks  and 
weeks.  I  heard  about  the  large  numbers  of  spiritual 
experiences  and  how  the  church  would  be  packed  with 
hungry  worshipers.  How  she  would  lock  herself  up  in 
her  room  and  pray  and  study  until  church  time. 

Two  passages  of  Scripture  come  to  mind  when 
thinking  about  Sister  Jones.  One  is  the  story  of  the 
unjust  judge  that  didn't  have  regard  for  God  or  man. 
Upon  giving  the  widow  a  bad  verdict,  she  immediately 
began  to  come  before  him  time  and  time  again  pleading 
her  case  until  he  changed  his  verdict.  Well,  Sister 
Jones  was  that  kind  of  lady.  She  wouldn't  take  no  for 
an  answer. 

Time  took  its  toll  on  her  as  her  voice  got  weaker, 
as  her  body  began  to  break  down.  All  due  to  her 
going  around  the  clock  non-stop  to  do  ministry.  Yes, 
Rev.  Fannie  Mae  Morris  Jones  gave  relentlessly  all 
she  had. 

She  gave  all  that  she  had  to: 

(1)  Her  Family   Her  beloved  husband,  Rev.  J. 

Paul  Jones,  and  sons.  Rev. 
Dwight  Jones  and  Greg  Jones. 

(2)  Her  Church  Through    pastoral  ministry, 

evangelism,  soul-winning,  fund- 
raising,  and  preaching  the  gospel. 

(3)  Her  God        Through  prayer,  worship,  study, 

and  witness.  She  gave  her  all, 
kept  the  faith,  and  now  she's  in 
His  presence  forever.  God  help  us 
to  cherish  her  memory  and  thank 
God  for  her  ministry.

Ruth  Dalton,  pharmacist,  oversaw  the  pharmacy 
which  ran  at  least  12  hours  each  day.  Several  people 
brought  us  prescriptions.  They  were  able  to  get  enough 
money  to  pay  a  doctor  (approximately  $4.00)  but  then 
were  unable  to  afford  the  medicine. 

Diane  Austin,  counselor,  saw  69  patients.  There  are 
many  family  problems  in  Nicaragua.  Many  are  seeking 
for  answers.  Diane  and  Greta  Hopper,  translator,  were 
able  to  lead  six  of  those  patients  to  the  Lord.  The 
medical  team  and  counselor  were  able  to  minister  to 
the  people  through  our  eight  translators  and  Brenda 
Glowers. 

While  a  medical  team  was  working  at  the  church 
seeing  a  flood  of  patients,  who  stood  in  the  heat  from 
4:00  a.m.  until  7:30  -  8:30  p.m.  to  be  seen,  another  team 
was  working  with  Dr.  Mike  Geiger,  ophthalmologist. 
Dr.  Geiger  performed  44  eye  surgeries!  Crossed  eyes 
were  straightened,  cataracts  were  removed,  many  who 
thought  they  would  never  see  again  were  given  the 
precious  gift  of  sight!  One  mother,  with  tearful  voice, 
told  the  team  that  her  little  seven-year-old  boy  had 
always  been  teased  unmercifully  because  his  eyes  were 
crossed.  She  had  never  thought  that  it  would  be 
possible  for  his  eyes  to  be  "normal."  Then  the  American 
doctor  came... 

We  are  very  excited  about  what  God  is  doing!  We  can 


hardly  wait  to  go  back  to  Nicaragua!  If  you  would  like 
to  help  in  this  endeavor  or  if  you  feel  God's  call  to  join 
us  on  these  short-term  missions  projects,  we  could 
surely  use  your  help.  We  would  like  to  obtain  our  own 
set  of  dental  tools.  We  are  constantly  collecting  medical 
equipment  and  supplies  to  include  eyeglasses.  If  you 
have  any  question  or  would  like  to  help,  please  contact 
me,  Cecille  Booth,  at  910-488-7474.

/  was  not  able  to  attend  the  "Stand  In  The  Gap" 
gathering  of  Promise  Keepers  in  Washington  ,  D.C.,  on 
Saturday,  October  4,  1997.  However,  I  want  you  to  hear 
from  some  men  who  were  there. 

Jack  Kelley,  Men's  Ministries  Director  of  this 
conference  and  of  the  General  International 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church: 

My  Brothers  and  Sisters, 

When  I  get  an  opportunity  to  review  all  that  has  taken 
place  in  my  life,  one  of  the  key  events  will  be  that  I  had 
the  blessing  to  see  the  Lord  move  at  the  Promise  Keepers' 
"Stand  In  The  Gap"  Solemn  Assembly. 

First  of  all,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  "hang  out"  with 
Bishop  Leggett  and  Tal  Gardner.  We  walked  everywhere, 
talked  to  numbers  of  men.  Had  the  opportunity  to  share 
with  other  denominational  heads  briefly  to  see  what  PK 
can  do  to  help  them  and  specifically  to  help  local  pastors 
to  motivate,  train  and  release  men  into  ministry. 

The  number  of  men  that  were  there  was  unreal.  As  we 
walked,  we  encountered  men  from  our  Men's  Ministries  in 
the  Sonshine,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Western 
North  Carolina,  Appalachian,  and  Mid-Atlantic 
conferences  and  missionaries.  It  looked  like  the  world  had 
decided  to  meet  in  this  one  place. 

A  few  brief  memories,  far  too  much  to  write  in  this  brief 
report: 

The  number  of  men  there  -  unbelievable! 

The  music  and  praise  by  the  men  -  awesome! 

Prayer  -  oh  yeah  -  every  25  feet  you'd  run  into  a  group  of 
men  huddled  in  prayer.  Just  prior  to  the  start  of  the  event, 
we  visited  the  Capitol  and  went  to  the  floor  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  As  we  came  in,  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  had  a  delegation  of  around  35  of  his 
constituents  on  the  floor  of  the  House  kneeling  in  prayer  for 
our  country.  Prayer  everywhere!  We  encountered  prayer 


groups  in  parking  lots,  hotels,  restaurants,  metro  stations, 
streets,  lines  to  the  bathroom,  on  the  streets,  and  in  all  the 
public  buildings  we  passed. 

At  one  point  one  of  the  speakers  asked  all  of  us  to 
prostrate  ourselves  on  the  ground.  As  he  began  to  pray,  it 
was  noticeable  that  not  a  sound  was  being  made  -  no 
autos,  no  one  talking,  just  a  reverent  silence  had  filled  the 
entire  mall  area. 

As  a  dad,  I  was  pleased  to  link  up  with  one  of  my  sons 
about  halfway  through  the  event.  That  in  itself  seems  like 
a  miracle  now.  But  together  we  had  the  opportunity  to 
share  in  prayer  and  commitment. 

When  it  was  all  over,  my  son  and  I  got  on  a  metro  and 
headed  back  to  the  station  where  I  had  parked  the  car.  It  was 
the  last  station  at  the  end  of  the  Metro's  Orange  line.  As  we 
left  the  Metro  and  were  coming  down  the  last  set  of  steps, 
there  in  front  of  us  was  a  lady  with  two  children.  One  was  a 
little  girl  of  about  six  and  a  little  boy  of  about  one  in  a 
stroller.  Each  had  a  sign  they  were  holding.  The  lad/s  sign 
said,  "My  husband  is  a  Promise  Keeper,"  and  each  of  the  two 
children  held  a  sign  sa3dng,  "My  Daddy  is  a  Promise  Keeper." 

And  I  said,  "Lord  Jesus  -  help  me  to  be  a  Promise 
Keeper  to  my  wife,  my  children,  and  grandchildren." 

What  an  awesome  day.  Praise  the  Lord.

FROM  NCWM  HISTORIAN... 

The  responsibility  of  a  historian  is  to  record  history  as  it  is  being 
made  through  information,  pictures  and  clippings  so  that  the  past 
history  may  be  informative  and  inspirational  to  the  present 
generation  and  to  generations  to  come.  This  was  the  purpose  of  our 
first  historian,  Mrs.  Belle  Newsome,  who  was  elected  NC  Woman's 
Auxiliary  Historian  in  1955.  The  purpose  has  been  the  same  over  the

past  42  years  as  each  historian  has  collected  and  assembled 
materials  to  keep  our  history  alive. 

My  friend,  Donna,  and  I  made  a  trip  to  Falcon  in  July  to  research 
the  WM  scrapbooks  for  ideas  to  share  in  this  article.  For  four  hours  we 
rejoiced  over  the  many  things  we  read  and  saw.  (I  couldn't  actually 
believe  we  actually  wore  some  of  those  hats  and  dresses,  but  at  the 
time  those  photos  were  made,  we  really  felt  dressed  up!!!) 

It  was  so  encouraging  to  see  pictures  of  ladies  who  started  our 
organization.  Many  of  them  now  rejoice  in  Heaven.  Mrs.  Newsome 
did  a  wonderful  job  with  the  first  scrapbook.  She  was  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Jean  Williams  (planned),  Mrs.  J.  W.  Lewis  (printed  materials), 
Mrs.  Annie  Miller  Johnson  (contributed  valuable  data),  Mrs.  Frances 
Shirley  (statistical  information),  Mrs.  Margaret  Russell  (camera 
work),  and  Mrs.  Janice  Turpin  (typed  manuscript).  Many  local  WA 
groups  also  sent  in  pictures  and  clippings  pertaining  to  the  beginning 
of  NC  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

The  most  interesting  part  was  related  to  the  organizing  of  the  NC 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  on  May  10, 
1944,  in  the  Octagon  Tabernacle  in  Falcon.  This  was  a  vision  come 
true  for  Mrs.  Lila  Berry.  Her  desire  was  to  see  ladies  in  every  church 
being  allowed  to  minister  to  the  people  of  the  church  and  community. 
By  1947,  we  had  23  active  auxiliaries.  In  1948,  one  year  later,  there 
was  a  50  percent  increase;  and  53  years  later,  we  now  have  a 
membership  in  the  NC  Conference  of  3,548  and  143  reporting  groups. 
The  organization  now  reaches  around  the  world  through  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  To  God  be  the  glory,  with 
special  tribute  to  Mrs.  Berry's  memory  for  a  wonderful  working  group 
of  ladies  who  were  our  founding  sisters. 

The  first  motto,  "One  for  all  and  all  for  Christ,"  was  submitted  by 
Mrs.  Annie  Miller  Johnson.  Later  it  was  changed  to,  "Dedicated  to 
Serve, "  and  our  current  motto  is,  "Reshaping  Lives  for  Ministry. "  The 
name  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  retained  until  the  1985  General 
Convention  when  it  changed  to  Women's  Ministries .  The  purpose  of 
the  WA  in  1954  was  to  "Promote  Spirituality  in  the  Home,  Church, 
and  Community."  This  was  changed  in  1985  to  "Committed  to 
Ministry."  Our  purpose  now  is  to  "Encourage  and  Nurture  Ministry 
Gifts  Within  Each  Individual. " 

Our  emblem  was  designed  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Russell  in  1959.  It  is 
a  triangle  (representing  home,  church,  and  community)  within  a 
circle.  Praying  hands  are  in  the  center  of  the  triangle.  The  current 
logo  depicts  the  head  of  a  lady  and  a  symbol  of  the  cross  with  the 
words  "Reshaping  Lives"  under  it. 

Did  you  know  that  the  first  WA  Conference  Project  was  to  furnish 
silverware  and  china  for  the  new  conference  dormitory?  Other  projects 
were:  placing  electric  water  fountains  in  the  Ark  Building  (How  many 
remember  the  Ark???);  a  concrete  walk  from  the  tabernacle  to  the 
cafeteria;  office  equipment;  tables,  park  benches,  and  garbage 
containers  for  Camp  Meeting  picnics;  and  cafeteria  equipment.  We  are 
reminded  of  our  recent  project  in  1997  of  furnishing  tables  and  chairs 
for  the  new  cafeteria.  WAAVM  ladies  have  always  worked  hard  to 
beautify  our  campus  facilities. 

Mrs.  Berry  began  the  Adoption  Plan  for  the  children  of  Falcon 
Children's  Home  in  1949.  She  also  started  the  Santa  Claus  Train, 
which  we  now  know  as  the  Harvest  Train.  This  is  a  highlight  of  our 
year  as  we  carry  commodities  and  money  to  FCH  and  enjoy  their 
musical  program  each  November. 

The  first  Mission  program  began  in  1955  by  sending  packages  to 
missionaries  overseas.  We  now  have  the  Agnes  Robinson  Christmas 
Missions  Fund  to  bless  our  missionaries  at  Christmas. 

The  Feast  of  Ingathering  was  also  founded  by  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  Each  fall  we  enjoy  sending  money  to  Emmanuel  College 
and  Holmes  College  of  the  Bible  to  help  our  young  people  have  an 
opportunity  for  a  Christian  higher  education  experience. 

Our  first  Women's  Retreat  was  held  in  1981.  This  is  an  annual 
event  which  brings  nearly  1,000  of  our  membership  together  for 
worship  and  fellowship. 

The  Girls  Auxiliary  was  also  founded  by  the  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  1972.  Mrs.  Janice  Crawford  served  as  Director. 
In  the  1980s  Girls  Auxiliary  was  transitioned  to  GEMS  and  is 
currently  under  the  directorship  of  Mrs.  Sandra  McCandless. 


Our  ladies  have  always  enjoyed  attending  WAAVM  Conferences  to 
receive  certificates  and  awards  for  goals  accomplished  during  the 
year.  Space  will  not  permit  all  the  news  I  would  like  to  share,  but  the 
WA/WM  scrapbook  collection  is  generally  displayed  at  WM  functions 
in  Falcon.  Be  sure  to  take  a  look  at  it... read  our  history  and  look  back 
at  the  pictures  and  memoirs.  Some  day  in  the  future,  someone  might 
be  seeing  your  picture  in  the  History  of  North  Carolina  Women's 
Ministries  in  the  same  collection.

I  am  positive  that  God  has  mighty  things  in  store  for 
Nicaragua,  beginning  with  physical  healings  and 
leading  to  powerful,  life-changing  spiritual  healings.

The  highlights  of  "Stand  In  The  Gap"  were  more  than 
what  we  did,  but  rather  it  was  what  we  did  not  do!  We  did 
not  promote  political  issues.  We  did  not  promote 
personalities  nor  individual  ministries!  We  did  not  get 
overly  concerned  about  "how  many  were  there"!  We  did 
not  do  things  according  to  fad  nor  tradition!  For  six  hours 
we  did  not  talk  about  sports  or  hobbies!  We  were  not 
concerned  with  eating  or  fellowship!  For  six  hours  we 
concentrated  on  getting  to  the  basics  of  Christianity!  We 
concentrated  on  the  purpose  which  God  has  for  men  on 
this  earth.  We  pulled  down  our  spiritual  mirrors  and 
allowed  the  Holy  Spirit  to  show  a  reflection  of  our  own 
lives  and  give  us  the  mercy  and  grace  to  be  forgiven  of  our 
shortcomings.  In  essence,  we  had  a  six-hour  revival  with 
over  a  million  men  from  all  around  the  world.  Husbands, 
dads  and  sons  alike  gathered  for  a  a  serious  conference 
with  our  Father  God.  Some  men  came  without  the  Savior 
but  left  with  Jesus  living  in  their  hearts! 

From  a  pastoral  perspective,  I  am  very  encouraged  by 
the  move  of  God  during  "Stand  In  The  Gap"  and  in  all  the 
Promise  Keepers  conferences  throughout  the  United  States. 
I  firmly  believe  the  church  needs  a  revival  among  our  men. 
The  men  of  our  churches  need  to  understand  their  purpose 
which  God  has  for  them  in  their  homes,  communities,  and 
churches.  I  believe  God  is  using  Promise  Keepers  as  a  tool 
to  begin  a  new  work  in  the  local  church. 

I  would  like  to  encourage  all  pastors  to  promote  the 
Promise  Keepers  ministry.  The  men  who  attended  from 
the  New  Bern  First  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  have 
been  stirred  to  charter  a  bus  next  year  and  send  every 
man  in  the  church  to  Promise  Keepers!  Will  you  take  the 
challenge,  Pastor? 

Sam  Jones,  Kinston  First  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  Layman: 

What  happened  in  Washington,  D.C.,  on  October  4, 
1997?  Not  since  Moses  led  Israel  out  of  Egypt  4,000  years 
ago  have  so  many  men  been  gathered  together  in  one  place 
at  one  time  to  respond  to  God's  call.  What  brought  these 
men  together?  Why  were  they  there?  "Stand  In  The  Gap" 
solemn  assembly  of  men  was  a  continuance  of  the  vision 
the  Lord  has  shown  Bill  McCartney,  former  coach  of 
Colorado  State  University.  Promise  Keepers  was  formed 
out  of  this  vision  of  God  calling  men  back  to  the  "Headship" 
that  He  had  originally  intended.  From  this  move  of  God  in 
the  hearts  of  men,  through  stadium  conferences  came  His 
design  to  call  men  to  salvation  and  restoration. 

We  were  called  to  "Stand  In  The  Gap"  -  for  ourselves, 
others,  and  our  nation.  First,  to  confess  our  own  sins  and 
right  ourselves  with  our  Lord.  Second,  to  pray  for  our 
brothers  and  sisters.  Third,  to  repent  for  our  nation's  sin 
and  apostasy.  In  II  Chronicles  7:14  the  Lord  states,  "If  my 
people,  who  are  called  by  my  name  [that's  us]  will  humble 
themselves,  repent  of  their  sins  and  seek  my  face;  then  I 
will  hear  from  Heaven  and  heal  their  land."  It's  an 
awesome  sight  to  see  one  million  plus  men  bowing  on  our 
knees  asking  God  to  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we 
forgive  those  who  trespassed  against  us. 

The  numbers  on  the  mall  had  to  say  to  the  world. 


"JEHOVAH  GOD  IS  NOT  DEAD!  HE  REIGNS  IN  THE 
HEARTS  OF  HIS  PEOPLE."  We  were  not  drawn  there  by 
man.  We  were  drawn  to  our  Nation's  Capitol  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  for  the  purpose  of  worshiping  the  Lord,  Jesus 
Christ.  From  the  evidence  of  raised  hands,  broken  contrite 
hearts,  and  "hallelujahs,"  I  know  God  had  met  us  there, 
heard  our  prayers,  and  is  sending  Revival.  When  darkness 
fell  on  Washington,  D.C.,  on  the  evening  of  October  4, 
1997,  light  was  dispersed  across  the  nations  and  across 
the  seas,  into  the  hearts  of  men  that  God  touched  with 
Revival.  What  will  happen  now?  Just  ask  any  man  in  your 
community,  and  you'll  know  that  Revival  is  spreading. 

Wives,  encourage  your  husbands:  The  Lord  will  bless 
you  with  a  "new"  man!

Saturday,  October  4,  1997,  men  from  churches  all 
across  America  were  part  of  making  national  and  church 
history.  Along  with  many  others  from  the  Gospel 
Tabernacle  Church  in  Dunn,  NC,  I  eagerly  made  the 
journey  to  the  Washington  D.C.,  mall  as  well  to  be  a  part 
of  the  Promise  Keepers'  Sacred  Assembly  of  Men  a.k.a. 
"Standing  In  The  Gap." 

We  arrived  at  the  mall  area  located  between  the  capitol 
and  various  monuments  around  10  a.m.,  and  I  was 
stunned  to  see  the  vast  area  already  packed  full  of 
expectant  Promise  Keepers.  Men  continued  to  arrive  by 
the  hundreds  of  thousands  over  the  next  two  hours. 

Previously  I  had  attended  a  "Washington  for  Jesus" 
rally  at  the  same  location.  With  more  than  500,000  in 
attendance  that  night,  I  was  greatly  moved  by  the  sheer 
volume  of  sincere,  praying  Christian  men. 

Nevertheless,  nothing  could  have  prepared  me  for  the 
great  volume  of  men  I  would  see  or  the  powerful  move  of 
God  I  would  experience  and  observe  at  Promise  Keepers. 
The  crowd  was  twice  the  size  I  had  imagined  -  numbering 
more  than  one  million  multi-racial,  multi-denominational 
men  literally  stretching  for  miles,  as  far  as  the  eye  could  see. 

These  men  were  not  tourists  or  there  for  a  social 
experience.  These  were  men  on  a  spiritual  mission 
praying  on  our  nation's  capitol  steps,  lying  on  their  faces 
before  God,  humbled  and  repentant.  They  were  seeking 
God's  mercy  for  their  sins  and  for  our  country.  They  were 
"Standing  In  The  Gap." 

The  day's  events  were  led  by  an  assortment  of  church 
leadership,  such  as  Billy  Graham,  but  the  speakers 
themselves  were  not  the  focus  or  the  highlight.  The 
individual  and  corporate  prayers  that  were  offered  to  God 
that  day  represent  the  accomplishment  of  Promise  Keepers. 

I  was  honored  to  be  a  part  of  such  a  spiritually 
significant  event,  but  challenged  as  well.  Promise  Keepers 
is  not  a  men's  club,  a  social  event,  or  even  a  mere  men's 
fellowship.  It  is  a  modern-day  accountability  measure 
keeping  men  true  to  their  commitments  to  God,  to  their 
families,  and  their  fellowmen.  All  this  in  a  day  and  age 
when  long-lasting  commitment  is  unpopular  and 
unfashionable.  If  men  will  truly  be  "Promise  Keepers," 
then  our  nation  and  world  will  be  changed.

LINES  FROM  LINDA... 

Well,  we've  breezed  right  through  another  spring,  summer,  and 
fall.  Winter  is  upon  us,  and  with  it  comes  that  very  special  holiday 
we  all  love  -  Christmas.  The  Christmas  season  officially  starts  at 
our  house  when  we  put  up  the  Christmas  tree.  I  guess  we  all 
experience  the  frustration  of  taking  the  lights  out  of  storage, 
plugging  them  in,  and  half  of  them  not  burning.  How  many  of  us 
have  just  given  up  and  headed  to  the  nearest  Wal-Mart  or  Target 
to  buy  new  ones? 

Every  year  when  we  start  to  trim  the  tree,  I  reminisce.  I  think 
back  to  the  years  of  my  childhood,  of  the  excitement  when  Daddy 
brought  in  the  tree.  You  see,  we  didn't  shop  for  a  Christmas  tree  at 
the  local  market.  Daddy  went  into  the  woods  behind  our  house  and 
found  a  pine  tree  that  somewhat 
resembled  what  a  Christmas  tree 
should  be.  He  trimmed  it  up 
enough  to  make  it  suitable  for 

the  spot  in  front  of  the  living  >  'if-  '  -  j- 

room  window. 

I  recall  how  Mama  wanted 
the  living  room  spotlessly  clean 
before  the  tree  was  set  in  place. 
So  there  was  a  lot  of  excitement 
as  we  dusted  and  polished  ^ 
furniture   while   she  swepi 
scrubbed    and    waxed    that  ^ 
linoleum  rug  floor.  It  was  a 
special  time  when  the  tree  was 
finally  in  place  and  Mama  took 
out  the  box  of  ornaments.  We 
had  a  few  fancy  glass  ball-shaped 
ones  in  bright  and  glittery  colors, 
but  many  of  them  were  hand- 
made school  Christmas  projects. 

I  remember  the  silver  roping  and  the  boxes  of  tinsel  icicles  we 
loaded  on  the  tree. 

That  Christmas  tree  was  always  the  gathering  place  for  our 
family  Christmases.  Our  house  was  the  place  where  Daddy's  family 
and  Mama's  family  all  seemed  to  migrate  come  Christmas  Day.  It 
was  so  special  to  have  aunts,  uncles,  cousins,  and  friends  all  gather 
to  celebrate.  The  house  was  filled  with  good  food  and  laughter.  We 
shared  the  latest  family  news  and  gathered  around  the  piano  to 
sing  Christmas  carols.  As  different  ones  came  in,  Mama  would  go 
to  that  Christmas  tree  to  fetch  their  gifts.  The  gifts  were  simple, 
but  were  given  with  a  heart  of  love. 

As  we  children  grew  older  and  married,  we  had  our  own 
Christmas  trees.  Much  like  our  family  had  done  in  years  past,  we 
made  tree-trimming  a  big  event.  Our  trees  were  mountain-grown 
and  decorated  with  much  nicer  and  more  costly  ornaments.  They 
sparkled  with  flickering  lights  and  fancy  trimmings.  But  come 
Christmas  Day,  we  all  wanted  to  be  around  the  Christmas  tree  at 
Mama  and  Daddy's  house.  We  still  looked  forward  to  gathering 
there  with  family  and  friends.  The  excitement  was  high  as  the 
grandchildren  waited  for  their  names  to  be  called  as  their  gifts 
were  taken  from  under  the  tree.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  table 
was  overloaded  with  all  the  traditional  Christmas  turkey,  ham, 


and  trimmings,  Mama  always  cooked  a  big  platter  of  fried  chicken 
for  her  grandchildren.  The  day  was  so  special! 

Years  passed.  Mama's  and  Daddy's  health  failed.  Then,  early  in 
the  morning  on  Christmas  Day  of  1980,  my  daddy  died.  What  a 
contrast  that  day  was  to  the  earlier  years  when  we  had  gathered  in 
such  joyful  excitement.  As  our  family  gathered  at  my  house,  many 
friends  and  relatives  came  to  visit  and  bring  their  greetings.  The 
house  was  was  all  decorated.  The  tree  was  beautifully  trimmed, 
and  the  gifts  were  under  it.  In  my  grief,  I  did  not  turn  on  the  lights 
on  the  Christmas  tree.  We  debated  whether  to  have  our  traditional 
gift-giving  session  around  the  tree  that  night  or  wait  until  later.  As 
we  discussed  the  issue,  we  began  to  remember  how  much  Daddy 
had  enjoyed  Christmas.  We  remembered  his  special  contribution  to 
the  Christmas  goodies.  It  was  the  same  every  year  -  a  huge  box  of 

candies  and  fruit.  He  loved 
seeing  the  children  open  their 
presents.  As  we  talked  about 
him,  we  decided  he  would 
certainly  not  want  us  to  delay 
their  fun.  So,  we  plugged  in  the 
Christmas  lights  and  did  our 
best,  in  the  midst  of  tears  and 
remembrances,  to  make  this 
Christmas  special  too. 

For  the  next  few  Christmases, 
when  it  was  time  to  put  up  the 
tree,  my  heart  was  heavy  with 
recalling  the  loss  of  my  Daddy. 
Then,  in  May  of  1984,  Mama  also 
went  to  be  with  the  Lord.  As  the 
season  approached  that  year,  we 
all  knew  it  would  never  be  the 
same.  However,  by  the  next  year, 
one  of  my  older  brothers  had 
moved  into  the  homeplace  -  and 
there  was  no  question  as  to  where  we  wanted  to  have  our  family 
Christmas  celebration. 

Every  year  since  then,  Curtis  and  Myrt  have  opened  their 
hearts  and  their  home  to  the  Morris  family.  Christmas  comes  alive 
for  us  around  the  Christmas  tree  which  is  still  placed  in  front  of  the 
window  in  that  same  living  room.  The  gifts  are  piled  much  higher 
now,  as  the  family  has  grown  to  include  great-grandchildren  and 
many  more  in-laws.  The  house  is  alive  with  laughter  and  music. 
The  old  upright  piano  is  gone  and  has  been  replaced  by  a  spinet, 
but  now  the  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  join  in  to  sing 
and  play  their  various  musical  instruments.  Turkey  is  still  on  the 
menu,  as  well  as  the  fried  chicken.  Those  surviving  aunts  and 
uncles,  along  with  cousins,  still  show  up  for  the  fun. 

Christmas,  for  us,  is  filled  with  memories;  but  it  is  also  alive 
with  hope  for  the  future.  You  see,  the  Christmas  tree  gathering 
that  was  started  more  than  60  years  ago  is  still  alive.  I  know  that 
over  time  the  location  and  circumstances  will  change;  but  I  suspect 
a  family  Christmas  tree  gathering  will  always  be  important  to 
those  children  who  have  experienced  the  one  at  the  Lathon  and 
Maggie  Morris  homeplace. 

As  you  trim  your  tree  this  year,  consider  what  you  can  do  to 
begin  a  Christmas  tradition  that  will  strengthen  your  family.

For  Gary  and  Rhoda  Webber 

February  29,  1969, 
is  a  day  I  will  always 
remember.  That  day, 
my  wife  and  I  walked 
down  the  aisle  of  the 
Tabernacle  Holiness 
Church  (in  Vanceboro, 
NO  and  accepted 
Christ  as  our  Savior. 
We  did  not  just  give 
our  hearts  to  the  Lord; 
we  gave  ourselves  also. 
Ever  since  that  day,  we 
have  sought  God, 
worked  for  Him,  and 
tried  to  stay  in  His  will. 

The  next  10  years, 
we  traveled  and  sang 
(known  as  the  Gary 
Webber  Singers)  in 
many  different  churches  and  denominations.  We  recorded  three 
albums  during  that  time.  We  always  kept  close  relations  with  our 
home  church  and  served  in  every  way  we  could. 

In  1979,  I  felt  the  call  to  become  a  pastor.  I  remember 
questioning  my  calling  because  every  minister  I  spoke  with  said  he 
had  felt  the  call  to  preach.  My  call  was  to  pastor,  and  preaching 
was  to  be  a  part  of  that  ministry.  After  positive  encouragement  to 
accept  that  calling  by  former  Conference  Superintendent  J.  Doner 
Lee,  I  began  to  study  for  my  minister's  license.  I  received  my 
minister's  license  in  June  1980,  and  was  assigned  the  Ayden  First

My  wife  and  I  have  served  there  faithfully  ever  since.  We  will 
pastor  the  Ayden  church  as  long  as  we  feel  God  wants  us  there. 
However,  after  seeking  God's  will,  we  have  decided  to  enter  a  new 
ministry.  This  new  ministry  will  be  a  part  of  our  work  at  the  Ayden 
church,  but  God  has  directed  us  to  step  out  by  faith  and  with 
boldness  to  carry  this  ministry  to  all  people. 

This  ministry  has  already  begun  and  is  known  as  Trinity  Miracle 
Ministry.  A  weekly  broadcast  of  Trinity  Miracle  Ministry  can  be  heard 
each  Saturday  morning  at  10:30  a.m.  on  WGHB  in  Farmville,  NC  (1250 
AM)  and  Sunday  at  3:00  p.m.  on  WLOJ  in  New  Bern,  NC  ( 1490  AM). 

Our  children,  Kevin  and  Tanya,  are  now  grown  and  married  and 
are  serving  the  Lord.  God  has  placed  a  vision  in  their  hearts  for  this 
ministry  also.  Tanya,  her  husband  Steve;  Kevin,  and  his  wife, 
Michelle  will  be  working  in  this  ministry  with  Rhoda  and  me.  I  have 
seen  many  miracles,  or  as  Christ  would  say,  the  Works  of  God,  but 
with  great  expectations  I  know  this  ministry  has  only  begun. 

God  has  already  given  us  financial  miracles  to  start  these  radio 
broadcasts  through  ministry  partners.  May  God  bless  them  for 
planting  a  seed  in  this  ministry. 

We  will  be  accepting  invitations  wherever  God  opens  doors  for 
us  beginning  January  1,  1998.  We  will  be  available  for  singings, 
revivals,  or  one-night  miracle  services.  I  must  admit,  I  feel  one- 
night  miracle  services  are  God's  divine  will  for  my  life.  The  services 
will  consist  of  singing  by  the  family,  preaching,  and  receiving  of 
miracles.
